Edmonton city administrators want Alberta's Solicitor Gen- 
eral to strike out a new legal requirement that would require 
bylaw and security officers to document verbal complaints. 

Officially, the city only takes written complaints because ver- 
bal ones “are subject to interpretation and paraphrasing, and 
are more likely to be of a frivolous or vexatious nature.” 

The city’s worry is that “this new requirement could signifi- 
cantly increase the workload of documenting complaints.” 

In other words, complaints from those who can’t write Eng- 
lish (i.e. some refugees, landed immigrants, and those with a 
disability) aren't welcome, and are probably “frivolous.” 

Here's a written complaint for the city, of a non-frivolous, but 
likely vexatious nature: this policy sucks.

Mass arrests debated 


Police like them, detained lawyer doesn’t 


POLICE ROUNDED UP 394 CITIZENS 
, bound their wrists with plastic zip- 
ties, loaded them on public transit 
buses and police vans, and whisked 
them away in the middle of the 
night. Only six were charged witha 
criminal offence. 

Many were released downtown, 
intoxicated or sober, and told to go 
home. All of the detainees were left 
without transportation. Some need 
ed medical attention 

At least one minor was separated 
from his parents and released with- 
out supervision. 

This scene played out on Whyte 
Avenue, after Game 6 of the Stanley 
Cup finals, and was sanctioned 
through the Edmonton Police Ser- 
vice’s “Mass Arrest Protocol.” The 
protocol uses the broad powers of 
Section 30 of the Criminal Code of 
Canada to arrest anyone “found 
breaching the peace or about to join 
in or renew a breach of the peace.” 

Insp. Al Bohachyk, explaining the 
protocol for media before Canada 
Day noted that “a riot is defined as 
three or more people acting tumul- 
tuously. If you only have a handful 
of people acting in a manner which 
may incite the crowd, that is an 
offence under the Criminal Code of 
Canada.” 

The Stanley Cup police action has 
since stoked accusations of police 
misbehaviour and militancy. 

Bill Fish, a 66-year-old Edmonton 


lawyer specializing in family law, 
was one of those arrested in the 
Whyte Ave. police sweep. He was 
taking photos of an arrest that night 
when an officer approached him, 
and told him he’wasn’t permitted to 
take photographs. 

When he challenged her interpre- 
tation of the law, he was knocked 
to the ground, and then hit with 
a taser. 

“Tam not comfortable with these 
sections [of the Criminal Codel, 
because they are used as an excuse 
for police behaviour that is not in 
Sec. 30. It relies on the honesty and 
integrity of the police,” Fish said 


AN OLD LAW REVIVED 

U OF A CRIMINOLOGY PROFESSOR BILL 
Pitt says the local cops’ tactics also 
caught the eye of law enforcement 
officials across Canada. He says the 
law used to justify the mass deten- 
tions was not new, but simply for- 
gotten. 

“(The EPS] are well within their 
legal rights, it is a part of the Crimi- 
nal Code, and it’s very, very old case 
law. This stuff goes back to maybe 
the 15th or 16th Century... There are 
police forces from Halifax to Victoria 
saying, ‘Hmm. That might work.’ 
Having said that, | don’t know that it 
would ever pass as far as the Charter 
lof Rights and Freedoms] is.con- 
cerned.” 

But Pitt, a former RCMP officer, 


also says any possibility that old 
piece of law—Sec. 30 of the Criminal 
Code of Canada—might violate the 
Charter is not a concern for cops 
because “it would take at least three 
or four years” for a legal challenge to 
reach the Supreme Court 

Pitt says targets for a Charter chal- 
lenge could include restrictions that 
Sec. 30 allows police to place on 
guaranteed rights like freedom of 
assembly and freedom of expres- 
sion. But for now, he believes overall 
public concern about a threat to 
those liberties is low. After all, he 
notes, it was a public outcry over the 
bonfire and vandalism on Whyte 
Ave. that provoked the new police 
tactics. 

“Fora special occasion, where 
there has been an issue of violence in 
the past, I think most of us will 
accept it and say, Tl hold my nose 
on this one. | don’t like it, but I think 
we have to do it. After the hockey 
game, I don’t want to see it again.” 


ZERO TOLERANCE FOR POLICE 
FISH MET WITH EPS INTERNAL AFFAIRS 
last Thursday to air his complaint, 
but says he won't be satisfied until 
the officer who struck him is 
charged with assault, and he gets a 
meeting with Chief Mike Boyd, 


\ whonvhe holds responsible for the 


“mass arrest protocol” enaeted on 
the evening he was arrested. 
“When the Chief put out that pro-

tocol, it put out a carte blanche for 
police to do whatever the hell they 
wanted. That’s why I hold him 
responsible,” Fish says. “If the Chief 
is going to say we're going to have 
zero tolerance, they should apply 
that equally to the police.” 

Fish says if police are going to be 
granted such sweeping powers then 
they ought to be subject to civilian 
oversight. It’s a point on which he 
and Pitt agree. 

“T hate it. I don’t like it... Police, 
traditionally don’t do a good job of 
investigating themselves,” Pitt says. 
He also notes that in Toronto, Chief 
Boyd’s previous place of employ- 
ment, a civilian review committee 
handles complaints about officers. 

For now, a healthy fifth estate— 
the media—is the main tool avail- 
able to balance civil liberties and 
state powers, Pitt says. And it may 

be working. 

Last Friday, EPS Inspector Al 








Bohachyk warned the public that 
officers would be employing the 
same arrest protocols on Canada 
Day that were seen during the Stan- 
ley Cup. 

“We will have a very low toler- 
ance for misbehaviour, and that goes 
for all the other behaviours that 
would normally be, perhaps I could 
use the word ‘acceptable,’ or at least 
tolerated, during a normal day,” he 
said. 

When the celebrations had sub- 
sided, however, an EPS statement 
revealed a different attitude, with 
police using traditional charges to 
quell disorder, rather than falling 
back on the mass arrest protocol. 

“For your information we chose to 

proceed with public drunkenness in 
some of the cases rather than laying 
the additional criminal charge of 
causing a disturbance,” EPS spokes- 
woman Lisa Lammi wrote.

City council turns down 
seniors housing project 


IT MAY NOT GO DOWN IN HISTORY 
like Boston's, but senior citizens in 
Edmonton’s Riverdale neighbour- 
hood hope their own tea party isn’t 
mn vain. 

The genteel protest was held by a 
group of local seniors on two vacant 
lots of land in the city’s Riverdale 
neighbourhood last Thursday, to 
protest city council's six-to-five rejec- 
tion of a senior’s housing co-op that 
had been proposed for the site. 

The vote was held after months of 
debate between the project's advo- 
cates, and community residents who 
felt the proposal was innapropriate 
to the area. 

“The ideas is to provide quality 
affordable housing to people who 
have spent their lives in the area, 
who have raised children here but 
may not be able to live in the area 
any longer,” says Andrea Rogers of 
Sundance Housing Co-operative. 

Sundance already operates several 
dozen co-op units in the neighbour- 
hood, but says additional space is 
required to meet growing demand. 

However, some neighbourhood 
residents are pleased with council's 
decision. 

“This is a question of what's right 
and what's wrong, and council 
made the proper decision,” says Ken 
Cantor, one of the leading oppo- 
nents of the project. 

__ “What they were being asked for 
is Le 
Cantor and others claim the pro- 


posed complex is too large and out 
of scale with the surrounding neigh- 
bourhood, even after changes were 
made to accommodate concerns

over its size and appearance. 

“Tt went from four stories to three, 
but the footprint then became big- 
ger, so it wasn’t less massive, it was 
just lower,” says Cantor. 

“Tt was just as massive... It was 
better looking, but still just a better 
looking pig’s ear. 

Opponents are also concerned 
about traffic and noise from admin- 
istrative space in the building’s base- 
ment, and noise from outdoor recre- 
ation areas for the residents. 

“It’s outdoor party space,” says 
Cantor. 

Sundance secured a $600,000 fed- 
eral/ provincial grant in 2004, money 
which would go to construction and 
rent subsidies for those living in the 


Project. 

They're in the process of applying 
for an extension on the grant, but if 
they can’t secure one, the money 
must be repaid. 

“Cantor compared us to Wal- 
Mart, changing the face of the neigh- 


borhood,” says Rogers.

Contaminated site clean-up 
standards get a second look 


CITY COUNCIL IS WAITING UNTIL 
October before approving a new 
policy that would formally allow 
contaminated industrial sites to be 
paved over with concrete and ash- 
phalt, rather than fully remediated. 

“Remediation,” or removal of 
toxic contaminants, is reserved for 
residential sites in policy C521. 
Industrial, and commercial sites only 
require “risk management mea- 
sures,” like heavy paving. 

Council was supposed to approve 
521 last week, but sent it back to 
administration to get public input. 

The Sierra Club of Canada’s 


prairie chapter and the Edmonton 


Federation of Community Leagues 
have already come out against the 
policy. 

Leagues spokesman Edo Nyland 
worries a new “DC3” (direct control) 
zoning proposed with the policy 
could allow companies to develop 
land without community input. 
Nyland, a former professor, was also 
disappointed at the sparse amount 
of information presented in adminis- 
trations presentation to council. 

“The devil is in the details,” 
Nyland says. “I’ve worked in geo- 
physics for 26 years, and there isn’t 
enough information here for me to 
make sense of this.” 

Sierra Club spokesman Charles 
Richmond calls the policy a “step 
backwards” for environmental 
tections, and says the practice o! 
“capping” contaminated sites with 


pavement only defers clean up 
efforts to future generations of 
Edmontonians. 

Richmond is also shocked to see 
the capping policy being advanced 
when “we have other jurisdictions 
moving in the opposite direction, 
responding to a precautionary prin- 
ciple.” 

Ifa “precautionary principle” 
were followed all contaminated sites 
would be remediated to reduce tox- 
ins to typical ambient levels, in order 
to prevent future negative health 
reactions in humans, animals, and 
plant life. 

City officials say such an outcome 
is desirable, but cost-prohibitive. 

Richmond says a longer term per- 
spective contradicts that idea. 

“Every study shows that remedia- 
tion is cheapest if you do it at the 
time of discovery,” he says. 

Gord Jackson from the city’s Plan- 
ning and Development Department 
says “the idea is that some remedia- 
bs is better than no remediation at 
all.” 

Jackson added that putting 
tougher remediation in place would 
require councillors to approve a poli- 
cy that is beyond their jurisdiction. 
Since contamination is a public 
health and environment matter, poli- 
cy C521 was developed a ing to 
guidelines from Capital Health and 
Alberta Environment.

Frustrated with the inaction of govern- 
ments in addressing global climate change 
and developing alternative and renewable 
energy, Conrad ordered the bio-diesel bible 
From the Fryer to the Fuel Tank over the Inter- 
net and set out to prove that if an individual 
can master the technology to dramatically 
reduce his greenhouse gas emissions, then 
governments and industry can foo. : 

“| was interested in it as a piece o 
activism,” Conrad says, “not because | want- 
ed cheap fuel. | wanted to show people that 
if an ordinary person can do this, then scien- 
tists and engineers ought to be able to do so 
much more.” 

Conrad's “processor” took four parts 
waste deep fryer oil from local Edmonton 
restaurants, one part methanol, and a small 
amount of lye fo produce a more “carbon 
neutral” fuel for his diese!

In addition 
to its lower climate change impact, diesel 
from vegetable oil also reduced Conrad's 
particulate matter emissions and eliminated 
sulfur compounds from his tailpipe. Then 
there's the smell 

“Everyone said they thought it smelled 
good,” Conrad says of the Jetta’s bio-diesel 
exhaust, which usually smelled of french fries 
except for the batch that had a load of 
bacon grease in it. “The process was very 
robust,” he adds, indicating that the bacon 
grease did not negativel: cfect his fuel 

In fact, commercial bio-diesel producers 
often use rendered waste animal fat as a 
feedstock. 

But you don’t have fo build your own bio- 
diesel processor in order to utilize bio-fuels 
While not as dramatic in terms of reducing 
net carbon contributions to the atmosphere, 
the up to 10 per cent ethanol-gasoline blends 
available at your local Husky or Mohawk 
station will, on a life-cycle basis, reduce your 
greenhouse gas emissions by three to eight 
per cent compared to regular gas. Every 
molecule counts! 

And then there are the bio-fuels that fuel 
your own biology. “Bio-fuels could be part of 
the solution,” Conrad says, “but they aren't 
better than driving less.” 

Conrad's two favourite driving-avoidance 
measures are living in a neighborhood that 
has a good mix a resident and commer- 
cial land uses, and cycling. Nothing beats 
pedal-power in terms of energy efficiency. 
One hundred calories of breakfast bio-fuel 
will power a bicyclist over four kilometers. 
One hundred calories of fuel energy will 
move a car 85 metres.

Sadly, in recent years, the CBC’s 
self-confidence and funding have 
been eroded by unsupportive gov- 
ernments. 

Whereas Britain’s BBC receives 
$120 per capita in public subsidies, 
the CBC receives only $32. 

And now, a weak, jittery CBC is at 
the mercy of Stephen Harper, who 
has made clear he favours a bare- 
bones, highbrow CBC that wouldn’t 
compete with—or steal ad revenue 
from—private broadcasters.

IT’S HARD TO IMAGINE A CULTURAL 
figure that seems more stable and 
more symbolically monolithic than 
Superman. 

A runaway hit and a universally 
recognizable icon since his introduc 
tion in Action Comics #1 back in 1938, 
Superman has seemingly always 
been there in our societal back- 
ground wearing the same red and 
blue long johns and behaving in an 
equally consistent fashion 

In short, he’s the world’s most 
powerful and equitable boy scout, 
the ultimate avatar of high Yankee 
Protestant values, the guardian of 
truth, justice, and the American 


Way 
Of course, what seems to be true 
isn’t always so, especially when it 
comes to Superman supposed 
monolithic nature. 
their very first run on the 
tror 1 an unpublished comic 


story written a few years before 
Action Comics #1 called The Reign of 
the Superman—Superman wasn’t 
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COMPLETELY UA 
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even Superman. Jerry Siegel and Joe 
Shuster initially envisioned their 
“Superman” as an evil and com- 
pletely bald mentalist who looks 
more like the modern Lex Luthor 
than the contemporary cultural hero. 

While the Superman/Clark Kent 
who emerged in 1938 looked more 
or less the same as the hero we're 
familiar with today, his behavior 
was way less white bread. 

Befitting his roots as the creation 


of two young Jewish artists working 
in the depths of the depression, in 
his original adventures Superman 
was a more active agent of social 
change. 

This early Superman takes ona 
bevy of hard-core social issues— 
government corruption, spousal 
abuse, drunken driving, and labour 
relations—in a hands-on, hard-hit- 
ting fashion that seems alien to the 
contemporary take ona character 


who’s the ultimate agent of estab- 
lished authority. 

Supes isn’t the only character 
Siegel and Shuster invented that has 
morphed with the passing of time. 
As Superman vs. Lex Luthor (DC 
Comics’ brand-new graphic novel 
survey of the world’s most famous 
feud in a dozen diverse incarnations) 
so vividly underlines, the bald evil 
scientist Lex Luthor is also pretty 
much unrecognizable from his first 
appearance back in April of 1940. 

For starters Luthor circa 1940 
wasn’t bald (he had a full head of 
red hair) and, befitting the era, was a 
slender, youthful-looking megalo- 
maniac-dictator-pulp-era-mad-scien- 
tist-type, living ina flying city and 
manipulating two made-up Euro- 
pean nations into open warfare. 

While the core of both Superman 
and Luthor’s characters has 
remained stable (the ultimate teen 
power fantasy matched by his uber- 
villainous foil in an archetypal battle 
of brain vs. brawn), Superman vs. Lex 
Luthor lovingly documents myriad 
subtle shifts in the duo over the 
years as the comics repositioned 
themselves to remain culturally cur- 
rent. 

Of the two, Luthor has been buf- 
feted just about the most dramatical- 
ly over the years, shifting about the 
match the reigning anxiety of the 
times: a mobster in the film noir- 
besotted early-’50s; a calculatingly 
cold high-tech mad-scientist at the 
height of the cold war; a Wall Street- 
raider-Gordon Gekko-type in the 
mid-’80s and a manipulative U.S. 





President (yes, Lex Luthor got elect- 
ed President in DC’s take of the USA 
in 2000 and promptly / fraudulently 
dragged his nation into an inter- 
galactic war) for the dawn of the 21st 
century. This shouldn't come as a 
big surprise. 

To be truthful, just as our sense of 
morality is way more complex now 
than it was in the far simpler world 
of 1938, our sense of what we fear as 
a culture has also evolved. 

In fact, because what we fear 
across time and demographic lines is 
far more of a moveable feast than 
our sense of goodness (especially the 
broad-strokes idea of goodness), 
avatars of fear and-or badness needs 
to move about more than the 
inverse. 

The upshot: the corporate slime- 
ball Lex Luthor on TV's Smallville 
canand should be ever-so-different 
than Kevin Spacey’s campy-mobster 
take on the same character in Super- 
man Returns much in the same way 
some folks shudder at the sight of a 
spider while other folks can’t stand 
the sight of a pink-tailed mouse. 

As Bob Batchelor writes in The 
Man from Krypton (a brilliant and 
wide-ranging anthology of essays 
deconstructing Superman in all his 
intellectual, pop culture and comic 
book incarnations), Lex Luthor 
remains an interesting character into 
his seventh decade because he so 
beautifully reflects our ongoing con- 
flicted feeling about “intellectualism, 
science, technology and absolute 
power.”

Arriaga’s English debut could use a little more work 


THE NIGHT BUFFALO - 
By Guillermo Arriaga 
Translated by Alan Page 
Atria Books, 228 pp., $33 





IF YOU RECOGNIZE GUILLERMO ARRIA- 
ga’s name, it will be in association 
with films like Amores Perros, 21 
Grams, and The Three Burials of 
Melquiades Estrada. 

As the scriptwriter responsible for 
these films, you will rapidly recog- 
nize in his fiction what seems to be 
Arriaga’s legacy-to-be: the 21st cen- 
tury Mexican gothic. 

The Night Buffalo opens in Mexico 
City shortly before the suicide of 
Gregario, the best friend of the 
novel's protagonist, Manuel. Manuel 
and Tania, the contended female 
point in the novel's amorous trian- 
gulation, ride the waves of post-trau- 
matic emotions that, as you might 
imagine, involve coming to terms 
with the absent Gregario’s mental 
instability. The novel meanders 
along with a cast of minor characters 
that appear largely by virtue of a 
rampant oh-so Mexican sexual 
infidelity. 

This is the first of Arriaga’s novels 
translated into English for North 
American audiences; with two more 
in the offing, publishers are obvious- 
ly hoping for these works to benefit 
from the familiarity afforded to the 
novelist from his film work. 

Accordingly, though the jacket 
notes to the novel attest to Arriaga’s 
status “first and foremost as a novel-

ist,” Arriaga has achieved renown as 
a screenwriter because his is a whol- 
ly a cinematographic sensibility. 
Characters are revealed through sig- 
nificant visual details, be it clothing 
or dermatological scarring, and 
scenes are established through prose 
that pans over the physical environs. 
Because such prose is intuitively 
comfortable to today’s television-sat- 
urated reader, The Night Buffalo 
makes for easy reading. Moreover, 
since the hallmark of Arriaga’s writ- 
ing is the intense emotional involve- 
ment on the part of the audience, The 
Night Buffalo is a schedule-disrupting 
read. The superlatively tragic subject 
matter of Arriaga’s fiction sucks in 
the reader’s attention partially by its

train-wreck appeal, but also through 
an immediate identification with the 
novel's protagonist, who speaks in 
the first person. 

Arriaga effectively immerses us in 
Manuel's struggle, the same struggle 
that anyone who has lost a friend to 
mental disorder feels, that cleaving 
apart of identification that ultirnately 
makes one wonder about the bor- 
ders of one’s own sanity. While this 
internal conflict undulates, the exter- 
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nal action revolves around decrypt 
ing Tania’s erratic behaviour and 
unraveling the mystery behind a box 
and several letters that Gregario has 
left for the living 

All this makes for very engaging 
reading up until the two-thirds mark 
of the book. At that point, the emo- 
tional energy the novel demands of 
its readers reaches some critical 
threshold. This reader started to feel 
manipulated, especially within the 
context of his other work: why does 
Arriaga always deal with such 
hyperbolic emotional catharsis? 
This complaint, of course, may be 
only a personal one, and it wouldn’t 
be hard to find fans defending that 
this is precisely what makes Arriaga 
fascinating, 

More tangibly, the structure of The 
Night Buffalo starts to break down 
The mystery behind Gregario’s 
bequeathed box of letters is never 
fully resolved, though it initially 
seems that this narrative thread will 
provide structure to the psychologi- 
cal intangibilities inherent to the sub- 
ject matter, Maybe this failure to tie 
up loose ends is intended as some 
sort of comment on Manuel's insta- 
bility, but it is unlikely to satisfy 
many readers 

Thus, the finale of The Night Buffa- 
lo comes off as a sloppy termination 
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that Arriaga wrote on the fly, either 
crunched by word-count or dead- 
line. Given that the book weighs in 
ata relatively thin 228 pages and is 
being published in translation by a 
major publisher (Simon & Schuster’s 
Atria imprint), thus indicating that 
there has been quite a bit of bureau 
cratic premeditation involved in its 
appearance, neither excuse is likely 

Again, the possibility exists that 
this is some sort of profound state 
ment on grieving, loss, and the 
impenetrable narcissism of mental 
ailment. From the perspective of the 
reader, who has been sent on an 
emotional rollercoaster unparalleled 
in contemporary fichon however 
the termination is far too abrupt 

The I 3uffalo ultimately leaves 
one thinking that Arriaga’s true con- 
cerns in depicting the haunting hor 
rors of mental illness consist in abus- 
ing his readers into a sympathy that 
is quickly absorbed by a dissatisfy- 
ing narrative structure. Form may 
follow content, as poet Charles 
Olsen’s edict goes, and it’s largely 
what makes Arriaga interesting, but 
it doesn’t always make for the hap- 
piest readers

A traditional Salad Nicoise is 
tomatoes, potatoes, black olives, 
peppers, green beans, capers, hard- 
boiled eggs and anchovies or tuna 
served on a bed of mesclun (mixed 
small young greens like arugula, 
spinach, endive, mustard greens and 
dandelion leaves). The tomatoes et al 
are tossed in a French dressing, gar- 
nished with the eggs and fish, and 
served on top of the lettuce mixture 
(great meal for hot summer days— 
grill a piece of tuna to go on top and 
serve it with a chilled white like 
Pinot Grigio!).

For those intrepid adventurous 
types on the go, the salad is packed 
in between slices of day-old bread, 
and the whole thing is then pressed 
down to make it more manageable 
to eat, which forces the dressing into 
the bread and moistens it. In fact, the 
name Pan-bagnat in the dialect of 
the area roughly equates to “wet 
bread.” 

Easy now. If a day-old wet bread 
sandwich doesn’t exactly sound like 
your cup of tea, you'll be pleased to 
know that the good folks at La Table 
de Renoir serve theirs on a bun and 
don’t squish it (likely because of 
regional preferences—wet greasy 
sandwiches likely would be a big hit 
in Edmonton).

La Table de Renoir is in many 
respects a throwback to an old 
world way of life that has slowly 
been eroded in North America 


When you research the culture of 
Nice, it’s heavily laden with refer 
ences to foods, and it’s immediately 
apparent that the restaurants and 
cafes play an important role in the 





culture. 

They were traditionally the places 
where life slowed down and old 
men came to sip things while gossip 
ing about friends, and the foods 
offered were simple preparations of 
items available locally. 

As well, Nice sits on the southern 
coast of France along the Mediter- 
ranean, and has absorbed many Ital- 
ian and Corsican influences over the 
years which are apparent in the 
foods of the region.

THE CLOWN IS EBULLIENT 

Lounging in a chair under the per- 
formers’ awning at the Spruce Grove 
Street Performers’ Festival, Pedro 
Toehas exclaims “We won!” The 

we” being Portugal, courtesy of 
Christiano Ronaldo’s shoot-out goal 
in Portugal's World Cup quarter 
final match against England. 

“Ronaldo is still a young kid,” 
says Tochas. “Win, lose, he cries. 

He's still very naive and you can see 
he loves to play, he’s playing with 
happiness.” 

Tochas’s smile isn’t dimmed in 
comparison to the blazing yellow 
and red he wears as the clown hero 
of O Palhaco Escultor, (The Sculptor 
Clown). Watching him in the per- 
formers’ circle is also.a lesson in hap- 
piness. Hapless, silently eloquent, 
bashful and bold, Tochas’s clown is 
a determined tilter at the windmill of 
amor, love. He communicates his 
deepest feelings and impulsive ideas 
though inventive balloon art—hats, 
swords, hearts, flowers and angels’ 
wings. His diffident humanity sum- 
mons comparisons with iconic fig- 





ures like Marcel Marceau’s Bip or 
the tragicomic Pierrot instead of the 
grotesquerie of the American circus 
clown. “He's a theatre clown, a gen- 
tle cown. He's very human and 
sometimes he gets upset about 
stuff.” 


THE BIGGEST FOOL, 

THE BEST HAIR 

IN O PALHACO ESCULTOR, BY DINT OF 
tricks with, among other objects, a 
broom, he enthralls the crowd. Then 
he invites a woman up and prompt- 
ly falls in love with her. Shy, yet 
insistent, he offers his inamorata a 
flower crafted from an orange bal- 
loon just for her. He begs for a kiss, 
offering her a balloon heart. 

As the tale continues, the stakes 
are raised substantially, the love 
story becoming operatic in scope 
with the inclusion of a muscle- 
bound hero, hunchbacked villain, 
and an angel. The entire cast is 
pulled from the audience to play out 
a comedy about the redemptive 
power of love 

“It’s like a silent movie about 
love,” say Tochas. 

Love is a subject close to his heart. 
“Clowning,” says Tochas, “is a part 
of you. This is a show about a clown 
always falling in love. I'ma Latino 
boy: we're very much about love, 
passion, we live like that. When I did 


the research for this character, and 
went inside myself, | realized, | 
always like flirting and stuff, so let’s 
do a show about that. It comes 
naturally.” 

The subject matter is universal, 
and its silent exploration has 
enabled Tochas to travel the world 
from Norway to Singapore, Scotland 
and the Antipodes. The winner of 
“The Biggest Fool” in Norway, and 
second-place winner in the Killarney 
Summerfest International Busking 
Competition, Tochas enjoys signifi- 
cant recognition in street performing 
circles. He’s better known at home 
as a standup comedian, television 
actor, and as the “poster boy” for 
Frize sparkling water. In Canada, he 
was the recipient of the “Best Hair” 
award at last year’s Halifax Interna- 
tional Busker Festival. “Award win- 
ning hair!” he exclaims as he 
removes his cap, sending a cascade 
of wavy black tresses tumbling over 
his face. 

It's difficult to believe he was 
studying chemical engineering 14 
years ago when he was bitten by the 
performing bug. “It was just for fun 
but it took over my life.”

“That's rare,” says Raena Wad- 
dell. “I've been a part of many differ- 
ent festivals in our city, but its rare 
that’s there’s a dance festival that’s 
focused on emerging and semi-pro- 


between Edmonton and Calgary 
modern dancers. | think it’s really 
important that we have a relation- 
ship because there’s not a huge voice 
of contemporary dance in Alberta.” 

This appearance at Feats will be a 
second showing for Waddell’s most 
recent choreographic work Our Lines 
Are Luminous, first created for the 
tiny, intimate Azimuth theatre as 
part of EXPANSE Festival in Febru- 
ary. The work will now enjoy more 
room and an enhanced lighting 
design in the Catalyst theatre. 

“T started creating this piece last 
summer and I had a simple goal. I 
just wanted to create a modern 
dance piece that was technically 
challenging for the dancers—so 
physical—yet intelligently construct- 
ed so that the audience could get 
involved and they wouldn’t have to 
be distracted by having to get it. You 


know, that’s one of the things that 
often happens in modern dance— 
the audience is caught trying to get 
the concept behind it. I just wanted 
to create a full 20-minute piece of 
energy and movement.” 

As she started working with the 
dancers, relationships started to 
form between the different charac- 
ters. 

“T started to see there were these 
lines of energy between the dancers 
and to me it displayed the kind of 
energy that’s between people and 
relationships of all kind,” Waddell 
explains. “The piece started to 
evolve; it’s less about 20 minutes of 
pare dance and really more 
about portraying relationships, in all 
walks of life” < 

Waddell dances in the piece with 
fellow MacEwan alumni Cheryl 
Fontaine and Linda Turnbull. “We 
call ourselves the NewDance Collec- 
tive and we dance in each other's 
work,” she says. 

Waddell will also be seen per- 
forming this weekend in Tracy 
Friesen’s piece Fire Under Water, 


inspired by the destructive and heal- 
ing properties of water, as witnessed 
during Hurricane Katrina. “There 
was so much destruction and death, 
horrible atrocities that happened 
with that flood and yet, on the other 
hand, water is incredibly cleansing 
and healing, and very ritualistic. 
People are baptized in water. Tracy 
looks at both of those concepts in the 
piece,” says Waddell. 

“We'll actually be using our voic- 
es. This is the first time as a dancer 
that I’ve been asked to sing on stage. 
Tlove it.” 

Honing her own dance voice 
within the Festival circuit has 
opened up exciting new professional 
opportunities for Waddell for the 
upcoming dance season. 

After Feats, she begins working 
with Heidi Bunting and 5 other 
dancers from across the country for 
a new dance work set to be per- 
formed in 2007. Waddell’s New- 
Dance Collective is also slotted into 
the Brian Webb Dance Company’s 
2006-2007 season.

THIS SHREW IS MORE A GUN-TOTING 
wolverine than delicate, tamable rodent in 
James MacDonald's production of Shake- 
speare’s The Taming of the Shrew. 

The 400-odd year-old battle of the sexes 
throws out the codpiece and farthingale, opt 

ing instead for the frills, furbelows, and boot- 
eee of the Klondike—a time when men 
were men and the women not inclined to be 

glad of it. 
I's an inspired concept, with MacDonald 


drawing inspiration from the music hall, 


melodrama, and stereotypes of the time. The 
ee of “Klondike Mike” elicits gales 
laughter; Bianca (Jenny McKillop) breaks 
into a prettily petulant version of "Daddy 
Wouldn't Buy Me a Bow-Wow,” and then 
goes on a sent picnic with swain Lucentio 
Uesse Gervais}... and that’s without Petru- 
chio’s pea-soup accented band of bearded 
French-Canadian henchmen or Katharina 
(Annette Loiselle) with Winchester, boots, 
and wild hair. 

Immediately recognizable and highly 
accessible, the production reduced 
the record-breaking opening night crowd to 
hysterics 

The rambunctious plot lends itself incredi- 
bly well to MacDonald's concept—a Gay 
Nineties riff on 16th Century commedia 
archetypes. However, this production cries 
out for a more restrained directorial hand 
and attention to nuance. Missing are the sub- 
tler elements of story and characterization 
I's a bit: disconcerting when Kate, first seen 





as a rifle-wielding shrew, dwindles by 
degrees into a house mouse of a wife, and 
Petruchio remains a self-assured boor 

The overblown comedic elements mask 
the rueful, and more human comedy of two 
outsiders fighting tooth and nail against 
their inclinations, yet eventually falling madly 
in love. 

Simple mechanics also impede the story 
telling. The slapstick routines, brawling, and 
chase sequences are beautifully conceived, 
but seem under-rehearsed. As the stage 
action becomes chaotic, the evening me 
focus as voices are drowned out by pound- 
ing footfalls. It's a kiss of death in the echo- 
ing expanses of the Heritage Amphitheatre 

Free Will Players veterans Julien Arnold 
and Annette Loiselle interpretations of Shake- 
speare’s combative couple consistently draw 
accolades—but it seems both performers 
have quashed their intuitive tendency toward 
nuance and pathos to serve the governing 
concept of the production. 

The supporting cast—notably Chris Bul- 
lough’s Hortensio, Ryan Parker's Tranio and 
Troy O’Donnell’s Gremio—all turn in spirited 
performances, which enliven the show with 
its most delightful moments.

azi Germany are not only guaran- 

teed seat-fillers in the summer block 
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buster months, but have also 
become critically unassailable as 
well. How else to explain the fact 
that a morally questionable film like 
Oliver Hirschbiegel’s Downfall, 
which charted Hitler's final days 
with a lip-smacking pseudo- 
verisimilitude scarcely disguising its 
apologist agenda, was nominated 
for an Academy Award, or that 





Steven Spielberg’s cream-puff 
reworking of the Holocaust in 
Schindler's List was similarly hon- 
ored witha slew of awards, belying 
the dishonest sense of catharsis its 
narrative produced? 

It’s as though a tidy reworking of 
a particularly messy history, one that 
assigns blame to a few “baddies”— 
who, in Hirschbiegel’s terms, were 


essentially insane and megalomania- 
cal anyhow—and absolves the 
majority of the “goodies” from guilt, 
is now somehow ethically correct 
and therefore unquestionable. 

Very few of the most recent round 
of “was Hitler human?”-style 
biopics (Menno Meyjes’ semi-fiction- 
al Max being an honorable excep- 
tion) even attempts to come to terms 
with the ambiguities of the period, 
and none accepts the basic fact that, 
even 60 years later, there can be no 
comforting or comfortable resolution 
to the questions it raises. The classi- 
cal narrative form itself, merely by 
dint of having a beginning, a middle, 
and, most importantly, an ending, is 
unsuited to probing such questions, 
since loss, pain, and remembrance 
are never “finished” and never 
should be. 

A film like Marc Rothemund’s 
Sophie Scholl: The Final Days, which 
follows the story of ordinary Ger- 
man Sophie Scholl, indicted and exe- 
cuted for her activities as a member 
of the White Rose, a resistance group 
which called for an end to the war 
and engaged in an active leaflet- 
dropping campaign, to some extent 
follows the feel-good pattern laid 
down by Spielberg. It is after all, a 
story, in the words of its advertising 
slogan, about the one woman who 
“did what few in Nazi Germany 
dared even think,” rather than about 
the many who were seduced by 
Hitler’s promises of a better life. 

There's little in the film apart from 
the story itself to suggest that Sophie 
was extraordinary. Indeed, her inter- 
rogator makes much of her typical 
“German-ness” and the fact that she 
possesses in abundance the qualities 
that the Nazis valued above all; she 
is strong, committed to her ideas, 
and completely fearless. Thus it’s 
possible to believe, if only fora 





moment, that like Sophie, the majori- 
ty of the nation did the right thing, 
making the film seem in some cases 
like another tool for revisionist histo- 
ries which seek to shift the massive 
burden of blame from German 
shoulders. 

Yet, despite some glaring mis- 
steps, like its irritating “movie” 
music—trilling strings and pound- 
ing rhythms which make Sophie’s 
arrest and subsequent interrogation 
seem like a big-budget episode of 
Cops—Sophie Scholl: The Last Days is, 


- for the most part, a sensitive and 


nuanced look at the meaning of ter- 
ror and defiance under the most 
notorious totalitarian regime of the 
twentieth century.

It's aided enormously by the 
understated, handheld, almost docu- 
mentary sequences which show 
Sophie and her brother preparing to 
go on one of their pamphlet-drop 
missions at their university campus; 
by Martin Langer’s chilly, low key 
cinematography, which plays up the 
shadowy half light of Gestapo head- 
quarters and the iron grey walls of 
the Munich prison where Sophie 
meets her fate; and by Julia Jentsch’s 
searing performance in the title role. 

While the ending of the film 
should be no surprise, the emotional 
intensity of its final moments is 
entirely overwhelming and will 
remain with the viewer long after 
the final credits roll.

Like a fine wine 


Veterans make Heading South a worthwhile trip

THERE'S A NICE MOMENT IN THE 
expanded five-part serialization of 
Jonathan Nossiter’s Mondovino in 
which a matronly French vintner 
classifies her favourite movie stars in 
terms of wine, and expresses a desire 
to meet them someday over an open 
bottle from her own vineyard. As 
she puts it, there’s only one actress of 
the premier cru, one who is both 
consistently worth watching and 
completely original. 

That actress is Charlotte Ram- 
pling, a British export whom the 
French have adopted as their own. 
When the female sommelier actually 
does get to meet Rampling she's 
ecstatic, as though having been priv- 
ileged enough to sample some intox- 
icating mixture from one of the last 
truly great chateaux. 

While with Mondovino Nossiter 
subtly shows up the toll that global- 
ization is taking upon the French 
wine industry, changing the flavour 
of the fiercely unique wines of Bor- 
deaux to a uniform SoCal blandness, 
he may have presented just as suc- 
cessfully a critique of the way that 
actresses like Rampling, who, like an 
acerbic vintage from the South is 
only just beginning to hit her stride 
at the age of 61, have little opportu- 
nity to prove themselves in the glob- 
al market where callow youth and 
plastic perfection are prized above 
all else. 

The French have always been par- 
ticularly kind to actresses over 40. 
With a reputation for playing edgier 
roles, particularly after Liliana 
Cavani's The Night Porter in 1973, 
Rampling has had something of a 
renaissance in recent years, appear- 
ing ina number of films, like Fran- 
cois Ozon’s Swimming Pool and more 
recently Dominik Moll’s Lemming, 
about psychological and sexual per- 
version which highlight rather than 
downplay her febrile sensuality. 

Yet while Laurent Cantet’s Vers le 
Sud (Heading South), about a group 
of female sex tourists whose fan- 
tasies are fulfilled by a young Hait- 
ian gigolo (Ménothy César) in the 
last days of “Baby Doc” Duvalier’s 
vicious regime, is laudable for its 
attempt to explore middle-aged 
female desire and insecurity, it 
seems to trade on Rampling’s repu- 
tation rather than to provide her ~ 
with a role into which she can really 





sink her teeth. This is a film that, for 
all its pretensions to political com- 
mentary (the heavy handed allegory, 
underlining the fact that we've been 
“screwing” the Third World for 
years, is far too facile to be really 
effective), relies a little too heavily on 
the shock value of her nude sex 
scene to get its less sexy arguments 
across.

Still, it’s nice to see actresses of a 
certain age with their real bodies, full 
of character and life, and it’s nice to 
see them portray real women with 
real emotional needs, rather than the 
stereotypical “old women’ parts 
they seem to be limited to in Holly- 
wood terms. 

While the American actress Karen 
Young has difficulty delivering the 
more stilted passages of English dia- 
logue, (which, it is almost comically 
evident, were not written by a native 
English speaker), Rampling’s perfor- 
mance, as always, is entirely worth 
watching, and she’s given strong 
support by Louise Portal (of The Bar- 
barian Invasions fame) asa practical 
and plain-spoken Montréaler. 

With such talent available, it's a 
shame that it’s T and A rather than 
acting which has become the global 
commodity.

As the pressure gradually moulds 
Andy into a sleeker, hipper, and 
slavishly devoted assistant, so the 
film becomes mellower, predictable, 
and more obedient to box office 
returns. What started as a searing 
roman a clef ends as a harmless bit — 
of Hollywood fluff, an elaborate 
excuse to see Anne Hathaway 
scramble around New York City in 
gorgeously designed outfits that 


_ seem to take precedence over char- 


acter development. 

The moral of the movie is sup- 
posed to be to hold on to one’s 
integrity or risk becoming a vapid 
drone. While it’s no major spoiler to 
assume that Andy eventually finds a 
way to free herself, the movie never 
does.

SIX-STRING BELIEF 

Okemah, Oklahoma, was the 
birthplace of legendary folk minstrel 
Woody Guthrie. It also happened to 
be the natural choice when came the 
time to give Son Volt’s comeback 
record its identity, Okemahand the 
Melody of Riot—a title that would 
emphasize the band’s new vision. 

Seven years after their last effort, 
Wide Swing Tremolo (1998), sealed a 
trilogy of records which had taken 
shape through the critically- 
acclaimed debut Trace (1995) and its 
follow-up Straightaways (1997), 
Okemah signals the return of Son 
Volt in true form, Farrar espousing, 
Guthrie's spirit as his own (“Think- 
ing about the ozone/Thinking 
about lead /Thinking about the 
future/And what to do then/The 
words of Woody Guthrie ringing 
in my head,” from “Bandages 
and Scars”). 

Stormy and electric, Son Volt’s lat- 
est album is a politically charged 
punch to the gut filled with Farrar’s 
tortuous lyrics, over-flowing with 
crunchy guitars and a country ‘n’ 
roll bravado where the songwriter 
affirms his convictions—political or 
otherwise—especially evident on the 
rollicking “6 String Belief.” 

Perhaps fittingly, the word 
“belief” and its many variations 
have been part of the Farrar lexicon 
since the earliest days of his musical 
career.

use of the word—in that song title,” 
explains Farrar over the phone, sit- 
ting in the rehearsal space that was 
the site for the recording.of Okemah 
in St. Louis. “That'song actually goes 
back to the solo record 
where it was more of a demo form— 
playing it live solo acoustic. Maybe 
that period in which most of the 
songs were written was more of an 
optimistic period for me. That 
word—"belief’—popped up. In 
regards to that song, it was sort of a 
belief in music in general, to over- 
come obstacles. And, yes, there are 
some songs that address current 
political situations, especially in this 
country. The songs were written 
during a period—the run-up to the 
election of 2004—when it seemed 
like the ship was headed in the 
wrong direction. So I was address- 
ing some of that. 

“Now I believe that even if people 
make the wrong decisions political- 


ly, eventually they'll learn from their 
mistakes—and I’m much more opti- 
mistic about that as well.” 


ALL IN THE FAMILY 

Jay Farrar had always been the 
darker half of Uncle Tupelo, his 
inimitable grainy voice giving shape 
to Tupelo’s most disjointed and 
heart-wrenching material. 
From a cover of the Carter Fami- 
ly’s “No Depression” (the title track 
to Tupelo’s genre-defining 1990 
debut), to bar room anthems like 
“Whiskey Bottle” (also from the 
same album), the 7-inch single 
“Sauget Wind,” and the title track to 
their farewell record Anadyne, Far- 
rar’s voice conveys a sense of per- 
sonal and societal revolt deeply root- 
ed in the songwriters that inspired 
him.

his solo recordings, Sebastopol (2001) 
and Terroir Blues (2003), where he 
mingled with touches of electronics, 
experimenting with offbeat patterns 
and awkward song constructions. 

But Farrar never deviated from 
the path he had set for himself as the 
more countrified half of Tupelo, 
even after the band broke up in 1993, 

In 2004, after providing a song 
(“Sometimes”) for a tribute album to 
Alejandro Escovedo, Por Vida, Son 
Volt’s original incarnation (including 
brothers Dave and Jim Boquist, as 
well as drummer Mike Heidorn— 
who also happened to be Uncle 
Tupelo’s third member) seemed 
poised to make its comeback. 

The idea failed due to the Boquist 
brothers’ demands. Farrar, devastat- 
ed after a month and a half of 
working to make it happen, but 
still excited at the notion of re-form- 
ing Son Volt, enlisted a brand new 
cast featuring Andrew Duplantis 
(bass), Brad Rice (guitar), and 
Canyon’'s Dave Bryson (drums), 
later adding Derry Deborja on keys 


for live performances. 

The timing was appropriate: the 
2004 U.S. presidential elections 
were fast approaching, and Farrar’s 
new songs were pointed and time- 
sensitive, 

Oddly enough though, Farrar 
explains that however politically dri- 
ven the material was, the elections 
had little to do in setting the mood in 
the studio. 

“It was there in the periphery. We 
finished recording a couple of days 
before the actual election,” he says, 
“but I think the baseball playoffs 
had more of a direct influence than 
the election itself.” He laughs. 

“The guys were continually 
checking the score on their cell 
phones and we're actually located 
close to a bar across the street that 
would spontaneously erupt into 
cheers every once in a while—and 
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we'd have to stop recording when 
they did.” 

There is no song about baseball 
on Okemah. 

The end product is, for the first 
time in Son Volt’s history, quite 
overtly revolutionary—a plea for a 
mass awakening. 

The words on “Tpecac” and, more 
importantly, “Jet Pilot’—even 
though Farrar would like the song 
to be applicable to any politician 
with a similar background history— 
obviously making reference to 
George W. Bush, his father, and 
their comfortable heritage (“Jet pilot 
for the day washed his sins 
away /Loves to see the Rangers 
play /His daddy has a job in Wash- 
ington/Wants to raise a Harvard 
son/Junior liked to let his hair 
down/Only trouble is word gets 
around”). 

Okay, so maybe there’s a tiny 
baseball reference in there after all... 


LIVING ON BLIND HOPE, AGAIN

solo work and the songs found on 
Okemah are easy to identify, not only 
in terms of the albums’ sonic quali- 
ties, but also in terms of their lyrical 
direction. 

Most evident are the comparisons 
that can be drawn between songs 
like “Vitamins” (from Sebastopol) 
and “Medication” (from Okemah), 
where Farrar plays with Indian- 
tinged tunings and similar guitar 
lines for both pieces, as well as 
exploring concepts surrounding 
health and addiction. 

‘Melodically, there is {a parallel]. 
Both are coming from—not really 
an Eastern scale—but from my 
interest in a lot of George Harrison's 
contribution to the Beatles especial- 
ly, and that’s probably where I first 
got interested in that kind of music 
and followed it through with Ravi 
Shankar's,” he admits. “One of the 
most recent records I listened to was 
a Ry Cooder record where he 
played with Indian musicians, A 
Meeting by the River. Lyrically, 
maybe it’s something I feel a lot of 
people are dealing with.” 

While currently putting the fin- 
ishing touches on a new Son Volt 
album slated for release in early 
2007, and with a recent live DVD, 
Six String Belief, gathering 31 songs 
covering the span of Son Volt’s 
career (“Are there that many songs, 
really? Wow.”), Farrar is also look- 
ing forward to releasing an album 
with side-project Gob Iron, a more 
traditional country /folk unit involv- 
ing Varneline’s Anders Parker. 

When asked about the potential 
for the “riot” he's rooting for and 
the strength of the current counter- 
culture that would identify with 
Okemah, Farrar hesitates. 

“Maybe it’s not always there,” he 
ends up saying. “But coming back 
from the festival I just came from [in 
northern California], you feel the 
underground is alive and well.” 

Ina time when musical truths 
need to resonate through the feisty 
voices of both the living and the 
dead, Son Volt’s renewed presence 
can only be welcomed as a glorious- 
ly unapologetic breath of fresh air. 

“hope that whatever I’m leav- 
ing—which is basically just a bunch 
of songs—will connect with some- 
one somewhere and some positivity 
will come out of it.” 

One can only hope that Farrar’s 
closing lines on Okemah, “Find the 
strength from the words/Of those 
that went before/Take what you 
need/But leave even more” (from 
“World Waits For You”), will be 
rem as having the same | 
kind of impact as those of the ghosts 
still echoing throughout America’s 
fractured psyche. :

FOR THE MUSICIANS OF AFROBEAT 
band Mr. Something Something, 
Toronto is definitely a rock ‘n’ roll 
city, a place to meet other aspiring 
Canadian artists, but unlike many of 
the groups emerging from that com- 
bustible music scene, recycling and 
regurgitating contemporary sounds 
just isn’t their style. 

Johan Hultqvist, vocalist for the 
jazzy African drumming sextet, says 
that Mr. Something Something isn’t 
here to make its way onto any hip- 
ster’s iPod; instead, they're here to 
combine African percussion with 
soulful funk, and as a result; coax 
concertgoers onto the dance floor 

“I was one of those guys who, for 
the longest time, wouldn’t dance, 
who was too cool to dance. Now I 
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call myself a born-again dancer,” 
Hultqvist explains. “Dancing is one 
of the few things that can bring me 
closer to ecstasy, with the exception 
of making music and making love 
maybe, but that’s hard to do that 
with a lot of people at the same time. 

“Our mission is to create a space 
where people can feel safe enough to 
explore and express themselves, 
because then things can change. 
Exciting things can happen. Healing 
can happen,” Hultqvist continues. “T 
see the dance floor as a symbol or 
metaphor for society, because usual- 
ly at the beginning of the show, the 
dance floor is empty, but often all it 
takes is one brave soul to get up 
there and change the vibe and ener- 
gy in the room.” 

Mr. Something Something’s 
Afrobeat sound hails from the musi- 
cal obsessions of bandmates Larry 
Graves (drums, percussion) and 
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John MacLean (saxophone, vocals). 
Graves got into drumming at a very 
young age and continued to pursue 
the African art throughout his teens, 
obtaining the chance to study in 
Ghana with master drummers later 
in his life. Percussion became his 
specialty, and best friend MacLean 
was willingly drawn into the smooth 
rhythms and infectious beats. 

Hultqvist later joined the band in 
order to experience the same joy of 
allowing people to let go on the 
dance floor and heal through togeth- 
erness. Although the band’s latest 
album, The Edge, focuses the same 
high-frequency energy onto the lis- 
tener, Mr. Something Something’s 
live performances are really what 
Hultqvist believes will get people up 
and moving. 

“We're trying to break down the 
fourth wall—the barrier between the 
performers and audience—and we 
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try to extend that concept in the 
album art on our new album,” 
Hultqvist says. “One reason why we 
created those strange boxes or masks 
we're wearing is because we're try- 
ing to challenge that Euro-cult that 
comes with music and perfor- 
mance.” 

Those odd paper-bag faces worn 
by the band on the album might 
help to lessen the distance between 
Mr. Something Something's foreign 
sound and listeners, but according to 
Hultqvist, there are other gaps the 
guys would like to bridge. Touring 
Canada has shown the band that our 
grand and lovely country still has its 
problems, especially with regards to 
the environment. 

Mr. Something Something is defi- 
nitely ready to take action when it 
comes to dancing, and although they 
might not be a Canadian “some- 
body” just quite yet, they're also 
ready to use whatever voice they 
have to speak out against wasteful 
behaviour and damaging industrial 
decisions. 

“The band is getting more and 
more political as we go along,” 
Hultqvist says. “It’s important to be 
aware of inner change, and | don’t 
think there can be any change with- 
out some change within 

“We don’t consider ourselves to 
be any eco-warriors, but we're real- 
izing that we do have some sort of 
chance to highlight these issues 
However, it’s hard to find that bal- 
ance without being preachy. How 
do you incorporate it into song 
lyrics? Can you do that? 

“How do you remove all of the 
incentives and subsidies that are 
enjoyed by the gas and oil compa- 
nies, and transfer them to sustain- 
able technologies so people are 
rewarded for making wise choices? 
Our challenge is to put that into 
song lyrics.”

Right now we've done 
about eight or nine shows with the 
Slayer tour—27 to go. Slayer is 
destroying every night, and tons of 
people are showing up. All the other 
bands are great too, really cool to 
hang out and bro down with.

[producer/engineer] Matt Bayles 
in?

We did. Warner offered us many 
producers to choose from, but ulti- 
mately we wanted to continue work- 
ing with Matt. We knew what to 


expect from him, and what kind of 
work ethic he could bring out in us. 
We felt we didn’t need to change 
any of that. 

It was very familiar process; we 
recorded Leviathan at Studio Litho 
with Matt, so we'd hang out with 
the same friends, go to the same 
bars, stay at the same hotel. It was 
like Groundhog Day. But we had 
more time to spend in the studio, so 
we were able to spend a couple 
more weeks dialing in bigger and 
better sounds. 


What can we expect from the new 
album, any surprises? 

We got Scott Kelly [Neurosis] to 
come out again; he does half a song 
with us. Josh Homme from Queens 
of the Stone Age does some vocals 
on one song. And Cedric, Omar and 
Ikey from the Mars Volta are in 
there too. 


Are there any lyrical themes or 
concepts throughout the new 
record? 

Of course. There's all kinds of pre- 
historic and mythical beasts strewn 
throughout the record. There's also 
a story that runs through the record 
that you may not catch the first cou- 
ple times through. 


What prompted the move from 
Relapse to Warner? 

Well, Relapse was always super 
cool with us. They've been around 
for 13 years now, they've released a 
lot of great records and they've been 
great to work with. But we've 
always been interested in certain 
thin, igger tours, better videos, 
and being able to work with differ- 


ent people. 
ed had meetings with Warmer, 
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and we had meetings with Relapse 
and Warmer together in the same 
room. It was a very democratic 
process. 


Have you experienced any 
backlash? 
Well, people with half a brain or 
that aren't just rude are going to 
realize we're the same band either 
way, and this just really gives us 
bigger and better opportunities. 
Like we got to tour with Iron 
Maiden in Europe, and now we're 
on this Slayer tour. We just did the 
record the same as if we were 
putting it out with Relapse or any 
label, you know? They never told us 
to change anything or do anything 
we weren't into. 


What are your plans for the future? 
Well, the plan on paper is to finish 
up the Slayer tour, head over to the 
U.K. to do some festivals, then come 
back and do a headlining club tour 
in August and September. But 
things can change. 


Would that include Canada? 
Well, we had to get a pardon to 
come into Canada on this tour, 
and I think it’s good until the end 
of the year. 

If it is, we don’t really have any 
excuses not to make it up there. 


Last question—({Metallica’s) Cliff

A SWEATY, STICKY NIGHT AWAITED 
all those brave enough to file past 
the poo stench that haunted the 
entrance hallway to the Starlite 
Room this past Friday. Apparently 
there was a little bit of an accident 
earlier in the evening, the kind of 
accident that involves an obscene 
amount of liquor and some poor 
judgement. Gross. 

But the atmosphere inside dif- 
fered greatly, as the club was packed 
to the gills with a large and diverse 
audience waiting to catch what 
would hopefully be a classic set from 
legendary hip-hop icon Del Tha 
Funkee Homosapien. 

But first the crowd had to endure 
a seemingly endless parade of local 
emcees. And sure, while the skills 
ranged from the adequate to the gift- 
ed, it was still a lot to ask of a crowd 
that was already pouring sweat 
from the walk to the club to sit 
through such a large dose of region- 
al talent. 

I'm not saying these guys were 
bad—far from it—it just would have 
been nice if the show had moved 
along at something that vaguely 
resembled a brisk pace. 

A graffiti art show running across 
the street made for a pleasant diver- 
sionary escape from the heat and 
odour while killing time before Oak- 
land’s Bukue One took the stage. 

With Del's DJ Zac Hendrix work- 
ing the decks, Bukue One made the 
most of his time in the spotlight, eas- 
ily working the capacity crowd with 





a charisma that 
seemed to flow natu- 
rally from his tower- 
ing frame. A terrific 
showman and a 
decent emcee, it’s easy 
to see why Del continually brings 
him out on the road. 

Bukue One wrapping up, antici- 
pation began to mount for Del's set. 
What material would he play, and 
from which projects? Could he live 
up to the expectations of the crowd? 
And just how long of a set were we 
getting here, with such a relatively 
late start? 

Well, in short, yes, he pulled it off. 
You could say he pulled it off with 
an ease you'd expect from someone

who's been in the game for well over 
a decade now. His trademark 
cadence cut through the mix as he 
maneuvered through a set list com- 
prising material from his entire 
career. Deltron 3030 was represent- 
ed, as were Gorillaz (albeit with dif- 
ferent lyrics), Hieroglyphics, and a 
heap of solo material, natch. 

With Bukue One working as his 
hype-man as well as matching him 
on some freestyles, Del was able to 
fully revel in his naturally laid back 
style while still keeping the crowd 
moving. 

So, while the set may have 
wrapped up a little too quickly, and 
the encore may have only been one 
song long, the energy of the perfor- 
mance and the excitement in the 
room made up for any shortcomings 
that the show had. 

Cut it pretty close, though.

DAVID KILGOUR SAYS HARDLY A DAY 
passed in his political life when he 
didn't encounter Falun Gong pro- 
testers on Parliament Hill, display- 
ing gruesome photos of maimed 
COTpses. 

The battered bodies in the photos 
shown to the former Edmonton- 
Beaumont MP always had one thing 
in a common—a long Y-shaped 
stitch that extended from the navel 
ai! the way up and across the chest. 
The demonstrators alleged the pho- 
tos were evidence that the Chinese 
government was harvesting organs 
from political prisoners. 

Kilgour, like most Canadians, 
kept walking by, unsure of the valid- 
ity of those claims. He was already 
lobbying within the Canadian gov- 
ernment to see diplomatic pressure 
exerted on China for a host of other 
basic democraticreforms, like fair 
and transparent courts, and free elec- 
tions. The Falun Gong’s claims, 
which had no independent verifica- 
tion or support, would have to wait. 

Last week Kilgour gave Falun 
Gong practitioners their day in the 
court of public opinion when he 
released an investigation completed 
with the help of international human 
rights lawyer David Matas, which, 
they say, confirms the accusations. 


THE BODY OF EVIDENCE 

The practice of “organ harvesting” 
removes live prisoners’ liver, kid- 
neys, retinas, and other organs to be 
used in transplant operations at Chi- 
nese hospitals, killing the prisoners 
in the process, according to Kilgour’s 
report. 


“Tt appears to us that many 
human beings belonging toa peace- 
ful voluntary organization made ille- 
gal seven years ago... have been in 
effect executed by medical practi- 
tioners for their organs,” Kilgour’s 
report states. 

With Matas’ assistance Kilgour 
interviewed Falun Gong practition- 
ers who escaped to Canada. While 
there was no smoking gun, Kilgour 
says all the evidence taken together 
provides an overwhelming indict- 
ment of the Chinese government. 

“Each portion of the evidence we 
have considered is, in itself, verifi- 
able and, in most cases, incon- 
testable,” the report states. 

Interviewees said Falun Gong 
prisoners were singled out for blood 
testing and other medical proce- 


obtained an independent Canadian 
translator confirmed the validity of 
the Falun Gong telephone tran- 
scripts and recordings. Kilgour 
didn’t, however, explain how he 
was certain those on the other end of 
the call were the people the Falun 
Gong said they were. 

Nonetheless, the report says that 
evidence is supported by an unex- 
plained boom in transplant opera- 
tions. China reported 41,500 trans- 
plants between 2000 and 2005, but 
has no figures on where the organs 
came from. Kilgour says that with- 
out an explanation of where the 
organs come from, the Falun Gong’s 
explanation makes sense. 

The report was immediately dis- 
missed by the Chinese Embassy , 
which called it a Falun Gong-orches-

dures commonly done before an

from prisons. 

Chinese Falun Gong practitioners 
now living in Canada also gave Kil- 
gour transcripts of clandestine tele- 
phone conversations in which Chi- 
nese hospital and prison officials 
admit Falun Gong prisoners’ organs 
are used for transplantation. Kilgour

trated “smear campaign.” 
“We hope thatthe eafiadian peo- 


ple will not be deceived by the dis- 
guise of the Falun Gong, and more 
people will become aware of the 
nature of ‘Falun Gong’ as an evil 
cult,” says the embassy’s Website. 
Kilgour defended his report say- 
ing it only used information that was 
corroborated by other evidence. 





CONSTRUCTIVE ENGAGEMENT 

During his time as a Liberal and 
Canada’s Secretary of State for Asia, 
Kilgour says he says he met “road- 
blocks” from Foreign Affairs’ pro- 
China lobby. He was told that trade 
and good relations would improve 
human rights. 

“1 was constantly hit with ‘well, 
we have constructive engagement, 
they’ve got to get better. Just give 
them a little more time and things

He hopes China 
will listen to international criticism 
because it is preparing for the 2008 
summer Olympics. 

“What we're hoping is that we 
can make it clear, all of us to the gov- 
ernment of China, that if they don’t 
stop this immediately, we're all 
going to reassess our position on the 

es,” Kilgour says. 

“Maybe they'll realize that at least 
until the games are over, they 
should stop [organ harvesting]. 
Maybe they won't. Maybe they'll 
continue to think we're so stupid, 
and so venal, and so whatever in the 
west that we'll put up with any- 
thing.”

Whyte Ave. Taxi showdown looms 


THE CITY, EDMONTON’S TAXI COMMIS - 
sion, and the EPS’s efforts to cure 
Strathcona’s last-call blues could end 
in a fight with cab companies. 

The City of Edmonton has taken 
approximately 50 Whyte Ave. park- 
ing stalls out of commission between 
midnight and 6 a.m., Thursday 
through Saturday, in an effort to 
clear bar patrons out of the neigh- 
bourhood quickly. Police will give 
offending vehicles a $40 ticket and 
then tow them. 

The taxi commission hopes the 





changes will end taxi driver com- 
plaints about people running into 
the street, or mobbing their vehicles 
when they pull over, and bring more 
cabs to the area. 

The goal is to get partygoers out 
of the neighbourhood before they 
cause any damage. Past studies have 
pointed to a insufficient amount of 
transportation out of the entertain- 
ment zone as a contributing factor in 
the area’s high rates of vandalism, 
fights, and other public distur-

forced to wait until 4 a.m. for a cab, 

The problem, admits Leon Lubin 
of the Edmonton Taxi Commission, 
is that no one can force more cabs to 
service Whyte Ave. 

Lubin says one possible last-ditch 
solution is to license out-of-town 
cabs to service Whyte, but he admits 
such measures could rile drivers. 

“We've talked to the brokers and 
the drivers, and we're facilitating the 
situation [with the pilot project] and 
we hope they take advantage of it.” 

“What can we do if they don’t 
show up? I suppose one of the 
things that can be done is we can 
give out of town operators a special 
license to operate in the evenings, in 
that area.” 

Lubin says the commission would 
only consider such a measure if the 
situation on Whyte doesn’t improve 
and expects taxi operators would be 
resistant to the idea.

HIV strategy needs work, 


say health workers 


ALBERTA’S HIV PREVENTION EFFORTS 
are “appalling”, according to one 
local doctor. 

Dr. Stan Houston, director of the 
Northern Alberta HIV Program, 
believes that the province is failing 
Albertans by letting funding for 
harm reduction programs (notably 
Streetworks, the city’s needle 
exchange program) stagnate. 

“In 1990, Edmonton was very pro- 
gressive in establishing a needle 
exchange,” says Houston, who is 
also a member of Streetworks’ gov- 
ering council. “But recently we've 
spent too much time battling for 
funds.” 

Funding for Streetworks comes in 
part from the Capital Health Region 
and in part from the Alberta Com- 
munity Council on HIV (ACCH), an 
administrative body that allocates 
federal, provincial, and municipal 
money to 14 different harm reduc- 
tion programs throughout Alberta. 
The province provides the bulk of 
the money, currently a little over $2 
million, which is then divided 
between the different programs. 

“If one program needs it more the 
rest, than the rest have to go with- 
out,” says Streetworks’ Executive 
Director, Marliss Taylor. “Right now 


we spend way too much time on 
paperwork, trying to scrounge 
grants and funding from all sorts of 
places, and we're not out in the com- 
munity like we should.” 

Streetworks currently operates six 
permanent sites and a roving van. In 
addition to providing a needle 
exchange they do STD tests, basic 
checkups, and refer clients to treat- 
ment programs and other doctors. 

“The last time we got a serious 
influx of funding from the province, 
HIV rates went down,” says Marliss. 
“The next year both our funding and 
infection levels stayed the same. 
That's not necessarily cause and 
effect but it may well be.” 

New HIV infections in Canada 
declined every year throughout the 
late ‘90s, until a sharp increase 
between 2001 and 2002, from 2,178 
new infections to 2,497. Since then, 
the rate has remained steady, 
increasing slightly most years. 

Micky Elabdi, public affairs officer 
at Alberta Health and Wellness, says 
some small relief may be on the way. 
“The department is probably look- 
ing ata slight increase in funding for 
next year, but I couldn't give youa 
dollar figure.”

An inconvenient politician 
Stifled debate is Klein’s true legacy 


IN A RECENT INTERVIEW WITH 
Rolling Stone about his new film An 
Inconvenient Truth, Al Gore said of 
Alberta's oil sands: “for every barrel 
of oil they extract there, they have to 
use enough natural gas to heat a 
family’s home for four days. And 
they have to tear up four tons of 
landscape, all for one barrel of oil. It 
is truly nuts.” 
When shown the quote by 
reporters, Premier Klein said, “I 
don’t listen to Al Gore because he’s a 
Democrat and not only that, he’s 
about as far left as you can go.” 
Although many Albertans will 
shrug off the Premier's response as 
just another example of his “folksy 


charm,” Mr. Klein’s comments are 
anything but harmless and innocu- 
ous. I don’t know that I have ever 
heard Al Gore described as being on 
the left before, never mind “about as 
far left as you can go.” 

If Mr. Gore is indeed on the far left 
of Mr. Klein’s political spectrum, 
then who would be in the centre of 
it? Or, even more concerning, who 
would be on the far right? In other 
words, within what small sliver of 
the political right do you have to 
exist in order for the Premier to con- 
sider you worthy of listening to? 

This method is one that is often 
used by politicians to demonize any- 
one who might disagree with your 


views as a radical, and thus not wor- 
thy of the public's consideration. I 
would argue that this technique has 
been used quite successfully over the 
years by this government to serious- 
ly limit the “acceptable” bounds of

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political debate and participation. 
The end result of this technique is 
either a one-party system, or a sys- 
tem like that in the U.S., which, 
although it is defined as a two-party 
system, appears to be represented by 


only slightly different branches of 
one party. Either way, it’s a strategy 
that is very damaging to democracy. 


HEARS NO EVIL 

Beyond the implications for the 
political spectrum, however, what 
stands out the most about the Pre- 
mier’s comments is his complete 
unwillingness to even listen to what 
Al Gore had to say. 

It would have been different if the 
Premier had said that hé read what 
Gore had to say, but disagreed. Or if 
he had offered Albertans a well artic- 
ulated and researched defense of his 
own position vis-a-vis Gore's. 

But the Premier did not do those

things. He simply dismissed Gore's 
comments out of hand. 

If, as Aristotle said, the mark of 
wisdom is the ability to entertaina 
thought without accepting it, 
then Mr. Klein’s words display a 
definite lack of wisdom. They also 
display a lack of leadership in the 
democratic sense. 

A government's ability to work 
for the public interest depends on 
the willingness and ability of leaders 
to process and consider a broad vari- 
ety of information, and then deter- 
mine the appropriate course of 
action based on those findings. 

This is not to say that political 
leaders are not entitled to their opin- 
ions, but rather that it is imperative 
those opinions be well-informed and 
only articulated after careful consid- 
eration of the pertinent information. 

Gore’s has not been the only voice 
calling for a reconsideration of the 
pace of development in the oil 
sands. Lately, those same thoughts 
have been echoed by former Alberta 
Premier Lougheed, the mayor of __ 
Fort McMurray, the Parkland Insti- 
tute, the Alberta Federation of 
Labour, and even some of the folks 
seeking to succeed Mr. Klein as 
leader of his party. 

The Premier's aggressiveness and 
eagerness in Washington last week 
to encourage further investment in, 
and development of, Alberta’s oil 
sands shows that his plan is to pro- 
ceed full steam ahead. 

He has clearly made up his mind, 
and does not care who has what to 
say about global warming, environ- 
mental damage, or even infrastruc- 
ture and social concerns. 


ONE PARTY STATE OF MIND 

Of course, this is not new. The 
Premier has shown on numerous 
occasions that he is not willing to 
entertain ideas other than his own. 
This is the same man who dismissed 
the book Shredding the Public Interest 
by calling its author, Kevin Taft, a 
Communist. The same man who 
threw a report ata legislative page 
because he did not care what it said. 

His disdain for consideration of 
differing perspectives was further 
demonstrated through his efforts, a 
few years ago, to try to have the 
President of the U of A shut down 
the Parkland Institute—an institute 
with a mandate to bring differing 
viewpoints into the public discourse 
on government policy. 

In order for democracy to thrive 
and society to progress, a variety of 
perspectives and viewpoints is need- 
ed. The Premier's comments, and 
past attitude, make it clear that 
putting those perspectives out there 
is not enough. What is really needed 
is to have elected leaders who are 
willing to actually listen to, consider, 
and deliberate on those ideas.

“HOW'S THAT WORKING FOR YOU?”

There were also a number of 
members of the Palestinian Authori- 
ty who were detained without 
charge, which would be labeled as 
kidnapping and terrorism and used 
as justification for any old punish- 
ment they had in mind, if the power 
shoes were on the other feet and the 
narrative theirs.

front of Sebastian Junger’s newest 
book that not only sets the book's 
tone and speaks volumes to the 
reader, but is the reason for the 
book’s very existence. Taken in the 
spring of 1963, the photo features 
two workmen who had been work- 
ing on Junger’s mother’s art studio 
on the left an elderly man ina cap 
and vest with a hammer sticking out 
of his pocket, iooking modestly 
downward. On the right a burly 
younger man in a sweatshirt, smil- 
ing into the camera, with his large 


The baby is author Sebastian 
Junger. The woman is his mother. 
The older man is a contractor she 
hired to build the studio, and the 
burly younger man, whose hand is 
at the centre of the photograph, is 
Albert DeSalvo, the self-confessed 
Boston Strangler 

Junger’s previous books, The Per- 
fect Storm, which was made into a 
major motion picture, and Fire, his 
collection of journalism about fight- 
ing forest fires in the Pacific North- 
west, have both been best sellers. 

This time out, he’s chosen to turn 
his attention to a story that is part of 
his family’s mythology—one that 
couid have had disastrous conse- 
quences. DeSalvo had frequently

right hand resting on his abdomen. 

In the foreground a young woman 

smiles down at her infant son, who 

stares into the camera with what 
appears to be a certain apprehen- 
sion. 
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worked at their house alone, when 
there was no one else there but his 
mother. One morning he had, in fact, 
come into the house through the 
basement bulkhead doors and tried 
to get Junger’s mother to come 
down into the basement. His mother 
hadn't liked the way DeSalvo was 
looking at her and had refused, 
ordering him back outside. 
How close had she come to being, 

a victim? That very day, only a few 
blocks away from their house, 
another woman, Bessie Goldberg, 
had been strangled to death. DeSal- 
vo had been in and out all day, fin- 
ishing up bits and pieces, not keep- 


ing a regular schedule. 

Although he discusses the string 
of murders which came to be known 
as the Boston Strangler case in gener- 
al, Junger focuses mainly on that one 
killing, which at the time was 
blamed on a petty black criminal, 
Roy Smith, who had been hired by 
an employment agency to clean the 
woman’s house. 

Smith had always claimed inno- 
cence and, in time, many others 
came to believe he was telling the 
truth. They believed an innocent 
man had been sent to prison for a 
crime actually committed by the 
Boston Strangler. 

Junger tells how all these people 
and events were interwoven. He 
tells Smith’s and DeSalvo’s stories as 
well as those of the victim, Bessie 
Goldberg, and her family. He also 
briefly recounts how these events 
affected his own family life. 

One of the interesting facets of the 
book is the idea that no onereally 
knows what happened. Today, it’s 
popular lore that Albert DeSalvo 
was the Boston Strangler but no one 
knows for sure. He didn’t even con- 
fess to being the Strangler until he 
was already in jail, and many 
thought he was lying for the notori- 
ety it brought him. 

Later, after he failed to be sent toa 
secure hospital to be studied and 
was unable to obtain a lucrative 
book deal, he reversed his claims 
and denied them. Two days after the 
10th anniversary of Roy Smith’s life 
conviction, DeSalvo told a couple of 
people he wanted to talk to them 
about something important. Before 
he revealed anything, he checked 
into the prison hospital with a stom- 
ach complaint, and became the vic- 


tim ofa violent, multiple stabbing 
that same night. 

Junger, in his usual riveting style, 
explores the story to find out what is 
really known and what can be rea- 
sonably supposed. Along the way 
he touches on the vagueness of jus- 
tice, specifically the idea that it’s bet- 
ter that ten guilty men go free than 
one innocent man be locked up: 
“That means that not only are there 
significant numbers of innocent peo- 
ple in prison, but that ten times that 
number of real criminals are set 
loose. Both ideas, in their way, are 
horrifying; Smith’s fate depended in 
part on which one the jury found 
more horrifying.”

He also discusses what consti- 
tutes circumstantial evidence, how 
lie detectors operate, the way 
lawyers and police forces work now 
and how they worked then, the 
death of President Robert Kennedy 
(Smith’s jury went to deliberation 
the day Kennedy was shot), the 
racial climate of the ‘60s and ’70s, 
prison systems, and many other top- 
ics besides. 

Once again, Junger has found a 
truly fascinating story and explored 
it with all the shrewd insight and 
great storytelling ability thathave _ 
made him the bestselling author he 
is today.

Alex Clark of The Observer offers 
insights. In a recent article, Clark outlines a 
tried-and-true personal strategy to select 
reading material for your summertime 
sojourn. 

Clark's fips? Don’t skimp on the number 
of tiles you bring. (We hope our partner and 
traveling companion reads that one; yours 





truly recently flew fo Ontario with at least a 
dozen volumes, much to * chagrin of the 
one who was helping fo lug luggage.) “Slin 
out a slingback in pret another novel’ 
advises Clark, “You can always buy more 
footwear, whereas the final part of a trilogy 
might prove harder to locate.” 

“Take a punt on a book whose subject 
matter doesn’t immediately grab you, whose 
author is unknown to you, Mes cover looks 
illtdesigned and irritating,” Clark continues. 
“Next year, ifll probably be the one you're 
Pressing into others’ hands with evangelical 
zeal.” 

Don't feel bad if you don’t want fo finish 
the book you've started. IF you've taken tip 
#1 to heart, you have at least a half-dozen 
others to peruse. 

And, Clark writes, “In a similar amoral 
vein, think nothing about being one of those 
appalling pes who covels someone else’s 
book and then nicks it, claiming simply to be 
having a look.”

poing with you is a current affairs magazine 
rom the U.S. called Free Inquiry. If you 
pet CEO rae a took the 
Iberty of banning the issue of Harper’s Mag- 
azine in which those contentious eed 
toons mocking the prophet Muhammed were 
analysed. Well, Free Inquiry published one 
of the cartoons in its issue that hit the stands 
at the same time as the Harper's, yet authori- 
ties at the chain failed to, ahem, read the 
magazine so that they could ban it, too. 
According to.a Globe and Mail article this 


weekend, the latest issue of Free Inquiry was 
“accidentally” blocked, according to Indigo 
executives who tardily reversed their decision 
fo ban the issue (the next issue has already 
been printed, so the June-July issue will be 
on stands for a couple of weeks.) 

Tom Flynn, editor of Free Inquiry, specu- 
lates that Chapters’ apparent ban was moti- 
vated by an article by Princeton bioethicist 
Peter Singer entitled The Freedom to Ridicule 
Religion—and Deny the Holocaust. Singer 
defended the cartoons and also argued that 
Holocaust deniers deserve protection under 
Western countries’ mandates to protect free- 
dom of expression. 

Flynn speculates that the now-reversed 
attempt at censorship may have been in 
retaliation for the publication of one of the 
Danish cartoons in the previous issue. 

In addition to refusing to distribute the 
issue of Harper’s, Chapters-Indigo also 
removed issues of Alberta’s Western Stan- 
dard magazine for having published some 
of the cartoons.

IT WAS ONE OF THOSE OPPRESSIVELY 
hot summer evenings we've had 
lately. The thought of cooking any- 
thing inside quite nearly made me 
ill, and even throwing something on 
the barbeque seemed like it would 
generate too much extra heat to tol- 
erate. On a night like that, there's 
really only one thing to do—find a 


patio at a restaurant where you can 
order some light courses and a sip a 
nice cool drink. Essentially, you need 
to find a Spanish place. 

La Tapa is a converted old house 
just south of Jasper Avenue on the 
fringes of the downtown core, and 
has a wonderful north-facing patio. 
Before we had even been properly 
seated, we ordered a jug of red wine 
sangmia ($24). 

There are three drinks essential for 


surviving hot weather; Gin and tonic 
(perfect with barbeque); Pimms 
(again, gin based with fruit, mint, 
cucumber, and soda); and sangria 
(wine, honey, sliced or diced fruit, 
brandy, Cointreau, soda water, and 
ice). 

As we sipped our sangria, we 
made our way through the menu 
trying to decide on which tapas to 
order (lots to choose from between 
$6-8). Eventually we agreed on the 


Ensalada a la Mancha (artichoke and 
tomato salad), Fabada con Chorizo 
(white beans with chorizo sausage) 
Calamares, and of course, olives 
There are a lot of stories about the 
origins of tapas, ranging from King 
Alfonso the Wise’s inability to eat 
large quantities of food at a sitting, to 
peasant farmers taking small bits of 
food into the field for sustenance 
until the next meal. | won’t pretend 
to know which is true, but I will say 
my favourite explanation is that 
tapas (meaning lid or topper), whic h 
are usually served with drinks, were 
small dishes or round slices of food 
meant to cover a drink to keep 


insects and dirt out. Makes as much 





sense to me as anything else 

But we didn’t have any problem 
with bugs as we nibbled away. The 
salad, which was wedges of toma- 
toes and marinated artichoke hearts, 
with sliced Spanish onion, and bal- 
Samic V inaigrette was a nice treat on 
a warm summer's eve. | would 
have preferred that the tomatoes be 
a little riper (maybe some nice on- 
the-vine tomatoes) but all in all it 
was more than enjoyable. 

Same goes for the white bean with 
chorizo. The beans and sausage had 
been cooked together much like a 
stew with some tomato paste and 
spices, which was a little different 
than the traditional French and Ital- 
ian styles of white bean puree I'm 
used to, but it was tasty all the same. 
The best part was that it came with 





tortilla chips (might have been toast- 
ed flatbread) for scooping the mix- 
ture, and to my taste, they seemed 
homemade. Even the Calamares, 
which I made far too frequently in 
the early ‘90s and haven't really 
cared to see since, was better than 
ooked and 
soggy with oil, and the coating was 
nice and light. While the food isn’t 
outstanding, it isn’t ostentatious 
either. What you get at La Tapa is 
reasonably well prepared food, done

happens next is that this strange and 
distant woman’(Blanchet) stumbles 
into my opera box and | discover 
that she’s not only lost, but she 
doesn’t know who she is and where 
she’s been.” 

This chance meeting sets Peder- 
son’s character off on a mystery- 
packed adventure through the tony 
and intrigue-tangled publishing and 
high society world of New York. 
This unexpected trip from the Met- 
ropolitan Opera to the various 
offices, apartments, and hotel rooms 
comprising Lemoine’s idiosyncratic 
take on mid-century Manhattan is 
made even more complicated after 
Strange is implicated in a murder. 

“I’ve discovered that a lot of Stew- 
art's plays including Evelyn Strange 
and Hey Countess! have this theme of 
volunteering happening, These 
plays are ultimately about a person 
who goes above and beyond the call * 
of duty to help someone else,” says 

Like most of Lemoine’s other 
plays—and the movies by Alfred 
Hitchcock that Evelyn Strange riffs off 
of—Pederson says the work is filled 
with highly empathic characters 
who are dedicated to behaving in 
the most thoughtful way possible. 

“Stewart's plays are all about 
practicing the best possible manners 
and behaving with elegance. You 
always leave a play of his feeling so 
positive and also in with a lot of 
hope,” he says. 

“As | evolve as an actor I discover 
than not only is each of Stewart's 
plays very different one from the 
other, I keep on uncovering all these 
layers to the work. That’s why I get 
so angry when I hear some people 
dismiss the work as fluff.” 

According to Pederson, Evelyn 
Strange, like all of Lemoine’s signifi- 
cant oeuvre is a crafty play and a 
“marvel” of theatrical construction 
that works on multiple levels, 
including its homage of sorts to 
Hitchcockian mystery thrillers. 

Looking towards his own future, 
Pederson wants to continue to 
develop as a stage actor on top of his 
work on American television. The 
well-respected Edmonton-raised 
theatre actor has been living in Los 
Angeles for the past five years, serv- 
ing as cast member for three seasons 
of Fox's MADtv and spending the 
last year as a ormer on 
CBS's The Late Late Show with Craig 
Ferguson. While he’s looking for- 
ward to more work on The Late Late 
Show this fall, he’s as thrilled to have 
landed a gig with Canadian Stage 
playing Brad in a Toronto stage pro- 
duction of the Rocky Horror Picture 
Show. 

“The sheer range of work avail- 
able to you as an actor in Edmonton 
really spoils you.

Linklater revisits Waking Life art technique

Linklater’s Scanner gets book’s ambiguous heart 





A SCANNER DARKLY 

Directed by Richard Linklater, Starring Keanu

RICHARD LINKLATER’S A SCANNER 
Darkly opens with a scene that sets 
the tone for the whole film: a 
twitchy, slovenly-looking guy, prob- 
ably on drugs, alone in his ratty 
apartment, finds bugs crawling all 
over him. He tries to wash them 
away in the shower, and when that 
doesn’t work he douses himself in a 


noxious cloud of insecticide. Then he 
finds his dog is infested with creepy- 
crawlies too, so he drags it into the 
shower, where he scrubs them both 
down ina frantic, futile frenzy. The 
camera observes the whole thing 
impassively, a bemused, incredulous 
spectator. 

Are the bugs just a junkie’s hallu- 
cination? Who is this guy? Is any of 
this real? Get used to the questions, 
because there a lot more in store. 

Linklater’s adaptation of Philip K. 
Dick’s classic sci-fi novel is set,

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according to the opening credits, 
“seven years from now,” and it’s one 
of the most faithful adaptations of a 
Dick novel ever to hit theatres, 
(though there are a few minor 
updates, like a throwaway joke 
about Leonardo DiCaprio’s “Elvis 
phase”). 

Keanu Reeves plays Bob Arctor, a 
user of Substance D, which, we're 
informed, almost 20 per cent of the 
American population is addicted to. 
Arctor lives in a ramshackle house 
with his roommates James and Ernie 
(Robert Downey Jr. and Woody 
Harrelson). James is a fast-talking, 
paranoid conspiracy theorist, while 
Emie is a man so badly damaged by 
drugs his whole life is lived teetering 
on the edge of complete psychosis. 
Rounding them out is Arctor’s sort- 
of girlfriend Donna (Winona Ryder). 


ROTOSCOPED DREAM 

The hook here is that Bob Arctor is 
also Fred, a narcotics agent assigned 
to spy on Arctor and his buddies via 
an elaborate hidden camera setup in 
their house. And, since one of the 
sicle effects of Substance D is a frac- 





turing of the personality, it’s hard to 
say if Arctor is even aware he’s narc- 
ing on himself. His bosses aren't, at 
least at first, since all the agents wear 
shapeshifting suits on the job that 
smear their physical appearance into 
a blur of indistinct faces and bodies. 





film. Its power doesn’t come so 
much from its political prescience 
(though in these days of Patriot Acts 
and racial profiling, that’s part of it) 
as from the relationships between 
the characters. 

Dick’s concerns in his novel 
weren't just political, but also cov- 
ered vaguer ideas about the antago- 
nistic relation between work and 
social life, about family, about urban 
alienation, and about the dangers of 
drugs, and the film is true to that. 

Arctor deserts his family, informs 
on his friends, is informed on by 
them, and in the end, turns out to be 
informing on himself. Relationships 
are always tentative, thwarted by 
unseen powers or divided loyalties. 
It’s never completely clear what's 
going on or who's stabbing who in 
the back. 

The performances are mostly 
strong. Reeves’ potrayal of Arctor as 
a sort of sad-bastard everyman is 
some of the best work of his career, 
his hangdog expression and con- 
fused demeanor getting right at Arc- 
tor’s melancholy heart. Downey and 
Harrelson’s characters have the kind 
of oil-and-water personalities that 
are only exacerbated by drugs, and 
their scenes together are full of a 
manic black comedy. And Ryder is 
alright, but it’s probably best that her 
performance is buried under a cou- 
ple layers of animation. 


HARDLY SPECULATION 

The funniest stuff in the film are 
the scenes in Arctor’s house, all the 
druggies hanging out together, con- 
versing in the abbreviated logic of 
the stoner. Dick knew what he was 
writing about when he composed 
these scenes in his book, and Lin- 
Klater’s got lots of experience captur- 
ing drug-induced idiocy on film, 
from Dazed and Confused to SubUrbia. 

Sometimes the scenes veer toward 
the slapstick, and the result isn’t 
quite as potent a presentation of 


Reeves’ portrayal of Arctor as a sort 
of a sad-bastard everyman is some 
of the best work of his career. 


Confused yet? You should be. The 
film’s shifting, dream-like quality is 
heightened by the animation, the 
same rotoscoping technique (draw- 
ing over live action film) that was 
used in Linklater’s Waking Life. 

Of course, cautionary tales about 
dystopian police states in the near- 
ish future are a dime a dozen, but 
Scanner, the novel, is one of the clas- 
sics of the genre, balancing the politi- 
cal and the personal in a way that 
tnakes its cautionary message all the 
more horrifyingly pertinent. 

The same is true of Linklater’s

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Dick's themes as it could have been, 
but it never goes off the rails. 
Linklater ends the film with the 
same list of friends destroyed and 
damaged by drugs that Dick ended 
his book with. Watching the names 
scrolling past, one after the other, is a 
startling jolt of reality. A few sci-fi 
elements aside, Dick’s story really 
isn’t speculative fiction. It’s a story 
that Dick knew intimately, a story 
about real life, lived by real people. 
Whether those lives belong to the 
present of the future isn’t important.

Bless this rotting hulk 


Absurdist allegory sees occupants dismantling their digs

IRANIAN PRESIDENT MAHMOUD 
Ahmadinejad is a disconcerting 
character, isn’t he, with the way he 
refuses to stop enriching uranium, 
and how he vows the eradication of 
Israel (after denying the Holocaust, 
of course), and the way he sent that 
long, loopy personal letter to George 
W. Bush basically identifying him- 
self as a fellow fundamentalist 
zealot. 

But Ahmadinejad has also 
reminded us that the seemingly 
mirthless Islamic Republic of Iran is 
not entirely unwhimsical—that what 
fundamentalist theocracies lack in 
good humour, they often make up in 
absurdity. 

Just look at the unlikely micro- 
cosm ted by writer-director 
Mohammad Rasoulof in Iron Island: 
a community of displaced souls a 
couple of hundred strong, squatting 
on the rotting hulk of an abandoned 
oil tanker stuck in the Persian Gulf. 
The incipient chaos of the over- 
crowded ship is harnessed by 
Captain Nemat (Ali Nassirian), 
an outwardly kind but rather harsh 
old patriarch who settles new ten- 
ants, keeps tabs on debts, arranges 
marriages and oversees the labour 
of the ship's male denizens, who 
salvage scrap from the tanker for 
sale on shore. When the ship's 
owners tell Nemat he has to evacu- 
ate the ship, he informs them it’s 
simply not possible. 

The squatters—mostly ethnic 
Arab Bandalis—have evolved a sort 
of society under Nemat’s stern guid- 
ance, with plenty of work for every- 
one but no pay, gardens, a class- 
room, and a teacher who accepts 
everyone into his class, even teenage 
girls who have never set foot ina 
school. They also adhere to Nemat’s 
conservative social codes, which dic- 
tate that women be covered and that 
their husbands be selected for them. 
This doesn’t sit too well with the 
captain’s young charge Ahmad 
(Hossain Farzi-Zadeh), whose pow- 
erful infatuation with a girl (Neda 
Pakdaman) deemed off-limits by her 
father brings out Nemat’s cruel side. 

By the standard of many Iranian 
films, Iron Island keeps up a breath- 
less pace, the camera constantly 
chasing Nemat as he makes his 
rounds, shouting orders and debit- 
ing accounts, looking for excuses to 
break up the teacher's lessons, and 
pausing on occasion to assert the 
altruism of his actions. The captain’s 
machinations are interspersed with 
vignettes from the chaste romance 
sweetly enacted by Ahmad and the 





object of his affections, who is locked 
up belowdecks by her father, and a 
few other quirky-type characters, 
like Uncle Sadegh, an old man in 
sunglasses who spends his days 
staring into the sun, and a cute kid 
named Baby Fish who frees small 
fish that have become trapped in the 
ship's cracked hull 

Rasoulof maintains an ambiguous 
attitude toward Nemat’s exploitive 


paternalism, but he’s definitely offer- 


ing some ironic asides on the 
entropy, corruption and stunted 
prospects endemic to an isolated 
society. While Iron Island doesn’t 
want for allegoric relevance, it is 
lacking in the fine-grain humanity 
that makes other, ostensibly slower- 
paced Iranian films coherent and 
engaging. None of the other charac- 
ters possess Nemat’s depth or com- 
plexity and interrelations between 
the squatters are glossed over, 
which by the end gives you the 
feeling you're watching everything 
unfold through the wrong end 
of a telescope. 

All the same, there’s a strange 





beauty Lo the hermetic world strand 
ed between emerald seas and a glar- 
ing, empty sky, and a distinctive 
poetry to the images, particularly in 
the stunning final moments of the 
film when one of the characters 
looks poised to escape the absurdity 
Captain Nemat seems determined to 
perpetuate

IN THE MIDDLE OF FILMING IN UTAH, 


aging western star Howard Spence 
(Sam Shepard), goes missing with- 
out any explanation, and heads to 
his hometown in Nevada to visit his 
mother (Eva Marie Saint). Some rea- 
sons for this sudden decision start to 
become clear: he has lived for years 
in a whirl of drugs, affairs, and dissi- 
pation, and finally just wanted to 
walk away from it all. 

The trouble is, he already has 
spent his life walking away. He 
hasn’t seen his mother in 30 years, 
and, as she informs him, has left 
behind at least one adult son, whom 
he didn’t even know about, by an 
almost forgotten lover named 
Doreen (Jessica Lange) in Montana. 
Meanwhile, Sky (Sarah Polley) has 
journeyed to Montana to scatter the 
ashes of her mother, who was also 
an old lover of Howard’s. Even in 
his belated decision to try to recon- 
nect with the people he’s left behind, 
he walks out on his contractual 
obligations, resulting in his being 
tracked by Sutter (Tim Roth), a 
stone-faced agent for the insurance 
company. 

Like Paris, Texas (1984), the previ- 
ous film collaboration by director 
Wim Wenders and co-writer Shep- 
ard, Don't Come Knocking is a road 
movie set in the American west 


about difficult and distant family 
relations, but the tone is much 
lighter (signaled early on, with the 
highly mediated and attenuated 
communication in Paris, Texas 
replaced by a throwaway visual joke 
about how nobody seems to walk 
onto the set of the film, relying 
instead on one form of transport or 
another). 

Instead of anguished inability to 
connect with one’s own closest fami- 
ly, there is a hint of forgiving self- 
derision from Howard, and mostly 
indulgent exasperation from the 
women around him. 

Only his newly discovered son 
Earl (Gabriel Mann) is really angry. 
Even Sutter (Tim Roth), the stone- 
faced and buttoned-down insurance 
agent sent to track him down and 
make him come back to work is a 
somewhat comical figure (maybe 
there to represent Wenders himself 
as an out-of-place foreigner, 
bemused at the way of life in a 
region represented over and over in 
the movies but still foreign to him). 

Asa road movie, it is beautiful to 
look at, and Wenders takes the 
opportunity to look through an out- 
sider’s eyes at the wide-open spaces 
of the American west, old and new, 
lingering both on the gloriously 
underpopulated city of Butte and a 
quite anonymous casino in Nevada, 
where gambling is drowning out the 
ranching culture that Howard grew 
up with. It does present a rather sen- 
timental view of traditional ways of 





life, but much more lightly 
expressed than in more rambling 
and shapeless movies by Wenders, 
such as The End of Violence (1997) and 
even the documentary Buena Vista 
Social Club (1999). 

And despite the ambivalence hint- 
ed at by the title of the movie, Wen- 
ders indulges a romantic attitude 
towards the saving love of a good 
woman, for which there at least 
three candidates in this movie: the 
mother who welcomes Howard 
after 30 years, the ex-lover who 
seems never to have borne a grudge, 
and his daughter Sky, who conve- 
niently turns up as a somewhat ethe- 
real figure to mediate between him 
and Earl and to explain to Howard 
(and to the audience) what he 
doesn’t quite understand about 
what he wants. 

Still, it’s kept in check here by the 
decidedly unportentous quality of 
the story, rooted in a character who 
half-recognizes all the mistakes he 
has made but isn’t terribly stricken 
with guilt. To fans of the sprawling 
and occasionally heavy-handed 
epics that Wenders has produced in 
the past, Don't Come Knocking will 
seem like a surprisingly disciplined 
yet light-hearted variation on the 
heavy themes he's taken on in the 
past. In all, it’s a pleasant and amus- 
ing story of getting on with life, no 
matter how much of it has been frit- 
tered away or was never even 
known.

‘THE TITLE OF THE FILM PEACEFUL WAR- 
rior comes from a moment when one 
character relates how ancient Greek 
warriors studied gymnastics to keep 
themselves in top shape. It turns out 
that the film, which manages a few 
hesitant backflips, could have used a 
little more time on the trampoline 

College gymnast Dan Millman 
(Le. the fictional younger self of the 
author of The Way of the Peaceful War- 
rior, the book on which this film is 
based) feels like he’s losing his focus, 
unthinkable this close to the qualify- 
ing tryouts for the Olympics. He’s 
insecure, he’s plagued by night- 
mares, and he can’t sleep. One of his 
many bouts of insomnia leads him 
toa Texaco station, where he meets 
manager (Nick Nolte), a snowy- 
haired mystic character who 
impresses Dan by seeming to make 
an impossible leap from a deck chair 
to the roof of his building. 

Therein begins Dan’s mental and 
physical training at the hands of his 
guru, a man whose real name is 
never mentioned but who is dubbed 
“Socrates” by a cynical Dan. The 
training phase of this movie follows 
all the time-honoured (read: clichéd) 
steps: Guru suggests a number of 
seemingly pointless and inane tasks 
that are trash-talked by the pupil 
until he breaks down and actually 
does them, finding that he’s learning 
hidden wisdom—while the guru 
spouts go-get-‘em mantras so gener- 
alas to offend nobody and so vague 
as to be meaningless. 

The only thing that seems to dif- 
ferentiate this film from the host of 
inspirational sports epics (from 
Karate Kid to Seabiscuit—both of 
which this movie borrows from) is 
the borderline-paranormal element 
mixed in, an element that casts the 
original material (a non-fiction book) 
into serious doubt. 

During his training, Socrates 
apparently bestows Dan with tem- 
porarily super-heightened senses, 
visions, telepathy, and astral projec- 
“ase. What with the mandatory

members supposed to apply it to 
their own lives? 

Scott Mechlowicz, as the sceptical 
Dan, is the saving grace of this film. 
Underneath his gorgeous lashes, he 
actually acts, refusing to give in to 
the temptation to simply duck his 
head and emote as Socrates slaps 
him, sends him into delusions, and 
throws wrenches at him. Despite the 
lacklustre script that gives him little 
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else to do except contradict every 
single thing that Socrates says, it 
looks like he's actually trying to 
come up with reasons, other than 
“old people are stupid.” 

That performance, combined with 
some interesting character develop- 
ment and gymnastic sequences, 
saves the movie from being utterly 
predictable slush. But only barely.

Those who chronicle the exploits 
of the celluloid buccaneers may yet 
be disappointed, for thievery cannot

Why? Because more isn’t always 
better, especially when it’s more of 
the same. Even chocolate cake loses 
its appeal after the sixth or seventh 
slice, and Dead Man's Chest gets to be 
pretty stale cake indeed. 

Pirates fans, see if this doesn’t 
remind you of Curse of the Black Pearl: 
eccentric pirate Captain Jack Spar- 
row find himself reluctantly inter- 
twined with imperiled couple Will 
Turner (Orlando Bloom) and Eliza- 
beth Swann (Keira Knightley). The 
handsome and virtuous pair need 
Sparrow’s mystical compass to 
deliver themselves (and Sparrow) 
from threat of execution—the rapa- 
cious East India Trading Company 
has got them on the hook (with 
some royal connivance). But Spar- 
row reckons he can get himself out 
of an otherworldly jam by offering 
Will up to pay his soul-based debt to 
squishily tentacled sea demon Davy 
Jones (Bill Nighy). Jones has this 
kraken thingy (it’s like a gigantic 
octopus that’s all legs) that ensures 
that deck aplenty will splinter in the 
epic sea battle sequences. Ensuing: a 
rolling series of deals and counter 
deals between parties who negotiate 
opportunity faster than you can 
unspool the lip of your donuthaus 
coffee cup. 

Familiar, no? But to be as tasty as 
the first film, the second really needs 
to be better, and it’s not even quite 
that good. Screenwriters Ted Elliot

ed Shrek and The Mask of Zorro), but 
now they’re feeling just a little cocki- 
er about their second tier wise- 
assery: now they make with the cute 
gags, and director Gore Verbinski 
tries to drive the point home with 
pregnant pauses... instead of keep- 
ing thing dry and snappy. (Really: if

Freeman draws on nature’s gore and glory

THE FROG IS LOCKED IN SOME SORT OF 
strange and joyous biological ballet 

Deliriously worked with pigment 
until its colours have been so meticu- 
lously blended that it is impossible 
to pick out the borders of shades, it 
floats on the pristine blankness of 
the paper. The textural waxiness of 
the materials lend it the appearance 
of being wrapped in moist amphib- 
ian flesh, while its hyper-earthly 
hues suggest that rather than being a 
picture of a frog, it is somehow an 
image of inside a frog, though it is 
impossible to determine what inside 
stuff is on display. 

Is that a hint of skeleton? An 
organ? There’s a sense of deep biolo- 
gy simultaneous to the surface. The 
fact that the frog is misshapen is 
almost the least disquieting element 
of the image. 

“I see this as ‘birthing,’ ‘coupling, 
and ‘offspring,’” Paul Freeman 
explains as he surveys three series of 
his drawings that depict herd ani- 
mals giving birth, mostly paired 
humans, and frogs, alone and 
grouped. 

“The title, Cleave, refers to all of it. 
We cleave together. But ‘cleave’ is 
also about slicing, separating. It’s 
also the cloven hoof.” He gestures 
towards a placid cow, placenta and 
calf spilling halfway out of her. He 
adds, “It’s also our split with nature 
and our desire to attach ourselves to 
the idea of nature.” 

Freeman's MFA graduation show 
last fall was stunning—thoughtful, 
delightfully perverse with bleak, dis- 
arming humour, and aesthetically 
thrilling. Drawings that took Inter- 
net-sourced medical and biological 
images as their point of departure 


VWs 


were part of the show. Cleave is a 
refinement of the material and intel- 
lectual processes within his grad 
pieces. 

“I'm continuing the themes: out- 
side/inside, how we negotiate the 
natural world when it is beautiful, 
but also repellent and repulsive at 
the same time,” Freeman states. “It’s 
a dialogue on nature.” 

The drawings are unified by the 
laboratory-evoking paper and Free- 
man’s use of pastels to load colour 
on the images. Each set of Cleave's 

“trilogy” illuminates nuances of 
other aspects of that dialogue. 

The birth drawings, featuring 
a donkey, horse, cow, or doe in 
various stages of delivery are 
the antithesis of human child- 
bearing. The voluptuous 
figures recall fleshy, 
sensual nudes, as 
consumable to the 
gaze asa still 
life fruit bowl. -

conspires with

Freeman points out the 
contrast between how 
calm the animals look, 
while birth gunk seems 
violent. “T also like that 
these big, round, soft 
forms deliver these angu- 
lar, goofy new creatures.” 

The human part tackles 
“tension around the body” and 
used low-res medical images to 
guide Freeman in creating the 
initial shapes of mostly duos 
(including what that may be a 
clever visual quip on the mirror 
drawing exercises that bedevil art 
students). 

“The idea of an old fashioned 


photo with new technology seduced 


me,” he says of one exception, a 


cameo-type image. “And I liked the 
Larry /Mo/'C my thing on the one 
with three heads; the way they 
changed shape as the imaging pro- 
gressed.”

“Just a few weeks ago when I was 
in BC, the first morning | went out 
ona boat with my aunts, and didn’t 
think to wear a hat,” she recalls rue- 
fully. The group returned in the late 
afternoon, and while Rennebohm 
stood preparing food she suddenly 
felt that familiar rush of dizziness 
and lassitude. “I said ‘Okay, I’m 
done,’ took a bunch of aspirin and 
went and slept for an hour and 
a half.” 

That's getting off easy for the 23- 
year-old university graduate—Ren- 
nebohm can point to times in the 
past when over-exposure to sun and 
the heat had her dehydrated and 
throwing up. 

“You get so used to being indoors 
here in Edmonton that that by the 
time summer rolls around and 
you're out for seven or eight hours 
you forget to prepare for it,” she 
muses. “It takes a while to get 
used to.” 

Capital Health Authority’s Vice- 
President of Public Health, and 
Medical Officer, Dr. Predy, 
has some advice for Rennebohm 
beyond just wearing a hat. “People 
do tend to forget that they should 
also use sunscreen,” he notes. “If

outdoors exerting yourself you 
should take plenty of fluids and 
hydrate yourself, make sure the heat 
isn’t getting to you.” 

Seems pretty obvious, really, but 
most of us are guilty of shrugging 
off such health measures in the sum- 
mer. While it’s a common complaint 
for the season, heat exhaustion isn’t 
the only danger that summer pre- 
sents—there’s also the far more dan- 
gerous heat stroke to worry about. 

Heat stroke and heat exhaustion 
are two different things—the first 
occurs when the body is overheated 
through activity in a hot, humid 
place, the second is a far more seri- 
ous condition in which the body’s 
cooling system, controlled by the 
brain, shuts down and damage to 
internal organs is threatened. 

Along with the expected nausea, 
headache, and dizziness, comes 
fever, disorientation, a rapid pulse, 
and very hot skin as the body stops 
sweating. After immediately calling 
for medical help, the victim should 
be brought to an area out of the sun, 
have their clothes loosened, and 
immersed in cool water—or covered 
in wet blankets—f possible. 

“It’s important for people to stay 
as cool as possible,” Predy contin- 
ues. “If you live in an apartment or a 
place with no air conditioning and it 
gets really hot, you should try and 
get out to a cool spot, maybe a 
mall or somewhere, just to cool 
yourself off.”

ALAN HILDEBRANDT’S EXPRESSION 
dangles between delight and disdain 
as he recalls his band’s turn at North 
Country Fair. More accustomed to 
playing dim, haircut-stuffed clubs 
than to fields of patchouli-drenched 
folkies, The Frosted Tipz were 
unsure of how their synth- and sin- 
drenched cock rock would be 
received. 

“They danced.” 

His sardonic smile twists and 
delight wins out. 

“They called us ‘hippie metal.’” 

It’s an evocative (though scary) 
phrase which doesn’t nail the Tipz’ 
sound. Hildebrandt’s thunderous 
bass hails from the apocalyptic 
soundscape of post-punk. Drummer 
Darren Chewka recalls legendary kit 
wranglers from louder ‘60s/’70s 


arena bands. Curtis Ross apparently 
traded his soul to the devil for a per- 
versely masterful command of the 
guitar and occasional killer mous- 
tache. 

Then there's kitten-like Roz Chris- 
tian, a French film of a girl and per- 
haps the sexiest creature ever to 
grace a set of keyboards. The 
diminutive Christian has pipes that 
would make Tommy Mottola weep, 
but chooses to use her powers for 
good rather than mall-touring evil. 

“We're the ‘intelligent party 
band,” Hildebrandt contends. 
When they started out, the Tipz 
were “reaching for something in the 
middle” of the dirt rock he played 
with Les Tabernacles and Ross’ riff- 
hop alter ego, Bebop Cortez 

The result two years on is a sonic 
chimera—part classic heavy rock 
and part vintage electro. The 
disco/ metal gulf isn’t as gaping as it 
seems. Both genres are rooted in the 
‘70s, the “Me” decade, that era of 
notorious excess that was the prod- 
uct of a massive amount of collective 








anxiety about the world and the peo- 
ple who run it. “Big, bigger, biggest” 
was the musical mantra: Today’s 
similar cultural mood means the 
same angst to drown out. 

“The pivot is Curtis’ guitar,” says 
Hildebrandt. “We don’t care how 
noodley Curtis gets, so long as he 
comes back for the chorus.” 

A recent show saw Ross break 
away to riff Guns ’N’ Roses’ “Sweet 
Child O’ Mine,” though if reports 
from Saskatoon’s “No Pants 
Party”—the unassuming Chewka 
was the sole participant—are correct, 
AC/DC's “Big Balls” may be a more 
appropriate nod. 

With so many stellar shows under 
their belts, it seems like the Tipz 
have taken a while to release some- 
thing. Their new four-song debut, 
Head vs. Hips, will leave fans wanti- 
ng more 

“It's a weird snapshot of us about 
a year ago,” laments Ross. That’s 
how long ago the Tipz started it with 
producer Bryan Kulba. 

“He's an awesome creative influ- 


ence,” states Hildebrandt. “Objective 
and demanding.” 

Kulba and the Tipz experimented 
to deliver a sound that had the inten- 
sity of their performances, but with 
additional dimension 

“He tried a lot of techniques with 
Roz—grunt/ whisper things,” filde- 
brandt chuckles. An album of Chris- 
tian whispering and grunting would 
sell itself, but the Tipz junked those 
recordings 

“1 lost the quaver,” Christian con- 
cludes. The boys tease her about her 
formerly “churchy” voice and she 
giggles. 

Camaraderie between these 
strong personalities belies the dis 
cord that had people crossing their 
fingers for the band since Christian 
and Hildebrandt’s romance crashed 
months ago. 

They acknowledge the Fleetwood 
Mac-esque strain of creating togeth- 
er while falling apart. “We're ina 
constant state of disintegration 
Ross shrugs. 

“1 do music for the incredible con- 
sistent headache. Broken bones, bro. 
ken hearts, black eyes,” Hildebrandt 
sighs. “Playing can be like violent 
sex. We have ‘makeup shows 

Building songs together ona 
mother’s nightmare formula of “get 
high, drink, and write” also makes 
volatile moments. 

“There’s real collaboration,” 
Christian declares. “All the songs 
have a story. ‘Sea of Bronze’ is based 
on the Trojan War. Curtis reads a lot 
of history.” 

Ross confesses they wrote “a 
metal trilogy called ‘Unsheathing the 
Beast.’” The project was abandoned 
before the need to find hooded, 
dancing midgets and pyrotechnics. 

“A lot of songs turn out that 
way,” opines Hildebrandt. “They 
seem like a good idea at the time.” 

They’re writing material for a full- 
length and recording with Kulba in 
August, and that’s as far into the 
future as the Tipz care to gaze 

“We have no distribution, no idea 
what's happening.” Hildebrandt 
jokes mordantly, “We'll try to stay 
together until we release the full- 
length.” 

They all laugh.

EVERYTHING INDICATES THAT VAN 
Morrison’s Astral Weeks was a 
recording planned in the most 
minute detail. The songs are long, 
trancelike, intuitive, yet deliberately 
controlled. The lyrics present an 
equal measure of suggestive fancy 
yet remain in complete symbiosis 
with the complex musical arrange- 
ments. 

The reality was very different. 
Sure, when Ivan the Irish man 
returned from Belfast to his new 
hideout in Woodstock, USA, he 
toted a collection of ambitious songs 
with him. But there’s little indication 
that he'd actually given much 
thought to how exactly they should 
be treated when he entered Century 
Sound Studios a couple of weeks 
later. He hadn’t indicated whom he 
wanted as a backing band to the pro- 
ducer, Lewis Merenstien—a produc- 
er who himself had been assigned 
by the recording company. 


BESIDE YOU 

If Morrsion had plans for Astral 
Weeks, he'd at least discuss them in 
depth with the musicians involved. 
But he never did. His curt instruc- 
tions to the session men were along 
the lines of “play what you feel like,” 
after which he locked himself into a 
booth with his guitar and a micro- 
phone. 

Morrison was close enough to see 
the other musicians, yet completely 
isolated from them. 

When the album was finished, 48 








studio hours later, Morrison 
grabbed his guitar case and walked 
out. During the recording session 
he'd hardly even spoken to the other 
musicians. Hence the story of this 
album is one of fortunate syn- 
chronicity—though it would hardly 
have been a noteworthy album if all 
the pieces hadn’t fit so well together. 

The most important pieces are of 
course Morrison’s eight epic songs, 
where Irish folk meets delta blues in 
rugged tales of Belfast; about young 
sexual frustration and happiness, 
about growing up, about death. 
Some characters, like the protagonist 
of “Madame George” or the richly 
detailed street vignette in “Cyprus 
Avenue,” are based on real experi- 
ences from Morrison's childhood 
years. Others are merely fictitious 
metaphors of a constant craving for 
proximity. 


SLOW SLIDER 

Throughout, Morrison acts as an 
observer, watching from the other 
side of the street. Only occasionally 
does he approach, as when he walks 
up to the “Ballerina” or when he 
considers his own reflection in the 
title track, mumbling “Nothing but a 
stranger in this world.” 

But beyond the lyricism and the 
long, subtle songs, the other impor- 
tant pieces of the puzzle that is Astral 
Weeks are its musicians. 

Seldom has a bunch of hired 
hands played such an important role 
in the creation of an album. Despite 
the non-existent instruction, old jazz 
hounds like Richard Davis (bass), 
Jay Berliner (guitar), John Payne 
(reeds and sax), and Connie Kay 
(drums) contribute a light, fluid 
touch that fuses the music together 
with the words—something that 
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1 Upon its initial release, Astral Weeks did 
not chart in North America.

should be the goal of every record- 
ing session, and that occurred here 
without any communication 
between the composer and the musi- 
cians. 

Astral Weeks didn’t cause any sen- 
sation upon its release. While courte- 
ously received by the critics, it got 
the cold hand from the very same 
audience that had previously 
pushed Morrison’s “Brown Eyed 
Girl’ into the Top 10. 

But Astral Weeks was sufficiently 
successful to give the former Them- 
vocalist peace of mind as a solo 
artist. He’d successfully left behind 
the nostalgic rhythm ‘n’ blues the 
band had tinkered with, and man- 
aged to combine black and white 
poetry in an entirely personal fash- 
ion.

City roads approaching critical mass, 
transit board warns council 


TURNING THE HIGH LEVEL BRIDGE’S 
streetcar trestle into two lanes of pri- 
vate vehicle traffic is just one of the 
ideas city council is looking at to 
alleviate Edmonton’s rush hour 
woes. 

As the city is forced to come to 
terms with the increasingly frustrat- 
ing traffic situation drivers face 
every day, council members are like- 
wise willing to entertain increasingly 
unorthodox ideas. 


“It’s getting to the point where we 
have to come up with new solu- 
tions,” says Brice Stepehenson, the 
city’s transportation planning man- 
ager. “The city is growing and no 
new capacity is being added.” 

Although Stephenson says that 
turning the High Level’s streetcar 
line into a road would get 800 more 
cars into downtown in the morn- 
ings, it’s probably not a viable solu- 
tion, as the bridge currently isn’t

Energy Minister Greg Melchin has 
responded to those calls saying he 
has already reviewed the royalties. 
His conclusion: the meagre penny

sory Board, a citizens’ group that 
advises the city on transit issues. 

Gray says that city should stop 
focusing on road capacity and start 
thinking more about improving the 
transit system. 

“Transit should be the preferred 
mode, and then this wouldn’t even 
be an issue.” 

However, Gray does say that 
council has recently been much 
more receptive to transit concerns 
than it has been traditionally, as it 
becomes more and more obvious 
that increasing road capacity is only 
a temporary solution. 

“There’s more attention right 
now,” she says. 

A survey by Edmonton Transit 
last fall found that on an average 
weekday, the LRT carries about 
42,000 passengers, while the rest of 
the system brings that number up to 
about 100,000, a number that pales 
in comparison to most other Canadi- 
an cities (Calgary, with a comparable 
population, carries around 230,000 
on it’s C-Train alone daily). 

Despite the city’s recent willing- 
ness to consider transit projects, 
Gray says more attention, and espe- 
cially more money, is needed. 

“An effective transit system has to 
be get people out of their cars, and 
I'd like to think it’s becoming easier 
to do that,” she says.

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Is Stephen Harper a military wimp? 
Military budget reveals the PM’s softer side 


IN THE HEAT OF THE FEDERAL ELEC- 
tion campaign last December, 
Stephen Harper declared that pro- 
tecting Canada’s sovereignty was 
Ottawa’s most important duty. 

In surprisingly defiant language, 
Harper pledged that a Conservative 
government would not allow for- 
eign vessels, including U.S. sub- 
marines, to enter Canadian Arctic 
waters without our permission, 
Harper pledged $3.5 billion to build 
three military icebreakers and a sys- 
tem of underwater sensors to detect 
unauthorized activities in our 
waters. 

“You don’t defend national sover- 
eignty with flags, cheap election 
rhetoric and advertising cam- 
paigns,” Harper said. “You need 
forces on the ground, ships in the sea 
and proper surveillance.” 

US. Ambassador David Wilkins 
attacked Harper's sovereignty plan, 
noting that Washington has never 
recognized Canada’s claim to those 
waters. All this helped Harper shed 
his i image as a pro-American water- 
carrier who'd be quick to cave in to 
the Bush administration. 

What a difference six months— 
and some private time with the pres- 


ident—make. The Harper govern- 
ment has quietly shelved plans for 
military icebreakers and underwater 
sensors. Yankee subs can presum- 
ably glide into our waters without 
filling out a single Canadian applica- 
tion form. Without the sensors, we 
don’t even know they’re there.

whom she watches Richard Wagn- 
er’s epic Siegfried. 

Perry comes to realize some- 
thing’s not quite right with his unex- 
pected date, and being a chivalrous 
soul, helps her, leading toa whole 
tangle of issues, not least being the 
nosiness of Lewis Hake (Jeff 
Haslam), company ladies man and 
all-round charmer. 

Larded with Lemoine’s trademark 
pithiness, Evelyn Strange begins acer- 
bically enough, with Nina ruminat- 
ing on the nature of Wagner and the 
effect of his operas upon the 
unwary, hovers hilariously around 
Evelyn’s wide-eyed incomprehen- 
sion, before taking an unexpectedly 
dark but compassionate turn down 
the murky alleyways of the human 
heart. The climax of the show is 
undeniably wrenching and, in the 
best Hitchcock tradition, horrific as 
the shards of Evelyn’s life are inex- 
orably drawn together in a shatter- 
ing moment of recollection. 

It’s the kind of script that 
demands precision from director 
and cast, as well as steely control. 
Lemoine exacts both from the quar- 
tet performing this mystery—the 
elements of style are all there: “gee

whiz” charm, wasp-ish ennui, psy- 
chic disconnection, manly suffering, 
and high comedy. But they're 
played with such fluidity that the 
substance triumphs over the style. 
The unfolding of the human drama 
behind the mystery is the riveting 
aspect of this story, and each cast 
member evinces a commitment to 
the motivation behind Lemoine’s 
fabulous turns of phrase rather than 
the words themselves. 

If Stewart is the heart of this show, 
Jeff Haslam is its breath. His work as 
Lewis Hake ranks among some of 
his best. There’s more than a whiff of 
Clark Gable here, and yet the rogu- 
ish urbanity, which Haslam wields 
so deftly, cracks, exposing poignant 








vulnerability. 

It's a pleasure to watch Ron Ped- 
erson as well—each performance 
with Teatro over the past few years 
shows a lovely maturation as the 
undeniable comedic talent expands 
and incorporates a humanistic 
empathy. Pederson brings a beauti- 
ful, unaffected sweetness to the har- 
ried Perry and an undeniably warm 
presence to the show. 

Blanchett is an absolutely spot-on, 
deadpan heroine. She has an intu- 
itive sense of comic timing, coupled 
with formidable dramatic chops.

HEROIN ADDICTS OFTEN TALK ABOUT 
“chasing the dragon.” Apparently, 
they never seem to get the same high 
that they did the first time they tried 
it, and every subsequent hit is an 
attempt to relive that original rap- 
ture. Hence the expression, which 
means they're hounding after some 
phantom notion that doesn’t exist. I 
think I’m chasing the dragon with 
Thai food. 

Without a doubt, my first taste of 
Pad Thai while sitting in the middle 
of a street just off Koh San Road in 
Bangkok, with seemingly suicidal 
motorbike and tuk-tuk traffic 
buzzing by, was nothing short of 
euphoric. A sidewalk vendor had set 
up a wok over a propane burner and 
was serving Pad Thai to hungry 
Thais and tourists seated in red plas- 
tic lawn chairs (out in the middle of 
the road). At first I was a little skepti- 
cal, but after a few bites of the thick 
rice noodles in tamarind with chilies, 
garlic and lime; you couldn’t have

These 
noodles were thin (which is pretty 
much the norm here, and I don’t 
really expect anything else), with a 
strong bitter taste that could have 
been the result of too much 
tamarind, but was more likely from 
burnt oil. They generally lacked any 
real tang. 

Thai food is all about balancing 
opposing flavours, some of which 
are hot while others are salty or 
sweet, but all of them can be over- 
powering, whereas Thai dishes are 
delicate and subtle. So, attaining the 
proper balance is a real art form. The 
fish dish managed to walk that fine 
line, but the Pad Thai kind of 
crossed it 

Don’t get me wrong, we had a 
fine meal and it was fairly authentic 





in terms of how it tasted, but it defi- 
nitely wasn’t worth the nearly $100 
our bill came to. My fear is that I’ve 
romanticized an ideal of Thai food 
that doesn’t really exist (much in the 
same way it always seems to be 
summer when I think about my 
childhood). Just like a junkie though, 
I know I'll keep chasing.

“GOD, | WISH IT WAS THE ’70S ALMOST 
every day of my life,” says Sam 
Roberts only half-jokingly. 

Ona short break before heading 
back on the road, Roberts is happy 
to talk about Chemical City, a record 
which sounds so much like a sum- 
mation of that maligned decade that 
it ought to be retroactively fit into 
the soundtrack for Dazed and 
Confused. 

“You hear about the managers 
and the roadies and the record exec- 
utives themselves—nobody was a 
stodgy businessman—hell, the A & 
R guy had to party harder then the 
band to maintain his ‘cred.’ 

“Those were the days... I miss— 
well, | don’t miss it because I wasn’t 
there—but I’ve read so many books 
about it, I slip into this dreamlike 
state imagining that I was living 
back then.” 

Make no mistake—this isn’t about 











longing for the polyester-tinged 
world of Almost Famous; what 
Roberts is referring to is an era in 
which bands were actively support- 
ed while they learned their craft by 
major labels that actually balanced 
economics with artistic freedom. 

“Tt was a sort of more carefree 
time where you were allowed to 
make mistakes,” he explains. “You 
were actually allowed to go out ona 
limb and risk something. But now, 
when you do that—and you should 
never have to hold yourself back 
from doing that—you make one 
mistake and next thing you know, 
‘Boom...’”

ation’s worth of Top 40 rock music 
squeezed of any heart or soul. 

So a guy like Roberts comes along, 
still working and writing within the 
mainstream—or at least what used 
to be the mainstream—but his mind- 
set is that of the underground 

At 32, he’s too young to remem- 
ber rock as a monolithic populist 
music, something that binds an 
entire age group, but he instinctively 
aligns himself that way, imparting 
equal significance to, say, Sloan as he 
might Thin Lizzy. 

“We're part of the same tradi- 
tion,” he insists, “from Chuck Berry 
to the Stones and Pink Floyd to The 
Smiths. Here we are adding our 
voice to it, because you need your 
personality to come out—that’s 
where the fight starts, but also where 
the greatest satisfaction lies.” 

There you go: Roberts just wants 
to bring back a little of that glorious 
swaggering Stones feeling to the 
radio. 

It’s not such a terrible thing—the 
New York Dolls and the Replace- 
ments made the same attempt, and 





they never had to lose their protec- 
tive hipster coloration—but Roberts 
has to approach it from the other 
angle: that of major label hit-maker 
working to find freedom within the 
constricted parameters of the sys- 
tem. 

Roberts understands the precari- 
ousness of the situation, having, 
done the indie route before, and he 
certainly has sympathy for musi- 
cians who choose to opt out of the 
game altogether. 


CHEMICAL BALANCE 

“Well, what is that a reaction to? 
Why is there a high price put on 
this? The freedom to write what you 
want to write and perform how you 
want to perform has become a pre- 
cious commodity now,” he muses. 

That’s because, as Roberts is 
acutely aware, the label judges its 
artists on units sold, not critical acco- 
lades, and Roberts has already 
proven himself as a hit-maker. This 
makes for a hard time when you 
want to mess around with the for- 
mula, as Roberts is attempting to do 
with Chemical City. 

“It’s one thing that's still prized by 
a great deal of musicians and yet not 
so much by the money men—I don’t 
think that they feel they can be so 
idealistic. 

“[Musicians] are sometimes so 
fiercely protective that they exclude 
a lot of people who could otherwise 
have access to this music, and it 
could mean something to them. It’s 
become a bi-polar existence when it 
comes to what path you go down. If 
you can straddle both worlds, you're 
one of the few.” 

That's exactly where Roberts is 
now, with dual indie cred and com- 
mercial radio support—every album 
from Brother Down on has had its 
share of hits, and Chemical City is no 
different with a Canadian number 
one spot for “The Gate.” 

“You can fall off at any time, 
though,” he quickly notes. “When I 
put this record out I really didn’t 
know what would happen. i 
is guaranteed—no matter what suc- 
cess you've had in the past.”

DEEP ROUTES 
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D/FW AT BOW 

THE DALLAS/FORT WORTH BLUES SCENE IS A 
bit of an enigma. From the very earliest 

of Blind Lemon Jefferson and T-Bone Walk- 
er—and on through Freddie King and Stevie 
Ray Vaughan—the cream of the crop had to 
leave town to make an impression. 

A native of Fort Worth Texas and propo- 
nent of the D/FW scene, Andrew “Jr. Boy” 
Jones brings his own brand of Texas blues to 
the Blues on Whyte through Saturday night 
uly 22). 

Jones, who has been playing profession- 
ally for 40 years, came to the attention of the 
great Freddie King while still in high school. 
The year was 1966 and by the time Jones 
was 17 he was playing full time in the band, 
being tutored by King on guitar and in the 
blues, and meetin qe likes of B.B. King, 
Bobby “Blue” Bland, and Clarence Carter on 
the Texas/Oklahoma/Louisiana blues circuit. 

He eventually ended up in California and 
began working with Tony Coleman and Rus- 
sell Jackson in a trio they called Silent Part- 
ners. The trio backed Katie Webster for the 
Alligator release Swamp Boogie Queen and 
worked with a number of other Alligator 
artists. He also recorded with Frankie Lee 
and Sonny Rhodes, and did some work with 
Charlie Musselwhite. 

Since that time, Jones has struck out on his 
own, releasing two albums on Bullseye and 
one, Mr. Domestic, on his own Galexe 
record label. A prolific writer, Jones penned 
all the tunes on the 2002 release, taking 
inspiration from “my wife, life and everyday 
life. ‘These Bills’ is a true to life story that 
everybody knows. | was just dreading going 
out to the mailbox one day because | knew it 
would be full of bills.” 

Over 40 years in the blues biz has given 
Jones an arsenal of stylistic approaches to 
the blues: Texas shuffles, slow ballads, and

AUSTIN LEGEND ON DVD 

IT WAS IN THE SPRING OF 1989 THAT YOUR 
humble correspondent first met Clifford 
Antone, the owner of Antone’s Nightclub 
and Antone’s Records in Austin, Texas. 

At the time | thought he was an enterpris- 
ing man who had made good. As time pro- 

ressed | learned that he was much more 
thon that. He was a tireless promoter of the 
blues; the man who resurr the careers 
of many Chicago players who had fallen on 
hard times in the ‘70s. Not only that, but he 
made sure they received the medical atten- 
fion, respect, and the pay they had so often 
been denied, even when that came out of his 
‘own pocket. 

He also promoted such youngsters as Kim 
Wilson, Jimmie and Stevie Ray Vaughan, 
Angela Strehli, Lou Ann Barton, and through 
his club gave these “kids” the opportunity to 
work with the likes of Eddie Taylor, Hubert 
Sumlin, Sunnyland Slim, Buddy Guy, Pinetop 
Perkins, Albert Collins, and Albert King. 

Clifford passed away on May 25 at the 
age of 56, and within hours the Austin music 
community, along with music fans and musi- 
cians he had known around the world, were 
in mourning. 

A documentary that premiered at the 
2004 SXSW Film Festival titled Antone’s 
Home of the Blues, has now been released in 
Canada on Koch. With performance footage 
and interviews covering close to 30 years of 
Antone’s history it is an homage to this hum- 
ble blues fan who always wanted the music 
to speak, to touch, and to make people's 
lives better.

HOW DID THEY END UP BECOMING 
friends? 

It’s a legitimate question to ask; 
history has churned out its fair share 
of odd couples in its day, and when 
it comes to the tennis-playing, song- 
singing friendship of Dan Bern and 
Colin Priestner, there’s nothing nor- 
mal about it. 

Sure, popular folk artist Bern and 
local musician Priestner might share 
a few common threads—like chat- 
ting on the phone about movies, 
playing a match or two of tennis 
(Priestner once had an NCAA schol- 
arship), or singing about politics— 
but personality-wise, they are two of 
the most different people to ever 
cross paths. 

For the soft-spoken and reserved 
Bern, being buddy-buddy with 
Priestner meant recently organizing 
a rendezvous in New Mexico. There, 
they delved into their most prized 
pastimes, and even though there’s 
about a 20-year age difference sepa- 
rating the two, both Bern and Priest- 
ner found themselves connecting in 
a way that not all musicians do. 

“Tt was really fun,” Bern explains 
over the phone. “TI was working with 
one of the local tennis players there, 
and when Colin came, he brought a 
lot of expertise and energy. He was 
like a visiting tennis dignitary. 

“We ate well, played a lot of ten- 
nis, and played a lot of music. He z 
knows all of my songs, so he was 
teaching me some of my old son; 
the ones I'd forgotten. I got to h 
some of his [songs], too.”

Bern may be quiet and shy, but on 
his upcoming album, Breathe, set to 
be released mid-September, there's a 
lot to be said. Religion is just one of 
the themes brought up, yet unlike 
some of his previous works (like My 
Country II, which openly criticizes 
the Bush administration), there’s a 
different tone to Breathe that Bern 
says is a result of his taking a break 
from touring to focus on other 
aspects of his life. 

Like all passionate musicians, 
though, Bern's back on the road, this 
time with a friend in mind. Bern 
requested that Priestner open for 
him in Edmonton, not because he 
feels obligated to mentor the young, 
ambitious singer-songwriter, but 
because Priestner is, in his eyes, a 
great performer and musician. 

“1 know him, and I want to give 
him every chance to play,” Bern 
says. “I don’t know if I’ve necessari- 
ly taken him under my wing. I 
mean, he’s flying pretty well himself. 
We've become friends outside of 
anything; we connect in several 
ways musically, and with tennis, 
and with the general outlook of 
things. He’s just a good guy. A very 
talented guy.” 

Priestner, on the other hand, 
might disagree with that last state- 
ment. According to the outgoing U 
of A political science student, “tal- 
ented” would be someone like Ber. 
not some kid who rushed to release 
an EP entitled Blatant Hypocrite with- 
out putting in much effort last year. 
However, like Bern, the 22-year-old 
Priestner is also on the brink of 
releasing his next album, a 13-track 
collection of topicalreferences to 
Nike, Van Gogh, and Jesus, that he 


hopes is more mature and compre- 
hensive than his EP was. 

“Thad no idea what I was doing at 
the time [of Blatant Hypocrite],’ 
Priestner laughs. “I had just started 
writing songs, and I’ve kind-of 
grown to hate that record. It’s just 
too poppy, overproduced, and it 
didn’t match my sound live. 

‘T don’t have a nice voice or any- 
thing, so I’m never going to wow 
anybody with melodies. Because I’m 
a singer with a more raspy voice, | 
need to be saying something, If 
you're not saying something and 
you don't say it well, you have to 
sing well; you need something else 
to bring people in.” 

Priestner is definitely more open 
about his album and future than 
Bern is, but when it comes to talking 
about his upcoming show, the but-— 
terflies in his stomach are nonethe- 
less evident 

From Priestner’s perspective, he’s 
not just opening for a friend and ten- 
nis-buddy; rather, he’s opening for 
his favourite musician in front of 
hundreds of people, a situation he’s 
not yet used to, despite all of the 
other oddities between them 

“It's going to be pretty nerve- 
wracking,” Priestner says. “On the 
one hand, you're opening for your 
idol. On the other hand, it’s going to 
be the first time I'll play for a jam- 
packed crowd, which is also a tailor- 
made audience. 

“Obviously, my favorite singer is 
Dan Bern, so anyone who likes him 
will recognize his influence in my 
music. There could be four hundred 
potential new fans for me here in 
Edmonton.”

wanted fo make them as loud as possible.” 

Loud is right; El Terran’s guitarists manip- 
ulate their tones by running their instruments 
through samplers, enabling them to layer 
sounds upon other layers of sound later on, 
creating a thick, cacophonous wall of noise 
which surrounds otherwise beautiful 
melodies. 

“When | had the music in mind, the only 
thing | could envision being heard was 
screaming, but that was the last thing | want- 
ed,” Hawryluk says, emphasizing his band’s 
unprecedented racket. “The difficulty is get- 
ting it to the point where the music is loud 








and abrasive, but enjoyable. Because of the

Needless fo say, El pay

WELLER’S CAREER HAS BEEN A LONG AND 
winding one (largely unnoticed on this side 
of the Atlantic), and Catch-Flame!, recorded 
in London this past December, is a fitting 
showcase of the mature songwriting abilities 
he’s developed. 

Perhaps best compared to John Mayer 
and his Trio’s recent live effort Try!, this 
album represents a musical makeover of 
sorts, debuting new material and touching 
on old favourites, all delivered in a live,

creators of a certain Canadian teen 
melodrama for the fact that Clerks II is final- 
ly seeing the light of day. 

“When I first heard that they were going to 
do Degrassi: The Next Generation, | thought 
why would you want to do that?,” says Smith. 
“Don't go back to the well, man. Leave 
Degrassi alone. I wasn’t vocal about it, but 
internally I thought, ‘Man, what a mistake.’ 

A longtime fan of the Degrassi shows 

_ (“even Kids of Degrassi Street had its mer- 
its") and a five-time guest star on the The 
Next Generation, which he calls “sublime 
television,” Smith's skepticism abated when 
he finally saw the new show. 

“They went back to the well, sure, but they 
drew fresh water. No, fuck water, they drew 
milk chocolate; man. It boosted my confi- 
dence, like they went back and expanded the 
universe, and improved it. And I thought 
maybe I could pull off a Clerks IL” 

When it was:announced, the long- 
rumoured, riuch debated sequel to his univer- 

“ sally beloved, ultra low-budget 1994 slacker 
comedy Clerks was instantly the target of harsh criti- 
cismn from some fans, who said he was just cashing in 
on the popularity of the first film, and that he had 
nothing original left to say. 

“I have hardcore fans and hardcore detrac- 
tors, and they're very vocal about it,” says 
Smith. “The original film engenders a fierce 
loyalty, and that’s because | think I’m per- 
ceived as one of that generation that made it 
good. So there’s a sense of ownership, and 
also a sense of ‘we put you where you are."” 

Of course, they sort of did. After a less- 
than-encouraging theatrical run, Clerks 
found its real audience on home video. The 
film, which followed one long, eventful day in 
the life of convenience store register jockeys 
Dante Hicks and Randal Graves, won the 
heart of every underemployed wage slave 





who saw these two smart, funny guys who 
seemed consigned to a life of making change 
and taking orders 

“These characters are the closest to my per- 
sonality that I've ever written,” says Smith 
“They were really just me split down the mid- 
dle, We were part of this generation that 
didn’t want to be like our parents’ generation, 
which was the one that got out of school, got 
a job, climbed the ladder, and didn't say 
things like, ‘Well, I don’t feel fulfilled at this 
job.’ You weren't supposed to be fulfilled by 
your work. But my generation said ‘Well, 
we'll play this shitty game, but by our own 
rules, so I'll work some crap job until my ship 
comes in.’ But the ship don’t come in for 
everybody, and the idea of peeking in on them 
years later was really interesting. Because if 
Clerks hadn't taken off like it did, I’d be these 
guys. I'd be nowhere. | got very, very, very 
lucky.” 


Why now? 

No film needs a sequel, Smith says, “except 
for Star Wars, where you had to find out 
what happened to Han Solo,” but he always 
found himself wondering what happened to 
Dante and Randal after he'd left them clean- 
ing up and closing down the Quik-Stop for 
another day at the end of the original film 

So in spite of all the jokes about bestiality 
and outlandish sexual fetishes (and if you 
want to see a Kevin Smith movie without 
those, go rent Jersey Girl and you'll see why 
it’s not such a good idea), Clerks II really is 
an earnest attempt to figure out where the 
characters had ended up, and it’s also Smith's 
attempt to bring his own little filmic universe 
full circle. 

Bringing back Randal and Dante, not to 
mention perennial burnouts Jay and Silent 
Bob, the dope-dealing odd couple who linger 
in the background of almost every Smith 
film, just seemed to be the right thing to do 


But the Internet doubters weren't the only 
skeptics. Jeff Anderson, who plays Randal, 
the wise-cracking “nihilist dreamer,” who 
Smith says is his favourite character, didn't 
want anything to do with it at first, thinking it 
was a bad idea to revisit a movie that people 
loved so much, for fear of screwing it up. It 
didn't help that he had long had mixed feel- 
ings about playing Randal, or as Smith 
explains it, “like how Leonard Nimoy had a 
problem being Spock, until he finally came to 
peace with it later in life.” 

“He had a real up-and-down relationship 
with it... After the movie took off, people 
would ask, “What're you doing next?’, and he 
would just say, ‘I don't know, whatever.’ He's 
not an actor professionally, you know, and he 
just got real tired of it and thought to himself, 
‘I would never have to answer this question if 
it hadn't been for that fucking movie.” 

But to hear Smith tell it, Anderson was 
invaluable when they were putting together 
the new film 

“He became my sounding board, where I 
would go to him and talk to him after cutting 
every scene, because if I could turn him 
around, I could turn people in the audience 
around too.” 

Doing the sequel was also part of a promise 
that he’d made to Jason Mewes, who plays 
Jay, that he could do the character one more 
time if he cleaned up his long-standing drug 
addiction 

“Heroin, ocycontin, crack, he stole from 
me, all the terrible things you hear about drug 
addicts,” says Smith. “But he’s been clean 
more than three years now, so this movie is 
partly me reward to him, 


30,000 of my closest friends 

Smith was one of the only directors to get 
in on the ground floor in the first days of the 
Internet boom, and he spends, by his own 
admission, way too much time online most 





days, posting on the message board at the 
website of his production company, View 
Askew, (www.viewaskew.com), or on his own 
blog, My Boring Ass Life (www.silentbobs- 
peaks.com) 

In doing so, he’s kept up an intimacy with 
his fans that most filmmakers, even cult film- 
makers, can’t hope to match (hell, the guy 
says that since discovering MySpace three 
months ago, he's already approved more than 
30,000 friends) 

But that closeness is a mixed blessing, given 
how many people feel free to log on and make 
personal attacks against Smith, his col- 
leagues, even his family 

“I've had people question the parentage of 
my kid,” he says. “People know I'll respond 
personally so they say any crazy thing.’ 

The Internet fan base also called him on his 
change of heart when he announced the 
sequel, reminding him that after 2001's Jay 
and Silent Bob Strike Back, he'd said he was 
done with his old characters 

But as he says, Strike Back was made in lieu 
of Clerks II, and he's glad today that he didn’t 
make this film five years ago 

“If I had done this in "99 it wouldn’t resem- 
ble this one at all. This was really informed 
my life between 30 and 35, so thank god I 
didn’t do it back then. If the first movie was 
my life in my 20s, this is my 30s. It made 
sense to explore them through the same char- 
acters.” 

And, he says, nobody was feeling any pres- 
sure to better the original film either. 

“Oh God no, we weren't like, ‘Let’s bury the 
original,’ | don’t need anyone to say this 
movie is genius. | just need them to be like, 
‘Ah, you didn’t fuck it up.’”

A FAVOURITE TRUISM OF FRENCH FILM 
critics is the idea of the “genius of 
the system,” namely the creative 
boost toa filmmakers’ work result- 
ing from the limitations imposed by 
a studio (or a regime). A lack of 
money, a strict deadline for comple- 
tion, script interference at every turn, 
or, as in the case of, for example, 
Orson Welles, complete loss of artis- 
tic control in the editing room: in 
their eyes, these become virtues, 
allowing the true auteur to tap into a 
rich and deep vein of creativity lying 
otherwise dormant beneath the sur- 
face, if only ina last ditch effort to 
preserve, as much as possible, the 
original vision of the film in the final 
product. 

There's something untenably 
naive about the idea that outside 
interference always promotes great 
art—no one is likely to argue in all 
seriousness that the last minute 
butcher job on The Magnificent 
Ambersons preserved its integrity or 
made it a better film, or that the 
avant-garde must be regulated, or 
that masterpieces only spring from 
constant bureaucratic supervision— 
at least there’s something to be said 
for the stimulating power of the limi- 
tations necessitated by a strict adher- 
ence to the linear narrative form. To 
paraphrase George Stevens, no 
stranger himself to micro-manage- 
ment, under these circumstances a 
director can experiment with some 
interesting bits as long as he 
doesn’t get too carried away. 

It might be‘difficult to persuade 
someone like Elim Klimov, a Soviet 
director who spént most of his career 
at odds with his‘superiors in the 
Politburo, of the merits of this argu- 
ment. Nevertheless, a retrospective 
of his films reveals how the need to 
conform to certain propagandistic 
standards and narrative tropes 
pushed him to new levels of formal 
experimentation in search of a way 
to transmit his message, pro-state 
or not. 

Come and See (1985) is a harrowing 
story of a young boy’s loss of inno- 
cence set against the backdrop of the 
Russian partisans’ campaign against 
the Nazi invasion of Byelorussia in 
1943. Perhaps Klimov’s best known 
work, it provides a ens 
refined example of 
manipulating sound ae found 


footage to produce shock effects. 

Caught in the middle of a mortar 
attack, Florya (Alexei Kravchenko), 
an inexperienced member of the 
Byelorussian guerrilla force, goes 
deaf, signified by a combination of a 
flat tone, eerie subterranean scratch- 
ings on double bass, a murky echo 
of distant voices and noises through- 
out the forest in which he has hid- 
den, and sounds of Florya’s heart- 
beat and rattled breathing ratcheted 
up to an almost unbearable level on 
the soundtrack. 

When Florya has been driven 
mad with grief at the loss of his fam- 
ily and lover, he shoots at a picture 
of Hitler lying in a muddy pool of 
water, as though to take direct 
revenge upon the true author of his 
suffering and reclaim his lost child- 
hood. As the sound of the rifle fire 
rings out, Klimov inserts footage of 
Hitler's rise to power culled from 
films like Leni Riefenstahl’s Triumph 
of the Will, yet he runs it backwards:

parentage, deserve the opportunity 
to really be children, was difficult for 
Soviet authorities to comprehend 
and accept. They were even less 
open to what they saw as the sym- 
pathetic portrayal of Tsar Nicholas I 
in Klimov’s Rasputin biopic Agonia 
(made in 1975 but not released until 
1984). 

Ironically, Agonia is likely the pin- 
nacle of Klimov’s achievements as a 
Soviet-style artist. What appears to 
be yet another Mosfilm/Sergei Bon- 
darchuk costume-drama spectacu- 
lar, with all the bourgeois western 
decadence of Sam Spiegel’s Nicholas 
and Alexandra (1971), is, in fact, 
haunted by nightmares of Russian 
constructivism in the form of judi- 
ciously placed clip montages culled 
from period newsreels, and films 
like Strike and October, which 
demonstrate just how badly Russia 
fared under the last of the 
Romanovs. 

Ironically, Klimov may have fared 
badly under communist rule 
because he was the very opposite of 
the intellectual filmmaker or deca- 
dent formalist so reviled by the Stal- 
inists and their descendants. This is 
editing with, in true Eisensteinian 
fashion, a visceral impact, and it’s 
hard not to take the spectacle of 
Nicholas and the Nazis grinding the 
peasants’ faces in the dust as a body 
blow to the gut.

Poor reception for WiFi 


Council has yet to justify municipal wireless plans 


WI... FL..” THE CITY HALL RECEPTION- 
ist sounds out the word slowly, as 
though it were part of some alien 
language. Yes, WiFi. 

I’m calling to find out what has 
motivated Coun. Mike Nickel’s 
recent interest in the technology. He 
wants to see wireless internet access 
points spread across the downtown 
core, touching the NAIT campus to 
the north, and stretching south to the 
U of A campus. 

The proposal wouldn't exactly 
put Edmonton on the “bleeding 
edge” of technology. Wireless 
Internet access (WiFi), has 
been around for at least five 
years, but mass installations 
for public use are still new 
to the slow-moving pub- 
lic sector.

And the 
small city of Tempe, Arizona (popu- 
lation 160,000) has built a network of 
free “hotspots” where laptop-toters 
can hook up for free.

WIRELESS WOES 

Most free municipal services are 
slow or have poor coverage. Tempe 
has spent nearly two years trying to 
get their service right. They man- 
aged to get running for a zero cash 
layout, thanks to a contract with a 
private service provider. Problem is, 
while the system works fine for city 
employees, private users are often 
frustrated by poor indoor signals. 

Iqaluit got running under a simi- 
lar model, but the service is capped 
at data transmission speeds that 
won't come close to competing with 
private offerings. 

Toronto is one of only a few cities 
undertaking a public utility model 
for the service, offering a large, fast 
network for a low monthly fee. The 
plan has already drawn the ire of 
corporate giants Rogers and Telus, 
and free WiFi activists (yes, there is 
such a thing). 

Telus and Rogers don’t want gov- 
ernment competing with private 
industry, and 

has been 

beating, 
the political 
bushes with 
dire warnings 
that the service will 
cost far more than 
“cash-strapped” Toronto 
anticipates. On top of that, 
they’re trying to flog a 
$25/month network of 
their own nation-wide 
“hotspots.” 
The “Wireless Toron- 
to” activists criticize the 
city for moving too slowly. 
They want public wireless 
now, and they want it free. 
They have already set about 


installing free access points around 
the city. Dufferin Grove park got 
free WiFi back in May and Yonge- 
Dundas Square went live at the end 
of June. 

Edmonton already plans an inter- 
nal roll out that would move infor- 
mation through the air for ambu- 
lances, transit stops, and other lap- 
top-toting city employees. But 
administrators say council should 
wait until a “successful implementa- 
tion has emerged that warrants 
emulation” before moving ahead 
with any public network. In other 
words, they want to copy whatever 
plan doesn’t break the bank. So far 
they haven't seen one. 


MONEY TALKS 

Nickel isn’t happy with the 
administration’s reluctance. He 
wants to get the built-in business 
advertising that comes with early 
adoption. And, he adds, “connectivi- 
ty is productivity.” 

At the very least, Nickel says he 
wants any wireless network to be 
cost-neutral (“It ain’t gonna be free” 
he assures me). Other cities have 
achieved that with varied success by 
setting up the service under a public- 
private-partnership. 

Telus spokesman Jim Johannsson 
says the company would invite talks 
with the city to help implement the 
plan, but he would rather see every- 
one locked into a contract for the 
company’s high-speed internet over 
cellular technology (EVDO). Telus 
has no thunderous criticisms for 
council yet, because the plan is still 
in its early stages, and money could 
be made setting up the service. 

The idea that wireless service can 
actually benefit average Edmontoni- 
ans is still unproven. Wireless access 
is already a fact of life at the U of A, 
so there’s little to no benefit in it for 
students. And subsidized wireless is 
unlikely to close any income-driven 
“technology gap.” After all, you 
need to own a laptop to make use of 





the service. 

Nickel isn’t shy about his motiva- 
tions—it’s all business baby. Which 
leads to another question that needs 
to be answered: if the only benefit is 
for business people and middle-class 
road warriors, why should tax dol- 
lars pay for it? If the primary benefi- 
ciaries of wireless are businesses, 
maybe we should leave businesses 
to pay for it.

The ad features a ‘50s pinup-style draw- 
ing of a woman standing in a garden, wear- 
ing nothing but stockings and high heels, 
and holding a garden hoe.

“Her posture and demeanour seems 
empowering,” says Alex Bolivar, the pro- 
gram’s host. “It doesn’t seem exploitative; she 
chose to put on the stockings and heels and 
work in the garden.” 

“It was Say? soys Christine Caskey, 
Alberta Views’ advertising manager. “We 
can be a little irreverent ourselves, but this 
was beyond the pale.” 

The disagreement over the ad eventually 
led fo all of CISR’s ads being pulled from the 
magazine, which received a complaint in 
thee from a reader about another CISR ad, 

ich featured a man urinating the station's 
name pit = ts ae con 

"| understai e right to accept

Second time’s a charm 
Brit-lit whiz kid proves she’s here to stay 


ALENTEJO BLUE 
By Monica Ali 
Scribner, 228 pp., $29.95 





SINCE MONICA ALI’S 2003 DEBUT 
novel Brick Lane won her the Man 
Booker Prize, she’s been hailed as 
one of Britain’s new literary whiz- 
kids. It’s no surprise then that her 
second book, Alentejo Blue, is shap- 
ing up to be one of the most heavily 
scrutinized sophomore novels in 
recent years. 

Any artists’ sophomore release 
tends to be put under this kind of 
critical microscope, no matter the 
field, and no matter the artist; but in 
Ali's case, Alentejo Blue emits an aura 
of confidence. Ali seems to be saying 
“1 don’t care what you thought of 
Brick Lane, | don’t even care about 
Brick Lane. I care about this book, 
right now.” You may only be as 
good as the last thing you've done, 
but this age-old golden rule doesn’t 
seem to get under her skin. 

The geographic location of Alente- 
Jo Blue could not be more removed 
from that of her debut novel either. 
Ali has changed her setting from the 
Bangladesh community of London's 
East End toa small, secluded village 
in southern Portugal, located in the 
province of Alentejo. The village is 


Mamarrosa, and the book draws on 
a cross section of the fictitious people 
and events that go on there. 

Weare introduced to many of the 
village's characters in a chapter-by- 
chapter format; each chapter is 
strong enough a narrative, and 
detached enough from each other, to 
serve asa story in its own right. It's 
almost Joycean, as in the case of 
Dubliners, where a writer can take 
several seemingly unrelated charac- 
ters and events and unite them all 
under the umbrella of the city in 
which they live. 

The whole novel is littered with 
political commentary—most notably 


is purposefully ponderous. 

At times, this text-as-a-symbol 
approach to her narrative works 
marvelously, and at other times, it 
becomes what it is meant to be: pon- 
derous, slow, almost still. In that 
sense, she is successful, since she’s 
really has captured the essence of 
her village, but it doesn’t ease the 
fact that the book is—at times—diffi- 
cult to follow. It’s easy to get dis- 
tracted when reading Alentejo Blue, 
but this is balanced by instances in 
the book which are gripping and 
thought-provoking. Ali seems to 
tread ona line of inconsistency—this 
book constantly fluctuates between

sistency—she constantly fluctuates 
between the engaging and the 
tedious (but more often engaging). 


in the case of Vasco, a man who 
clings to the marriage of his dead 
American wife because it makes him 
feel superior to everyone else in the 
village—and social commentary, 
where the passing of time in Mamar- 
rosa moves so slow that the writing 


the engaging and the tedious. 

What proves Ali’s worth as a 
writer—aside from her winning the 
Booker Prize of course—is the fact 
that the moments in the novel which 
are thought-provoking and engag- 
ing outweigh those that are not. Ali

dissects a culture, and she does it 
poetically, and for that she has to be 
commended. 

Using Joycean techniques like 
viewpoint shifting and stream of 
consciousness narrative, Ali man- 
ages to truly represent her village as 
though the reader was possessed of 
one of the minds of the people who 
dwell in it. Her never-ending parade 
of characters, and her attention to 
detail in the lives of these people, is 
like some kind of closet Narnia or 
Neverland, and developed just as 
meticulously, albeit in more mod- 








ernst ways. 

Ali has come out on top, again. It’s 
fortunate if she’s only judged to be 
as good as the last thing she’s done, 
because Alentejo Blue is a great work. 
Undoubtedly, in three years, the crit- 
ics and the reading public will be 
judging whatever Ali does next by 
the standard set by this one. 

And Ali has proven herself to 
have the artistic confidence—and 
credibility—to shrug off criticism, 
and deliver another novel however 
she wants it delivered.

Pho-ey 


Bait and switch leaves our reviewer unsated

DESPITE MY BEST EFFORTS, A GOOD 
bowl of Pho (pronounced... well, I'll 
get to that in a bit) has eluded me 
ever since I moved to Edmonton. So, 
I do what I can to try new Viet- 
namese places whenever possible. A 
week without Pho is like a year 
without sunshine in a lot of respects. 
And I was out poking around the 
other day, I came across a Viet- 
namese noodle house that I hadn’t 
noticed before, Pho Hoa. 

Now, Pho is a traditional Viet- 
namese broth style soup that comes 
with rice noodles, meat or meat 
items (tendons, tripe, fatty crunchy 
flank), vegetables, onions, and 
depending on which area of the 
country you're in, possibly herbs 

Now here's the thing about Pho: 
I've heard people from various eth- 
nic backgrounds (including Viet- 
namese) pronounce it like the “fu” in 
a certain word I shall not print, or 
“fa” or even “fo”. I've always stuck 
with the pronunciation of “fu” 
rhyming with “hue”: the dish is.a 
Vietnamese interpretation of the 
classic French dish Pot-au-Feu (the 
end of which doesn’t rhyme with 
“hue,” but... erm... has almost the 
same letters).

To make Pot-au-Feu isn’t all that 
difficult. You start by slowly cooking 
a large beef bone (preferably a 
knuckle—tendons still attached) 
with veggies and herbs in water to 
extract the nutrients and flavour to 
make a stock. 

Once you have a suitable stock 
established (hours later), a large 
piece of meat is added, such as flank 
or brisket—something tough that 
needs to be slowly cooked in order 
to keep it tender. When the meat is 
almost done, it’s removed and set 
aside while the broth is strained 
through cheesecloth to remove 
impurities such as little leftover bits 
of tendon, etc. The liquid is then 
cooled overnight so the fat congeals 
on the surface and can be easily 
scraped away. 

The next day, some of the stock is 
reheated, and vegetables are added 
to it. Once they're nearly done, slices 
of the meat go back into the both to 
warm, and the whole thing is served 
together with some fresh herbs. 

After years of colonization by the 
French, some of the Vietnamese 
cooking traditions became intermin- 
gled with the French, Pot-au-Feu 
being one such example. The broth 
is made in asimilar fashion by slow- 
ly cooking big knuckle bones and 
dodgy cuts of meat in water. The 
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broth is then poured over rice noo- 
dles, and the meat, usually cooked to 
medium or medium rare, is added 
back in thin strips to finish cooking 
in the soup so that it isn’t overdone 
by the time it’s served. The little bits 
of tendons and such are also added 
back into the broth (waste-not want- 
not sort of thing...) and then sliced 
green and white onions are strewn 
over top. 

The steaming bowl] of noodle 
soup with meat is typically served in 
south Vietnam with another bow! of 
raw bean sprouts, limes, sliced hot 
chilies, fresh cilantro sprigs, mint 
leaves and an Asian style basil (Thai 
basil works well). To eat the soup, 
you plop a new batch of fresh veg- 
gies into your bowl with every bite 
or two, so that they remain fresh and 
crisp with every bite. 

When done properly, you simply 
can’t beat a good Pho. The soft noo- 
dles and clear broth scented with 
fresh lime and herbs are an absolute 
delight. Add to that the crisp bite of 
bean sprouts and raw hot chilies... I 
swear to you... my mouth is water- 
ing while I write this. 

My mouth watered as well as I 
waited in the vinyl booth for the 
server to bring my Pho Chin Nam 
(noodle soup with brisket and 
flank—$6). She set it down in front 
of me and J grabbed some chop- 
sticks while I waited for her to return 
with the other bow] of veggies. I sat 
quite still with my chopsticks at my 
side as she passed again and again. 
No veggies.

“We beat those 
Indians fair and square” is a sen- 
tence I had heard so many times that

my initial laughter turned to true 
fear. 

There were so many Canadians 
that just couldn’t seem to grasp that 
their country was not the United 
States. I would explain repeatedly 
that in Canada treaties were signed, 
agreements that stated that this is 
native land, but in exchange for cer- 
tain considerations other people 
(European settlers) were also 
allowed to live here. I would explain 
that this is the foundation of Canada, 
not the Indian Wars like the Little 
Bighorn south of the border. 

When I laid down my pen, ending 
my old way of fighting for native 
rights, I was overwhelmed by frus- 
tration. Disappointed and angry, I 
had started to see the answer in 
armed revolution, and | know I was 
far from the only one with those 
thoughts. 

Was La fool to once believe in 
Canadians so completely? Part of 
my personal dilemma, of course, is 
my mixed ancestry. Symbolically, it 
came down to sparing my mother 
and shooting my father, a stand I 
was not prepared to take. 


PAYING THE BILLS 

I was ina bar on that last day of 
my Indian Wars wher! saw him. 

Tt wasn’t so much him as the 
cliché of him. He was a clean-cut 
university student. I was at the next 
table. He was telling his buddies 
how “horny” he was, “Let's get 
some squaws and fuck their asses 
off.” Thad him by the throat before I 
knew what came over me. 

I looked into his huge what-did-I- 
do-wrong eyes and I knew I wanted 
to kill him. I choked until I was 
pulled away. I was sick of it. | was 
sick of Canadians. 

The next day, I took a long walk in 
an attempt find some sort of solace. I 
accepted my concept of a modern 
warrior had been a failure. I started 
writing myself a note; maybe it was 
a suicide note. Instead it became the 
poem and, ina sense, my letter of 
resignation. 

It has always seemed so simple to 
me. Pay your bills, Canada. Be hon- 
ourable, and everything will resolve 
itself.

accompanying materials, but a 
Tracy Emin piece is the real key to 
the show. 

Emin is an international art star 
and a celebrity in her native U.K., 
revered and reviled by critical and 
general English press and the public. 
Precocious, contradictory, sharp, 
and a total emotional shipwreck 
with a masochistic compulsion to 
reveal too much, Emin is an almost 
emblematic member of a wee knot 
of artists with a weird fame that 
they alternately reject furiously and 
pursue ardently. The group’s push- 
and-pull routine extends to the art 
world, towards which they have a 
posture of contempt but a position 
of submission. 

In the huge photo-print “I’ve Got 
It All,” a spread-legged Emin sits, 
scooping coins and bills to shower 
her crotch in fiscal bounty. Her gaze 
is firmly fixed; one presumes, on her 
assets, but it could be that she’s 
entranced by her navel. 

The preening narcissism of the 
1980s gave way to the intense solip- 
sism of the 1990s, premiere practi- 
tioners of which were young, hot, 
media savvy Brits who claimed to be 
either confronting social attitudes or 
unable to give a shit about them. 
What absorbed them the most was 
themselves, whether in and of them- 
selves or in relation to a larger cul- 
tural landscape. 

BODY, a touring show organized 
by the Vancouver Art Gallery and 
British Council, pulls together what 
Canadian curator Bruce Greenville 
identifies as two streams of artists, 
both using physical selves as spring- 
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boards for their work, one externally 
focused and the other internally 
obsessed. The show is an excellent 
representation of relevant, evocative 
and provocative artists and a chance 
to look at art from people who are 
unquestionably Important (empha- 
sis on the capital “I’’) in the interna- 
tional art community 

Like actual bodies, the works have 
surfaces that obscure inner process- 
es. Many pieces come from intimi- 
dating practices, those dependent on 
the artist’s statement as Rosetta 
stone: you look at the art, you read 
the statement, you renegotiate your 
first read on the art from the infor 
mation on the statement and react to 
it again 

Comelia Parker's work is the best 
example of this process. A plexi- 
glass box holds a boy doll dressed in 
a cap-blazer-trouser uniform, sliced 
neatly in half at the torso, mouth 
agape. What you don’t get until you 
read the label of “Shared Fate (Oliv- 
er)” is that, A) the doll is Oliver, as in 
Twist, and B) it was guillotined by 
the same contraption that severed 
Marie Antoinette’s head. She repeats 
the trick in two photos that show a 
feather from a pillow on Freud’s 
couch and a detail his chair. The 
photos are beautiful, but it’s impossi- 
ble to discern what they are without 
the prompting of the artist. 

This work is about privilege. Not 
just anyone has access to gruesome 
historically pivotal artifacts and pos- 
sessions of dead scientific luminar- 
ies. The access and the knowledge 
are privileges, and if the artist 
doesn’t choose to bestow upon us 
the “reality” of what we are looking 
at, it remains opaque. 

What's troubling is that so much 
of the work isn’t about expanding 
our field of vision—say, by giving 
the viewer a fresh perspective on a 
wider culture—but by narrowing it 
In cases likes Emin’s, we are invited 
to look upon her as a clever parody 
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of want, when it buries genuine 
want. Shouldn’t we be discussing 
actual desire, instead of mock 
desire? 

While it could be argued that a 
celebration of surface and empty bel- 
licosity—such as in Fiona Banner's 
literary porno screen-printed onto 
aluminum, which has a James Dean- 
ish “What are you rebelling 
against?” “What have you got?” atti- 
tude about it—is actually comment- 
ing on society, shouldn't we want 
our Big Art to work a little harder, 
see a little deeper, be a little riper? 
How can we excoriate entertainment 
for “dumbing down” culture when 
our cultural watchdogs have 
become dumb—not just vapid, but 
also mute?

No holds barred for Fringe 25 


THE NAME'S STRICKER, PILGRIM, MIKI 
Stricker. A bundle of sass ‘n spunk, 
she’s the head cowpoke at this here 
Edmonton International Fringe Fes- 
tival, the 25th of its kind. Armed 
with a walkie-talkie instead of the 
requisite six-shooter, this dame will 
wrangle 161 productions from com- 
panies representing eight countries. 

“The total includes 13 outdoor 
shows, so you do the math!,” she 
chuckles when asked about the 
amount of theatre to be had down 
on the range 

148 productions make for a steam- 
ing passle of theatre that will chal- 
lenge even the most die-hard 
Fringer. However, says Striker, 
behind the hoedown, Hi Yo Fringe— 
Away! remains the premiere destina- 
tion for adventurous artists. “We 
have the highest return to artists of 
any fringe in Canada and the highest 
average audience numbers.” 

Last year the average audience 
size was 76, with the average return 
to artists sitting at “$4,200 and 
change.” And with the application 
fee sitting below that of Vancouver 
or Toronto, Edmonton is good value 
Stricker is blunt about the chances of 
fame and fortune though. “No one is 
going to get rich working at the 
Fringe. With any luck, you'll break 
even and have enough left over to

eat for the month.” 

So would culling the herd make 
things a wee bit more profitable? No. 

“My first year here, we did cut 
back on the number of applicants, 
eliminated the 13th venue and limit- 
ed the number of BYOV’s (Bring 
Your Own Venues). It didn’t really 
make any difference to the overall 
numbers to artists.” Last year saw 
the restoration of the 13th venue, 
and a relaxation on the rules sur- 
rounding BYOV’s. 2006 will see the 
usual 13, but with multiple compa- 
nies producing out of them. 

Business aside, the festival is the 


big party of the season, and Stricker 
says the event will pony up ina big 
way. “It’s our 25th anniversary, and 
we're very excited about that, we're 
going to have special commemora- 

tive events around it.” 

One such undertaking is sure to 
delight the nostalgia hounds. “We'll 
have a retrospective [in the Arts 
Barns Gallery] of past fringes. Shad- 
ow boxes and strange memorabilia 
of shows over the past 25 years.” 
Also included is a children’s art 
show. 

The festival will also be celebrated 
in film. “Panacea Productions will 
[present] The Fringe: Acting Up, a 
documentary that’s been filmed at 
the last couple of Fringe festivals,” 
Stricker says. “There will be two 
screenings nightly.” 

Fringers can also celebrate the 
addition of a new and cool (tempera- 
ture wise) 103 seat venue—the old 
Telephone Historical Museum 
beside Acacia Hall. Planet Ze with 
its bar, air conditioning, and chande- 
lier remains. Entertainment is 
planned from three to five daily in 
the Beer Tent behind the Arts Barns, 
hosted by the Amber Borotsik. 
Expect to see previews of nearly 
every show onsite. 

Fringing is easier this year, with 
the Master Schedule online and the 
Tickets Only Available at the Door 
(TOAD) Board listing availabilities 
for the entire festival instead of daily. 
The Front of House volunteers will 
be more visible as they sell tickets

“IT’S NICE TO FINALLY HAVE AN 
album,” remarks Shout Out Out Out 
Out's Nik 7. “The only way we had 
to gauge reaction was [playing] 
‘live’—this kind of spectacle.” 

And what a spectacle: two mon- 
ster drummers and four other fellas 
switching off between basses, analog 
synths, and other noisemaking giz- 
mos, both electrical (the space age 
drum pad thingy that goes “pty- 
ooo!” when you whack it) and rudi- 
mentary (percussion that could have 
been thieved from a kindergarten). 

Anchored by the complex and 
powerful live rhythms of Snarf and 
Gravy, the rest of the dudes go 

k in near-iconic fashion, sort of 
like when the Peanuts crew breaks 
into dance. 

There's Jaycie, jumping vertically 
up and down, fist in the air. Jack 
Wolfskin’s wobbly shuffle and his 
mile-wide grin that nearly splits his 
face every time he ventures a look at 
the crowd. Stage veteran Whitey’s

TO GET THE OBVIOUS OUT OF THE WAY 
when Rob Zombie comes to E-Town 
on the 31st, it’s not just going to be 
him, an acoustic guitar, and an over- 
head projector shining the word 
EVIL behind him. 

“Oh, yeah. It’s a big show—it'll all 
be there,” he says calmly from Little 
Rock, Arkansas. What that means 
less generally is besides Zombie's 
hot-pants-on-the-undead-highway 
industrial music, we can expect a full 
compliment of fast-moving freaks, 
wicked makeup, assorted jiggling, 
and loud booms. 

Which is to say—not such a 
stretch from the man’s tremendous- 
ly disturbing films like House of 1000 
Corpses and The Devil's Rejects, which 
tend to rattle around in your head 
for years, regardless of how much 
you'd like to not think about them. 
Still, the concert will inarguably be 
more palatable, especially if you 
want it loud, hard and as close to 
completely insane as possible. 

Getting into Rob Zombie's head is 
tougher than you might think. He 
doesn’t tend to particularly go on 
about this own work, and for some- 
one who gets asked a lot of ques- 
tions, the “why?” of what he does is 
strangely elusive. He doesn’t even 
remember his dreams. 

“T don’t know why I do any- 
thing,” he says on what made him 
create two films about a murderous 
family who carved up teenagers and 
chased the last one in a bunny Cos- 
tume through a field until Zombie's 
teal-life wife screen-stabbed her to 
death... then had those killers shred- 
ded in the sequel. I flash back to 
those satanic monsters all the time. 

“I don’t know,” he says again. “I 
guess I was thinking about it every 
day as well, so I decided to exorcise 
itand make a movie about it.” 

But why the sex and gore 
So often in his work? “Anything that 
Pushes any emotional extremes get 
along really well and are interesting 
to me. Those are definitely two of 


those.” 

He began as a prolific and creative 
Massachusetts kid growing up in the 
‘70s, back when marketers were des- 
perately trying to push the restraints 
of a post Comic Code Authority 
world. He and brother Michael (aka 
Powerman 5000) would make 
comics, Super 8 movies, and posters 
about whatever they riffed off. 








album] was sort of a lyric in songs 
that kept reappearing, It’s an old cir- 
cus phrase for trained animals.

Zombie's managed to work with 
both now, recording with Coop, and 
in May playing with Slash and Gilby 
Clarke from Guns N’ Roses, 
Anthrax’s Scott lan, Tommy Lee, 
and surprise guest Ace Frehley ata 
VH1 show, which wrapped its 
enthusiastic tongue around KISS all 
night. 

Despite being such a visual guy, 
Zombie's songwriting tends to work 
in stages, with some exceptions. 

“Certain songs like ‘Living Dead 
Girl’ I can picture all the way 
through to the video. With every- 
thing, I like the sound of it first.

BRITISH PUNK-ROCK TRIO THE SUBWAYS 
might be young and wide-eyed when it 
comes to the pressures of the music industry, 
but as of late, the Welwyn Garden City (UK) 
natives have been receiving their fair share 
of musical maturity lessons. 

With the release of their debut album, 
Young For Eternity, and their single “Rock 
and Roll Queen” having been featured on 
The OC (as well as on The OC: Mix 5 
soundtrack), The Subways were immediately 
launched into the whirlwind music industry, a 
place where they were forced to realize what 
sort of balance was needed between ener- 
getic youth and seasoned seniority. 

“We're on tour at the moment, and we're 
at least ten years younger than all of the 
other bands, but it really doesn’t feel like 
that,” says 20-year-old bassist/vocalist Char- 
lotte Cooper. “We don’t necessarily want to 
be physically young for eternity, as our 
album name suggests, but we want to retain 
that amazement you have when. you're 


young, and the way you take things for 
granted or see something for the first time, 
Sometimes, | think people can get a bit 
jaded, and we want to try fo never ba that.” 

Cooper and her band mates—which 
include 21-year-old boyfriend Billy Lunn 
(vocals, guitar) and his 19-year-old Bene 
Josh Morgan (drums}—have also been expe- 
riencing, first-hand, the pressures that sur- 
round touring and recording. Lunn devel- 
oped nodules on his vocal chords earlier in 
the year, causing The Subways to cancel two 
months’ worth ows 

“Billy had to rest completely; he wasn’t 
allowed to talk or sing, and now he’s still 
building his voice back up, but he’s not 
all to talk before or after the show,” 
Cooper says. “But he’s sounding stronger 
than ever now, and | think [his illness] will 
ar cae best for me : us. We've 
pro working too hard anyway.” 

The Subways might take things a bit easi- 
er this time around, music-wise, but accord- 
ng to Cooper, she and boyfriend Lunn are 
still going strong. Cooper and Lunn were 
together before the band formed (Lunn 
taught her how to play bass), and even 











though dating someone you're working with 
can aoe Cooper fee cseha that the 
band will never end up on dangerous 
ground. 
“We've leamed everything about being in 
a band together in the same way that we've 
leamed about being in a relationship togeth- 
er. We've learned how to have our emotion- 
al relationship and then to have a business 
relationship. Now it’s gotten to the stage 
where it feels very normal.”

Hell, Not Saying/Just Saying is one big 
bovine-lipping marathon and its clitter-clatter 
(cue “Self Loathing Rulz”) is a resounding 
indication of how crazy SO4's vibe is.

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COVER STORY A Night At The Door 


t's an unusually quiet Saturday for the 

Monkey Island nightclub on Whyte Ave. 

The bouncers... sorry... the doormen are 
restless. 

“$2.75 highballs, ladies, no cover,” head 
doorman Waylan Hoven pitches to a group 
walking by in tight capris, spaghetti-strap tank 
tops, and strappy stilettos. “Highballs $2.75, 
no cover.” 

They keep walking. 

“The Attic’s got highballs for $1.75,” another 
group of lovelies counters as they strut by the 
door. It’s a tough biz, Hoven tells me. Across 
the street, Stolli’s has dollar highballs. 

The sales routine is startling. 

Given that they work so hard to get people in 
the door, it's hard to imagine these guys kick- 
ing anybody out. 

But Hoven assesses each patron coming 
through the door. He watches out for the guy 
who refuses a high five or handshake. And the 
good buddy routine is more than customer 
service: it lets him get up close to patrons so 
he can better assess how intoxicated they are 

This is the doorman’s contradictory art, 

1iding intimidation and muscle behind a big, 


friendly smile 





Pinz” is working the same routine, pushing 
his special mix of rough, small town charm. 
A thick belt-buckle straps his t-shirt into his 
jeans, and a heavy small-town curve is bent 
into the brim of his ball cap 

He's a rave scene security veteran turned 
bouncer. He once had a gun pointed in his face 
at a rave. Asked what do you do when you're 
staring down the barrel of a gun, he replies, 

You shut up and listen.” 

A licensed security guard, Pinz wears a col- 
lapsible baton while he’s on shift. He assures 
me it's not for striking, only to help tangle up 
a rowdy’s arms. I stop myself from telling him 
the only time I’ve seen one used was in video 
»f the Rodnéy King beating 

Between midway barker-styled pitches for 
drinks the team chats up regulars, and flirts 
heavily with the many glammed-up women on 


the street 


You're gonna call us a bunch of man-whores, 


aren't you?” Hoven challenges me. No... | 
wasnt going to say anything about that. 

At 10:15, it’s still slow, and a third bouncer, 
Damon (a.k.a. “Dagg”) begins lobbying Hoven 
for a night off. The club is dead, yo, so he goes 
inside to hang out, but not before trying to 
hustle a tab 

Bachelorette parties are sustaining the busi- 
ness at this time of night. A group of ladies on 
a scavenger hunt collect big at the door. Pinz 
obligingly shoves a bill in one hunter's bra, 
Hoven gives another a piggyback ride, and 
Damon offers them all a round on the house. 
They pile in the door. 

Another bachelorette party gets the same 
dose of Tom Selleck charm and comes in. As 
the club fills, it becomes clear that the female 
patrons are a form of capital. With over 20 
partying women inside, the door team is able 
to sway a bachelor wearing panties and a blue 
slip top through the door, along with all his 
friends. Suddenly, Monkey Island looks like a 
place to be 


The negotiator 

Down the street at Filthy McNasty’s, Darren 
Peacock is dealing with a big queue. He rapidly 
flips [Ds in front of his eyes and gets the crowd 
inside, clicking off the number of patrons on a 
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small counter. There's no need for patter here. 
Peacock, a 410 lb giant, grew up in West- 

lock, migrated to the city, and ended up on the 

streets. After being arrested for doing some 


“survival” shoplifting—“shoes and that sort of 


thing”—he decided to do something better with 
his life. He worked security at the small town 
bar, then got hired at the New City Suburbs. 

“They had this 6-foot 3-inch tall black chick 
working security. She told me if I could drag 
her 10 feet kicking and screaming I had the 
job.” 

But, like every bouncer I asked, Peacock 
emphasized that he rarely gets physical with 
patrons, Communication comes first, and if 
you're good, it almost always works. 

Peacock stops talking and heads off a guy 
wearing a tinsel-fringed cone cap and a Hawai- 
ian lei. 

““Sorry bud, you're way too drunk...” 

The would-be patron slurs an unintelligible 
protest. 

“I'm sorry man, it’s not up for debate. You 
can’t come in tonight.” 

“That's soo fuckin’ hurtin’ 

“You know what: if you came and you weren't 
already drunk, it would’ve been no problem.” 

‘I'm fucking hammered... And, ya know, 
birthday boy, man 

Eventually Peacock wears him down. These 
situations are a holiday compared to his expe 


riences doing after-hours security.

Back then Peacock had the misfortune of 
witnessing a fight where one gang member 
stabbed another, then slashed open the belly of 
second. 

“The guy was rambling that he had lost his 
keys. It wasn't until I had him well inside the 
club that I noticed his stomach. His guts were 
literally hanging out. 

“He-was in total shock. I told him to look 
down and he told me to shut up, he needed 
his keys. Then he got weak and I held him 
up from behind, I was holding his guts in his 
stomach until an ambulance came 

Peacock finally left the after-hours scene 
when the club's manager told him he had to 
quit busting certain “favoured” drug dealers 
at the door. When he refused, the manager 
threatened to hurt his family. 

The Old Strathcona strip’s problems are 
lightweight for Peacock and other bouncers 
Many have worked massive west-end clubs, 
like The Joint and Rum Jungle, and are happy 
to deal with the smaller number of patrons 
allowed in the nightclubs here. A bar with 150 
patrons is easier to feel safe in than one with 
a1000. 

“At clubs like Rum Jungle, the bouncers aren't 
in control, the managers aren't in control. It's 
the patrons that run the place,” Pinz tells me. 


Serving and protecting 

As midnight approaches the door gets hectic, 
and the dance floor is bumping. A couple beat 
officers enter the club. They come out with 
their hands on a lanky young guy with his hair 
in cornrows and wearing a baby-blue and white 


track suit. Two girls start screaming and crying. 


Dagg appears and promises both of them that 
he'll make sure the guy gets bailed out. The 
cops pull plastic baggies from the detainee’s 
pockets before taking him away in a cruiser. 

They scold Hoven for allowing him in with- 
out LD, Hoven shrugs. The guy is 26 years old, 
he tells me. Technically, the bar’s done nothing 
wrong.

R. J. and Moore both have friends on the 
force. And, the Monkey Island crew tells me,

The unlocked door opens a crack and Pinz 
pushes back on a guy who insists that he 
should be inside. As he shuts the door, the 
guy shoves his foot in the door to keep it open.

Hoven points to a guy dancing near the 
cigarette machine with his shirt unbuttoned all

THE SUN RARELY SHINES ON LIEGE 
When it does, it sheds fittle warmth. 
The Belgian city has become the 
perennial backdrop for the feature 
films of Jean-Pierre and Luc Dard- 
enne, a grimy grey microcosm of the 
post-merciful world, where people 
have run out of sympathy for their 
fellow citizens, where charity and 
compassion have become the 
domain of bureaucratic institutions, 
where personal morality has been 
eroded by the need to survive. 

The Brothers Dardenne don’t tell 
you this, of course. The feeling arises 


from watching their austere, meticu- 
lous narratives and contending with 
the feelings and ideas they unfailing 
arouse. 

Though less emotionally over- 
whelming than their previous film, 
Le Fils (The Son), L’Enfant reckons 
with some of the same overwhelm- 
ing questions—How do we forgive? 
How can we be forgiven?—while 
confronting us with the teality 
that those who need compassion 
most are often those who seem to 
deserve it least 

Bruno (Jérémie Renier) certainly 
comes across as undeserving. An 
overgrown street urchin who makes 
his way in life through petty larceny 
and panhandling, Bruno cultivates a 
retinue of barely adolescent thieves 
and watches with a big, dumb grin 


on his face as his ill-gotten gains pass 
through his hands like water. With 
money pouring in all the time, who 
needs to hold onto it? 


Bruno is so unflaggingly self-cen- |

ter—he’s blown his money ona 
fancy motorbike jacket and leather 
hat—and then takes off to unload a 
stolen camera in a nearby tavern.

tred that he barely bats an eye when 
his girlfriend Sonia (Déborah 
Francois) presents to him his new- 
born son. Having sublet his flat for a 
couple of days, Bruno just checks his 
young family into the nearest shel- 
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soliciting more generous handouts 
on the streetcorner. 

Nor does Bruno have any com- 
punctions when a chance arises to 
sell his child on the black market. 
Getting the huge pay-off is foremost 
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in his mind; explaining where the 
child went to its mother is a detail to 
be worked out later. 

Much to Bruno’s surprise, she 
doesn’t take it that well and he’s 
forced—by fear of arrest if Sonia 
goes to the police—to retrieve the 
baby, thus putting him in the debt of 
very serious, very dangerous people. 
Clearly things will get worse for our 
benighted protagonist before they 
get better. 

The Dardennes made documen- 
taries for two decades before 
turning to features, and the low-key, 
unmediated feel of direct cinema 
wholly informs their storytelling 
esthetic. 

L’Enfant seems to be 
unfolding for the first time with the 
camera an invisible witness to 
mundane and harrowing moments 
in Bruno's life, observing the sale of 
a baby and an afternoon bus ride 
with equal dispassion. Each moment 
of the film is sovexactingly construct- 
ed that it’s hard to believe we're 
watching performances, much less a 
work of fiction. 

Renier, who played the con- 
science-striken son of a callous 
immigrant trafficker in the Dard- 
ennes’ La Promesse, looks like he’s 
aged more than the 10 years that 
have elapsed since that film, his 
craggy features an impassive mask 
which may or may not belie the first 
stirrings of his soul. At the same 
time, Renier also channels Bruno’s 
essential boyishness and vulnerabili- 
ty, his unselfconscious ignorance 
about the world he thinks he 
understands. 

Some might argue that the Dard- 
ennes have been been working the 
same patch of soil too long, that 
L’Enfant feels like a reiteration of 
their previous work, especially as a 
follow-up to the stunning Le Fils. 'd 
argue that L’Enfant just proves the 
effectiveness of their method—that 
of leaving room for the audience's 
emotions and moral sense to enter 
the world of the film and seek out 
vestiges of hope and redemption. If 
anything, we need as much of this 
substantial, intelligent, and challeng- 
ing cinema as we can get.

SCOOP

ONCE UPON A TIME, WOODY ALLEN 
was a very funny man. In fact, it 
may not be inaccurate to say that he 
had already done his best work 
before he started writing and mak- 
ing feature films, (or hijacking and 
overhauling those of others, as in his 
first film, What's Up Tiger Lily?,a 
trashy chop-socky movie 
he“improved” by adding his own 
vaguely racist English dialogue). 

The truth is, all of the jokes upon 
which he’s tried to hang his come- 
dies, from Take the Money and Run 
(1969) to Annie Hall (1977) to Zelig 
(1983) to Small Time Crooks (2000), 
have already appeared elsewhere, 
whether in The New Yorker or With- 
out Feathers, or as brief sketches on 
Your Show of Shows (where they ben- 
efited enormously from the consum- 
mate timing of old-style vaudevil- 
lians like Sid Caesar and Carl Rein- 
er), or on the priceless early LPs of 
Woody’s stand-up routines. 

If, while watching any of the 
aforementioned quintessential Allen 
movies, you somehow get the feel- 
ing that you've already heard the 
one about how Commentary and 
Dissent merged to form Dysentery, 
or the one about how the paranoid 
Jew began to hear everything as a 
racial slur, even polite enquiries, 
(“Did you eat? Get it? Did Jew?”), 
it's because you have, at least three 
other times. 

Thus Scoop, a playful, but perhaps 
overly cutesy fantasy about a 
deceased journalist coming back 
from the dead to give greenhom 
school reporter Sondra Pransky 
(Scarlett Johansson) a tip-off about 
the true, and most unlikely, culprit 
ina series of murders, is likely to be 
more funny for someone who's 
never seen or heard of Allen or his 
Manhattan Murder Mystery, which 
follows the same general outline, 
although without the supernatural 
interference. 

If one were to give Woody the 
benefit of the doubt, it could be said 
that the new film is really a sophisti- 


cated postmodern riff on his own 
oeuvre, but, what it all boils down to 
in the end, and what Scoop is really 
all about, and chock-full of, is his old 
shtick. 

A variation on the Jew joke is 
here, along with a few others that 
seem vaguely familiar, and, as if 
more proof of a too-clever-by-half 
self-referentiality were needed, Allen 
returns to acting in the role of Sid 
Waterman, a B-grade entertainer. 

A minor-league magician who 
goes by the stage-name of Splendini, 
Waterman is a nebbish Bob Hope- 
style coward caught up in the inves- 
tigation in spite of himself. His 
Vegas-style chat-up to whoever will 
watch his card tricks, whether they 
be members of the chattering classes. 
at an English garden party, or the 
passengers on the Grim Reaper's 
boat across the river Styx, invariably 
begins with the evergreen standard, 
“You've been a great audience...” 

Still, old jokes can be good jokes, 
providing they’re told night, and that 
those longueurs which give the 
audience the opportunity to realize 
that they’re being sold a bill of goods 
are avoided at all costs. Lots of gags, 
told quickly, will always make up 
for a certain poverty in content, and, 
unlike some of his recent movies, in 
which he drops lone, and not terri- 
bly funny jokes into vast oceans of 
boredom with the arrogance of a 
schoolboy fishing fora gold star and 
a pat on the head for being clever, 
Scoop gets the pacing question just 
about right 

Granted, it’s certainly nowhere 
near as snappy as the classic news- 
paper comedies, like The Front Page 
and His Girl Friday that the script 
makes the key error of alluding to. 
However, things chug along nicely, 
and there's something to be said for 
the film clocking in at under ninety 
minutes, a running time brief 
enough so that the running joke 
never quite runs out of steam. 

Scarlett Johansson, Woody’s latest 
shiksa princess, looking strangely 
like Mia Farrow in an entirely 
redundant pair of wire frame glass- 
es, is the real standout, injecting 
fresh life into tired material, with 
what seems like an uncharacteristic 
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élan. If this isn’t quite the frothy 
soufflé it should be, her impeccable 
performance as the not-so-dumb 
blond makes it seem so, and her 
chemistry with Allen even makes 
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him seem slightly less insufferable. 

Actually, Woody's brand of 
screen-magic is just about on a par 
with his alter-ego Splendini‘s sleight 
of hand. Scoop is not so much

thrilling as pleasantly surprising, 
like having a coin pulled out of one’s 
nose.

BY NOW YOU’VE HEARD THE OVER- 
whelmingly bad reviews for M. 
Night Shyamalan's Lady in the Water, 
but let it be known that this is one of 
the most daring films in recent mem- 
ory. It dares you to wade through its 
convoluted, bogus fairytale plot; it 
dares you to figure out exactly what 
the hell its $55 million production 
budget was spent on; and it double- 
dog dares you to have confidence in 
Shyamalan’s abilities as a filmmaker. 

Those words are harsh fora guy 
who's made some of the most inter- 
esting and popular mainstream 
movies in the last decade, but well- 
deserved for a film made by an artist 
who not only cast himself as a sort-of 
prophet, but left Disney, the studio 
that built his career, for Warner Bros. 
when the big mouse refused to 
bankroll the film as it was presented 
to them. 

Shyamalan plays one of the many 
tenants/undeveloped characters liv- 
ing at an average Philadelphia apart- 
ment complex cared for by Cleve- 
land Heep—Paul Giamatti in his 
usual state of wounded disrepair. By 
day Heep goes about his mundane 
superintendent duties for a variety 
of eccentrics, including the cat lady, 





the crossword wiz, the near cataton- 
ic who watches the news all day, 
and the guy who exercises one side 
of his body only (Six Feet Under’s 
Freddy Rodriguez). At night he 
retires to the groundskeeper shack, 
where one evening he discovers 
someone in the apartment's pool 
after hours. 

Bryce Dallas Howard, Ron 
Howard's daughter and star of The 
Village, appears as an ethereal water- 
nymph named Story (one of many 
dumb names), who's on the run 
from a wolf-like creature called a 
Narf (see!) while trying to find a 
Chosen One needed to change the 
world. Heep helps her figure just 
who in the building is the Chosen 
One, and discovers a whole bunch of 
the tenants have vital roles to play in 
a (ridiculous, confusing) prophecy. 

Shyamalan has created an 
overblown mythology that might 
have worked in an epic fantasy 
novel for teens. 

However, aside from the Narf, the 
director never really shows any of 
the fantastic stuff his characters 
drone on about because the entire 
plot takes place at the apartment, 
unfolding as an orgy of inane expo- 
sition. Could one CGI dog possibly 
blow that 55 mil budget? Did Shya- 
malan shoot Lady in the Water on film 
stock made from crushed Faberge 
Eggs and moon rocks? 

The story itself is told in such an 
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amateur fashion, it’s hard to believe 
this is the same guy who created the 
clever Sixth Sense and the brilliant 
Unbreakable. The “twists” consist 
mainly of Heep coming to sudden 
realizations or simply being told 
another piece of info by Story. 
Embarrassingly forced, with seem- 
ingly normal characters suddenly 
having total faith in the supernatur- 
al, it’s a fairytale that seems written 
by a child, rather than for one. 

Shyamalan’s previous work is far 
from perfect—the cheesy melodra- 
ma in the otherwise chilling Signs, 
for example. But even the unforgiv- 
ably lame reveal in The Village was at 
least preceded by a gripping build- 
up. Lady in the Water certainly feels 
like a Shyamalan film—a fantastic 
world right beside our own uncov- 
ered by a tragic everyman, some 
truly frightening scenes, a hushed 
colour palate and a self-reflexive nar- 
rative (courtesy of a film reviewer 
played by Bob Balaban). Where all 
that stuff worked in Unbreakable, a 
realistic reworking of the superhero 
myth, here the fantasy is constantly 
at odds with the realism. 

In then end, Lady in the Water 
trickles away like diarrhea down an 
incontinent’s leg, proving that some- 
times, heartless, artless Hollywood 
corporations are right. How’s that 
for a moral to the fairytale?

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passerby, angrily shouting and 
snarling, washing himself in public 
toilets, Keane is a man on edge, and 
it’s not very long before you wonder 
whether the missing daughter story 
is just another delusion. 

Writer/director Lodge Kerrigan, 
shoves you into Keane's world right 
from the top of the film. Watching 
him make the rounds is a tough 
go—Kerrigan keeps the camera 
close, clinically scanning his charac- 
ter’s face for every tic, remorseless as 
an industrial documentary. 

The film is pretty much a one-man 
show for Damian Lewis (Band of 
Brothers). As Keane, Lewis is note 
perfect. Whether muttering snatches 
of possible kidnap scenarios to him- 
self in the bus station, creepily 
haunting a kid’s store, assaulting 
possible suspects, or singing perhaps 
the most unnerving version of the 
Four Top’s “I Can’t Help Myself’ 
that you'll ever hear, he’s exactly the 
sort of person you'd give a wide 
berth to in real life. 

He's barely surviving on a disabil- 
ity cheque in a run down hotel room 
when he meets Lynn Bedik (Amy 
Ryan) and daughter Kira (Abigail 
Breslin) who have taken a room 
down the hall from him. It’s 
inevitable that seven-year-old Kira 
comes to remind Keane of his 
daughter, and gradually he forms a 
bond with the two—a friendship 
that will test him when Lynn asks 
him to babysit Kira. 

Shot in the most unsparing, mat- 
ter-of-fact way possible, Keane wan- 
ders the same grim psychic terrain 
as the director's first film, Clean, 
Shaven—which was another story 
about a schizophrenic attempting to 
locate his daughter. Kerrigan offers 
nothing in the way of solace, cheap 
sympathy ploys, or easy answers to 
the audience—instead he takes the 
most pitiless route possible. He 
never once releases his subject from 
the intense and unblinking gaze of 
the camera, or reprieves him from 
his jumpy, inchoate anger or pain— 
except ever so slightly in the pres- 
ence of Kira. This makes for a heart- 
breaking movie experience, and also 
a truthful one. 

With remarkable performances by 
both Ryan and Breslin (as a wound- 
ed soul herself), and a masterful one 
by Lewis, Keane is the sort of film 
that you owe it to yourself to watch, 
but won't necessarily feel comfort- 
able with.

AND GORE CAN SAY, “I TOLD YOU SO.” SINCE THIS SUMMER’S 
almost-worldwide heat wave, scientists and meteorologists 
have been piping up to tell people that if they can’t stand the 
heat, too bad, ‘cause there’s a lot more on the way. 

At Illinois’ Center for Atmospheric Sciences, computer mod- 
els are forecasting future heat waves that could far surpass the 
Dust Bowl conditions that prevailed throughout North 
America’s midwest in the ‘30s. 

U.S. National Weather Service meteorologist Dennis Feltgen 
says that global climate change is making summer nights 
warmer and the atmosphere drier, and his claims are echoed in 
a study published this year in the American Geophysical 
Union's Journal of Geophysical Research. 

And yet another study, at the University of East Anglia in 
Norwich, England, confirmed heat waves in Europe have been 
increasing in frequency and intensity since 1880, when temper- 
atures began to be recorded. 

What does all this mean? Better go buy a fan before Wal-

According to Suncor’s reclamation coordinator Leo Paquin, the 
toads look healthy but they “might do some toxicity tests on 
them in the future.” 

‘We're willing to bet environmental reporter Hanneke 


Brooymans didn’t pen this “good news” story. According toa 
story Brooymans wrote the Friday before, Suncor has reclaimed 
only nine per cent of the land it has ripped up since 1967, and 
none of the land reclamation has been certified by the govern- 
ment. Notably, Suncor’s happy spokesman said nothing of the 
fact that the toads are pretty much the only life the tailings do 
support—or the fact that there is no good way to clean up the 
ever-growing toxic lakes. 


GAY ATHLETES HEARD, 
LOUD AND QUEER 


CONSERVATIVE PUBLIC WORKS MINISTER MICHAEL FORTIER 
took the medal for most booed politician at Montreal's inaugr- 
al Outgames last week. 

Fortier showed up at the Big O coliseum to address athletes 
on behalf of Prime Minister Stephen Harper, but couldn’t utter 
a single word as the opening ceremonies crowd of 28,000 
drowned him out, chanting “shame” for the Conservative gov- 
ernment’s opposition to same sex 
marriage.

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No cabs, mo’ problems 


License cap is getting long in the tooth 


THE CITY’S WHYTE AVE. PARKING BAN 
has made life easier for cab drivers 
trying to get access to the street, and 
their customers, but there’s still 
another potential problem: not 
enough cabs to go around. 

No more than 1,185 cabs are 
allowed to operate in the city, a limit 
that was set by the Edmonton Taxi 
Commission in 1995 by freezing 
existing plates (new drivers now 
have to buy a plate froma retiring 
driver). 

“1 wouldn't mind having some 
more cars out there to cut down wait 
times and be more efficient, says 
Chris Atkins, director of Public 
Relations for Co-op Taxi. He points 
out that Edmonton’s cap was estab- 
lished over ten years ago, based ona 
metro population that has since 
grown by about 150,000 people. 

“Looked at that way it seems out- 
dated,” he says. 

Intitially set at 1,343 licences, the 
cap has declined as drivers were 
unable to provide documentation 
proving that they still operated cars, 
and other drivers failed to renew 
their licences. 

Clint Mellors, chairman of the 
Edmonton Taxi Commission, says 
the cap is constantly under renewal, 
but for now he says there are plenty 


of cars to go around. 

“We're not currently looking at 
increasing the number of plates,” he 
says. “If you look at our base of 1,185 
and look at cities like Winnipeg, on a 
per-capita basis we're better than 
they are.” 

Or Vancouver, where the 
two million-plus metro popu- 
lation is served by only 1,214 
cabs, barely more than 
Edmonton. With 1,185 cabs, 
our taxi-to-population ratio 
is about one to 843—based on 
the population of the entire 
Edmonton Census Metropolitan

Area, which is estimated to stand at 
slightly over a million (there are also 
cab companies in suburban commu- 
nities which bring the ratio up 
slighty). 

In Calgary, one million people are 
served by 1,500 cabs. Toronto has 
4,961 taxis—or one for every 540 
people. “It is a problem,” says 
Atkins. “[But] our demand for taxis 


is less. 

The main problem is still down- 
town and Whyte Ave. What we 
would like is to have specifically 
night cars, and just have those drive 
at night, but the drivers wouldn't 
want that.” 

Mellors concurs. “People are vio- 
lent, and they get sick in the cars, 
and mob the cars, and a lot of dri- 
vers figure it isn’t worth the trouble 
to go down to Whyte.” 

Neither Mellors nor Atkins 
believe a free-market approach, 
allowing unlimited cabs on the 
streets, is the way to go. 

“You have to strike a balance 












between the cab drivers’ ability to 
make a living and the convenience 
of customers,” says Mellors. 

“Drivers don’t want more compe- 
tition.” Which is understandable, 
given that the average income of an 
Alberta taxi driver is only $19,700, 
according to the Alberta 
Government's Learning Information 
Service. 

Though according to Atkins, “I’m 
sure that number includes a lot of 
part-time drivers, because you can 
make very good money in this busi- 
ness if you want to.”

Mike Boyd gets up closé and personal 


EASTGLEN COMMUNITY LEAGUE 
president Norm Aldi sees hope on 
the long stretch of 118 Avenue, a cor- 
ridor plagued with violence and 
known as a haven for prostitution 
and drug-dealing. 

Last winter Aldi stood up ata 
public forum with Police Chief Mike 
Boyd and complained that the EPS 
had ignored his community's con- 
cerns for too long, that for three 
years “I was beating my head 
against a wall.” In return, he got a

“He asked lots of good ques- 
tions,” Aldi says. 

The Chief visited each “hot-spot”

ment that had become a brothel, and 
several other troubled locations. 

“Boyd spoke to [the apartment 
owners] and now it’s empty and up 
for sale. He asked for the number of

the owners of the Cromdale hotel, 
now it’s been sold,” Aldi says. He's 
seen a flurry of police enforcement 
and expects to see a spike in arrest 
statistics. 

Aldi sees a higher number of 
arrests as a good sign—for him it 
means the police are doing their job. 

Last November City Council 
approved a revitalization plan for 
118 Avenue that will fix streetscapes, 
make zoning changes, and link 
police officers, social agencies, and

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the community to solve social prob- 
lems that afflict the neighbourhood. 

Already, the community league 
president says he see less open pros- 
titution and drug-dealing on the 
streets. Aldi credits the plan and 
police attention to the area for a sud- 
denly revitalized real estate market 
in the older neighbourhood. 

Edmonton Community Services 
representative Harry Oswin, who 
co-chairs the revitalization commit- 
tee with Aldi, rejects the notion that 
a crackdown in crime along the 
strip will simply displace the prob- 
lems to another area, as some claim 
was the case after police cracked 
down on Jasper Avenue’s strolls. 

He says the participation of orga- 
nizations like PAAFE (Prostitution 
Awareness and Action Foundation 
of Edmonton), and the Crystal Kids 
youth centre means the neighbour- 
hood’s problems are being dealt 
with in the neighbourhood. 

And he credits the high level of 
citizen involvement with successes 
achieved so far. Community atten- 
dance at town hall meetings has 
been impressive—120 people came 
out to one scheduled the same 
night as a Stanley Cup play-offs 
game. 

“There's not just one way to do 
this. There’s a whole host of things. 
It’s a large complex problem. Hav- 
ing flowers on the street is not nec- 
essarily going to get rid of prostitu- 
tion. That’s why we have so many 
partners involved,” he says. 

The revitalization plan is sched- 
uled to run for three years, but 
Oswin warns the scope of the prob- 
lems could require it to be extend- 
ed to five.

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Civilians, Hezbollah—what’s the diff? 


Israeli bombs offer a deadly kind of equal opportunity 


FOR THE ISRAELI AIR FORCE, 
carrying out bombing raids over 
Lebanon is about as challenging as 
shooting fish ina barrel. 

Hezbollah has no air force or air 
defences. So the Israeli air force— 
one of the best in the world—has 
been able to drop a constant barrage 
of bombs for the past two weeks on 
Lebanon, where civilians are essen- 
tially defenceless. 

More than 600 Lebanese have 
been killed, according to the 
Lebanese Health Minister—more 
than 10 times the Israeli death toll. 

By now, the Israeli civilian popu- 
lation has been largely evacuated 
from northern Israel, where Hezbol- 
lah rockets can strike, to the safe cen- 
tral and southern parts of the coun- 
try. For millions in Lebanon, includ- 
ing an estimated 25,000 Canadians 
still there, no such safe haven exists. 

So the refusal of the U.S.—and its

attendants Britain and Canada—to 
call for a ceasefire amounts to an 
endorsement of a slaughter of com- 
pletely unprotected people. 

Essentially, the U.S. is saying: Let 
the killing continue, so that Israel can 
have a free hand inits mop-up oper- 
ation against Hezbollah. 

We're told that Israel doesn’t tar- 


get civilians, but that it sometimes 
has no choice but to kill them 
because Hezbollah fighters “hide 
behind them.” 

This is absurd. Let’s say a gunman 
is trying to kill someone who runs 
into a crowded shopping centre. The 
gunman can't justify killing innocent 
shoppers on the grounds that he 
really only wanted to kill the guy he 
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was chasing, but the guy hid behind 
shoppers. 

Israel apparently considers some 
Lebanese civilians to be legitimate 
targets, since they sympathize with 
Hezbollah. 

Last week, Israeli Justice Minister 
Haim Ramon said that civilians have 
had plenty of time to leave the vil- 
lages of southern Lebanon, and that 
Israel should now flatten these vil- 
lages. “All those now in south 
Lebanon are terrorists who are relat- 
ed in some way to Hezbollah,” 
Ramon said. 

In fact, the situation in southem 
Lebanon is so dangerous that it is 
almost impossible for civilians— 
including Canadians trapped 
there—to get out. A number of civil- 
ians attempting to flee, as well as 
ambulance workers and UN peace- 
keepers, have been killed and 
wounded by Israeli bombs. 

Ultimately, this crisis will only be 
solved through negotiations for a 
comprehensive peace settlement that 
goes far beyond simply the release 
of the three captured Israeli soldiers 
(and thousands of Palestinian pris- 
oners.) 

Meanwhile, let’s not forget the 
1982 massacres, in which the Israeli 
army allowed vengeful Lebanese 
Christian militiamen to enter the 
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Sabra and Shatila refugee camps, 
where the militiamen slaughtered 
hundreds of Palestinian refugees. 
An Israeli inquiry, headed by a for- 
mer Supreme Court judge, conclud- 
ed that then Israeli defence minister 


Ariel Sharon bore “personal respon- 
sibility” for the massacre. 

Once again, a slaughter is taking 
place in Lebanon, only this time 
those allowing the slaughter to take 
place are running the governments

The Internet’s backbone is under seige 


IF YOU THINK EVERYONE IS 
done making fun of Sen. Ted 
Stevens from Alaska, then you are 
sorely mistaken. I have only just 
begun to mock. 

Ina rousing speech about why he 
would be trashing network neutrali- 
ty provisions in the Senate's version 
of the new telecommunications bill, 
Stevens sagely pointed out that the 
Internet “is not something you just 
dump something on. It’s not a 
truck.” Instead, he explained, “it’s a 
series of tubes.” And those tubes get 
all gummed up with icky stuff like 
big movies and things. For example, 
Stevens said, “An Internet was sent 
by my staff at 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing on Friday, and I just got it yester- 
day. Why? Because it got tangled up 
with all these things going on the 
Internet.” 

Ultimately, after worrying at 
length about how “your own per- 
sonal Internet” is imperiled by “all 
these things,” Stevens concluded 
that there is no violation of network 
neutrality that “hits you and me.” 
And that’s why he’s pushing to keep 








net neutrality from being written 
into law. This is the sort of politician 
who is deciding the future of 
Internet regulation—a guy who 
thinks that he received “an Internet” 
yesterday, and that it was made of 
“tubes.” 

What's even worse is that Stevens’ 
main beef with the Internet is that it 
moves slowly, and this is a problem 
that will only be worsened when big 
companies like Verizon and 
Comcast start creating prejudiced

pipes that privilege certain kinds of 
network traffic over others. You 
think your own personal Internet is 
slow now? Wait until Verizon starts 
making Disney movies travel faster 
than e-mail over its, um, tubes. 

While Stevens is basing decisions 
that will affect the future of commu- 
nications technology for decades to 
come on trucks and tubes, Verizon is 
covertly preparing its newest cus- 
tomers for a world without network 
neutrality. The telecommunications 
giant just announced it would be 
installing fancy. new routers with its 
high-speed fiber-optic cable service 
known as FiOS. 

Available in only a few places 
across the United States, FiOS has 
been drooled over by tech-savvy 
blog Engadget and CNN alike. 
That's because it can deliver a wide 
range of media (from movies to 
phone calls) much faster than its 
competitors — supposedly at a 
speed of up to 20 megabits per sec- 
ond, far faster than typical DSL’s 1.5

As a 
result, Verizon can alter its service 
delivery options at any time. 

Even if you've signed up for a net- 
work-neutral FiOS that sends you to 
whatever Web sites you like and 
routes your peer-to-peer traffic the 
same way it routes your e-mail, 
Verizon can change that on a whim.

RIGHT OFF THE BAT, LET'S SAY THAT 
The Griffin Poetry Prize Anthology 
needs to be in your library. While 
most anthologies might be worth 
bypassing, this is one that well-read 
individuals (or those that purport to 
be) must read, own, and cherish. 

Your surprise at such a statement, 
by the way, isn’t surprising 

More often than not, poetry 
anthologies are sappy little things 
intended to thrush the heart with 
romantic sentiments and plaque the 
veins with saccharine compositions. 
Combined with the miserable status 
poetry has in our society and the fact

that poetry anthologies are often cre- 
ated to promote arcane literary 
prizes, and it’s no wonder this stuff 
doesn’t sell like The Da Vinci Code. 

But at their best, a good anthology 
is an opportunity for an editor who's 
an authority on the subject to share a 
little of her or his wisdom. The prob- 
lem, of course, is that oftentimes 
these “authorities” fail to convince 
others that their literary taste is 
worth emulating, or even reading. 

This year, the Griffin Poetry Trust 
nominated Lisa Robertson (along 
with British poet Lavinia Greenlaw 
and New York-based translator Eliot 
Weinberger) to the judge’s panel. 
The appointment of Robertson, 
author of Debbie: An Epic, The Weath- 
er, XEclogue, and Office for Soft Archi- 
tecture, makes certain poetry afi- 
cionados wither in anticipation. 

Although she’s been nominated 
for the Governor General's Award 
(for Debbie), it’s unclear why Canada 
doesn’t consider her a cultural 
treasure. Her style is so utterly 
unique that even her introductory 
essay to this volume is a lesson in 
versification. 

So it’s a fantasy fulfilled when 
Robertson has the opportunity to 
comb through so many hundreds of 
books of poetry that, as she writes, 
“spouses and companions learnt to 


expect limited conversation,” and 
then present the finest works in 
anthology form. 

Already the most expensive of 
Canadian poetry awards, providing 
winning poets with an awesome 
$40,000 bag o’ cash (almost eight 
years of the average poet's income), 
the Griffin always distinguishes 
itself in appointing such varied, 
knowledgeable members to its jury. 
And, indeed, the winners of this 
year’s prize, Sylvia Legris’ Nerve 
Squall and Kamau Brathwaite’s Born 
to Slow Horses are both fascinating, 
complex, compelling works. 

And we appreciate the political 
onus that the selection represents: 
Barbados-born Braithwaite writes 
“an epic of one man (containing 
multitudes) in the African diaspora”; 
Dunya Mikhail, in excerpts from The 
War Works Hard, allows us to see the 
war in Iraq from the perspective of 
an exiled Iraqi civilian; and Durs 
Griinbein is, according to his transla- 
tor, “the most important poet to 
have emerged from the old East.” 
Political insights aside, their poems 
are arresting, beautiful, and piercing 
pieces. 

The Canadian selections—from 
Phil Hall’s An Oak Hunch, Legris’ 
Nerve Squall,and Erin Mouré’s Little 
Theatres—are less political and more 





familiar in their subject matter, but 
still halt the reader from her mun- 
dane thoughts. Everywhere the 
mark of Robertson's keen ear for lan- 
guage is apparent: words are always 
conscious, stripped of the weight of 
everyday usage. These are all poems 
to read and reread and to keep close 
to one’s thoughts.

through networks of friends, LibraryThing 
connects people through the books on 
their shelves. 

The process of becoming a member is 
supremely uncomplicated and, we can admit 

‘om personal experience while doing the 
“research” for this week's column, a glorious 
waste of time. 

At wwwlibrarything.com, you create a 
password-protected user identity and are 
directed to a page where you can upload 
information about the books on your shelf. 
Even that latter process is balm to the patho- 
logical-library-peruser’s heart: you enter a 
title, author, or even ISBN, and then run a 
search for the specific volume in one of forty- 
five libraries worldwide. That search obtains 
the nitty-gritty information about the volume, 
including cover art, if available. 

Presto! Your virtual library shelf is created. 
As you add more books, a list of other users 





with books in common with you instantly 
appears in a sidebar. 

The first two hundred volumes are free, 
and an extra twenty-five dollars grants you a 
lifetime membership. We realized while cat 
aloguing the 105 books in our office alone 
that the free limit is, well, somewhat limiting 
(visit our profile for the hell of it search for 
user “mjs1”). 

We'll keep you updated as to how this 
phenomenon takes off 


CHANGE FOR THE BOOK MACHINE? 
IN OTHER TECHNOLOGY-RELATED NEWS 
Newsweek reports on an invention called 
“The Espresso Book Machine” that is current- 
ly being tested ‘at the World Bank bookstore 
in Washington, D.C. Based on the success of 
other refrigerator-shaped boxes that dis- 
pense consumer products, like pop machines 
and instant coffee dispensers, the Espresso 
Book Machine can print the text of a 
300-page book, complete with a colour 
paperback cover and bound spine, in 
three minutes. 

The cost? A penny a page. 

Anticipating an influx of digital books in 
the near future, the machine's creators will 
retail the invention for less than $100,000 
(USD).

IT HAD BEEN ONE OF THOSE LAZY OLD- 
school afternoons where we sat hun- 
kered around the kitchen table, visit- 
ing relatives, drinking sugary tea 
with canned evaporated milk while 
the kids played Crazy Eights. 

It wasn’t the sort of afternoon that 
you top off with sprin in 
a nna Ei 
wasn’t the right type of day for a big 


old pot roast either. The question 
was how to keep the mood alive 
without putting in a huge amount of 
time in the kitchen. The answer was 
the Dallas Pizza and Steakhouse. 
Even if you've never been to the 
Dallas, you know it inside and out. 
At the very least you‘ve been to one 
of any number of Dallas-type dop- 
pelgangers that dotted the landscape 
and largely defined Western Cana- 
dian dining establishments in 
the ’70s. 





It’s family dining, and unfortu- 
nately—let's get it right out in the 
open—family dining has become 
synonymous with crappy, low qual- 
ity food. 

But the Dallas is different. 

Yes, it’s the type of place where 
Dad or Grandpa can order their T- 
bone steaks ($15) complete with all 
the fixins for the baked potatoes, or 
fries that are served in heaps next to 
the ubiquitous “mixed vegetables,” 
while the kids order fish and chips 


and Mom opts for the lasagna or 
baked spaghetti with meat sauce. 
Iceberg lettuce is the predominant 
salad ingredient... you know this 
place... right? 

But we go to the Dallas for pizzas, 
which like everything else in the 
Dallas are for a specific niche mar- 
ket, one that they know very well 
You won't find calabrese sausages 
and artichoke hearts on thin crust 
hand tossed pizza at the Dallas, but 
you will get mounds of perennially 
favoured fatty-meats like pepperoni, 
ham, and salami layered thick under 
a protective sheeting of mozzarella 
cheese. 

All of the standard variety pizzas 
like Hawaiian, Greek, and a house 
special (here called the Dallas) are 
available in medium, large, or extra 
large (I find it very telling that they 
don’t pretend to be offering some- 
thing called a small). The extra large 
Dallas Special runs about $22 and 
comes with more meat than is good 
for you (I usually ask for only two of 
the three possible meats), along with 
onions, mushrooms, black olives 
and peppers. 

The reason for pulling back on the 
greasy meat is that too much makes 
the bottom crust soggy, and I’m not 
a fan of gooey dough. At the Dallas, 
the thick crisp crust is one of the bet- 
ter features of the pizza, and it’s 
ruined when they pile on the meat. 

The other standout feature at the 
Dallas is the pizza sauce. First of all, 
they add enough so that you don’t 
geta dry dull pie, and secondly, the 
sauce itself is surprisingly tasty with 
a good bit of acidity balanced 
against some sweetness. Important- 


ly, there are also pronounced 
oregano and basil flavours. 

Here’s my dirty little secret about 
doing these reviews. I’m a classically 
trained chef, but I’m not a food snob 
So, I go in, look at the menu, assess 
the place, and then based on that 
information, I set what I think is a 
reasonable standard to expect 

1 obviously set the bar a little dif- 
ferent for a place like Café DeVille 
than I would for an Albert's Family 
Restaurant, but in the end though, 
my assessment of both is based on 
what percentage of the standard has 
been met. My expectations for a 
place like the Dallas aren't that high, 
yet they continually surpass them 

Despite the stigma of “family din- 
ing,” it continues to produce good 
quality food, prepared honestly, by 
folks who seem to take pride in their 
work. The Dallas helps me remem- 
ber a time that we seem to have 
somehow lost somewhere along the 
way, a time when taking the kids 
out for a family meal didn’t neces- 
sarily mean having to eat processed 
crap served by teenagers 

These guys definitely know how 
to “kick it old school” —if that’s what 
“Kkickin’ it old school” means.

CONTEXT MAY NOT BE EVERYTHING, 


but it is responsible for coaxing our 
unruly, subjective understanding 
into a framework. 

Showing alongside Ontario pho- 
tographer Chantal Gervais’ master- 
ly, Caravaggio-reminiscent visual 
hymns to the glory and frailty of cor- 
poreality, Edmonton-based artist Jill 
Watamaniuk’s creations have a 
heightened feel of unearthliness. 

Gervais’ powerful work, Without 
End, invokes the weight of physicali- 
ty, mortality, and the finite. Visitant, 
a collection of Watamaniuk’s recent 
photographs, reckons with the 
“What if?” instead of the “What is?” 
posed by Gervais. 


CZECH REVIVAL 

The work builds on Watama- 
niuk’s photographic explorations 
from her residency a few years ago 
in the Czech Republic at the Jeleni 
Studio of the Contemporary Arts. 

“1 learned a lot from other photog- 
raphers in Prague,” Watamaniuk 
notes. “They have very stylized pho- 
tography, with an element of surre- 
alism.” 

Compelled by the locale and 
architecture in the medieval city (the 
centre of a region formerly known as 
Bohemia, from which arty types the 
world over have subsequently taken 
their overarching moniker), Wata- 
maniuk started shooting—literally— 
in the dark. Playing with space and 
time, she conjured up prints that 
were “spectral,” with Victorian spiri- 
tualism and the idea of haunting as 
touchstones. 

Back here in the New World, 
abandoned places lack that heft of 
ages and meaning, and Watamaniuk 





“absolutely not” the subject of her 
photos. “These are not self-por- 
traits,” Watamaniuk insists. “I’m 
utilitarian; just a convenient vessel. I 
don’t think about it being me. I 
don’t usually look like myself, or 
sometimes I look monstrous, or 
androgynous, and | like that. 

“I'd be worried if | ever consid- 
ered it much.” 

Her physical presence in-camera 
is just another tool at her disposal, 
like lights or film or lenses. 

The work depends on her alone- 
ness as she struggles with all the 
elements herself during intense 
evenings of shooting, and having 
an extra person would interrupt the 
private negotiation between her 
process and the “internal states” she 
is determined to shed light on. 

“1 love photographing in the dark 
and at night,” Watamaniuk says. “I 
find it fascinating to uncover this 
dimension that doesn’t exist in day- 
light. [leave the lens open and 
record these moments in time, but 
those moments don’t actually exist. 
They aren’t ‘seen’ in the real 
world.” 

Instead, the image documents a 
compression of seconds, moments 
piled upon moments, so that figures 
appear soluble, able to move 
between solid forms, defy gravity 
and other natural laws, and sum- 
mon light at will. A spiritual veloci- 
ty allows escape from the inevitable 
defeat of the corporeal. 

“Any ‘illusion’ is all done in-cam- 
era. There’s no digital manipula- 
tion; no artifice that isn’t ‘in the 
moment.” 


NO ILLUSION 
The closest Watamaniuk comes 
to actual trickery is using black and 
white film but printing in colour, so 
shots are enhanced by subtly gor- 
geous sepia and lavender tones. 
The titular Visitant is light, and

found the interplay between light 
and form taking precedence in her 
work. 

“The ‘entry point’ into the show 
is from an abandoned space,” 
Watamaniuk explains. “The first 
piece is closed in, then it departs— 
and it becomes a less obvious mys- 
tery than in Prague. It’s an invita- 
tion into another realm.” 

Visitant unfurls like a visual 
anthology, with Watamaniuk 
reaching to articulate the unknow- 
able and undefined in thematic 
clusters. She begins the creation 
process with an image in her 
mind’s eye, then shoots blindly at 
night, using herself as the model. 

She is adamant that she is.

only in the developing phase does 
Watamaniuk see what she has illu- 
minated. 

“The play of dark and light gets 
revealed, the transformational acci- 
dents of light. I get a sense of what's 
going on when I shoot, but I never 
know whether I've succeeded until 
afterwards.

GETTING LOST; SCARY. GETTING LOST 
while trapped underground in the 
dark: much, much scarier. 

Getting lost while trapped under- 
ground in the dark and being hunt- 
ed by monsters: pretty much a five- 
alarm crap-fire in the pants. 

Toss in no hope for rescue, back- 
stabbing cohorts, and a generous 
helping of mental instability and 
you've got The Descent, a 
horror/thriller that ranks up there 
with white-knuckle greats such as 
The Thing and Aliens. 

The creation of British filmmaker 


DEPTH CHARGE 


Neil Marshall, who's claimed much 
inspiration from those aforemen- 
tioned films, The Descent follows suit 
by placing an ensemble of capable 
characters in a unique setting, 
adding a scary-ass predator and 
then piling on the tension, action, 
and—when need be—the gore. One 
of the major differences here, how- 
ever, is that the group is entirely 
female. 

Shauna Macdonald stars as Sarah, 
a mentally fragile and medicated 
woman recovering from a tragic car 
accident on the way home from last 
year’s rafting trip with the group. 
She's joined by Juno (Natalie Jackson 
Mendoza), the adrenaline junkie ath- 
lete leading the expedition, her 
punkish “protégé” Holly (Nora-Jane

Noone), Sarah’s sensible best friend 
Beth (Alex Reid), experienced 
climber Rebecca (Saskia Mulder), 
and her med student half-sis Sam

lapses, swallowing up some of their 
equipment in the process, and Juno 
admits she brought them to an 
uncharted cave system, the desper- 
ate group must descend deeper into 


Marshall manipulates the hell out of 
an audience with direction that 
places viewers right in the middle of 
a slimy, claustrophobic nightmare. 


They journey deep into the 
Appalachian Mountains, down 
through a gaping hole in the woods 
and deep underground through a 
maze of tunnels. When their exit col- 





the mountainside in hopes of finding 
another way out. 

As tensions rise, injuries hobble 
the group, and Sarah’s psyche starts 
to crack (a mental journey that paral- 





lels the film’s literal trip into the 
heart of darkness), the women dis- 
cover they aren’t alone. As bad as 
any banjo-strumming backwoods 
butt-pirates may be, much worse 
things live under them thar hills. _ 

Marshall's previous feature, the 
Scottish-set werewolf film Dog Sol- 
diers, earned him a rep as a talented 
filmmaker among horror fans after it 
landed on DVD in North America a 
couple years ago. The Descent, 
already a hit in the UK, where it was 
released last year, should vault him 
into the mainstream moviegoer con- 
sciousness. 

It’s an excellently paced original 
concept (made before the idiotic, 
somewhat similar American flick 
The Cave) with believable characters, 
intelligent performances, unexpect- 
edly sublime cinematography, 
sphincter-clenching thrills—which 
will prep you for those pants-crap- 
ping chills, of course—and a very 
effective soundtrack, courtesy of 
David Julyan (Memento, Insomnia). 

The film is also a blast to watch 
with a crowd, as the “BOO!” 
moments are particularly strong— 
just watch those around you shrink 
into their seats during the last half of 
the story. Marshall proves himself a 
very immersive filmmaker, one who 
manipulates the hell out of an audi- 
ence with fluid direction that places 
viewers right in the middle of a 
slimy, claustrophobic nightmare. 
Perhaps best of all, though, he treats 
his audience with a respect that’s 
often lacking in genre films. 

There’s no caustically ironic dia- 
logue, no teens prone to skimpy out- 
fits and untimely humping, no bad 
computer animation, nothing gratu- 
itous, and no illogically suicidal deci- 
sion-making. 

That said, however, Marshall 
might just be giving his audience too 
much credit, as there are a few subtle 
but important plot points that are 
easy to miss—pay particular atten- 
tion to an inscribed necklace that 
appears several times in the film. 
Given that The Descent is more than 
sturdy enough to invite repeat view- 
ings, though, it’s a flaw that'll stand 
the test of time. 

Bring on the mountain monster 
madness.

Beware of Strangers 


Sedaris and Colbert reach to fill 90 minutes

IT’S ABOUT TIME A WOMAN MOVED 
into that sole provenance of men: 
comedy based on the apparent 
semi-retardation of its protagonist. 

Move over Adam Sandler, Rob 
Schneider, Jim Carrey, and anyone 
who has ever starred in a Farrelly 
brothers’ movie—Amy Sedaris is 
here to level the playing field. 

Sedaris stars in Strangers with 
Candy, a big screen spin-off of the 
TV series she created with Stephen 
Colbert and Paul Dinello, as Jerri 
Blank, a none-too-bright ex-junki 
who emerges from years in the pen 
to discover her beloved father (Dan 
Hedaya) has slipped into a coma 
and her hateful stepfamily has 


taken over her childhood home. 

Persuaded by the family doctor 
(Ian Holm) that her presence in the 
house might help her father’s con- 
dition, Jerri moves into her child- 
hood room and re-enrols in high 
school, hoping to make her father 
proud. 

But Jerri is deeply clueless, a 
problem compounded by her 
obnoxious personality, her uncon- 
trollable libido, and her Tourette’s- 
like explosions of vulgarity. 

Even if she weren't in her forties, 
even if her grotesque facial rictus— 
replete with a fluttering eyelid— 
weren't emphasized by a fringed, 
acid-washed wardrobe and a 
clown’s affinity for facial cosmetics, 
even if her desperation for accep- 
tance didn’t seep from her pores 
like BO, Jerri would probably have

One Kitano, two Kitano... 


Japanese director’s latest a confusing trip into fame

BEAT TAKESHI, AKA_TAKESHI KITANO 
is Japan’s best known renaissance 
man. Rising to fame in the 1970s as 
half of a duo that popularized stand- 
up comedy in Japan, he went on to 
write, direct, edit and star in a num- 
ber of movies—including Violent 
Cop, Boiling Point, Sonatine, and Fire- 
works—some of which are certainly 
the most bleak, violent existential 
thrillers ever committed to celluloid, 
albeit with a streak of deadpan 
humour in them. Still a wildly popu- 
lar TV star in Japan, Kitano contin- 
ues to work in film as well as writing 
novels, poetry and newspaper 
columns, and painting. 

Hard to believe the shambling, 
hunched dude with the immobile 
face has so much going on inside his 
head, nor that he could keep straight 
which Takeshi Kitano he is from day 
to day. If I understood it, I would 
say that Kitano’s latest film, Takeshis’, 
is a meditation on the lives and per- 
sonae that have spawned from the 
industrious polymath’s public activi- 
ties. But 100-some-odd minutes later, 


I didn’t really understand Takeshis’ at 
all. That's not to say it doesn’t make 
sense—it just didn’t make much 
sense to me. 

Kitano stars as himself, the popu- 
lar Japanese entertainer, but he also 
plays a convenience store clerk, also 
named Takeshi, who aspires to a 
career in acting, but whose attempts 
to audition are constantly rebuffed. 
When the two Takeshis meet in an 
impromptu, awkward autograph 
session, a third persona emerges 
who may or not be a dimension of 
the lesser Takeshi’s fantasy life: a 
blond thug in a red Porsche who 
finds it more convenient to pull a 
trigger than to open his mouth. 
~ The story, such as it is, proceeds in 
an associative fashion, as though the 
Takeshis were dreaming of each 
other, their subconscious thoughts 
intermittently becoming entangled 
and, periodically, morphing into a 
bloody genre picture. Other charac- 
ters in the film pull triple-duty as 
well, such as Kitano’s personal assis- 
tant, who also plays the convenience 
store clerk's catty neighbour, as well 
as the gangster’s gun moll. And the 
same band of bad guys return 
repeatedly to meet their collective 
demise in a hail of bullets. 

Part inquiry into real vs. created 


identity, part plotless action film, 
part incoherent mishmash, Takes/tis’ 
does take some interesting diver- 
sions en route to its ultimate destina- 
tion—whatever that is—in the form 
of recurrent caterpillars, tap-danc- 
ing, transvestitism, yakuzas who 
want to be movie stars, turntablism, 
clowns, noodles and a shirtless black 
man with a headlamp posing as a 
car, then a train. The whole thing is 
intriguingly assembled, with 
imagery and ideas repeating and 
reverberating off one another. And 
some of the sequences sure stick in 
the mind as when, during the 
umpteenth handgun battle, the 
action becomes so abstract and styl- 
ized that it unravels completely, and 
the camera moves overhead to show 
how the muzzle flashes from the pis- 
tols describe the shapes of constella- 
tions in the sky. 

But what does it all mean? You 
got me. If you're equipped with the 
requisite knowledge of Japanese pop 
culture (and comedy) and possessed 
by Takeshimania, this is absolutely 
the movie you've been waiting for. 
Otherwise, you might want to rent 
Kitano’s Sonatine or Fireworks to get 
to know the man ina frame of refer- 
ence you can understand

a hard time fitting in with the kids 
in her class. 

Nor is she helped much by the 
staff at the school: the perfidious 
Principal Blackman (Greg Holli- 
man), who has to find a way to 
earn for his unexceptional school 
the discretionary funding he’s 
already blown gambling; and the 
rageoholic, closet-case science 
teacher, Chuck Noblet (Colbert), 
whose love affair with the art 
teacher, Geoffrey Jelinek (Dinello), 
merely fuels his callous self-absorp- 
tion. 

Jerri does find some people on 
the lower end of the social pecking 
order to hang out with—brainy kid 
Megawatti (Carlo Alban) and 
geeky Tamela (Maria Thayer), the 
latter of whom becomes the object 
of the desires Jerri cultivated in 
women’s prison. 

But the call of the popular crowd 
lures Jerri away from her new 
friends and into a bitter rivalry 
over who will win the city-wide 


Unless you grew up on ABC’s 
after-school specials, which hokily 
over-dramatized the trials and 
tribulations of early teenagehood, 
you might find it hard to get a read 
on the dramatic impetus for 
Strangers with Candy, and its over- 
arching irony—that, through all the 
tough life-lessons that befall her, 
Jerri doesn’t learn thing one. 

It might just look like another 
comedy pushing the boundaries of 
taste by focusing on ostensible 
grown-ups who have no idea there 
are any boundaries. 

But while after-school specials 
were liberally padded with plati- 
tudes about avoiding peer pressure 
and just being the best self you can 
be, Strangers with Candy is merely 
padded, a TV show drug out to fea- 
ture film length with hit-or-miss 
jokes salted in to make the up the 
difference. 

Why else a scene where a girl's 
gym class is subjected to the run- 
ning of the bulls as a physical 
activity? 


Or a not entirely unexpected 
scene where the principal is driven 
screaming down a crowded school 
corridor in an all too tiny thong? It 
seems like Sedaris, Colbert, and 
Dinello (who directed) have to 
throw everything they have at the 
screen so the movie doesn’t creak 
to a stop at the one-hour mark. Peo- 
ple who are sensitive to faux-racist 
and faux-homophobic comedy, 
beware. 

That said, Strangers holds quite a 
few laughs that aren’t merely 
groans. 

Sedaris is very watchable despite 
how hard she makes herself to look 
at; the supporting players—Colbert 
and Holliman in particular, and 
Philip Seymour Hoffman ina bit 
part as a school board flunky—give 
surprising comic depth to their car- 
icatures; and, as expected, no one 
learns anything in the end. 

In Jerri Blank’s bottomed-out 
world of lowered expectations, 
that’s a ringing endorsement.

ROBIN WILLIAMS HAS ALWAYS SEEMED 
a little creepy. 

As Mork, and his various Morky 
permutations, he has been a little too 
desperate to amuse, a nerdy class 
clown who made it in show biz. On 
the talk show circuit, he always 
appears to be having a conversation 
with himself, a compulsive wise- 
cracker never quite able to look hosts 
in the eye. And then there’s his 
Oscar-winning role in Good Will 
Hunting... which is too creepy even 
to talk about. 

It’s a relief, then, to see Williams 
take on characters who are supposed 
to be disturbing: he was thuggish 
creepy in Insomnia and psycho 
creepy in One Hour Photo. Now he’s 
delivering a pretty fair version of 
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with a brilliant cast, boosts this 


comedy to must-see status” 
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needy creepy in The Night Listener, 
an underachieving but somewhat 
engaging thriller that really works 
best as an emotional slice of life. 

Williams is big-city writer Gabriel 
Noone. He's having trouble getting 
scripts together for his weekly radio 
show, partly because he and 
boyfriend Jess (Bobby Cannavale), 
whom Gabriel nursed through 
AIDS, are “taking a break.” 

He takes solace in the manuscript 
he’s received from Pete, a 14-year- 
old boy dying of AIDS who has 
written about sexual abuse at the 
hands of his parents and their 
friends. 

But neither Gabriel nor his literary 
agent (Joe Morton) have met Pete, 
and the more skeptical Jess and 
Gabriel's pal Anna (Sandra Oh) 
become, the more determined 
Gabriel is to prove that Pete exists. 
He gets no help, however, from 
Pete’s caregiver, Donna (Toni Col- 
lette), tender on the phone but suspi- 
ciously protective of her young 
charge. 

Gabriel does what any desperate- 
ly needy person would do under the 
circumstances: he jets out to the Mid- 
west to find the little blighter. He 
noses around town asking questions 
of the unsurprisingly wary town- 
folk, peering through a lot of win- 
dows and carrying out a lot of solo 
detective work, which either means 
that he’s really desperate or that he’s 
mentally defective. 

Williams seems ideally suited to 


the role of wretchedly unhappy 
Gabriel, casting his dignity aside in 
pursuit of affection, familial, frater- 
nal, or friends-plus beneficial. It’s 
Toni Collette who makes for espe- 
cially tasty viewing, however: she 
has a gift for expressing shifting 
emotions, sliding from attentive or 
eager to hurt or dyspeptic the way a 
dark cloud overtakes a picnic. 

Given her performance and the 
fact that The Night Listener has taken 
such great pains to make you inter- 
ested in Donna, you can’t help but 
feel cheated at the end when the 
story abruptly dissolves. It turns out 
that the woman talking abouta kid 
who may not exist barely exists as a 
character herself, as far as the movie 
is concerned. Curiously, she’s not 
really the character of interest: The 
Night Listener is really all about 
Gabriel. 

And Gabriel bears some resem-

outsourcing company. Kaz Lalani 
owns the company and epitomizes 
capitalist thinking: he proudly 
explains how he makes his employ- 
ees “fight for the position to go on 
the floor.” Kaz creates a hyper-com- 
petitive environment, and imbues 
his employees with an intense 
hunger for success. 

The telemarketers are enticed by 
monetary incentives, threatened by 
punishments. Contests deliver 
immediate cash prizes, but money 
can just as easily be taken away. 
Wendy regrets not having taken a 
day off to see her dying grandmoth- 
er, but explains that it would have 
cost her 300 rupees. 

Although the workers initially 
seem to thrive in the Darwinian 
environment, by the end of the film, 
when sales are down, they're dis- 
heartened and exhausted. They 
often go out after work to drink and 
dance away their stress. 

Kaz says the telemarketing career 
isa good lifestyle: you just have to 
adapt to it. The work is demanding, 
he says, but it allows the employees 
to go out with their friends at night 
and buy drinks. Sam, Kaz’s office 
manager, agrees: the money is well 
worth the time missed with his fami- 
ly. “It’s not a sacrifice,” he attests, 
“it’s just part of the game.” 

Bombay Calling documents lives 
that are diverse and memorable. I 
was most taken with Sweetie, the 
beautiful telemarketing star who 
came to Bombay from a small vil- 
lage. It seems that she has found her 





calling in the industry. She has 
already made enough money to buy 
two apartments: one for herself, and 
one for her parents. Sweetie is fasci- 
nated with the global economy and 
thrilled to be at the center of it. She 
wants to know how the rest of the 
world works, so she can help India 
to catch up. 

On the other side of the spectrum, 
there’s the older Catholic couple 
who believe that India has gone 
from bad to worse with globaliza- 
tion. They fear that the Internet, pop 
shows, discos, and cell phones are 
corrupting India’s youth. 

Sam, however, delights in the 
Western consumer culture that the 
aforementioned couple condemn. 
His honesty is refreshing and— 
yes—disturbing: he proudly asserts 
that he “love[s] acquiring things,” 
that “Money is the important thing 
for [him] in life.” His shameless 
Warholian materialism is reminis- 
cent of 50s America, when con- 
sumerism was outwardly celebrated 
and commended. People in the West 
today are more reluctant to brag 
about their monetary fixations. I 


guess it’s gotten old here. 

To be honest, from Bombay Calling 
I was expecting a Mooresian diatribe 
on the ills of capitalism and global- 
ization. Instead, I got an exhilarating 
ride through India’s booming tele- 
marketing industry. 

Directors Ben Addelman and 
Samir Mallal—in their first film fol- 
lowing the release of Discordia 
(2004)—deliver no obvious slant, 
and interject no irritating narrative 
voice. They direct the audience 
gracefully, while leaving any major 
conclusions open for debate. 

1 would have liked to see Addel- 
man and Mallal explore the Western 
side of the outsourcing phenome- 
non—we aren't given a picture of 
how Western companies and con- 
sumers benefit from cheap labor in 
the East—but I did appreciate the 
disciplined focus of the documen- 
tary. Bombay Calling, spiced with 
Indo-American music and dancing, 
is an upbeat documentary that stays 
right on track. And, though its track 
is a fast one, the audience is never 
left behind.

princess Peaches covers the following 
themes: the impeachment of bushes (both her 
ownand the douchebag leading the U.S. into the 
ground), fucking, well-hung dudes, sexual ag- 
gression, tough-ass broads idolized by all genders, 
“going downtown,” Heidi Fleiss, the aphrodisiacal 
powers of watching two guys get it on, clitoral 
stimulation, fucking, being a “bad girl,” slippery 
dicks, givin’ ‘er, gettin’ it, being wet, and “[stick- 
ing] it to the pimp.” 

But get the woman on the phone and she says 
something even more shocking than all that trash- 
talk. 

“I think I’m mainstream,” yawns'the North To- 
ronto-bred Peaches from L.A., where she's loung- 
ing with a coffee before heading to a rehearsal 
with her brand new band, a rock-solid roster of 
dykeons and tough chicks: the Need’s Radio Sloan, 
Le Tigre’s JD Samson, and Eagles of Death Metal's 
Samantha Maloney. 

“All those ideas? They're really normal for 
me—and why shouldn't they be? Why is it a beach 
party when Jan & Dean sing, ‘Two girls for every 
boy’ but a scandal when I sing, “Two boys for 
every girl?’ 

“Most of the world’s problems stem from 
straight male insecurity and anxiety about being 
homosexual. I think we need a sexual revolution 
so they can all get fucked more and relax!” 

Greetings from Planet Peaches. It’s hot as hell 
here, and you can find anyone attractive in the 
right light. There's no need for a Pride parade, cuz 
according to Peaches we're all a different shade of 
queer—and that's something to be proud of every 
single day. 


GETTIN’ IT ON 

The Teaches Of Peaches are all about queer poli- 
tics in the sense of decentering the norm. You may 
think tunes like “Fuck The Pain Away” (her unof- 
ficial anthem, which, rumour has it, was banned 
from an L.A. strip club due to overplay) are just 
about sex, but Peaches’ mission is to overturn 











power structures, dismantle gender binaries and 
end misogyny, all while ensuring everyone gets off. 

“My whole deal is to question authority and why 
power happens in certain places. If you let people 
have power and don’t question their standards, 
Bush happens. If you allow Church into Parlia- 
ment, you don't get sex. 

“With this album [/mpeach My Bush], | keep 
hearing things like ‘Suddenly Peaches is political,’ 
but it’s no different from anything else I’ve done,” 
says the macho-femme performer, who's currently 
dividing her time between her adoptive homes of 
Berlin and Los Angeles, where she recorded the 
new disc. 

“I've always just made party music for people to 
fuck and go crazy to, and whatever content I put 
in flips the message and makes it subversive. You 
sing along, and it’s only later that you realize what 
you've been singing.” 

In the same way that Peaches fucked with the 
proverbial master’s tools to break down the boy- 
dominated master's house of electronic dance mu- 
sic with her self-titled debut EP and her Teaches 
Of Peaches breakthrough, she appropriates classic 
dude-centric musical forms and dirties ‘em up on 
Impeach My Bush. 


ROCKIN’ IT, LOVIN’ IT 

This time she’s taking her trademark sound even 
further. Along with squelchy electro and simple 
punk, our girl's busting out massive arena-rock 
power chords and the sweaty booty bounce of 
club-ready hip-hop. 

Peaches claims the arena-ready sound is just 
another step in her inevitable evolution. 

“The first album was ‘I've arrived, here it is,’ 
and | did it all myself. There was no computer, no 
ProTools. The second album was ‘You think I’m 
just this sexual thing? Well, check me out with a 
beard.’ 

“This one,” she pauses dramatically, “it’s ‘Let's 
start the revolution!” 

Gone are the Roland 505s and lo-fi production, 
replaced by Les Paul guitars and Marshall amps, 
original 808 drum machines, Moogs, and real 
instruments played by Peaches and appropriately 
rock 'n’ roll guests like Queens of the Stone Age’s 
Josh Homme, the Gossip's Beth Ditto, and Joan 
Jett. (Joan Jett!) 


“Joan says I'm saying what she wishes she 
could’ve said back then. She called me up to 
hang out with her in San Francisco on her 47th 
birthday.” 

The disc’s lyrics work in tandem with the ball- 
rockin’ aesthetic to signify stadium-sized subver- 
sion. “Boys Wanna Be Her” is AC/DC's “TNT” 
in a parallel universe, where guys and girls alike 
shake in thrall to the new bad girl in town; “Two 
Guys” is Jan & Dean perverted and plugged in; the 
crashing Missy and Timbaland-styled “Tent In 
Your Pants” is a direct response to Busta Rhymes's 
“Light Your Ass On Fire”; “Fuck Or Kill” folds an 
“Impeach [my] Bush” mantra into Peaches’ self- 
described update of “Make love, not war.” 


TEACHIN’ AND PREACHIN’ 

Is Peaches worried that her bid for mainstream 
acceptance might be hindered by FCC outrage at 
the album's combo of XXX content and direct at- 
tacks on the Bush administration, especially now 
that she’s working on domestic soil? 

“It’s ridiculous if it does,” she snorts. “Look at 
Dirty South rap; that song ‘Skeet’ was number one 
on the charts, and it’s about jacking off. 1 mean, 
sure, there’s a big, big machine around that kind 
of music, and unfortunately I’m not black and 
from the South, so I can’t be part of that scene.” 

Is there some truth to Peaches’ assertion? Folks 
are much more comfortable with the classist, rac- 
ist stereotype-affirming raunch of Li'l Jon than 
they are with a rich white girl murmuring about 
slippery dicks, in the same way mass media likes 
its female icons to be “Oops, I did it again” hyper- 
sexualized objects, not women with body hair and 
sexual agency. 

And that, says Peaches, is the main reason she's 
trying to bring her Teaches to as many people as 
humanly possible—even more so now that she’s 
absorbed the faux trash of L.A. 

“T finally went to a Hollywood party the other 
week, for Dom Perignon and Karl Lagerfeld... 
Paris Hilton walks by on her cell, Lindsay Lohan 
and Jessica Simpson are dodging paparazzi. 

“The saddest thing, though, is that when I looked 
closely at Paris and Lindsay, they have such sweet 
faces. They're really, really young—like 21? 23? 
But they’re so fucking terrified. They don’t even 
know who they are yet, and there are cameras 
following them everywhere. That's why you see 
pictures of them on the phone all the time—it's 
their way of keeping up a guard. God, it’s sad.” 

Peaches sighs, then brightens. 

“Don't worry. That's exactly why I’m doing what 
I'm doing.”

When Jane's Addiction proclaimed “Nothing's Shock- 
ing" in the early ‘90s, most critics couldn't have 
agreed more—particularly in regards to that band’s 
own art-rock pretences. 

Things have only gotten tougher for would-be musical 
subversives since then as the realm of celebrity/enter- 
tainment continues to reach new lows of debasement. 
After all, what's likely to make you feel queasier: a 
typically tired misogynist thug rhyme or the sight of 
real women going under the knife, as seen in recent 
reality show entry, in an effort to realize the dream 
of a body type closer to that of the sickly starlets who 
populate the metaverse? 

And thet’s proving to be a problem for Peaches; 
whereas her hypersexual gender politicking (and oc- 
casional faux facial hair) may have caused a stir 
few pop-culture cycles ago, these days her detractors 
aren't so much spewing vitriol as stifling a yawn. 
Even critics who give her a passing grade, of which 
there ore many, offen do so while damning her 
with faint praise. For instance, Pitchfork’s review of 
her latest, /mpeach My Bush, which notes: “Now that 
Peaches’ schtick is so 2001, there's something lovably 
punk about how happily she’s sticking to it.” 

Not much difference there, other than a higher tol- 
erance level for her bargain basement electro-clash 
jams, compared to Spin’s thumbs down: “Never tran- 
scends the level of a cheeky bumper sticker.”

PUNK ROCK AND LEGACIES ARE LIKE 
beer and fish ‘n’ chips. They’re both 
something that goes hand in hand, 
that work together nicely, and, fun- 
nily enough, they're both primarily 
British. 

Parts of Canada, however, also 
put punk rock and legacies together 
perfectly. Montreal, for example, 
home of the Ripcordz—the East 
Coast equivalent of DOA—doesn’t 
just produce a great legacy in the 
form of punk bands, and I’ve eaten 
at some seriously good beer-battered 
fish ‘n’ chips places in the biggest 
city in Quebec. 

Paul Gott, lead singer of the Rip- 
cordz—and lead mover-and-shaker 
for that matter—knows legacies 
almost as well as he knows punk 
rock. The Ripcordz are currently 


embarking on their 25th anniversary — but bored—especially in a punk rock 


tour, and after rockin’ hard for a 
quarter of a century, Gott is confi- 
dent in his knowledge and infinite 
wisdom. 

“We've done everything wrong 
that we could possibly do,” Gott 








environment? 

“The key is that we didn’t ever get 
really big,” Gott remarks. “We 
didn’t get the big tour bus; each year 
it’s gotten a little bigger, a little bet- 
ter, so we've grown from playing to 








The Ripcordz, however, hold dear 
to one thing: their role as a punk 
band. In an ever-changing scene— 
one in which the term is so casually 
thrown around that it sometimes 
becomes something of a clichéd 
joke—Gott maintains his proud 
stance when it comes to his punk 
roots and his punk future. 

“When you go into any small 
town, whether it’s North Battleford, 
Saskatchewan, Canmore, Alberta, or 
Campbell River, BC, punks are 
punks; they know the bands, they 
know the culture. You can go into 
any town in Canada, and you will 
meet punks, and you can share a 
beer, and be part of that punk 
nation. That's what we're so proud 
of, and that’s why we go on tour.” 

However, he also recognizes the 
looseness of labels and definitions, 
particularly his own. 

“The whole definition of punk is 
difficult nowadays. It’s weird when 
we started out, when we were doing 
stuff in the eighties here and calling 
ourselves punk—that’s when you 
were supposedly called ‘hardcore,’ 
but we didn’t call ourselves that, 
even back then. Now we're punk 
because we steal from rock and roll 
bands, which is what the original 
punk bands did anyways,” Gott 
admits. Yet, he also shows a devo- 
tion to his scene that could be only 
prevalent in a tried-and-true punk 
rocker. “Sometimes people will 
come up to us and say, ‘Hey, can I 
put you on in Banff? In Lethbridge?’ 
You know, a place that only has 
three or four traffic lights; you don’t 
do that with jazz, with hip-hop, with 
rock, with anything. You do, howev- 
er, do that with punk.” 


LIFETIME ACHIEVEMENT 

Surprisingly enough, for a band 
that prides itself on its “punk-ness” 
as much as the Ripcordz, Gott is 
unexpectedly acceptable of other, 
more successful contemporaries. 

“As a band who’s never gone out 
and tried to secure a major label 
deal, I don’t hate it when other 
bands don’t do the same. You play 
your music, and you're honest with 
your music, and that’s cool. I think if 
we'd gone out and signed a big con- 
tract, and been the flavour of the 
month, and made some money, then 
we would have lost it.” 

The legacy of the Ripcordz is a 
story that’s made its way down to 
Canadian punk history loyalists; 
everybody knows about the trio 
from Montreal that just won't 
give up, but nobody can see the 
finish line. 

What's next for the Ripcordz? 

“Life has caught up with us,” Gott 
remarks, “We all have jobs now, two 
out of three have kids—we'’re think- 
ing of forming ‘the Minicordz’ in the 
next little while—but the band 
evolves on its own. Like I say, it’s the 
experience of our lives, so the band

says over the phone from his home 
in Montreal, “so we don’t have to do 
it anymore. 

“I know how to almost play guitar 
now,” he adds, chuckling a punk 
rock chuckle.

Syd Barrett haunts Floyd’s 1975 masterpiece

ALBUM 48 (OUT OF 100) 

AT THE END OF THE ‘70S, PINK FLOYD 
was synonymous with the kind of 
rock band that had outgrown its 
rebellious street existence in favour 
of the luxurious backdrop of some 
posh gentlemen’s club. 

With the arrival of punk, hating 
Pink Floyd became axiomatic: the 
band’s elephantiasis afflicted con- 
certs, their almost purposeful abhor- 
rence of spontaneity, their private 
jets, their 20-minute “pieces,” their 
yachts in the Aegean, and their diri- 
gible pigs. 

Set the way-back machine for 
London, 1967, and the story’s quite 
different. 

Back when London’s LSD-fuelled 
underground scene exploded, Pink 
Floyd were right at its epicentre, 
with vocalist and chief composer 
Roger “Syd” Barrett as its peculiar, 
fluorescent central figure. 

During nights of foggy trance, the 
band’s waves of crazy slide guitar, 
unearthly organ, Barrett’s stream-of- 
consciousness lyrics (a peculiar con- 
coction of science fiction symbolism 
and English folk balladry), and their

APPLES AND ORANGES 

Their main problem was Barrett, a 
Cambridge survival artist barely in 
his 20s. Many have tried to analyze 
what actually consumed him, his 
gargantuan substance abuse, his 
suggested mental affliction, or the 
pop-stardom thrust upon him with

its accompanying attributes. The 
trouble with the whole Barrett busi- 
ness is the disparity of accounts by 
people who weren't there, and the 
“witness” accounts by people who 
were—half of them, being as totally 
off their faces as Barrett was, ques- 
tionable at best. 

What's certain is that by the end of 
1967, Barrett had taken so much acid 
his talent and cheerfulness, as well 
as his subtle and silly humour, were 
all but extinguished. Compared to 
the rest of the band Barrett was off 
the map and, if he showed up for 
gigs at all, he played to a completely 
different tune. 

As the band traveled to a gig ona 
winter morning at the beginning of 
1968, following a business meeting 
in London, one of them—no one 
appears to remember who—asked, 
“Shall we pick up Syd?” 

“Fuck it,” the others responded. 
“Let's not bother.” In that moment, 
Waters, Wright, Mason, and new- 
comer David Gilmour realized that 
they'd all been thinking the same 
thing: it was as impossible to contin- 
ue with Barrett as it was to continue 
without him. 

Barrett, who probably didn’t

LONG GONE 

Despite working methodically to 
beat their own original path through 
rock music, following their commer- 
cial breakthrough with 1973's Dark 
Side of the Moon, Pink Floyd found 
themselves confined to a hamster 
wheel, chased by the unreasonable 
expectations of industry and audi- 
ence alike, while trying to keep up 
with Waters’ growing obsession 
with subjects like madness, heritage, 
vulnerability, and cynicism. 

The increasing internal tension 
resulted in Wish You Were Here, pri- 
marily a contest between Waters’ fix- 





ations and Gilmour's melodies. The 
band had initially planned to follow 
up Dark Side of the Moon with a rock 
symphony performed on household 
appliances, but that idea was 
shelved when Waters’ presented his 
sketches for “Wish You Were Here,” 
“Welcome to the Machine,” and 
“Shine On You Crazy Diamond.” 

Scaling their sound back instead 
of expanding it further, the band 
made their music simpler and the 
album more subdued than its prede- 
cessors; the songs were dramatic 
enough on their own, requiring little 
in the way of orchestras or a myriad 
of sound effects. 

Playing out as an elegy to some- 
one lost in their own minds, the 
albums story of visions and collapse 
was undoubtedly strengthened by

Barrett’s unexpected visit to the stu- 
dio: to those who hadn’t known him 
a bald, over-weight individual 
thought to be a bum had happened 
to walk in from the street.

GIVEN THE GROWTH OF HARDCORE 
and extreme metal, the Sounds Of 
The Underground may have to find 
a new name before long. 

This summer, the loudest and 
hardest of bands are quite a presence 
on the touring scene. The Warped 


tour features a small, but notable 
contingent led by Underoath and 
Every Time | Die. 

The Unholy Alliance tour finds 
Slayer supported by three of today’s 
most notable extreme bands—Lamb 
Of God, Children of Bodom, and 
Mastodon. 

Then there's the venerable 
Ozzfest, whose second stage is dom- 
inated by hardcore and extreme 
metal acts and features veterans 
Hatebreed on the main stage. 





The representation is large 
enough to create questions about 
whether underground metal has 
gone mainstream.

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“1 think the advent of the Internet 
has taken something that was a total 
niche audience and given it this 
worldwide exposure on such a 
grander level,” he explains. 

This year’s tour is topped by three 
of heavy music's fastest rising, 
bands—As I Lay Dying, In Flames, 
and Trivium—joined by GWAR, 
Cannibal Corpse, The Chariot, Ter- 
ror, Black Dahlia Murder, Through 
The Eyes Of The Dead, Behemoth, 
and Evergreen Terrace. 

“We had a bunch of bands that 
we either managed or represented 
or were on our labels that weren't 
going to be able to do Ozzfest 
because they had done it the previ- 
ous year or they were just too heavy 
for that venue,” Severson explains. 
“We were just looking at maxing 
out ona club tour that really wasn’t 
taking [bands] a step in a bigger 
direction. 

“We realized we needed another 
venue for these types of bands, hard- 
core, metalcore, and metal bands, 
something else out there that was 
not as big as a stadium-size Ozzfest 
show—but not like a 2,000-person 
club tour.” 

For As I Lay Dying, the benefits of 
headlining SOTU are pretty self-evi- 
dent. With the tour playing to sever- 
al thousand fans each date, bands 
play to larger crowds than on their 
own tours, 

“We thought going out as a head- 
liner would be a really good idea,’ 
says singer Tim Lambesis. “That 
way all of our fans who have sup- 
ported us can get a chance to see the 
full show... We also really support 
the mentality behind Sounds Of The

Underground. They put it together 
with a very strong community feel 
to it. There are no—I guess—prima 
donnas or anything. Everybody 
who's involved is very down 

to earth.” 

“With Ozzfest, you get a lot of the 
casual metal fans who come out 
once a year,” Lambesis adds. “And 
maybe they only really know about 
the biggest bands of the genre. 
They’re not seeking out new bands 
so much. But sometimes after going 
to Ozzfest, they find out about them. 
But people who go to Sounds Of 
The Underground, I think, are 
very actively involved in under- 
ground music.” 

So far, the organizers of Sounds 
Of The Underground seem to be 
finding a niche, and while the tour 
is not nearly as established as 
Warped and Ozzfest, all signs sug- 
gest that Sounds Of The Under- 
ground should become a perennial 
festival tour. 

“Honestly, something I think we 
have going for us is these are tours 
that are not dependent on major 
labels and major label bands,” Sever- 
son says, comparing Sounds Of The 
Underground especially to the 
Warped tour. 

“It’s like a niche audience that is 
sustainable on its own... A smash hit 
at radio never hurts anybody. But on 
a tour like Warped and a tour like 
Sounds Of The Underground, that’s 
not necessarily what we cater to. 
There is a wealth of people out there 
who just love this kind of music. 
Then it’s a matter of getting them in 
venues to go see the bands.”

der. 

To some extent, they present an easy tar- 
get, wearing their pop hearts on their mod

The zingers come fast, and if you're not 
on your game it feels like the conversational 
equivalent of being on the receiving end of 
the carnival knife thrower’s act, strapped 
to a spinning disc while the “whizz-tch 
thunk” of sharp flying blades punctuate the 
experience.

opportunity to express any other way,” 
Galloway explains. 

“We all have sort of cerebral-intense 
occupations, and | think playing music 
really lets us express ourselves in a very 
different sort of way than our careers or 
studies do.”

Police complaints suffer massive backlog 


CONSTABLE SHANE FAULKNER 
looked bored with the disciplinary 
hearing. But, slouched in a chair on 
the sixth floor of the CN Tower, he 
could at least look out the window. 

Faulkner, like his partner, Consta- 
ble Elvin Toy, occasionallyJeaned 
forward to take notes on testimony 
being given by Internal Affairs Det 
Randy Schreiner. Amongst the 
charges they were facing; failing to 
take any notes about a visit to the 
Shephard’s Inn, which they were 
dispatched to in January 2005 ona 
drug complaint, making a false state- 
ment about the investigation in their 
mobile police computer, and failing 
to identify two suspects at the Shep- 
hard’s Inn. 

Their lawyers did all the talking, 
cross-examining the sole witness at 
the hearing, Det. Schreiner. The offi- 
cers would enter no testimony at the 
EPS disciplinary hearing, despite 
being ordered to do so by police 
Chief Mike Boyd. Instead, they anda 
cluster of bored journalists would sit 
for the third time through a com- 
plex, legalistic, and adversarial hear- 
ing that would solve nothing 

he year-and-a-half old complaint, 
held over until last Friday, will go to 
a fourth hearing date. 


It wasn’t supposed to be like this. 
Problems with investigations of 
complaints against officers, and the 
complicated disciplinary hearing 
process that sometimes results, were 
supposed to be fixed with provincial 
Police Act amendments made in the 
spring of 2005. 


WAITING FOR A FIX 

According to the spin from the 
Solicitor General'spokesperson, 
Christine Skjerven, the updated act 
ensures “a transparent process 
where justice is done and seen to be 
done.” 

But, as the officers’ hearing grinds 
on, many are forced to wait, again 
and again, before “justice is seen to 
be done.” At July’s Police Commis- 
sion meeting, 30 extensions were 
requested for “intake investiga- 
tions” —the newest investigations of 
complaints against EPS officers— 
and another 39 extensions for “major 
case” complaints were requested. 

In other words, while lawyers 
wrangle over Toy and Faulkner's 
notes—at the public’s expense—69 
cases have been put on hold. And 
that doesn’t include further com- 
plaints about police activity during 
the Stanley Cup Playoffs that

weren't reported in time to 
be dealt with at the last Police 
Commission meeting. 

The oldest of the com- 
plaints queued for “intake 
investigations” dates back to 
February 22, 2005; it’s sched- 
uled to be heard October 18. 
The newest queued com- 
plaint in the June report was 
filed May 29, 2006. That case 
won't be heard until April 18, 
2007. 

The situation is even worse 
for “major case” files. The old- 
est in that queue stems from a 
complaint made on August 8, 
2002. The newest of those cases 
won't be heard until April 2007, 
unless other cases drag on—a com- 
mon scenario. 


WAITING ON JUSTICE 

Amongst the 35 new complaints 
to enter the investigations queue 
were those filed by Kristin Wilson, 
who was photographed being 
thrown to the Whyte Avenue pave- 
ment by an officer during the Stan- 
ley Cup playoffs, and Brian Fish, 
who was allegedly tasered multiple 
times by cops during the playoffs.

plaints are filed was evident at Toy 
and Faulkner's hearing: witnesses 
that can prove or refute a complaint 
go missing, and on some points even 
Det. Schreiner found his memory of 
specific events to be foggy. 

The Solicitor General's office 
assures that all is well with the police 
act, but the department itself 
acknowledged ina December 2005 
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sion paper that 
“the time taken for a cit- 
izen’s complaint to proceed 
through investigation and any sub- 
sequent disciplinary and appeal 
process is perceived as one of the 
greatest failures of the system.” 

Assistant Deputy Minister Brian 
Skeet is handling the regulatory 
review, but any changes will be 
decided upon internally, without 
debate in the legislature, and there is 
no deadline for their completion. 

And those changes are unlikely to 
satisfy any public concerns that the 
police may be holding back on 
investigations of their own: after all, 
Solicitor General Harvey Cenaiko is 
a former cop himself. 

Police Chief Mike Boyd claims his 
hands are tied by the province. Ina 
letter to the Edmonton Journal 
responding to a series of articles 
highlighting complaints against the 
police, the chief said he “shared con- 
cerns” about how long the process 
takes. He stopped short of criticizing 
the government, saying only that 
“unless the legislation changes, I 
must continue to uphold the letter 
and the spirit of the police act.” 

Ona more upbeat note, Boyd 
added that “These are the assets we 
have. These are the assets the public 
can trust.” 

Edmontonians could forgiven for 
blanching at Boyd’s sugar-coating of 
Alberta’s police problems. After all, 
these are the assets we have, but we 
haven’t been given any other 
options.

Liberal MLA Blakeman says government is ignoring “crisis” 


FOUR PATIENTS ARRIVING AT ST. 
Albert's Sturgeon Hospital in need 
of surgery last weekend couldn't be 
served, thanks to a shortage of anes- 
thetists that closed down the operat- 
ing room for 24 hours last weekend. 

The patients were bundled up 
and transported to other regional 
hospitals instead with no harm 
done, says Capital Health 
spokesperson Mike Deising, but he 
admits that if “patients presented at 
the Sturgeon, that’s where we'd 
want to treat them.” 

The entire Capital Health region 
is short-staffed by approximately 
300 registered nurses and 350 hospi- 
tal physicians. 

“We've improved our vacancy 
rate from eight per cent a few years 
back to four per cent now,” Deising 
said. “Staffing is an ongoing con- 
cern with our growing population, 
and plus we have an aging popula- 
tion.” 

Capital Health is concerned 


about the situation, but Liberal 
MLA Laurie Blakeman says that the 
government is not. 

Besides the Sturgeon’s problems, 
she noted that Grande Prairie’s 
Queen Elizabeth II hospital was 
forced to close its intensive care unit 
this past week, while the Westlock 
Health Centre closed 20 inpatient 
beds for all of August, and the Cal- 
gary Health Region closed some 
intensive care spaces in July. She 
says that every closure was attrib- 
uted to staff shortages. 

“You can literally see the exhaus- 
tion on their faces,” Blakeman says, 
recalling health workers she has 
visited in Grande Prairie. 

She also notes that staff shortages 
in regions near Capital Health have 
an effect on waiting times and bed 
space here in Edmonton, since 
patients often end up being trans- 
ferred to whatever region can han- 
dle them. 

“And it’s not just doctors and 


nurses. There are shortages of phar- 
macists, medical technicians, phys- 
iotherapists—and the government 
isn’t dealing with it,” she says. 
“Medical workforce planning” is 
a key part of the Liberal plan for 
Alberta, Blakeman says, but she

adds that there are no quick solu- 
tions, due to long-term health fund- 
ing shortfalls. 

The opposition health critic 
believes that more advanced train- 
ing for nurses that would allow 
them to perform some anesthetist 
duties, midwife-assisted births, and 
financial incentives for rural med- 
ical residents could begin to allevi- 
ate some health care pressures.

Diversity offers seeking to step-up 
their activism a suite of actions to match their 
skills and temperament. Calls for change can 


be minimally confrontationat—such as letter 
writing—or they can take the form of con- 
frontational, non-violent protest. 

Since it’s human nature fo avoid con- 
frontation, the targets of progressive actions 
often seek moderate voices on an issue to 
ca resolutions. But diversity sets up the 
political dynamic that is vital to change. For 
instance, in the absence of “radicals,” those

Usually held away from the bustle and 
distractions of urban settings, the camps ore 
multi-day training sessions offering training 
in campaign planning, “publicity event” 
design and execution, and media relations 
by veteran instructors. Issue specific speakers 
provide the scientific and/or policy back- 
grounds for campaigns. 

Over the years Alberta-based action 
camps have around issues such as 


the Cheviot Mine, south-western Alberta’s 
Whaleback, climate change and oil depen- 
dence, and protecting the Boreal Forest. 

But along with the substance of the camp 
content, Meredith says she values most the 
community of people it brings together. 

The last action camp in Alberta in 2005 
was supported by Global Exchange, the 
Ruckus Society, and the Rainforest Action 
Network nailed pore iqts). Another 
camp is in the wind for this fall. Think about 
it, and watch for signs. 

Meanwhile, letters need to be written to 
the House’ of Comirions ‘tommittee that is 
reviewing the Canadian Environmental Pro- 
tection Act, the federal legislation that gov- 
ems vehicle emissions and air and water pol- 
lution, among many other things. Simple let 
ters (or longer brick) fo the committee about 
pollution in your community will show that 
Canadians care about having effective feder- 
al regulations to protect the environment.

Man’s best friend? 


Police shooting under investigation 


KIRK STEELE WAS SHOT SIX TIMES BY 
Edmonton police on July 27, after 
stabbing police dog Wizzard. Steele 
had been on the lam from a halfway 
house at the time. He woke from a 
coma earlier this week. 

An investigation into the July 27 
shooting is underway by the EPS’ 
homicide unit, an investigation that 
follows intense media questioning 
about the incident. 

“It’s easy to Monday morning 
quarterback on situations like this,” 
says Steve Marissink, senior manag- 
er of Standards and Evaluations 
with the Office of the Solicitor Gen- 
eral. 

“You walk into a room, someone 
has a weapon and confronts you, 
and you shoot them. In court, that 
five seconds is examined for hours. 
And it’s nice to have that sober sec- 
ond thought, but the decision had to 
be made in a few seconds or less. It’s 
the immediate perception of the 
threat.” 

Five days after that shooting, on 
Aug. 1, officers also opened fire ona 
suspected stolen truck at 118 Ave. 
and 170 St., firing three shots. The 
officers recovered narcotics from the 
truck. The Edmonton Police Service 
would not release their firearms use 
policy, citing officer safety concerns. 

All police forces in Canada are 
governed by the Criminal Code 
of Canada, which states that poten- 
tially deadly force by an officer is 
justified if: 

a) “the peace officer is proceeding 
lawfully to arrest, with or without war- 
rant, the person to be arrested,” 

b) “the offence for which the person is 
to be arrested is one for which that per- 
son may be arrested without warrant,” 

c) “the person to be arrested takes 
flight to avoid arrest,” 

d) “the peace officer or other person 
using the force believes on reasonable 
grounds that the force is necessary for 
the purpose of protecting the peace offt- 
cer,” or 

e) “the flight cannot be prevented 
by reasonable means in a less violent 
manner.”

mother, wants an independent 
investigation into the police's 
actions. 

“This is a very complicated mat- 
ter,” says Marissink, “and it’s hard 
to know exactly what happened. 
The clincher was not the dog, as I 
understand it, but concern for the 
community.” 

Unlike in some U.S. jurisdictions, 
police dogs in Canada are not con- 
sidered officers, and an attack ona 











police animal is treated no different- 
ly from attacks on any other ani- 
mals. 

“It’s extremely emotional for the 
handler [when an animal is 
injured],” says Staff Sgt. Patrick 
Maclsaac, program manager at the 
RCMP’s Innisfail police dog training 
facility. 

“Some of our families would 
probably complain at times we 
spend more time with the dogs than 
with them... The bond that’s devel- 
oped is second to none, and a lot of 
officers do consider the dogs fellow 
officers.”

The herpes of media 


It’s a celebrity, and it wants your daughter 


THERE WE ALL ARE, WAITING IN THE 
checkout line to buy dinner (my ver- 
sion of the South Beach Diet™: a can 
of tuna and a 2.5 liter jug of Sauvi- 
gnon Blanc). We cannot escape. We 
must walk through the gauntlet of 
magazine racks, a highly com- 
pressed and unavoidable photo 
gallery, their faces and bodies domi- 
nating every publication. They 
demand to be looked at, wondered 
about and envied: the celebrities of 
America. 

On this particular evening, we are 
confronted by The Enquirer cover 
that features the “Best and Worst 
Beach Bodies” illustrated by over- 
weight celebs in swimsuits and, 
most humiliating of all, the “Cel- 
lulite Hall of Fame.” Next to this is 
the recently reincarnated Star, whose 
fluorescent yellow headline screams 
“Skinny S.O.S: Stars’ Scary New 
Affliction—Foodophobia, And It’s 
Contagious!” The body-patrolling 
covers of these rags offer weekly 
tutorials for girls and women on the 
narrow line they must walk between 
being too fat and too thin. Could a 
week go by without at least one 
celeb-azine pitting Angelina Jolie 
against Jennifer Aniston? (Between 
January and September 2005, Jolie, 
Brad Pitt or Jennifer Aniston were 
on the cover of In Touch 33 times.) 

In the olden days (the ‘90s), one 
would find Glamour and Vogue, even 
Newsweek or Time, on the checkout 
aisle racks. Now, only the warring 
celebrity magazines pay for those up 
front positions: the old warhorse 
People, embattled now by Us Weekly, 
In Touch, Inside TV, the newly 
celebritized TV Guide, the upstart 
British import OK!, and, of course, 
Star and The National Enquirer. 

T imagine that most of us in line 
feel like a Strasbourg goose, funnel 
down the gullet, being force-fed an 
unrelenting stream of sexist com- 
mercial swill. Gossip, celebrity 
obsession and celebrity worship 
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have become the herpes 

of the mass media, blis- 
tering previously celebrity- 
free media zones like the 
news. In the first half of 2005 
alone, US Weekly's paid circu- 
lation increased 24 percent, to 1.7 
million, the Star's increased 21 per- 
cent to 1.4 million, while People led 
the pack at 3.7 million. VH1, which 
used to show music videos by non- 
headbanger bands, now packs its 
schedule with Celebrity Fit Club 3, 
Celebrity Showdown 2, and 40 Greatest 
Celebrity Feuds. Celebrity-watching

blogs, particularly those with an 
ironic stance such as Gawker and 
Pink is the New Blog, have a large and 
devoted following, especially among 
young women. 


THE DIAGNOSIS 


Those of us in the chattering class- 
es may focus on national and inter- 
national politics for our conversa- 
tional and psychic grist. But we are 
not the target market for celebrity 
culture, our daughters are. 

And while many of them are not

Celebrity culture, 
wrapped in the shiny cel- 
lophane of sex, love, scandal 
and conspicuous consumption, 
seems libertine and liberal on its sur- 
face, but it is conservative to its core, 
especially for women. 

Under the guise of female success 
and empowerment, celebrity culture 
has become a central implement in 
the backlash against women and the 
ongoing production of post-femi- 
nism. The dominant practice. of 
celebrity culture is to police the 
weight, faces, hair styles and'cloth- 
ing choices of female celebrities, 
insisting that a woman, no matter 
how accomplished, merits only 
ridicule if she has not scrutinized 
herself obsessively and calibrated 
her appearance perfectly. 

And the baby fixation, particularly 
the telephoto surveillance of celebri- 
ties’ “bumps,” real or imagined, 
combines the creepiness of stalking 
with the creepiness of government 
spying. (If, like Reese Witherspoon, a

Like their celebri- 
ty nebula, women are supposed to 
obsess about their bodies and espe- 
cially about having babies, babies, 
babies to the exclusion of work or, 
really, anything else. 


TERMINAL DISEASE? 

The relentless manufacture of 
celebrity culture has the earmarks 
of a business plan directed at young 
women. 

The gaping, gluttonous maw of 
24-hour cable television, with its 
competing, insatiable programs, 
needs to be constantly crammed; 









celebrities 
are the krill 
This has required more 
frenetic production of celebri- 
ties, which includes the plucking out 
of ordinary people and manufactur- 
ing them into stars. As the fantasy of 
rising above “the herd” becomes less 
implausible, the herd itself becomes 
even more despicable. 

Of course celebrity culture is 
insidious because it diverts our 
attention from the real arenas in 
which decisions about people’s lives 
are made or, more often, neglected. 
Celebrity culture justifies the grow- 
ing gap, in the United States, 
between the super rich and every- 
one else. 

And precisely because it seems so 
trashy, evanescent, insignificant and 
even fun, it is the Trojan horse in the 
ever-expanding arsenal of anti-femi- 
nism in the United States.

$200,000... as St. Albert sells out for a tax break 


IF I'M NOT CAREFUL, I’M GOING TO 
turn into a grouchy old man, one 
who complains about how nothing 
is how it used to be, and how things 
used to be so much better. 

Take, for example, current prac- 
tices for naming stuff. You need only 
take a brief look around this town of

ours to see all the noun-type things 
that require names to properly iden- 
tify them. Yes, we know a particular 
item is a bridge ora library ora 
street or an arena, but when we have 
more than one of any of these things, 
we need to get more specific. 

One tried and true strategy for 
assigning a name to something is to 
take a celebrated somebody and 
plant their name on it. 

That is how we here in Edmonton 
got Tommy Banks Way, Emily Mur- 
phy and William Hawrelak Parks, 
Wayne Gretzky Drive, the Stanley 
A. Milner Library, and Queen Eliza- 
beth Pool, among others, and it’s 
how a town like St. Albert wound 
up with the Mark Messier and Troy 
Murray Arenas. 

A more modem, less history- or 
local culture-affirming approach, is 
to go out and get a sponsor, usually 
a deep-pocketed corporation with a 
need for attention, to pay for the 
privilege of putting their name on 
the place, a la Rexall. Sponsors. Ugh. 
It's tacky and mercenary, but what 
can you do? After all, shit costs 
money, and Canadian municipalities 
aren't exactly rolling in dough. 

When we name something after a 
person, we are bestowing an honour 
upon them that few people receive. 
Generally speaking, it is because of 
the contribution that a person has 
made to a particular community, a 
clear public declaration of that per- 
son’s place in a town’s history. 

So then, after the fancy, praise-lay- 
ing public declaration is made and 
an arena, let’s say, has been named 
in somebody’s—let’s say Mark 


Messier or Troy Murray's honour— 
what would the reason be for taking 
that honour away? Wouldn’t you 
perceive such a gesture to come as a 
rejection of that person and their 
place in a town’s history? 

As it turns out, such a thing might 
happen because the City of St. Albert 
has something to pay for, in this case 
a shiny new leisure centre. Their city 
council didn’t want to raise taxes 
and so, naming rights for just about 
everything in town, including things 
that already have names, have gone 
up for sale. 

Ever since corporations started 
getting treated like people, they’ve 
behaved like the worst kind of peo- 
ple—like preening, ostentatious 
twats, actually. 

Ask ‘em to sponsor your thing 
and they're guaranteed to insist on 
top billing, even when the show isn’t 
about them. They have neither the 
class nor the self-assurance to see the 
merits of being the supporting play- 
er; they just can’t let it be the Cotton 
Bowl, brought to you by AT&T, or 
the Canadian Men’s Brier, spon- 
sored by Nokia. 

Now, never let it be said that St. 
Albert didn’t give Mark Messier and 
Troy Murray first crack at keeping 
their names on their respective are- 
nas—$200K for Mess, a mere $125K 
for Murray, each for a five-year 
deal—before revoking the honours. 
Nice. Neither man asked for his 
name to be put on those arenas in 
the first place, but now they've got 
to pay to keep it there? Real nice. 

There have been no takers so-far, 
though the city says they’re current- 
ly in negotiations. If I win the lottery 
in the very near future, I think I'l 
offer them a cool half-million to 
rename them the We Are Poorer for 
Having Done This arenas | and II. 

Failing that, I can’t help but think 
of the free and generous publicity 
that would be generated for the 
donor who steps up and offers St. 
Albert their fee, while demanding 
they keep the names of these arenas 
as they are, and maybe try to con- 
vince them that their history is well 
worth preserving.

Ready, aim, write 


Muenzer’s memoirs make for a militant read 





ONE GEAR, NO BRAKES 
By Lori-Ann Muenzer 
Porter Books, 256 pp., $29.95 


IF ONE THING IS CLEAR IN READING 
Lori-Ann Muenzer’s memoirs, One 
Gear, No Breaks, it’s the impossibility 
of creating a literary gem while 
doing the grunt work necessary to 
bean acclaimed athlete. 

To be fair, Muenzer was certainly 
not trying to be the next Toni Morri- 
son when she penned (or recounted 
to her ghostwriter, Karl R. Wilberg) 
the ups and downs of her competi- 
tive cycling career. 

Muenzer, originally from Ontario 
but an Edmonton resident since 
2000, had a cycling career that was 
far from normal, even for an athlete 
within Canada’s notoriously under- 
developed cycling program. 

Muenzer’s is pretty much the 
archetypal athletic success story: she 
started competing in her late 20s (an 
age when most other cyclists are 
nearing retirement) and, as a result, 
spent the majority of her career 
working a day job, unlike her rivals, 
who had full funding and generous 
sponsorships that enabled them to 
train full-time. 

Her coach, Steen Madsen, further- 
more, was not actually certified as a 
coach, and along with financial limi- 
tations, he had to coach Muenzer via 
cellphone at her international meets, 
while all the other competitors had 
their coaches with them. 

Of course, this hardship is only 
worthy of narrative because Muenz- 
er won a gold medal at the 2004 


Athens Olympics in the woman's 
cycling match sprint. She also won a 
mantelpiece full of other medals in 
the lead-up to Athens. 

Similar to that cliché about history 
being the winner's story, there’s little 
use for a sports memoir that doesn’t 
end in victory. 

Given that One Gear, No Breaks 
genre of sports “auto’-biography is 
defined by the most powerful clichés 
of all—victory over “demons”, 
“dragons,” and “monsters,” to 
employ several of the metaphors 
Muenzer variously invokes—the 
back jacket of the book records many 
glowing accolades from the cycling 
community. 

“An inspirational ‘rising against 
all odds’ account which made me 
want to get out there and pedal hard 
again,” says Alex Stieda, apparently 
the first North American to wear the 
Yellow Jersey at the Tour de France. 

Other friends and neighbours 
chime in to sing Muenzer’s praises 
and the sacrifices she’s made for 
gold-medal success, etc. 

This, of course, is not the point: 
Muenzer seems like a fine person 
and we certainly appreciate the 
efforts that she has made to encour- 
age cycling among youth. 

Moreover, the fact that athletes 
must ally with corporate interests to 
succeed in sport is worthy of the illu- 
mination it receives in Muenzer’s 
account. 

The uncharitable would argue the 
memoir is cliché-ridden and con- 
tains few delights for the literary- 
minded. The first half of the ghost- 


writing is relatively engaging, as 
Muenzer portrays the inherent prej- 
udice of the cycling community 
toward older women and the reader 
comes to appreciate the effort 
involved in training for high-level 
competition. 

By the time the second half of the 
book hits you, however, the awful 
repetitiveness of militaristic invoca- 
tions (a page opened at random 
reads, “If behind [in a race], stalk, 
be patient, and show no mercy. 
Take 
no prisoners.”) begins to grow very 
tired. Ironically, or perhaps, signifi- 
cantly, this is at the point where 
Muenzer attains greater mental 
focus on her performance. 

Most importantly, however, is 
what this mental focus entails 
Clichés and ridiculously bad gram- 
mar aside (the latter begs one to 
wonder who, if anyone, was editing 
the promiscuously inconsistent 
verb tenses), the world of cycling 
seems to demand a hopeless ego- 
ism. 

The game, it seems, is like violent 
videogames or Bush's militarism: 
the aim is simple victory, achieved 
by a rhetoric of subdued violence. 
Again, it’s hard to blame Muenzer 
for this. 

To use a cliché that does not 
appear, she’s only “a spoke in the 
wheel” of competitive cycling, 
Nonetheless, the publication of her 
memoirs should serve to incite con- 
versation about why, with increas- 
ing rates of sedentariness amongst 
our society's youth, sports need

always be construed as faux-mili- 
tary endeavour. 

For those who wish to love sport 
but cannot acquiesce to the rhetori- 





cal onanism and inherent violence 
that competition entails, there are 
few insights here.

Beautiful dreamer 


Michelle Murillo explores memory’s place

We're almost universally familiar 
vith cinematic structural shorthand 
hat frames narratives—even chil- 
iren recognize the dissolve to a new 


scene, the flashback, the montage, 
the dream sequence. 

The brilliance of Murillo’s show, 
Under the Sieve, lies partially in what 
she stripped away from the weight 
of film and what she retained as a 
tool to explore memory in her print 
works. While you don’t walk into 
the gallery and immediately identify 
the work as having ties to film, the 
artist skillfully employs approxima- 
tions to the frame, the pan, and the 
dissolve, among other kinds of cine- 
matic trickery. 

“The show almost functions like 
installation,” Murillo observes. “It 
was a luxury being able to reference 
the space while developing the 
work.” 

Knowing at the beginning of her 
educational stint at the U of A that 
she would be showing her thesis 
work in the FAB Gallery, she could 
scale and organize pieces to the 
room, integrating the gallery into her 
visual language. 

She also synthesized her interest 
in the cinematic vocabulary with the 
argot of painting—her undergrad 
d d funneled both into the 
discipline of printmaking to harness 
her mnemonic ciphers. The resulting 
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work is dense with idea, evocative, 
and lush. Weight is also lent to the 
show by Murnillo’s sensuous, 
orgiastic approach to materials 
(she prints on and layers fabric and 
metal) and colour (rich jewel tones, 
sepias, greys). 

The pieces are stately, theatrical, 
and gorgeous without being over 
the top or didactic—the result of her 
making choices that are restrained, 
rather than constrained. 

A big theme is revelation and res- 
olution—images become clearer and 
scenes open up, though remaining 
highly subjected and abstracted, as 
the viewer engages them. 

One piece is a series of aluminum 
panels, some of which are covered 
with muslin-like fabric, that track the 
resolution ofa sea sponge from a 
deep murkiness.

“The images stem from personal 
experience and memory,” Murillo 
relates, “but if I reduce them to ele- 
ments—and not the immediate 
image, all at once—it opens them up 
and becomes more accessible.

Withholding 
information allows the viewer to let 
the pieces trigger their own personal 
memories and experiences.” 

She adds, “It helps to present it 
without being nostalgic. I want to 
bleed that sentimentality out, 
because the basis of the work is 
personal, but I want it to address 
broader ideas about identity and 
fragmentation.”

OVER THE LAST FEW YEARS, THERE 
have been a few bands who have 
become the poster children for 
immediate underground success— 
Wolf Parade are undoubtedly such 
a band. 

Because of their friendly yet artsy 
demeanor and their slightly-left-of- 
pop approach to songwniting—not 
to mention the fact that their label is 
Sub Pop—Wolf Parade have cata- 
pulted to a level of attainable success 
in the Canadian music scene that 
only arrives for groups every few 
years or so. 

Wolf Parade formed and began 
playing music in Victoria, B.C— 
which explains singer Spencer 
Krug’s former allegiance to staples 
Destroyer and ongoing side project 
Frog Eyes—but relocated for indi- 
vidual reasons; the band’s parallel 
displacement was something out of 
good luck and chance. 

“Everyone had different reasons 
for moving to Montreal,” explains 
drummer Arlen Thompson. “I 
moved out east to go to Concordia 
[University]; we all moved indepen- 
dently. It was all very quick. It was 
like we started out playing music 
and it kind of went from there.” 

That act of serendipity shows how 


Wolf Parade is a great example of 
the interwoven connectedness with- 
in Canada’s music scene; as men- 
tioned, Krug’s involvement in Frog 
Eyes, Destroyer, and now Sunset 
Rubdown, is proof of this alone, but 
Wolf Parade guitarist Dante DeCaro 
was also a member of Hot Hot Heat,

think it’s that people take what they 
do seriously, but they don’t take 
themselves really that seriously. It’s 
more of an attitude, at least with 
people I know. Being ina band and 
making music is not really a big 
deal, people are kind of just doing 
what they’re doing and making 
good records.” 

Thompson also sites other BC fix- 
ations such as Black Mountain, Pink 
Mountaintops, and Ladyhawk for 
representing that laid-back, punk- 
rooted approach to music making. 
“It’s from that tradition. A lot of peo- 
ple came out of a more DIY punk 
background. People tend to be com- 
ing from more DIY roots because 
there’s not as big of an industry or 
culture machine. If you live outside 
of Toronto, theres really not that 
much money that flows around, 
and you kind of have to start at 
the bottom.”

A NEW SOUL ASYLUM ALBUM? SURELY, 
nostalgia has overtaken good sense in 
unleashing such a product on the 21 st centu- 
fy | marketplace. | mean, sure, they 
had their creative heyday when were 
still the runt of the Minneapolis rock litter, 
eclipsed by the Replacements and Hiisker Di 
in the late 1980s, but they're much better 
known for the bland, high-rotation: pap with 
hideousty over-eamest lyrics (e.g. “Runaway 
Train”) that cluttered music TV in the 1990s. 

The Silver Lining is a return to late-period 
form—anonymous guitar-driven rock over- 
laid with tepid platitudes perfect for high 
school grad theme songs (“Stand Up and Be 
Strong”), clunky tropes (“Bus Named 
Desire”), and unwitting admissions of irrele- 
vance (Whatcha Need”) 

It would seem the band (which has dwin- 
dled to front man Dave Pimner and second 
banana Dan Murphy) intended this as a trib- 
ute to the memory of late bass player Karl 
Mueller, but perhaps mounting P cefritive 
reissue of 1986's Made fo Be Broken and a 
graceful retirement would have sufficed just 
as well.

THE BROOKLYN BAND’S LATEST OFFERING IS 
one intense musical trip, blending lyrical 
poeticism, proggy electro-folk, and No 
Wave experimental spirit. I's like riding a 
rollercoaster while narcotized—sitting on top 
of this dangerous, breakneck thrill, but set 
apart from it by an elemental fascination 
with nuance.

JEB LOY NICHOLS IS AN ELUSIVE FIGURE, BUT 
one well worth pursuing.

His broad range and chameleon-like 
sound compare favourably to Cooder as 
well, and this album is no exception. Dab-

The Winnipeg resident confesses 
she listens to a lot of pop music 
when she’s not playing roots-tinged 
music with Ruth Moody and the 
Jennys’ newest addition, Montrealer 


Annabelle Chvostek, who joined in 
late 2004 after founding member 
Cara Luft left the band to continue 
her solo career. 

So where does Mehta’s interest in 
roots music fit in? 

“Our musical backgrounds are so 
different in this band. When I was 
growing up, I was listening to alt- 
pop/Brit-pop sounds,” says Mehta, 
“put around the same time I also 
started getting into singer-songwrit- 
ers like Jane Siberry. It ranges. I'll 
always be drawn to singer-song- 
writers, but I just love a lot of pop 
stuff. 

“For me, it’s whatever I'm drawn 
to, and it doesn’t matter what genre 
itis.” 

Mehta was performing as a solo 
artist when she hooked up with ex- 
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Scruj MacDuhk lead vocalist Ruth 
Moody and singer-songwriter Cara 
Luft to record their first self-titled 
CD in 2002. 

The Wailin’ Jennys play an eclec- 
tic mix of original and traditional 
tunes ina variety of roots styles. 
Mehta (guitar, harmonica, percus- 
sion) says Ruth Moody (guitar, 
banjo, accordion, bodhran) brings 
the true roots knowledge and influ- 
ences to the group, while Annabelle 
Chvostek’s (fiddle, mandolin, and 
acoustic guitar) Slovakian heritage 
adds subtle Eastern European influ- 
ences and an alto voice that blends 
with Mehta’s mezzo and Moody’s 
soprano. 

Mehta, Chvostek, and Moody 
released their much-anticipated sec- 
ond CD, Firecracker on June 6. Fire- 
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cracker’s 12 original songs and one 
traditional arrangement showcase 
the Jennys’ ethereal vocal har- 
monies, yet none are co-written. 

“ All of those songs are written 
individually then brought into the 
studio and arranged,” explains 
Mehta. “The formula has worked 
pretty well for us so far in terms of 
bringing our own songs into the 
group. There’s a lot more creativity 
that follows the initial genesis of the 
song to the final arrangement.” 

Their debut CD, 40 Days, won 
these sirens of the Prairies a 2005 
Juno Award in the “best roots/tra- 
ditional album” category. In sup- 
port of 40 Days, the group has been 
touring non-stop in 2006, first in the 
UK for two weeks, then Australia 
for seven weeks, and now, with Fire- 
cracker, around North America. 

For Firecracker, The Jennys again 
collaborated with producer David 
Travers-Smith (Jane Siberry, Harry 
Manx, Veda Hille). The trio record- 
ed the initial sessions in October 
2005 in Toronto and Winnipeg with 
a core group of musicians including 
Texas-based guitarist Mike Hard- 
wick (Eliza Gilkyson). 

Those initial recordings turned 
into a cyber sound studio when Tra- © 
vers-Smith and the Jennys cobbled 
together Firecracker from across the 
globe. Since their seven weeks of 
down-under touring conflicted with 
continued recording time in Toron- 
to, the Jennys recorded tracks 
remotely using a laptop computer. 

Travers-Smith sent the Jennys 
mixes by email, then they did their 
part. “This meant Annabelle record- 
ed a violin track at an airport in the 
state of Victoria and I did a vocal in 
a hotel room in Canberra when we 
were at the National Folk Festival.” 

The result is a less rootsy sound 
than 40 Days. There’s a polished pop 
sheen to many of the songs, yet on 
their third release, Firecracker 
explodes with a new maturity. 

The Jennys continue to tour into 
early 2007. Besides Folk Fest, they 
will play a fall show on September 
16 at the Myer Horowitz Theatre. 
“We're looking forward to playing 
in Edmonton,” says Mehta. “From 
day one, we've always had a good 
following there.”

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usic seems the obvious thing to ask a singer 
M songwriter about, but there are a lot of other 

things brewing over in the Sarah Harmer camp 
these days. 

Her latest album, I’m A Mountain, is shortlisted for the 
inaugural Polaris Music Prize (the equivalent of the U.K.'s 
prestigious Mercury Prize), a $20,000 honour bestowed 
on a Canadian album in any genre based on its artistic 
merit. 

Then there's the story of the album itself, an all-acoustic 
set of tunes decked out with mandolin, accordion, keys, 
and sweet harmonies in the olde country style, recorded 
by Harmer and her tour-sharpened six-piece band in a 
mere four days. 

There are also two film appearances under Harmer’s 
belt—a documentary about her and her band hiking and 
touring along Ontario's Bruce Trail and a supporting 
dramatic role in an indie feature that did very well at 
Canadian film festivals last year. 

The real question is: where do you start? 

“Oh, I’ve been pruning a lot,” she says from the tour bus 
she and her band are using to follow Bruce Cockburn up 
the west coast of the U.S. “I’ve had a month and a half 
off—I came back from a U.K. tour at the beginning of June 
and really I had a month to not be on the 401, to renovate 
my house, do some painting, and cut grass randomly. 

“I try to play drums every day when I’m home,” she adds. 


STANDING ON THE EDGE 

With some prompting, Harmer confesses that housekeep- 
ing isn't the only thing commanding her attention at the 
moment. 

Harmer's mind has also been on the Niagara Escarp- 
ment, a 725 km-long swath of southern Ontario ear- 
marked as a UNESCO biosphere reserve. Nelson Aggregate, 
a large mining company with other holdings in the area, 
has applied to open a quarry there, despite its official sta- 
tus as an internationally significant ecosystem. 

“We're still in the middle of government agencies review- 
ing a quarry application on Mt. Nemo in Burlington, and 
we've just had the wetlands on this area that they want

to quarry properly identified as a provincially significant 
wetland complex, which is exciting,” she says. 

Harmer helped co-found Protect Escarpment Rural 
Land (PERL), a group committed to opposing Nelson's 
incursion into the Niagara Escarpment and permanently 
protecting the area from industrial exploitation. Harmer 
says she’s lent her musical talent to worthy causes in the 
past, but this one called for more direct involvement. 

“T've really been on the sidelines more, contributing 
music for fundraisers and stuff like that, but Mt. Nemo’s 
where I grew up, it’s where my family farm is, I know this 
land really well.” 

More to the point, she knows her land-use issues very 
well, and she knows how closely the application process 
will have to be scrutinized to prevent compromise of the 
ecologically unique and diverse area near her family home 

“There are aggregate resources around Ontario that 
would have a much more benign outcome for this kind of 
extraction, but the Niagara Escarpment has been targeted 
because the rock is close to the surface,” Harmer says. 

“They don’t have to go through 50 to 100 feet of soil, as 
they would in other areas, so it's cheaper. But this is a 
transnational company: they're not hurting for money. 
In a world biosphere reserve, the bottom line can’t be 
economy.” 

The notion of home, and of family, has always loomed 
large in Harmer’s music. Her first solo outing, following 
the break-up of her band Weeping Tile, was recorded in 
1998 as a gift for her father. Songs for Clem, recorded 
on Harmer’s porch, is an album of her father’s favourite 
folk and country tunes like “Shine On Harvest Moon” arid 

“Your Cheatin’ Heart.” 

She followed with a pair of more pop-oriented albums, 
You Were Here and the Juno-winning All of Our Names, 
before returning to a rootsier vein on I’m A Mountain. 
And on this album, Clem Harmer gets a chance to sing for 
his daughter as he chips in backing vocals on two tracks. 


STRAIGHT TO THE TOP : ; 
To show how important her hometurf is, Harmer’and 


her band took the tunes from I’m A Mountain out ona 
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hiking tour of the Niagara Escarpment last summer, stop- 
ping in at theatres and community halls, inviting filmmaker 
Andy Keen and his crew to capture their activities. The 
resulting documentary, I Love the Escarpment, premiered 
at this year's North by Northeast festival in Toronto, and is 
due for a DVD release in November. 

“It's partly musical live performance, following the band 
along the escarpment tour, with some kayaking and rock- 
climbing and stuff, then interviews with various players 
in the provincial scene about resource extraction and the 
environment as it pertains to the Niagara Escarpment and 
protecting it from quarrying,” Harmer says. “The premiere 
was awesome, it was so nice—we'd never seen it on a big 
screen—and it sold out.” 

But the documentary isn’t Harmer’s only screen appear- 
ance. She also took a dramatic role in Anita Doron's The 
End of Silence, and though Harmer downplays the size of 
her part, it was big enough to get her featured prominently 
on the poster, 

“Anita Doron is an amazingly gifted, creative woman and 
it was really cool to work with her,” Harmer says. “It was a 
challenge to act and know whether I was doing it right. But 
| just crossed my fingers and hoped that I didn’t look like a 
total loser.” 

Harmer will be back in her artistic element when she 
headlines the Edmonton Folk Fest main stage on Sunday 
hight with most of the band that appears on I’m A Moun- 
tain—Spencer Davis on piano, clarinet and accordion, Joey 
Wright on mandolin and guitar, and Julie Fader on vocals 
and keyboard. If you already know every note of the album, 
Harmer says there may be some surprises for fans of fancy 
Pickin’ in the live show. 

“When we recorded the album last August, the arrange-

David Bromberg happier on the sidelines

“| ONCE HEARD THAT CHARLIE 
Parker used to sit in with Hank 
Williams, and I guess that describes 
how I feel about music... Good musi- 
cians play everything,” says David 
Bromberg. “If I had to pick a 
favourite [style] it would be blues, 
but I like to play it all.” 

There was a long period of time 
that Bromberg, in fact, played noth- 
ing. The master of guitar, dobro, 
mandolin, and fiddle—who can play

any genre of traditional American 

music with deep authenticity and 
skill—gave it up for close to 20 years. 

In the early ‘80s, the man who had 
played Woodstock and worked with 
the Grateful Dead, Chubby Checker, 
and Ringo Starr, had played on two 
Bob Dylan albums, jammed with 
Jerry Garcia, and led his own big 
band on a never ending tour 
through the late ’70s, quit. 
“| stopped touring, stopped play- 
ing entirely... I got burnt out and 
didn’t realize it. I thought I was just 
done. I spent two years on the road 
with less than two weeks at home in 
that time.” 

His cure was a career change. He 
went back to school and studied the 
fine art of violin making and

appraising, “I fell into it through 
‘bad company,” he jokes. “T was liv- 
ing in Marin County and the only 
place I could get intelligent conver- 
sation was at a violin shop.” 

Bromberg now has his own shop 
in Wilmington, Delaware, where he 
owns the world’s largest collection 
of U.S.-made violins. “This collection 
really has no parallel, it covers the 
scope of American violin making, 
with instruments dating back to the 
1830s. It’s a love, not an obsession 
however.” 

Wilmington was also the place 
where a love for performing started 
creeping back into Bromberg’ life. 
“T ran two jam sessions a week when 
I moved east. J thought I could 
endure that. One was bl uegrass, the 
other Chicago and Delta blues—and 
Tactually started to enjoy it. Now, 
I'm gigging again, not like in the old 
days, but I'll do a couple of three- 
night trips every couple of weeks. 
Usually about six dates in a month.” 

On this trip, he is in a familiar role: 
that of the accompanist. “I started 
my career as an accompanist, and I 
love doing that. The Angel Band is 
actually my wife’s [Nancy Joseph- 
son] group.” 

Josephson has a long musical 
career that includes stints playing 
bass and singing with Arlo Guthrie, 
Peter Rowan, and the Chicago-based 
gospel choir, The Annettes. 

The Angel Band also includes Jen 
Schonwald, a veteran of the 
Philadelphia folk scene and member 
of the group Full Frontal, and Jen 
Larson, whose credits include work- 
ing with Garrison Keillor on his 
“Prairie Home Companion” radio 
show. 

Backing these three talented 
vocalists are Bromberg, who will 
take turns on dobro, guitar, fiddle 
and mandolin, Bobby Tangrea on 
guitar, mandolin, and fiddle, bassist 
and mandolin player Bob Taylor, 
and Jeff Wisor on fiddle, mandolin, 
and guitar.

Getting knocked down not more 


Chumbawamba trade frat parties for political roots

FOR MOST PEOPLE, CHUMBAWAMBA IS 
synonymous with their hit 
“Tubthumping.” Why? Because, 
despite over 20 years of often-heavi- 
ly political music, most people still 
only know of them as “that band 
with the getting knocked down 
song.” 

Jude Abbott, vocalist and trum- 
peter with the band since 1996, man- 
aged to get on board just before the 
gravy train arrived at Chumbawam- 
ba’s station in the form of a contract 
with EMI and “Tubthumping” 
becoming a regularly played song at 
drunken frat parties across North 
America 

“I'm essentially the luckiest 
woman in pop,” says Abbott, who 
explains that age and cynicism kept 
the band from being swept up in the 
whirlwind of attention that restilted 
in fame, some fortune, and the band 
supplying a song for the soundtrack 
of the Norm MacDonald movie 
Dirty Work 

Instead, they stuck to their roots. 
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“We've been driven more by hav- 
ing a good time than to be success- 
ful,” she continues, “which can 
maybe explain our failure to capital- 
ize on our massive success. But 
we've always been more concerned 
with making ourselves happy rather 
than a record label. We don’t have a 
career path mapped out.” 

The lack of a road map 
has resulted in some 
drastic musical trans- 
formations over the 
years—from their 
early days as anar- 
cho-punks in Leeds 
to producing the 
pop dance music 
for which they are 
best known. 

In recent years, 
the band has 
changed again and 
developed symp- 
toms of what some 
experts should be 
calling “Billy Brag- 
gism.” This 
involves very polit- 
ical and-very 
acoustic music, 
although Abbott 
clarifies that they 
are “a bit” more 
melodic than 
Bragg. 

“Straight folk 
music is the way to 





head in your mid-40s to be honest. It 
kind of gets to the point where it’s 
no longer dignified to be jumping 
up and down on stage,” says 
Abbott, who contends that punk 
has always been an attitude as well 
as a style. “I think you can maintain 
the spirit, while the form that it takes 
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is different.” e 

And in this case, completely differ- 
ent. Moving away from the full 
eight-piece “vaudeville thing” com- 
plete with costume changes, Chum- 
bawamba shows are now more inti- 
mate and filled with “rambling anec- 
dotes and humour.” 

The show will also not include an 
appearance of “Tubthumping,” 
which the band has tried—and 
failed—to play acoustically. 

According to Abbott, audiences 
will instead get “jangly, acoustic 









Chumbawamba got up again... 
and that’s the way it’s gonna stay 
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poppy songs with harmonies, rous- 
ing choruses, a few jokes thrown in, 
and anti-war songs.” 

But while their music and on- 
stage antics may have mellowed, sh« 
insists the band is as political as ever 

“I don’t think our politics have 
mellowed. But for all of us, I think, 
the things we thought at 20 have 

a bit as you go through the 
world, and things happen to you.” 

She explains that while things are 
polarized in some ways in England, 
domestically at least, the difference 
between the party of the left and the 
party of the right is almost invisible 

“We grew up in Thatcher's era 
when things were a lot more black 
and white and now the boundaries 
are a lot more blurred. It’s a different 
political situation. That one was the 

Tories are bad, end of story.” 
So what is the big issue for the 
band now that they are in their 
40s? Religious fundamentalism 
of all stripes and creeds. 
“We have a song on the new 
album called ‘Walking into 
Battle with the Lord’ and it 
sounds sort-of like a hymn,” 
she says. “It’s about how 
everyone is using religion to 
justify... everything... at the 
moment.” 
Probably not what most 
audiences would expect from 
the people that brought you the 
most popular drinking song of 
1998, but it’s all part of the inherent 
transformative forward motion of a 
band that’s been around since the 
early ‘80s.

Controversial director’s savvy mystery resto

greatest misanthrope, an obsessive 
chronicler of the moral corruption 
endemic to humankind, the veneer 
of civility behind which it often 
hides and the futility that belies it all. 
Take as an example the film 
Clouzot made right before Quai des 
Orfevres (1947), which is showing

this weekend at Metro Cinema. 

In Le Corbeau, a writer of poison 
pen letters turns a French village 
against itself by threatening to 
expose the citizens’ dirty secrets and, 
in the process, their hypocrisy. Made 
under the German occupation, Le 
Corbeau was considered such a 
demoralizing depiction of French 
society that it was banned and 
Clouzot was blacklisted for a num- 
ber of years. 

Ostensibly, Quai des Orfévres is set 
ina much sleazier quadrant of soci- 
ety than its predecessor, among the 
lechers, criminals, and assorted

deviants that populate the world of 
burlesque halls. Rising star Mar- 
guerite Martineau (Suzy Delair) is 
poised to take the town by storm 
with her dulcet tones and volup- 
tuous bod, much to the chagrin of 
her jealous husband / pianist Mau- 
rice (Bernard Blier). In fact, when 
Marguerite agrees to meet an old 
pervert who can help her to launch 
her movie career, Maurice follows 
her, setting up an elaborate alibi en 
route, intent on putting a bullet in 
the old pervert. 

When Maurice arrives, however, 
the old pervert is dead on the floor,

Marguerite is nowhere to be seen, 
and a crook lurking in the alley 
steals Maurice's car. With his alibi 
unraveling and hatchet-faced 
Inspector Antoine (Louis Jouvet) on 
the case, it looks like Maurice might 
just go down for the crime he would 
have committed had he actually 
arrived in time. 

As you can see, it looks like a pret- 
ty routine police procedural, and 
you'd be right in guessing that it 
comes equipped with the usual 
implausible plot twists on which 
such stories depend. But Clouzot 
pulls a rather unexpected trick—he

invests the routine story with sur- 
prising sympathy for the charac- 
ters—and their grimy demi- 
monde—that makes them, and not 
the noisy narrative machinations, the 
point of the story 

Marguerite may be an ambitious 
vamp, but she’s also an ardently 
devoted wife. Jouvet is a dogged, 
cynical investigator whose methods 
sometimes border on cruel, but 
there’s something of the disappoint- 
ed idealist in him, and his relation- 
ship with his adopted son, an 

\frican orphan he’s brought back 
with him after serving in the Foreign 
Legion, is about as unexpected and 
touching as it gets 

There’s also Dora, the Martineaus 
next door neighbour, whose selfless- 
ness in trying to protect her friends 
is a symptom of her unspoken (and 
certainly unspeakable in 1947) love 
for Marguerite 

But the film is not short on colour- 
ful characters. Clouzot shades in the 
background with showbiz people 
and variably crusty working-class 

hmoes, creating a sense not just of 
community but of c ommunality 
among those operating under 
respectable society's radar, a realm 
with a distinct code where folks take 
care of their own—especially in the 
face of nosy cops 

Clouzot crams his scenes with 
detail and event, taking the story 
backstage at burlesque houses, a cir- 
cus, a songwriter’s office, and at a 
busy police station, where the action 
culminates in an act of desperation 
on the part of the hopelessly 
entrapped Maurice. 

I’m not absolutely sure of this, but 
Quai des Orfévres may be the only 
crime-drama to feature a scene with 
a dog doing a handstand. 

So even to our modern, seen-it-all 
cinematic sensibilities, Quai des 
Orfevres has a bracing freshness and 
a surprising frankness in depicting 
the shadowy substratum of life in 
the Parisian streets. But most sur- 
prising of all is how cinema’s great- 
est misanthrope revealed his soft 
side. Who knew he had one?

Puzzle-a-palooza 


Fourteen letter word for “great crossword doc”

IF PATRICK CREADON HADN’T MADE 
Wordplay, a documentary about 
American crossword puzzle culture 
and its world series, the American 
Crossword Puzzle Championship 
held in Stamford, Connecticut every 
year, it’s a safe bet that Christopher 
Guest may have made its mocku- 
mentary equivalent. 

As it is, many of the ingredients 
for a puzzle-based Best in Show are 
already there: the adorable gay cou- 
ple, one of whom was the youngest 
national crossword champ in histo- 
ry; the cocky-smart college kid look- 
ing to beat his record; the midwest- 
ern schlub who has come in third for 
five years running and longs to taste 
the sweet nectar of crossword-solv- 
ing domination; and the former 
champ with a comical overbite who 
feels she has nothing left to prove, 
but who shows up for the champi- 
onship so she can twirl her baton in 
the talent show. Throw in some 
celebrity cameos, a bunch of cross- 
word-themed wardrobe for the 
extras and speed-dial Eugene 
Levy—you’ve got the comedy hit of 
the season. 


Creadon and co-writer / producer 
Christine O'Malley seem to have fig- 
ured out that you don’t need to 
make stuff up when a pageant of 
real human eccentricity is going on 
at all times, and so they set out to 
explore the ritual that unites 60 mil- 
lion people every week—doing the 
New York Times crossword. They 
start with a simple history and 
recounting of the standard rules for 
building crosswords—one-sixth of 
the puzzle is black spaces arranged 
symmetrically, no two-letter words, 
no clues involving bodily func- 
tions—before introducing the form’s 
foremost proponents. 

If you've ever banged your head 
on the table trying to solve the Sun- 
day Times crossword, you've proba- 
bly abraded your forehead against 
the name Will Shortz, the Times 
crossword editor responsible for 
such diabolical innovations as fitting 
a three-letter word into a single 
box, or providing clues for which 
you have to fill in the answers 
backwards. 

You're less likely to know cross- 
word constructor Merl Reagle, but 
he’s the one who shows how a puz- 
zle is actually built from scratch. 
Neither goes very far in explaining 
the allure of puzzle-solving, but they 


stand as two examples of people 
who transformed a pastime into 
their life’s work 

It turns out that some famous peo- 
ple like to do crosswords, so you're 
treated to Jon Stewart (mugging 
manically), former president Bill 
Clinton, documentarian Ken Burns, 
and the Indigo Girls all vouching for 
their love of the Times puzzle—most 
of them do it in ink, by the way 

But the real devotees like to go the 
big show—the American Crossword 
Championship—and Creadon tags 
along to the 28th installment, train- 
ing his camera on the top contenders 
as they plow through puzzle after 
puzzle on their way to national 
crossword glory. Believe it or not, 
this is where it gets exciting. You 
might think the act of doing a cross- 
word lacks visual splendour, but the 
filmmakers are very inventive about 
capturing the fun of the process and 
are downright ingenious in conv ey- 
ing the white-knuckle tension of the 
final showdown between the three 
best puzzle solvers in the country. 

Where Guest might have 
indulged in gentle mockery of his 
subjects, though, Wordplay indulges 
their humanity, and their drive to 
prevail by their wits. It doesn’t do as 
good a job as Spellbound, Jeff Blitz’s

Unbuilding a mystery 


Pollack affectionately unveils blueprint of Frank Gehry

“IF YOU MEET AN ARCHITECT AT A 
party, the best thing you can do is 
punch him in the mouth,” as Bob 
Geldof puts it, quoting an English 
author. 

Geldof is referring to the travesty 


of urban spaces constructed under a 
“function over form edict” that has 
seen the rise of loose assortments of 
boxes that bear no particular relation 
to their surrounding environments. 
Weare acutely aware of this living 
in Edmonton, grappling with a 
downtown core that is guaranteed to 
thrust even the sunniest soul into a 
fit of depression. 

Enter Canadian-born Frank 
Gehry, a maverick architect who has 
turned the profession in directions

that have sparked many a “cause 
célébre” among the glitterati, but 
also raised the ire of critics who sug- 
gest his works are nothing more 
than grand sculptures intended to 
appease the ego of their creator 
rather than compliment their sur- 
roundings. 

Irrespective of where you find 
yourself in the polemic universe 
shrouding Frank Gehry’s work, Syd- 
ney Pollack’s Sketches of Frank Gehry 
is a delight. From the outset, it is 


clear that Pollack and Gehry have a 
tight relationship. In fact, after 
eschewing many other suitors, 
Gehry himself commissions Pollack 
to take on a biography, which is 
telling. Gehry clearly admits only 
close friends into his world, and only 
someone like Pollack could ever pre-

in Sketches of Frank Gehry. 

This kind of warmth is both a 
blessing and a curse, however: we 
know full well at the outset of the 
film that Pollack is not going to por- 
tray a friend, and someone that he 
truly admires, in a negative light. 

But light abounds in this film 
where Pollack’s camera (literally a 
mini DV camera operated by the 
director) probes a vast assortment of 
Gehry’s buildings. 

Like so many wild futurist sculp- 
tures, Gehry’s work is at once con- 
founding and awe inspiring. Pollack 
deftly handles maneuvering from 
the breathtaking beauty of the 
Guggenheim Museum in Bilbao, 
Spain, to chatting with Gehry about 
how he felt after he saw the building 
for the first time (“My god, what 
have I done?”). 

As if to punctuate the grandeur of 
the buildings, Pollack focuses on the 
nature of what it is to be an artist ina 
field populated with conventional- 
ists who adhere to the regimented 
tules of building protocol. 


* In one candid moment Gehry tells 
the story of having a developer over 
for dinner just prior to the opening 
of Santa Monica Place. The investor 
asks whether the architect actually 
likes his own house, which by this 
time he has converted into an angu- 
lar maze in the vein of one of 
Georges Braque’s sculptures. 

When Gehry confesses that 
indeed he is enamoured with his 
home, his guest retorts, “Well, then 
why the hell are you doing this,” 
referring to the traditionalist style 
evinced in Santa Monica Place. 
Gehry could only reply that “Every- 
body’s gotta earn a living.” 

The architect suggests that this 
moment was pivotal, pushing him 
into reexamining his entire way of 
working. 

And in this moment lies the seed 
of the film, a topical examination of 
the great Frank Gehry, but more 
importantly a celebration of the 
absolute joy that comes with letting 
go—letting go of preconceived 
notions, of the expectations of oth- 
ers—and the creative freedom that 
can be born out of this cathartic act. 

Detractors suggest that the 
grandeur of Bilbao or of the Vitra 
Furniture Museum does not accom- 
modate the work within, but long 
after we have all faded into 
ephemeral night, the work of great 
architects like Antonio Gaudi and 
Frank Gehry will appear like so 
many pages of history chronicling a 
culture, and the work of those who 
embraced their neuroses, and found 
the strength to challenge the status 


uo. 
* Sydney Pollack has created a pic- 
turesque portrait of Gehry that 
endears to us this man who is 
wracked with all of the great duplici- 
tous qualities of an artist, a grand 
egotist who is highly competitive, 
yet self effacing and amiable. In 
many ways Frank Gehry is the per- 
fect Canadian.

ing, and all, in hindsight, as clueless 
as everyone else was that morning, 

Or the scene with the sun rising 
over Manhattan on September 12, a 
smoking hole in the ground where 
those two iconic buildings stood 24 
hours before. 

But moments do not a movie 
make. 

World Trade Center's script, by 
first-time screenwriter Andrea 
Berloff, is low-key and honest, and 
Oliver Stone’s direction is shocking- 
ly un-showy, but the film is so stri- 
dently earnest and non-topical, it 
ends up being, well, kind of boring. 

The story is simple. Port Authori- 
ty police officers John McLoughlin 
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(Nicholas Cage) and Will Jimeno 
(Michael Pena) are called down to 
the WTC site after the first plane hits 
and end up trapped in the collapsed 
elevator shaft of the first tower to 
come down. For the rest of the film, 
the two have to do most of their act- 
ing with their faces, their bodies 
pinned under huge slabs of concrete. 
(The film is based on the officers’ 
true life story; of only 20 people res- 
cued from the wreckage of the WTC 
site, McLoughlin and Jimeno were 
numbers 18 and 19.) 

Trapped under a skyscraper’s 
worth of rubble, bleeding from mas- 
sive internal injuries, the two stave 
off sleep and almost-certain death by 
talking with each other. As the film 
wears on through the morning, the 
afternoon, and the night, the two 
become increasingly aware that they 
may well be lying in their own tomb. 

Stone mostly hides behind the 
camera during these scenes and lets 
his actors do the filmmaking for 
him, and it’s a wise decision. The 
performances, especially Cage’s, are 
beautiful and absolutely believable, 
especially in the midst of the 
smashed concrete pillars and spo- 
radic fires around them, suggesting 
some kind of hellish netherworld— 
though that reference is never made 
overtly, which is sort of miraculous 
given how the symbolism in Stone’s 


past films usually comes off as sub- 
tly as. a guy parading down the 
street with a big placard proclaiming 
“The End is Nigh!” 

Also powerful are the film’s open- 
ing shots of dawn coming up on 
New York, the Manhattan skyline 
seen from afar, the WTC towers at 
the southern tip, a reminder of what 
an iconic image they were. 

It would be easy for Stone to go 
overboard on the sentiment in these 
early scenes, and he mostly restrains 
himself, though there are a few self- 
conscious touches—New York sure 
does seem to be full of flags that par- 
ticular morning. 

Less interesting are the scenes fea- 
turing the officer's families, waiting 
at home for word of their fathers and 
husbands. Maria Bello and Maggie 
Gyllenhaal, two very fine actresses, 





play the wives, but their scenes 
come off as trite. The film is a little 
too tastefully reserved here, and 
things start to veer into melodrama. 

Likewise are the flashbacks Cage 
and Pena experience trapped in the 
rubble, memories of times past in 
which everyone is happy and wears 
a little halo from all the white light 
suffusing the screen. 

World Trade Center manages the 
pretty damn impressive feat of tur” 
ing the politically divisive events of 
9/11 into a simple, non-partisan tale 
of human courage and survival. 
Unfortunately, it’s also so concerned 
with being inoffensive and respect 
ful to everyone that it manages to 
make one of the most horrific and 
eventful days in recent American 
history sort of tedious.

going to Piccolino’s, he looked at me 
as though I fancied myself a bit of 
“uptown pie”. 

Similarly, we talked about going 
to Piccolino’s with some friends, and 
they suddenly treated us like we 
didn’t drive an ‘86 Suburban. 

Dick and Jane ordered salad— 
Insalata pomodoro bocconcini ($7) 
to be exact, which is a classic salad 
from Italy consisting of tomato, boc- 
concini cheese, basil leaves, olive oil 
and balsamic vinegar. Its simplicity

is the very thing that makes this 
salad lovely, but it can also be the 
downfall. When you're working 
with a limited number of ingredi- 
ents, they have to each be really 
good to form a coherent whole, and 
these were awful. 

The bocconcini (which should be 
under ripe buffalo milk mozzarella 
in an ideal world) hadn’t marinated 
long enough (or at all) to absorb any 
of the olive oil or flavours from the 
vinegar or tomatoes. Not like the 
tomatoes had any flavour to lend 
mind you. They were horribly taste- 
less little things that no amount of 
live oil, basil or vinegar could have 
revived. 

Our main courses arrived approx- 
imately two minutes after our salad, 
and approximately 15 minutes after 
we sat down. That would be really 
good at MacDonald's, but it was 
kind of disturbing here, especially 
because my wife had ordered risotto 
with sausage and peppers ($13). 

To make risotto, you first have to 
toss the Abruzzo rice in oil over low 
heat. Once the outside starts to look 
translucent, but the inside “pearl” 
still appears white, it means the out- 
side has been cracked and it’s time 
to start adding stock. At this point 
you grab a glass of wine (because it 
takes a while) and you slowly add 


stock, sip wine for a bit, add more 
stock... sip, stock, sip, and repeat 
until either the cook or the rice is fin- 
ished. The point is: it takes a while. 

Alternatively, restaurants might 
choose to make one big batch before 
the dinner rush and hold it ina 
steam table, then just throw in some 
of the similarly previously prepared 
dodgey bits into a pan with a ladle 
of gooey rice. 

If they want to sacrifice quality for 
speed, they can do the latter, 
although they shouldn’t and that’s 
what I think Piccolino’s did. 

There's no way they could have 
timed the pick-up of our main 
course otherwise. Additionally, the 
Tice was steaming hot, but the 
sausage was cold. Tough to explain 
how that happened if they made it 
properly. 

I didn’t have the risotto mind you. 
I had the whore’s pasta—Puttanesca 
($11)—so named for the smelly old 
salty fisherman who used to fre- 
quent the wharfs of Naples looking 
for, well, not pasta. 

Seriously, “puttana” is Italian for 
prostitute, and spaghetti puttanesca 
is a dish of garlic, olive oil, capers, 
black olives, chopped tomatoes and 
anchovies. The salty, fishy, oily pasta 
is rumoured to be so named because 
of its relevance to either the fisher- 
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man or the ladies they took comfort 
in. I ordered it because you rarely 
see it on a menu. 

What I got however was some 
pretty ordinary, although well- 
cooked, spaghetti in red sauce with 
canned olives and anchovies. There 
were probably some capers in there 
for good measure, but I was so dis- 
appointed by the fact that it was ina 
thick red sauce and not primarily oil 
based with some chopped tomatoes, 
that I kind of gave up on it.

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Is a fix for meth on its way? 


Colleen Klein’s cure could be a political hot potato 


THE LEGISLATURE WILL RESUME 
August 24, and Premier Klein has 
spending on his mind. What 
remains to be seen is if any of Alber- 
tas surging oil and gas dollars will 
be directed to recommendations 
from his wife Colleen’s task 
force on crystal meth. 

The task force report due 
this fall could spark a fight 
in government. Task force 
member and AUPE union 
president Dan MacLennan 
says the recommendations 
could easily carry a price 
tag upwards of $10 million. 
He also hinted that new 
methamphetamine addic- 
tions treatment spaces 
would be on the list of to-do 
items. 

“Addictions need a lot of 
support, and this one, from 
what I’ve heard from 
experts and families, seems 
to need continuous care for 
a longer period. 12 to 18 
months could be normal,” 
MacLennan says. ) 

Year-and-a-half long pro- 
grams are a far cry from the 
three-month treatments cur- 
rently available. But 
AADAC, which is also part 
of the task force, has already 
assumed the stance that the 
meth problem is in hand. 

The agency has already 
responded to criticisms 
from parents and addicts 
alike by adding youth-spe- 
cific treatment beds and a 
treatment protocol specific 
to crystal meth users. 
Province-wide, AADAC 
now has 28 beds available 
to youth enrolled in the resi- 
dential treatment program. 
Edmonton has eight treatment beds 
and five more will be added in 2007. 

Director of AADAC youth ser- 
vices Mark Miyamoto says wait 
times aren’t a major issue. According 
to Miyamoto, the longest wait for a 
residential treatment bed is 12 weeks 
and AADAC has other programs 
available in the interim. There are no 


treatment beds specifically for meth 
addicts, he explains, because most 
youth seeking treatment from 
AADAC are not addicted to 
methamphetamine. 

“Across the board, alcohol and 


cannabis are the drugs of choice for 
young people,” Miyamoto says. 
iHuman Youth Society outreach 
worker Wallis Kendall says 
Miyamoto is probably right that 
AADAC doesn’t see a lot of meth- 
addicted youth. But, the veteran 
street youth worker added, that’s 
because most meth-addicted youth 


don’t go to AADAC for help. 

“What AADAC is seeing is the tip 
of the iceberg... The kids aren't talk- 
ing to them. AADAC isn’t working 
on the streets,” he says. 

Kendall says he has tried to get 





meth-addicted street kids into 
AADAC, and usually can't. It’s not 
AADAC'’s fault—the kids lives are 
just too erratic and their addictions 
too severe for AADAC’s programs. 
Many live in group homes or on the 
street, without family support. 
Part of the problem is the kid’s 

dependencies are so severe that they 


can’t stay clean enough to earn 
admission to long-term government 
treatment facilities. AADAC isn’t the 
only agency with such a prerequi- 
site. Kendall says a provincial facility 
in Ponoka recently turned away a 
young woman seeking joint pyscho- 
logical-addictions treatment because 
she took drugs before being admit- 
ted. 

Kendall's observational knowl- 
edge of meth treatment matches 
those of the experts con- 
sulted by the task force 
- (iHuman was not part of 
the consultation): a three- 
week treatment program 
like AADAC's is not 
enough, and “after-care” 
is essential, he says. 

“How dol get food and 
clothes, and shelter? Am 1 
expected to go right into 
school? How do I get 
tutoring help? What sup- 
port do I get when I get 
out of treatment?... Kids 
often go back to selling 
drugs to support them- 
selves—they’ve done it for 
four or five years and 
that’s all they know,” he 
warns. 

MacLennan says the 
diversity of the task force 
ensures that AADAC’s 
perspective isn’t the only 
== one that will be heard. 

* And he adds that there 
, have been consultations 
with other agencies that 
work with street youth.

3 some cutting edge recom- 
mendations,” MacLennan 
promises. And not all are 
xy related to drug treat- 

2 mMent—expect to see 
money for community ini- 
tiatives and more cops rec- 
ommended. 

The only question 
remaining is if any of the 
recommendations will 
survive the division inherent to a 
government slogging through its 
final days before a leadership con- 
test. On that point, MacLennan is 
optimistic.

Come to Edmonton... please... 


EDMONTON’S “COME VISIT” PROMO- 
tional campaign is being declared a 
success by the city, despite some 
decidedly bad press. The campaign 
awarded a free trip to Edmonton, 
paid for by the city, to six people 
(three couples) from across Canada. 
Sounds like a nice idea, but the 
campaign was featured in the

National Post last month under the 
headline “Edmonton has hard time 
giving away trips to the city.” The 
story pointed out that the city took 
two days and several dozen phone 


calls to find people willing to accept 


a free trip to Edmonton. 

The city, though, is giving their 
troubles a positive spin. 

“T heard people talking about it on 
ESPN radio, saying they couldn’t 
give the trip away,” says Robert 
Moyles, the city’s acting communi- 
cations manager. “So a little bit nega- 
tive, sure, but big reach.”

Turn Caledonia upside-down for results 


iT MAY NOT SEEM LIKE MUCH NOW 
but back in the 1770s, the Six Nations 
native band was a big help to British 
forces fighting in the American Rev- 
olution. That’s why, in 1784, the 
British Crown expressed its grati- 
tude by awarding the Six Nations a 
strip of land along the Grand River. 
This bit of history is a key element 
in the highly contentious 5-month- 
old Caledonia land occupation by 
natives who lay claim to this tiny 
piece of the original British grant 
How should this occupation be 
handled? It’s a difficult question. 
Last March, an Ontario judge

So, yes, the natives are defying the 
courts.

Adventure lures The Excursionists 
to Canadian Fringe circuit 


¢ ¢ itches’ cauldrons,” chuckles 
/*) Christopher Bange, “the diving 
helmets are made of plastic 


witches’ cauldrons with all the accoutrements 
glued on. It was two months of blood, sweat 
and tears.” 

Bange and fellow Seattle actor Jonah von 
Spreecken are The Excursionists, a pair of 
Victorian era adventurers seeking a new home 
after their beloved Britannia sinks beneath the 
waves. The sight of Bange and von Spreecken 
at the top of the show lit in blue, wearing cop- 


per diving helmets and formal Victorian attire, 


ranks as this year’s most surreal and arresting 
Fringe image. It’s apropos for a production 
that draws heavily upon the fantastical world 
of Jules Verne, a potentially fatal accident, and 
the mundane quality of everyday life. 

Last year, von Spreecken scored a Fringe 
hit with Gloomology. He planned to concoct a 
sequel to his tale of Dickensian morbidity with 





Australian performer Nicola Gunn, but when 
she decided to tour An Unfortunate Woman 
through Australia, Von Spreecken’s eye turned 
to Bange, a performer with whom he's wanted 
to work for a long time 

Willing to “block out six months” of his life, 
Bange says he leapt at the chance to perform 
in Canada, but another leap nearly scotched 
those plans. 

“About three months before we even started 
writing, I dove into the shallow end of the pool 
and broke my neck, | worked two days with 
the broken neck, not realizing | had it because 
I didn’t go to the doctor because I don't have 
insurance. Someone at work convinced me to 
go and they took X-Rays, puta brace on me 
and said, ‘OK, you have a broken neck. Don’t 
move it and we'll tell you if you need spinal 
surgery.” He didn’t, but was confined to a 
neck brace for three months, 

“He was in the hospital hallway on the gur- 


ney,” says Von Spreecken, “and we sketched 
out the opening of the show. What if England 
sinks?!” The incident was also the birth of 
Bange’s character, Lord Necksycracksy. 

Von Spreecken ruefully admits the genesis 
of Professor Goggins is far less exotic. “He 
was originally Professor Agog, but then I 
watched Jeopardy one night and one of the 
contestants’ names was Nathaniel Goggins.” 

The inspiration for the show also came from 
the tube—a late night broadcast of The Island 
at the Top of the World. “It's one of those 60's 
science fiction, adventure movies,” says von 
Spreecken, “very Victorian, very Jules Verne- 
esque, and that’s where we got the first idea.” 

“The next day, | literally went to the book- 
store and bought a stack of Jules Verne novels. 
We read and read and read.” 

The glorious Verbosity of Verne is in full 
flower in The Excurstonists. Nemo's nuclear 
submarine, the Nautilus, doesn't appear, but

in its stead is Goggins's underwater train, The 
Neptunia. A giant squid makes a traumatic ap- 
pearance. The japery, which crowds thick and 
fast through the hour long show, is the result 
of two very different sensibilities working in 
sync.

Bange got his start as a magician at age 9. 
“That's how I fell into performing. | decided to 
study theatre in college because I thought it 
would make me a better magician. The acting 
bug just really took hold of me.” Bange was 

a fixture at the late lamented Seattle Fringe 
creating avante garde clown shows, “very silly 
Vaudevillian shows.” 

“Where Chris is more physical, I'm more 
the actor and don't really have a lot of clown 
training,” Von Spreecken acknowledges. “We 
bring those two sides and meld them

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Von Spreecken grew up in Dubai where 
his parents were teachers (“My dad was 
my high school principal”). “I auditioned 
Once Upon a Mattress in tenth grade and 
got hooked after that. [University was] at 
Ithaca College in Upstate New York and all 
my friends were going to New York City, Los 
Angeles, Chicago, but I heard there was a 
small scene happening in Seattle, so I just 
did it.”

The loss of the Fringe was a blow, but 
word gets round in the close knit commu- 
nity about opportunities further north, and 
Vancouver is only a few hours away. “You get 
that fly in your éar—the Fringe, the Cana- 
dian Fringe, this is place where your art can 
get seen and be appreciated.” His first tour 
was in 2004 with Plants and Animals, one 
of the sleeper hits of the festival. 

The company name is unabashedly a grab 
for glamour: “We thought it was a good idea

all over my naked body every night that we 
performed it.” 

Probably better known for spawning a 
music genre, Seattle is a theatrical hotbed, 
say the two performers, and the calibre of 
work coming up to Canada each summer 
is uniformly high. Bange points to dollar 
signs as one reason “I think that there’s a lot 
of money in Seattle, there are a lot of very 
talented people that have money and have 
time to spend [creating work].” 

Von Spreecken thinks success has more to 
do with determination in the face of adver- 
sity. “There are a lot of theatres nurturing 
new work in Seattle. But there are also a 
lot of theatres that are tanking and others 
that have gone under. One goes under and

someone was flipping through the program 
and not looking at where we're actually 
from, Baron Spieler would seem like a Ger 
man troupe.” 

Painting the duo as serious artists hell-bent 
on creating frivolity isn’t inaccurate. They 
deny consciously working in any overt stabs 
at imperialism past and present 

“It's a larky thing,” says Bange, “We're not 
trying to put anyone down, We want to have 
a good time and really capture the flavour of 
the books and the time period. We acknowl- 
edge it's totally silly but all the comedy is 
grounded in truth. For us these people really 
existed.” 

Von Spreecken agrees. “I can’t stand shows 
that are just silly and done to make money. 


There are some of those that are very enjoy- 
able, but I like something that sticks a bit 
Researching the show, reading Jules Verne, 
taking notes trying to capture some of the 
verbosity and archaic language that he used 
was really fun for me and hopefully a differ- 
ent offering for fringe audiences.” 

The slice of Victoriana has proved whip- 
lash-inducing fun from Toronto onwards 
The Excursionists won Best of the Fest in 





Winnipeg and Saskatoon. The company’s 
reputation, and the personable demeanour 


of the actors as they flyer line-ups, will prob- 


ably engender more in Edmonton. However, 
like their characters, von Spreecken and 
Bange are constantly seeking, like adventure 
movies of old 

“It's that explosion in the distance” says 
von Spreecken, “we wanted the piece to end 
with that ‘What! Let us go there!’”

1) Twisted Thing / (Stage 5, King Edward School) 
| caught Jon Stewart’s new play at this year’s NextFest and was totally 
blown away by this young playwright/actor’s enduring intensity as a 
performer and his derring-do as a writer. Stewart was a sensation at 
last year’s NextFest/Fringe with Grumplestock’s (which he co-wrote and 
co-starred in), a work that treads a similar surreal ground (and which also 
co-starred Vince Forcier). This time instead of sentient puppets, Stewart 
and Forcier play a sentient cat and dog in a work as profoundly introspec- 
tive as it is emotionally engaging. 


‘ 2) Letters in Wartime / (Stoge 7, Royal Conadian Legion) 


One of the pioneers of the Fringe (Life After Hockey was one of the 
festival's greatest and earliest breakaway hits in the mid-’80s), Kenneth 
Brown can always be trusted fell a good story and produce a theatrical 
event that is eternally grounded and honest. Here the playwright explores 
the psychic crucible that is war via protracted epistolary relationship 
between an RCAF flyer (Jon Patterson) ond an auxiliary worker (Melissa 
MacPherson). 


3) Blacklisted / (Stoge 13, Planet Ze Design Studio) 

Some years the festival is awash with sketch comedy troupes, this year, not 
so much; only two sketch comedy groups mount productions. Fortunately 
for fans of energetic comedy, one of the two groups is Blacklisted, o wildly 
entertaining group of local thespians and musicians (Dana Anderson, Matt 
Alden, Sheldon Elter, Jeff Halaby, Ryan Parker, and Aaron Macri) who 
regularly gather together for comedy high jinks. This group's offering 
makes for the perfect comic break for any over-stressed Fringe-goer. 


4) Teaching Shakespeare 3 

(BYOV A, Sideshow Tent Behind Cosmopolitan Music Society). 

| laughed myself silly at the first two installments of Keir Cutler's hilarious 
and profoundly sophisticated parody of all things literary and/or aco- 
demic.

; Boasting a record-breaking 17 
Fringe premieres, David Belke’s 
shows are always a must-see 

for this reviewer regardless the 
subject matter or styling. This year 
he’s returning to the topsy-turvy 
comedy-romance world of The 
Red King’s Dream. This production also stars two of my all-time favourite 
performers: Mark Meer and Andrea House, Aside from being a consistent 
crowd-pleaser with a historically well-honed sense of humour and 
dialogue, Belke is probably one of the most emotionally correct writers in 
the city, boasting a truly humane oeuvre. 


1) Stealing Venus / (Stoge 10, Yardbird Suite) 

Fresh from South Africa, the mesmerizing Anton Smuts brings the story of 
an art heist that rivals the suspense of The Thomas Crown Affair.

Smuts’ mercurial 
performance is a thing of hyper-charged beauty. 





2) Letters in Wartime / (Stoge 7, Royal Canadian Legion) 
RIBBITrePUBLIC presents the Ken 
Brown/Stephen Scriver classic 
in 0 production of understatedly 
epic proportions. A compelling 
examination of the effects of war, 
Letters in Wartime follows 0 young 
couple through the rigors of World 
War Two, from innocent hope to 
world-weary aftermath. With Brown's restrained hand on the directorial til- 
ler and luminous performances by Jon Paterson and Melissa MacPherson, 
Letters in Wartime is a heart-wrenching standout. 

















3) The Excursionists / (Stage 8, Varscona Theatre) 

Bloody good fun for one and all. Christopher Bange and Jonah yon 
Spreecken are, respectively, Lord Necksycracksy and Professor Goggins 

in this Jules Verne inspired adventure. England has sunk and the intrepid 
pair must battle giant squid, the French, scurvy, and certain Antarctic death 
in order to find another green and pleasant land. It’s completely surreal, 
fabulous fun that is the quintessence of all things Fringe. 


4) The Neo-Nancies, Hitler’s Kickline / (BYOV D, Bar Wild) 
Guys in Disguise present a new work from Darrin Hagen. The story of Nazi 
poster-girl Zarah Leander, Nazi boys in heels and a goose-stepping chorus 
line, Neo Nancies is sure to be Hagen’s most provocative show yet.

This year’s offering, The Neo-Nancies 
(BYOV C—Bar Wild), fixes its sights on 
European cabaret giant and drag icon 
Zarah Leander. The dark and delicious twist 
to this particular biographical play is that 
Hagin and his stellar cast (Linda Grass, 
Trevor Schmidt, Jesse Gervais, and Christo- 
pher Shulz) are exploring a 1942 film called 
The Great Love that was produced under the 
auspices of the Nazis and featured 60 SS 
officers in full drag! 

On the one hand, says Hagin, Leander’s 
film is “a cross between overproduced 
cabaret numbers and a Busby Berkeley pro: 
duction... a movie about making movies” 
that's wildly fun to perform 

On the other hand, the film’s Nazi con- 
nection and odder-than-odd casting choice, 
putting the cream of the crop of the Reich’s 
officer-pool into high heels and hose, is the 
perfect vehicle to explore the strange sexuali- 
ty of the Nazis as well as the overall con- 
struction of gender. 

“It's fascinating to look at how the Nazis 
used homoerotic imagery for their own ends 
and how they were homophobic when con- 
venient. For example, Leander’s lyricist was 
gay and was in prison for the second fime, 
but was pulled out of the concentration camp 
fo write the for the movie.”

I WAS PRETTY NEGATIVE ABOUT THE 
Edmonton Fringe Festival in late 
August 1982. 

In fact, after having caught two 
shows at that inaugural festival 
(including a rather goofy abridged 
version of Macbeth in a sweltering 
abandoned storefront where Savoy 
now sits), I distinctly remember 
being way less than impressed with 
this “Fringe” —“Fringe of what?” 
was my callow 1982 retort—and pre- 
dicting that the neophyte festival 
had a snowcone’s chance in heck of 
catching on. 

After all, [remember saying, who 
wants to catch indoor theatre in the 
summertime at oddball times sitting 
onan uncomfortable folding chair in 
an overheated ad-hoc theatre space 
watching a play with no perfor- 
mance creds? It just wasn’t done 
back ina time when going to the 
Citadel's Rice Theatre was seen as a 
‘daring theatre outing. 

Little did I know that the festival 
‘would not merely survive, instead 
playing an instrumental role in 

{ sformil g our very theatrical par- 
Not only is the Fringe as an 


event and institution not even close 
what it was back in 1982, neither is 
Edmonton’s theatre scene. 

Fringe Festival founder Brian 
Paisley remembers that most folks 
back in 1982 weren't betting on the 
Festival's long-term survival. 

“Theatre artists loved the first fes- 
tival and wanted it to go on, but 
even people who were close to the 
festival back then didn’t believe it 
would last,” says Victoria-based 
Paisley. 

“| was closest to its heartbeat and 
was getting it from all points of view 
and my summation after the first 
festival was that we'd struck a 
chord. After year two and three of 
the Fringe, I realized it couldn’t stop. 
By the third festival everybody was 
on board.” 


THE THREAT:

According to Paisley, that first fes- 
tival also came about pretty much in 
a “haphazard and Andy Hardy- 
like” fashion after the Summerfest 
organization gave Paisley a check for

Short on time and resources, Pais- 
ley, who had just been to Edinburgh, 
pulled a page from that festival’s 
non-curatorial set-up and decided to 
use the money he'd been given to set 
up five theatre spaces in the less- 
gentrified Old Strathcona neigh- 
bourhood of the early ‘80s. 

“T remember being warned that 
nobody will want to come and see 
theatre at noon, 2 or 4 pm because of 
that vision that all theatre has to start 
at 8 pnvon the nose. But we had the 
money to do something quick and 
right now, so we set up the theatres, 
invited the actors and decided to 
have a ball while we were doing it. 
We fi that if anyone shows up 
to see the shows that was going to be 
a bonus.” 

Turns out, says Paisley, that “peo- 
ple will come to shows they know 
nothing about” if you make the right 
atmosphere. 

Further underlining just how far 
the paradigms have shifted, Paisley 
says the first festival was aiming to 
give theatre folks something to do 
over the summer in an era when not 
having a gig at Stratford, Shaw, or 
one of the other handful of summer- 
time institutions meant you were 
twiddling your thumbs, a far cry 
from our current year-round scene. 

Paisley’s “here’s the space, do 





what you will” no-jury attitude was 
totally alien in an era that didn’t 
enjoy today’s large artist-producer 
scene, invented in large part by a 
healthy summer-long Fringe circuit. 

Paisley is quick to underline that 
he and other Fringe organizers really 
weren't sure just how much of a 
community existed at the time and 
were pleasantly surprised to discov- 
er there where “more of them than 
we'd thought and a lot of scripts 
stowed under the mattress.” 


STEADY INNOVATION 

The Fringe’s founder is also not 
one to spend much time on whither- 
the-Fringe meditations. 

When asked about the growth of 
the non-theatre/ carnival part of the 
festival and whether that sideshow 
atmosphere might be taking away 
from theatrical reality of the Fringe, 
Paisley says the carnival aspect of 
the festival was well underway by 
the Fringe’s third year.

Being in a fringe show will get you laid, but only if... 


QUEEN ALEX HOLDS SWAY OVER A 
bizarre court. 

British born Alex Dallas is diva 
assoluta of the Fringe and the 
acknowledged monarch of the mot- 
ley band who tour the Canadian 
Fringe circuit each year. Like Eleanor 
of Aquitaine, she presides over a 
“court” that is passionate, cultured, 
creative, and artistic. It comes witha 
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set of rules governing “Courtly 
Love.” Of course it isn’t about trou- 
badours and knights sighing after 
their lady fair, but rather the heady 
rush of lust that is part and parcel of 
life on the Fringe. 

Asked if doing a Fringe play is a 
bona fide sexual magnet, a guaran- 
tor of connubial doings, her majesty 
nods sagely over a gin and tonic. 
“Yes it is. That's the short answer. 
However as “queen” I now take a 
platonic view and love everyone.” 

The long answer is somewhat 
more detailed. 

According to Dallas (who appears 


at this year’s Fringe in Drama Queen), 


there are actually two answers pred- 
icated by the gender of the Fringe 
performer. “If you're of the male 
persuasion, it’s absolutely fantastic. 
If your show is a four or five star 
show and/or if you're a comic or 
poet. Generally in my experience of 
show business, women develop 
huge talent crushes and just fall and 
swoon at the feet of any man who 
can go onstage and do anything.” 


For women, she says, the situation 
is changed. “If you're very talented, 
funny, clever and smart, quite often 
men are put off by that. They don’t 
all line up at the end of my show 
asking to take me out for dinner or 
bringing me roses or chocolate. If 
you're a funny woman, it’s very 
hard to get laid because you know 
what? Men seem to be slightly inse- 
cure and they like to be the star of 
their own show.” 

So, doing a Fringe show will get 
you sex. If you’re male. If a female 
not so much... 


LOVE IS IN THE AIRS 

But then again, consider the case 
of Christopher Bange of The Excur- 
sionists. Funny, good looking, per- 
forming in a critically acclaimed 
show, he’s found the Fringe to be 
more of a desert than a dessert. “I'd 
like to say that I’m single right now, 
and if there are any ladies out there 
seeing the show and like what I’ve 
got to offer, give me a call. Me and 
[castmate] Jonah [von Spreecken]

slept in the same bed in Toronto for 
two weeks, enough said, no more 
comment on that.” 

Chris Caswell, creator of the show 
2112, met her husband Nathan 
Caswell back in 2001 at the now- 
defunct Lloydminster Fringe. “Is ita 
good way to get sex? Yes—for single 
people, yes. It is very difficult to be a 
married person on the Fringe 
because of all the performers and 
similar interests. All of a sudden you 
have all these people around you 
who are like you upon stage doing 
their thing looking so delicious.” 

Alex Dallas agrees whole hearted- 
ly. She likens Fringe touring to being 
in summer camp. “As an artist you 
sit in your room isolated at your 
computer creating the show. Then 
you need a venue, so you do the 
Fringe. Essentially, you get sent 
away with all these fantastic actors 
who are all beautiful and talented 
and clever and funny. Quite often 
people meet for life, fall in love and 
get married.” 

Dallas met her husband on the 
Fringe and her daughter was con- 
ceived at the Winnipeg Fringe. She 
also notes there are quite a few other 
“war brides,” British performers 
who came to Canada for the Fringe, 
fell in love and stayed. 


STICK TO THE F-WORD 

Stewart Matthews is one such. A 
member of Screwed and Clued since 
their first tour in 1998, he was deter- 
mined in 2003 to “...have flings in 
every city.” Enter Natalie Joy Ques- 
nel, with whom he performs 52 Pick 
Up this year. They met at an improv 
show in Ottawa 

“He yelled ‘Wankers" really loud- 
ly,” says Quesnel, “I thought noth- 
ing of it other than ‘He sounds Eng- 
lish; he must be from the Screwed 
and Clued group that’s always here 
and is so popular and all the girls 
love them.” 

In the heightened world of Fringe, 
things progressed extremely rapidly, 
says Quesnel. 

“Our first kiss I pulled away and 
asked him, because I had nothing to 
lose, ‘How many kids do you want?’ 
He said three. I went ‘great’ and we 
carried on kissing.” 

Matthews chimes in. “Two hours 
later we finally got out of the eleva- 
tor. Yeah, our first kiss lasted two 
hours in an elevator.” Three months 
later they were engaged. 

For Matthews and Quesnel, it was 
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a case of love at first sight and a bone 
deep knowledge they'd met the 
right person. However, says 
Matthews, the reality is a bit differ- 
ent for-most Fringe artists. “The 
Fringe is a place for ummm... height- 
ened relationships. Because you 
know people for a short amount of 
time, relationships move a lot faster 
because of that. To get something 
lasting from it is very unusual, it’s 
usually very quick, very short 
affairs... yes that’s the Fringe, a 
whole bunch of horny actors having 
torrid affairs!” 

With the territory can come a lot 
of heartbreak, says Alex Dallas, and 
that’s not a good thing. Actors, after 
all, have a job to do. 

“It can be bad for you.and your 
show if you're involved in some 
bloody drama.” 

Her rule of thumb for all budding 
ingénues and matinee idols is the 
other F-word—“Flirt! Flirt, flirt and 
no one gets hurt.” 

She acknowledges it’s strange 
advice coming from the woman 
who wrote Nymphomaniac and 
Drama Queen but, “1 think its best not 
to run across Canada breaking 
hearts in every port or town. It 
doesn’t do your reputation any 
good. You have to come back the 
next year and there's always the 
nasty package that you might have 
to deal with.”

The smell of wonderfully cooked 
and mildly spiced fish overwhelmed 
us when we walked in, not the 
stench of rotting old fish and shell- 
fish that had been marinating in its 
own urine (that’s what happens 
when fresh shellfish like clams and 
mussels aren’t properly taken care of 
and sit in the fridge too long). It was 
immediately obvious from the smell 
and the look of the dishes going by 
us that this was a fresh seafood 
restaurant. 

Still, there was something that 
didn’t fit. 

The calamari appetizer was 
cooked perfectly so that there was a

=slight bit of resistance when I bitinto 
it while still not too chewy, and the 
mussels in white wine and garlic 
were wonderful. 

The wait staff were all very pleas- 
ant and tremendously helpful. 

The décor, although somewhat 
tacky, was harmless enough and 
gave the place a bit of character. 

My traditional porco a alentejana 
(pork and clams ina mildly spiced 
red wine sauce with potatoes) was 
well prepared and tasty, and Brid- 
get’s Bacalhau a Spago (a cod casse- 
role essentially with potatoes and 
veloute/white sauce) was moist, 





tender, and full of flavour. 

Our food was simple, prepared 
traditionally and served in the very 
large terra cotta dishes it had been 
baked in (we donated our leftovers 
to an inner-city school,and.it’s my 
understanding that our doggie bags 
have become the cornerstone of the 
school’s hot lunch program. OK, so 
that’s not quite true, but the portions 
were too big). 

Even still, that wasn’t the thing 
that left me feeling unsettled. 

After much consideration, I think 
the uneasy feeling I had about the 
place was this: Spago is really just a 
nice quaint family restaurant, but 
they don’t seem to know it. I got the 
sense that this was a restaurant with 
an identity crisis. It seems like they 
want to be a trendy upscale (and

upper-priced) place, yet they doa 
buffet lunch. In a lot of ways,Spago 
seemed to aspire to be a continental- 
style upscale restaurant from the late 
‘70s. Things have evolved a bit in the 
last 30 years and Spago hasn't 
seemed to have kept pace. 

So... that’s my uneasiness, There's 
really not a lot wrong with Spago, 
it’s just that given the variety avail- 
able today in the price range they're 
asking, I’m not sure I'd rush back. 
That's just me. 

But then, I'm the type of guy who 
would steal a nice Mennonite lady’s 
office knick-knack and take pictures 
of it in dodgy places. 

Go figure.

TORONTO'S SARSSTOCK 2003: AFTER AN 
afternoon of recognizable rock acts 
churning out their shop-worn hits, 
three humble, middle-aged musi- 
cians who play dreamy, psychedelic 
pop music are joined on stage by 
dancing, human-sized furry ani- 
mals. The Jumbotron screen served 
up this surreal scene well, depicting 
giant balloons, frisbee-sized confetti 
and gleaming mirror balls for the 
folks in the rear.

The Flaming Lips are an enigmat- 
ic musical group, so Staring at Sound: 
The True Story of Oklahoma's Fabulous 
Flaming Lips was a perfect book pro- 
ject for Chicago Sun-Times pop music 
critic Jim DeRogatis (who also 


penned Let It Blurt: The Life and Times 
of Lester Bangs, America's Greatest 
Rock Critic). 

DeRogatis is an obvious fan of 
these fellow American Midwestern 
enfants terribles. In 1983, original 
Lips mainstays singer/guitarist 
Wayne Coyne and bassist Michael 
Ivins were a couple young punks in 
Oklahoma City who formed the 
band when they realized they were 
on the same musical and philosophi- 
cal page. Coyne, the true force 
behind the Lips, is still based in the 
unlikely indie music burg of Okla- 
homa City, most famous for a gov- 
ernment building bombed by anti- 
government Libertarians. 

Twenty-three years later, and 
through multiple line-up changes, 
The Lips are still pumping out music 
that defies categorization. Every new 
release is guaranteed to be unlike the 
last. While nihilist post-punk bands 
in the 1980s and early 1990s wailed 
their angst, Coyne’s “whimsical

Unlike rock's biggest egotists, 
Coyne the modest Midwesterner 
doesn’t take himself too seriously. At 
one point he confesses to DeRogatis, 
“1 don’t know if what we're doing 
with this band is worth a book or 
not, Jim—or really, if it's worth any- 
thing at all. We just do what we do, 
and hopefully you can all make it 
sound interesting.” 

Derogatis’ writing style makes the 
reader feel like they're part of the 


band, going on endless tours in 
road-weary panel vans, sleeping on 
fans’ couches, skipping showers for 
days and experiencing first-hand 
their fights and successes during 
sleep-deprived days in the recording 
studio. You get to know the charis- 
matic Coyne, the introverted Ivins, 
the once drug-addled Drozd, plus 
their supportive girlfriends, loyal 
families and all the other key players 
and producers along their 23-year 
path.

Tony Baker's universe comes to life

“WE'VE JUST COME OUT OF THE THIRD 
‘hi-void’—a ‘historic void; a period 
where no history was recorded, 
because everything was wiped out 
by conflict,” Tony Baker begins, 
“and the Nowns and Gibs, the main 
alien species, have warred them- 
selves into exhaustion. This universe 
is marked by militarism, paranoia, 
isolationism. But a few benevolent 
traders go between the worlds...” 

You can almost see his words 
scrolling over a starscape, preceding 
a dissolve to the hulk of a ship, 
trekking alone through deepest 
space, buoyed by a scene-heighten- 
ing soundtrack. 

Actually, Baker’s Expanse is as 
close to a cinematic immersion in 
another world as you are likely to

get in a gallery—perhaps even than 
in many films. The show, Baker's 
final one as an Edmontonian (he’s 
destined for Toronto, where his 
ladyfriend is completing her Masters 
in Classics), fills the room with the 
sights and sounds of The Expanse, a 
universe populated by beings who 
are terrifying or benign, enigmatic or 
familiar. Or sometimes everything, 
all at once. 

Dystopia or utopia? That's science 
fiction’s version of the “half-full or 
half-empty?” game. Sci-fi universes 
are a way for us to exist in both 
states simultaneously, to try out the 
consequences of our behaviour as a 
species in a safe simulation where 
fantastic things are possible and 
Good and Evil can be dealt with as 
legitimate animating forces. 

It's a way of bending stories 
around anxieties that encompass the 
intimate trajectories of history 
(human-scale tragedies and tri- 
umphs, like boy-meets-girl and shit- 
ty jobs) and the grand ones involv- 
ing humankind and the poor species 
bobbing around in our wake. 

Reared on Star Wars and Heavy 
Metal (magazine, not music), Baker 
was the kid drawing cool spacecraft 
and Creature Canteen patrons (do 
we need to give George Lucas a 
quarter now?) in between ogling his 
action figur 

They beat that sort of nerderie out 
of you in art school. Instead of obses- 
sive fascinations with alien land- 
scapes and otherworldly beings, you 
develop obsessive fascinations with 
line, form, colour, your artistic fore- 


bears, and expressions that can glut 
your artist statement on grant appli- 
cations (“It’s an investigation of 
alienation,” or, “I’ve appropriated 
the historic language of Gothic archi- 
tecture,” for instance). 

While earning his BFA from the U 
of A, Baker fell in love. The object of 
his adoration was the Modernist art 
movement—macho, self-glorifying, 
idealistic, energetic, revolutionary, 
and aspirational. Though that may 
not describe your average geek, 
much of the sci-fi genre has been all 
that and more, with its wider, poly- 
glot-ish cacophony of inclusiveness. 

After graduation, Baker experi- 
enced his own ‘hi-void’: “I didn’t 
pick up a paintbrush or pencil for a 
long, long, long time” (he draws out 
the “longs” painfully). 

A close encounter with the “Just 
do it” Nike-ism of fellow artist Tim 
Rechner reignited his visual creation 
impulse, and Baker went back to 
drawing and painting—constantly, 
obsessively, cathartically. 

A strange thing happened next. 
By giving the middle finger to any- 
thing that wasn’t ultimately useful 
within his practice, Baker evolved a 
unique synthesis between the ele- 
ments that had cumulatively fuelled 
his art—the vigour of Modernism, 
the panoramic reckoning of sci-fi, 
and the heroic undertow common 
to both. 

His ladyfriend’s degree also gave 
him material—mythic stories of 
mortals and testing forces, from the 
wasteland of chronic warfare to the 
vagaries of otherworldly forces. 
Within the past year or so, these 
facets gelled into The Expanse. 

The Expanse includes paintings, 
drawings, text, and a soundtrack 
(“Lonely atmospheric space noise 
and a couple pop songs,” notes 
Baker, veteran of several bands). 

His big, information-dense paint- 
ings and loose-yet-methodical collec- 
tions of drawings crowd the gallery 
with protagonists, villains, cosmic 
red herrings, bizarre and cranky 
technology, and planets nowhere 
near ours. 

While we may not recognize a 
Gib, or the Machine That Lived For- 
ever, or the places on Baker’s map of 
The Expanse, we may respond to the 
weirdness and charm of the conver- 
sation Baker is inviting us to partici- 
pate in—one too big for our world 
to hold.

WASHINGTON, DC’S METALCORE 
champions Darkest Hour are the 
headlining act at this year’s Yester- 
day Was Everything festival, the 
annual multi-band musical event 


paying tribute to Daniel Langlois 


and Jordan Wodehouse, members of 


the legendary local hardcore act 
Compromise who were tragically 
killed by a drunk driver in a motor 
vehicle accident three years ago. 

Darkest Hour’s inclusion this year 
not only indicates how musically 
diverse the festival has become— 
within the realms of hardcore—but 
also how diverse the categorization 
of hardcore is as well. 

What began as an after-school 


curiosity in 1995 by guitarist Mike 


Schleibaum, Darkest Hour has trans- 


formed itself into a powerful, 
revered metal behemoth, with 
enough punk history and break- 
downs +to appeal to hardcore scen- 
esters, and Throwdown shirts-a- 
plenty. 

“Hardcore to me is like faster, 
harder punk,” says Schleibaum, cit- 
ing a musical change in what has 
been defined as “hardcore” for the 
past 20 years. “I think bands like

WITH A SOUND AS INDEBTED TO ’60S 
psych-pop as it is to current dance- 
rock trends, Panurge are hard to pin 
down. As happy to build something 
as they are to destroy it, the band 
thrives on moving swiftly and catch- 
ing even themselves off-guard. 

Recently making the move from 
Nettwerk to Last Gang Records 
(Metric, the now-defunct Death 
From Above 1979), Panurge were in 
an enviable position when it came to 
recording their third effort, Walking 
in the Fog. 

“We were afforded a lot more 
time and space this time around. In 
the past we recorded really ‘cut and 
paste,’ we'd spend a week here and 
then a week there,” explains com- 
poser/producer/arranger/per- 
former Chris McLaughlin, who had 
been prompt to wrestle the phone 
away from another band member as 
soon as it was picked up for the 
interview. As it turns out, his family 
recently relocated to Edmonton, and 
McLaughlin obviously wants to 
make his mom proud. “This time we 
were actually in the studio every 
day. That was the most important 
part about this recording—being 
together that much lent a cohesion 
that really brings the record togeth- - 
er.” 


Sonic experimentation was a uni- 


fying theme for the record as well, 
and with label support behind them 
Panurge were now in the unique 
position of heading into the studio 
without any expectation and knowl- 
edge of where each session might 
lead. 

“It was a real challenge to keep 
things fresh,” says McLaughlin. “We 
didn’t have the finite ideas that we 
would have in the past, so it was 
nice to go to the studio and not 
know how the day was going to pan 
out.” 

The result adds an impromptu 
feel to the recording that removes 
any trace of sterility or uncertainty 
from the songs. With such an 
approach, the band was able to 
experiment with structure and feel. 
“If you listen to music from the ‘70s, 
even the more structured music had 
a looseness to it. If you listen to Eno, 
it really sounds like everything 
could fall apart at any second.” 

Regarding the tone of the album, 
McLaughlin explains the contrasting 
moods found on Walking in the Fog. 
“It’s funny, we started writing dur- 
ing summer of last year. We were 
walking around Vancouver in the 
sunny weather and we were writing 
really sunny, poppy music. But by 
the time we started recording it was 
winter, and everything was grey and 
rainy. What we ended up with was 
darker themes set to sunshine pop 
music.” 

As the only West Coast act on the 
Last Gang roster (Last Gang head 


office has yet to see the band live), 
McLaughlin sums up the band’s 
feelings thus: “It's flattering but it’s 
kind of weird. All the bands that are 
on the label are there because 
they've seen these bands a million 
times.” 


Minor Threat really pushed punk 
over the edge. They are the most 
important hardcore band ever. I 
think in the early ‘90s, punk and 
hardcore fashions really changed 
and started to dictate how those gen- 
res related to each other, and it really 
is a shame because punk and hard- 
core ideals really are the same.” 

A term that started being widely 
used in the ‘80s to describe young, 
short-haired, angry Black Flag fans 
has now evolved to mean something 
completely new: a lot of hardcore 
kids now declare no allegiance to the 
“hardcore scene of yore,” instead; 
they listen to and involve themselves 
with music that is far more injected 
with metal, violence, and technical 
complexity. 

“See, I think that punk and hard- 
core aren't that separated. That is, if 
you talk about real punk bands, and 
real hardcore bands, because to me, 
these genres span over all different 
sounds,” Schleibaum notes. “If you 
choose a lame punk band, like 
MxPx, and compare with, say, old 
school Strife, then you get an obvi- 
ous difference musically, idealistical- 
ly, in fashion, and everything. But 
see—neither one of those bands are 
real to what those genres were 
about. To me, there are still real 
punk bands, and real hardcore 
bands, but you have to look farther 
than the shelf at Hot Topic to find 
them.” 

Within all this talk about hardcore 
and punk, Schleibaum is adamant 
that Darkest Hour consider them- 
selves—first and foremost—a metal 
band. “I think of Darkest Hour as 
much more metal sounding, but 
then again, different listeners hear 
different things, and that is the beau- 
ty of music.” 

However, despite the influence of 
and allegiance to metal, Schleibaum 


has admitted to some lifestyle choic- 
es more in common with hardcore 
and punk than anything else. “I was 
vegan for 10 years, and I still strug- 
gle to eat that way from time to time. 
I was also straight edge for 15 years. 
Really, I loved straight edge, and still 
see it as an awesome thing. Some of 
my best friends love the edge and 
live it hard.” 

This alone is evidence of how 
blurry the lines and boundaries are 
within the hardcore genre; Darkest 
Hour, a band who will wave the flag 
of the metal, punk and hardcore 
scenes, and basically ignore the dif- 
ferences between them. 

“Some of our members never 
associated themselves with any sub- 
culture other than partying, wreck- 
ing shit, and jamming hard,” says 
Schleibaum. 

And on the topic of Yesterday 
Was Everything, and the story 
behind it, Schleibaum also has a lot 
to say. 

Having close ties with Misery Sig- 
nals—formerly Jesse Zaraska’s only 
post-Compromise project before 
joining Sleeping Girl—Schleibaum 
has heard the story of Daniel Lan- 
glois and Jordan Wodehouse many 
times. “That story is like the night- 
mares a band can have, it’s really 
awful. We did not get the honour of 
knowing any of those kids, but I’m 
sure that they'd be happy to know 
that kids remember them and still 
rock in their honour.” ~ 

Darkest Hour are the perfect 
example of the ever-changing state 
of hardcore. 

When placed along with the rest 
of the diverse lineup of the Yester- 
day Was Everything festival, it’s 
clear that you're dealing with a 
musical genre that is becoming more 
and more difficult to classify.

The live show offers another 
opportunity for Panurge to reinter- 
pret their songs, most notably with 
the addition of live drums, instead of 
the programmed and sequenced 
beats that make up their recorded 


output. 

“Live is a completely different 
beast. We just want to be able to set 
up ina tiny bar and bash out some 
rock n roll.” Last time out saw the 
band fitted with computers, and 
McLaughlin explains, “We felt that 
maybe they were tying us downa 
bit. We don’t need a total rock spec- 
tacle, just a different energy. We like 
it when bands are different live than 
on their recordings.”

“I'll Take You Back” and Robert Johnson's

tar rendition of “Buckdancers Choice” gave 
way to a version of “Drown in My Own 
Tears.” 

The later introduced the exquisite three- 
part vocal harmonies of Angel Band. From 
there we took a trip through gospel and con 
temporary folk before closing with a soulful 
take on David Wiffen’s “Lost My Drivin 
Wheel.” Throughout the set Bromberg daz 
zled on guitar, National Steel, Dobro, and 
fiddle.

and British royalty in particular. The 
frustration remains throughout the 
album, more as an underlying force 
rather than directly expressed.

TO CALL 2005'S ILLINOIS A TOWERING 
achievement is quite the understatement. 
Stevens’ sprawling Americana fresco—gath- 
ering everyone from John Wayne Gacy to 
Frank Lloyd Wright by way of UFO sightings 
and zombies coming et from the dead— 
was a shimmering indie-pop gem of gigantic 
proportion (clocking in at over 70 minutes 
Fad wi song titles almost as long as the 
tracks themselves). 

Legend has it that Stevens had enough 
material to make a triple album and that the 
Illinois project got so overblown it took 
friends Ea collaborators to knock some 
common sense back into Stevens’ aspira- 
tions. Thus, The Avalanche—a collection of 
extras again clocking in at over 70 minutes. 

The material here is just as gorgeous as 
one would expect, with three alternate tokes 
on the blissful “Chicago” and a title track to 
rival Illinois’ best moments, but it’s beginning 
to feel a bit drawn-out.

Don’t read this review 


The Illusionist isn’t about what it tells, but how it tells it roof 





THE ILLUSIONIST 
Dircted by Neil Burger, Starring Edward Norton, 
Paul Giamatti, Opens Fri, Aug. 18, sears 





1 DONT KNOW ABOUT YOU, BUT I LIKE 
to know as little about a movie as 
possible before I see it. Presumably 
the film will tell me everything I 
need to know while I’m watching it, 
so reading up on it in advance will 
only detract from whatever surpris- 
es the movie holds in store. 

That goes double for The 
Illusionist, Neil Burger’s screen adap- 
tation of a short story by Steven Mill- 
hauser, starring Edward Norton and 
Paul Giamatti. If you've already 
made up your mind to see it—one 
fable with a peculiar twist starring 
the badger-faced Giamatti wasn’t 
enough for you this summer—then 
it’s time to stop reading and go buy 
your ticket. 

Because The Illusionist, though the 
product of obvious cinematic 
painstaking, is really all about expo- 
sition: the telling of a story. Not 
about the power of storytelling— 
there are no moral truths or bro- 
mides about the power of the imagi- 
nation with which a director on the 
magnitude of M. Night Shyamalan 
might have encumbered the tale. 
And however much you might be 
diverted by the performances or the 
cinematography, The Illusionist 
stands or falls on how much you like 
the story. 

So I'd really rather not say that 
much about it. Norton stars as the 
titular illusionist, Eisenheim, a magi- 
cian in 19th Century Vienna whose 
feats of prestidigitation border on 
the supernatural. He's certainly 
stumped Chief Inspector Uhl (Gia- 
matti), the magistrate who is keep- 
ing an eye on what sort of entertain- 
ments the rabble are going in for on 
behalf of Leopold (Rufus Sewell), 
temperamental heir to the Austrian 
empire. When Leopold volunteers 
his fiancee Sophia (Jessica Biel) to 
assist Eisenheim in one of his illu- 
sions, there’s a glimmer of recogni- 
tion between them on stage that’s 
sure to lead to someone's undoing.

What I can tell you about The Illu- 
sionist is that it looks gorgeous. Cine- 
matographer Dick Pope, Mike 
Leigh’s DOP of choice, serves the 
material perfectly, rendering the 
cityscapes and countryside of Aus-

tria as they might look in a hand- 
coloured period postcard, and 
investing in the film’s copious shad- 
ows a sort of inverted radiance, as 
though the dark were dispelling the 
light around it. Alll this, as you might 
imagine, heightens the fable-like 
quality of the story, and Burger hon- 











ours his cinematographer’s accom- 
plishment by telling it with great 
patience, allowing the superb visuals 
lots of time to sink in and not clutter- 
ing them up with a lot of showy spe- 
cial effects. There’s also an unobtru- 
sive Philip Glass score well suited to 
the film’s gently fantastical tone. 

Since we're in fable territory here, 
the performances seem calibrated in 
accord with the flatness of the char- 
acters, though the dependably lik- 
able Giamatti can’t help but inject a 
little humanity into his role. Giamatti 
is also the only who seems to have a 
firm grip on the ersatz European 
accent everyone in the film adopts. 
As the ostensible lead, Norton looks 
typically intense and under-rested. 

In the end, The Illusionist is no 
earth-shattering experience—com- 
pared to most movies it’s not even 
very loud. It’s just a story, however 
impeccably gussied up for the 
screen, one refreshingly free of sub- 
text or pretensions to art. If it doesn’t 
linger in the mind, at least it doesn’t 
stink up the screen like a certain 
modern fable by a certain filmmaker 
known for his twist endings. That 
has to count for something.

STEVE PINK’S DIRECTORIAL DEBUT, 
Accepted, is a little bit Ferris Bueller, a 
touch of Animal House, and a splash 
of Old School, along with so many 
easy comparisons to other 
school/college movies that it/ll make 
your head hurt. But damn if it 
doesn’t manage to be completely 
entertaining and really quite funny. 

The highly implausible storyline is 
amusing. Multi-college reject Bartle- 
by Gains creates a fictional college in 
order to appease his education- 
obsessed parents. Also fun is the cast 
of characters that inhabit the South 
Harmon Institute of Technology. 
And yes, you're reading that 
acronym correctly.

Shining brightly with what will 
definitely be his breakout role, Justin 
Long makes Bartleby a little bit 
sassy, but still retains enough boyish 
charm and innocence to keep him 
from becoming obnoxious. Given his 
quick wit and the character’s honest 
feel, audiences will root for his suc- 
cess and feel downright bummed 
when things don’t go exactly as 
planned. 

Lewis Black, most recognizable 
from his appearances on The Daily 
Show, gives a laugh-out-loud perfor-

college. Audiences will be brimming 
with anticipation, just waiting to 
hear what raw, prophetic rant will 
exit his mouth in each and every 
scene. 

The supporting cast of misfits and 
oddballs all take their moments in 
the spotlight, and although it would 
have been easy to make most of 
them over-the-top and stereotypical, 
the filmmakers have instead man- 
aged to create some uniquely hilari- 
ous personalities—with the excep- 
tion of the stuck-up, rich jocks, and 
rival Dean... but hey, you don’t mess 








with the classic college movie con- 
ventions. 

Portions of the movie do border 
on heavy-handed preachiness with 
the “Why do we have to conform? 
Why can’t we just be who we are?” 
message. But these moments are in 
total sync with the rest of the movie. 
They are kind of cheesy and expect- 
ed, but without them this course in 
scholastic silliness just wouldn’t 
have been complete. 

But most importantly, there’s a 
guy dressed as a hot dog saying “ask 
me about my wiener.”

HAVING CANNIBALIZED COUNTLESS 
classic and foreign horror films in 
recent years, and now having no 
where else to turn for ideas, Holly- 
wood finally grapples with the last, 
most spooky and terrifying outpost 
of FEAR—the communications 
industry. 

Pulse stars Kristen Bell (of Veroni- 
ca Mars) as Mattie, a university stu- 
dent investigating her ex-boyfriend’s 
computer. He's committed suicide 
after shutting himself into his room 
for a number of days, and now Mat- 
tie and the rest of his friends have 
started receiving IM messages from 
him. Assuming that there's a virus 
causing his computer to do this, one 
of them goes over to his old apart- 
ment to check it out. 

Mattie and her friends eventually 
realize that there are spirits on the 
Internet, and also in cell phones, 
Blackberries and printers, causing 
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this to happen. Evil spirits that suck 
the life right out of you! 

This is Count Floyd territory, it 
really is—“the terrible, scary com- 
puter ghosts from HELL!’—but 
while producer/co-script writer Wes 
Craven may be best known at this 
point for comedy-horror movies like 
the Scream franchise, we can safely 
assume that this film was not meant 
to be funny. It is, though, and for 
more than just the poorly thought 
out premise—there’s also the bewil- 
dering use of duct tape (thanks, Red 
Green!) for protection, and over- 
played cameos from the likes of 
Brad Dourif. 

Pulse is a loose remake of Japanese 
director Kiyoshi Kurosawa’ stylish, 
moody Kairo (2001), and while you 
could forgive director Sonzero and 
Craven for trying to get a semblance 
of coherency in the script—Kuro- 
sawa films are notably more about 
atmosphere than plot—you can’t 
help but wonder whether they 
packed it in early on this one.

Clerks Il Director Kevin Smith sacrifices some of 
the shoestring charm of the original, but the big- 
ger budget and 12 years of filmmaking experi- 
ence result in a funnier, less tedious, though cer- 
tainly not less vulgar movie.

“If the dog pulls out while 
his penis is still erect, it can cause tearing.” 

Something to maybe think about before 
you have sex with the dog, huh? 

Dr Miletski decided to do her doctoral the- 
sis on people who have sex with animals 
when one of her clients—we'll call him 
“Chris"—came to her because he couldn’t 
stop having sex with his dog 

“Frankly, | didn’t know what to do with 
him,” she says. 

So, she started digging around to see 
what contemporary information was out 
there on the subject. Not much, as she found 
out. 

Historical evidence of bestiality, however, 
abounds. In Greek mythology, Zeus ran 
around having sex with people in the form of 
a bull, o serpent, and a swan. The ancient 
Romans let dogs join their orgies and Roman

women trained snakes to coil around their 
thighs and slither up into their crotches.

Of course, the church soon put an end to 
all the fun. It believed Satan appeared in the 
form of animals and had sex with people, 
especially witches, to possess them. The bible 
backed this up: “Whoever lies with a beast, 
shall be put to death” (Exodus 22:19). 

These days, they'd just throw you in jail 
for a while, as bestiality was made a crime 
in Canada about 15 years ago. 

In her research, Miletski discovered that 
most “zoos” as they like to call themselves, 
make a distinction between bestiality and 
zoophilia, believing the former to involve less 
emotional attachment fo the animal. Sort of a 
love ‘em and leave ‘em, one-night-stand 
deal. Zoophiles, on the other hand love ani- 
mals—no, | mean they reeeally love them. 

“Some le even marry their animals,” 
she says. And they like the animals to love 
back. | can’t imagine Rover greeting you at 
the front-door dives wrapped in Saran

Dr. Miletski tells me one “zoo” she spoke 
with actually believes the animals he has sex 
with “like it, need it, and deserve it. He 
doesn't get off when they have sex. He says 
it’s for the animal.” 

Dogs are by far the animal of choice for 
zoophiles, especially large breeds like Ger- 
man Shepherds, Golden Retrievers, and St. 
Bernards. Horses, cows and felines are pop- 
ular followed by sheep, goats, raccoons (2), 
llamas, donkeys and even dolphins. 

You'd Nok. having sex with animals, at 
least for guys, would be mostly about finding 
somewhere new to stick your willy, but Milet- 
ski said most male zoos prefer to masturbate 
male animals, followed by giving them 
blowjobs and then getting butt-fucked by 
them. Intercourse is usually saved for female 
animals while female zoos prefer to mastur- 
bate or go down on animals or have the ani- 
mal perform oral sex on or penetrate her.

While Miletski started out believing 
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zoophilia was something to be cured, talking 
to zoophiles and studying their behaviour 
has bad ar to think of it as more of a sexual 
orientation 

Based on a model of sexual orientation as 
being comprised of three components—what 
you are sexually attracted to, what you are 
emotionally attracted to and what you fanta- 
size about—Miletski says the zoos in her 
study fit the bill. 

“In most cases, they are sexually attracted 
to, in love with and almost exclusively fanta- 
size about having sex with animals,” she 
explains. 

| certainly know lots of people who have 
an almost unhealthy love of her pets, but stil 
wouldn‘t have sex with them. | mean, talk 
about “heavy petting.”

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A weighty problem 


Activists call a i of zoo elephants 


EDMONTON’S ELEPHANTS MUST 
leave. That's the message of a new 
campaign from Voice for Animals. 

The animal rights group is calling 
on the Edmonton Valley Zoo to send 
Lucy, a 30-year-old pachyderm, off 
to an elephant sanctuary in Ten- 
nessee. Voice spokesperson Tove 
Reece says it’s the humane thing 
to do. 

“What concerns us first is that 
Lucy is not well. She has arthritis 
and foot problems,” she explains. 

“Most zoos are now saying you can’t 
keep elephants humanely in zoos. 
We think it’s time for the [Valley] 
zoo to allow Lucy, and Samantha, to 
go to a sanctuary.” 

The campaign is timed to influ- 
ence council as it makes tough fund- 
ing decisions for the aging zoo. 

A new master plan for the zoo 
calls for a massive investment of $30 
million to renew the facility over 10 
years and make it a “must-see attrac- 
tion.” The overriding goal is to 
increase the number of visitors 10 
to 20 per cent every year, until the 
zoo attracts half a million people 
each year. 

Elephants factor heavily in that 
consideration. The master plan antic- 
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ipates doubled attendance if the zoo 
manages to impregnate the younger 
of the two elephants, Samantha, and 
keeps Lucy in an improved facility. 
Conversely, the plan notes that if 
the zoo sends the elephants away, as 
Voice for Animals would like, the 
“z00 will lose its cause célébre for 
fundraising” and “lose attendance.” 


LUCY’S ACHIN’ BONES 

Reece says that Lucy's current 
health problems—abscesses on her 
feet—are the exact conditions that 
usually “kill elephants” kept in cap- 
tivity. She says an “elephant sanctu- 
ary” in Tennessee has already 
expressed interest in taking Lucy, 
and has a vast parcel of land and a 
warm climate that would allow the 
mild-mannered Asian elephant to 
roam and live out her “retirement” 
years gracefully. She says the more 
natural conditions could possibly 
even reverse some of her health 
conditions. 

“They just put down an elephant 
at the Toronto zoo, about Lucy’s 
age,” says Reece, adding that 47 
elephants have died in U.S. zoos 
since 2000. 

And Vancouver's zoo, which has 
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been the subject of SPCA charges for 
its treatment of hippos (one 
appeared in a Telus advertisement), 
relented to public pressure and 
released its arthritic 30-year-old ele- 
phant to Tennessee, where it died 
last year. Reece says that elephant, 
named Tina, could have been given 
a longer life if the zoo had given her 
up earlier. She fears Lucy could meet 
the same fate. 

Dean Treichel, supervisor of the 
Valley Zoo said there are no plans to 
get rid of the elephants. And he is 
not concerned about money being a 
factor in any zoo decisions, since the 
provincial government recently gave 
the Calgary Zoo $34 million for 
improvements. 

He downplayed Lucy’s arthritis, 
saying she gets long, regular walks 
and “physiotherapy movements” 
designed by veterinarians. And 
indoors they have added sand on 
top of a heated concrete pad to keep 
her comfortable. Even in the winter 
“if it’s warm enough we get them 
outside. Both of them love snow.” 

Treichel notes that Edmonton's 
zoo has played a part in the revival 
of the swift fox population in south- 
ern Alberta, and is now participating 
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ina program to boost marmot popu- 
lations, he notes. 

“Zookeepers are the original ani- 
mal rights activists. Just try and do 
something wrong to their animals 
and you'll find out,” he says. 


FUND IT OR SHUT IT 

Reece says she has no desire to 
portray the staff at the zoo ina 
negative light 

“Most at the zoo are good people 
that really care about the animals. 
They have been under-funded by 
the city for years... J think they've 
done an admirable job,” Reece says. 
But that goodwill will only extend 
so far. 

“Elephants in the wild can live to 
70 and 80 years old. They average 
about 50 in captivity. I just don’t 
think that's fair.” 
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City council will decide exactly 
how much, if any, of the master pla 
can implemented in budget deliber 
ations this fall. Coun. Mike Nickel, 
as vice-chair of the community ser 
vices committee, is in position to 
sway that decision. 

“7 invite [Voice for Animals] to 
make their case,” he said on Friday 
However, he acknowledged that 
funding of the zoo has been a long- 
term problem. 

“We're at the point where we 
either ante up, or we shut it down 
If you're not taking care of the ani- 
mals, shut it down... I’m not saying 
the Valley oo is hurting animals, but 
at this point we're a big city and 
have to ask at this point, is the city 
ready to put up the necessary 
money?”

WITH TWO HEAVES ON A YELLOW 
nylon rope, a group of middle-aged 
men tore down an upside-down 
Brahma beer advertisement from a 
billboard overlooking an Impark lot, 
unveiling Edmonton's newest public 
art piece. 

The installation consists of an out- 
sized reproduction (10 times the 
original's dimensions) of Cold Lake 
artist Alex Janvier's spectacular 
acrylic painting Lubicon 

“My work is usually about this 
size,” Janvier joked dryly to the 
assembled reporters. 

More seriously, Janvier, who 
donated the copyright on his work 
for the “art outdoors” initiative, says 
he hopes to see revived confidence 
in the arts through such public dis- 
plays. 

“Maybe some young artist will 
see this and know they can have suc- 
cess in this city, that there’s opportu- 
nity in this city,” he said. 

“Albertans have been too busy 
worrying about the oil patch. Now 
it’s time for us to start taking care of 
these other things.” 

The VIPs and officials from the 
Art Gallery of Alberta (AGA), City 
of Edmonton, and, of course, Patti- 
son outdoor advertising, milled in

Provincial foot-dragging 
puts firefighters at risk 


ALBERTA’S BUILDING CODES ARE NINE 
years out of date and that’s putting 
firefighters in harm’s way, says 
Edmonton Fire Chief Randy Wolsey. 
At issue is the now-prevalent use 
of lightweight floor trusses, or engi- 
neered wood—basically a pair of 
two by four planks joined by a ply- 
wood plank—in place of old-style 
solid wood beams. Without protec 
tion, the new material only stands 
up to fire for 10 minutes on average 
We're at ‘floor collapse time’ by 
the time we get [to a fire],” Wolsey 
sue that’s near and 





Says. . It Sant 
dear to me.” 
The quick collapse time puts resi 
dents at risk of being trapped in their 
burning home without a means of 
escape, and prevents firefighters 
from safely searching a burning 
building for victims 
Wolsey says there is a simple way 
to deal with the unsafe floors. A sim- 
ple drywall covering will act as a fire 
barrier, for instance, but until the 
building code is updated there is no 
way to guarantee the flood of new 
homes and.condominiums being 
built are safe to enter or not. 
“Unfinished basements are the 
issue. We don’t know which ones 
are finished or aren't,” he explains. 
When a basement is finished, the 
trusses are often covered with dry- 
wall, mitigating the risk of collapse. 
Condominiums with exposed 
trusses in unfinished crawl spaces 





are another safety issue, he said. 
Alberta's last building code 
update was in 1997. The codes are 
updated at the federal level every 
five years, and are typically adopted 
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by the Alberta government with few 
changes. Recommendations on light- 
weight flooring have been pub- 
lished, but if the province waits until 
the next code renewal cycle to imple- 
ment them, firefighters could be put 
at unnecessary risk until 2011. 

City council's community services 
committee has considered using city 
bylaws to fill in the gaps left by the 
province, but city administrators rec- 
ommend that they instead pressure 
the province to update the code with 
help from the Alberta Urban Munic- 
ipalities Association and Federation 
of Canadian Municipalities. 

Wolsey agrees that the problem 
requires provincial action, otherwise 
some Albertan firefighters will 
remain at risk injury or death while 
doing their jobs. He hopes to see the 
codes updated before year’s end. 

“Tt hasn’t caused any injuries to 
firefighters in Alberta yet, but that 
doesn’t mean we should leave the 
barn door open,” Wolsey says.

SOMETIME DURING THE ‘60S—AFTER 
they were giddy with youthquake 
optimism but before the drugs got 
sinister—there was Woodpigeon. 

These young men and ladies (five 
rebellious defecting Russian ex-clas- 
sical musicians, a potter from Ver- 
mont, and a Frenchwoman with a 
disarming pout) were led in jangle- 
pop Bacchanalia by Mark Hamilton, 
a debauched polymath with a 
melancholic streak. 

Traveling the world in Errol 
Flynn’s former yacht, they recorded 
exclusively on chartreuse vinyl, the 
only colour Hamilton believed could 
“hold the sound of sunset, scuffed 
hearts, collapsing under the weight 
of one’s own desires, and wanting to 
intellectually better oneself.” 

Group whistling, tambourine, 
handclapping, fey longing, winged 
eyeliner, and corduroy blazers con- 
spired to create music that was as 
glittery and piquantly morose as 
fresh snow on sidewalks under a 
full moon. 

The S.S. Woodpigeon sank under 
mysterious circumstances while 
moored in a Brazilian port, entire 
collection of chartreuse records with 
it. Until the warped ghostly platters 
were retrieved from the bottom of 
the sea, dried out, and played for us. 








OK, not really. But there really is a 
Woodpigeon, and there really is a 
Mark Hamilton, and his songs really 
do sound like that magnificent 
scenario. Really. = 

It’s just that they are actually a 
loose collective of Calgarians (“seven 
officially, we max out at 14 with 
guests”) playing Hamilton’s episod- 
ic orchestral pop concoctions, and 
who've recently signed with 
Edmonton-based Rectangle Records. 

Hamilton, a writer/ filmmaker 
disturbingly close to our initial 
descriptor, should appreciate the fic- 
tion. A number of friends and 
acquaintances turn up as characters 
in his songs, populating the EP 
Sketchbook, and spanking new 7”. 

“T’'ve started to shroud a little bit 
what I write,” he observes. “Every- 
body’s a springboard for identity. 
Everything’s about me, anyways, 
I’ve just abstracted it and jumped off 
into things, fiction and non-fiction.” 

Woodpigeon songs typically col- 
lapse and expand like an accordion, 
with whispers and racket jostling for 
aural space. Hamilton confesses to 
pushing both extremes. “We record 
our practices, and some songs have 
gone through so many versions I 
lose track of where it goes,” sighs 
Hamilton. “Ridiculous’ is what 

we went for when we did the songs 
for the EP; but not excessive. We 
try things and sometimes it sticks. 

“I mean, the idea of 10 people 
whistling a solo is ridiculous—and 
wonderful. Right?”

AT THE END OF THE ‘60S, STEVIE 
Wonder seemed a tad tired and dis- 
appointed, in between his numerous 
hits. The guy was merely 20 years 
old but had already released seven- 
teen albums and had several Top 10 
singles. He’d been the first one to top 
the three most important charts 
simultaneously (the singles, albums 
and R&B at his debut in 1963), he’d 
appeared in peculiar teenage flicks 
(Muscle Beach Party and Bikini Beach), 
and managed to score hits both 
before and after his voice broke. 

By 1970 he mostly seemed inter- 
ested in letting time fly. He managed 
to record four albums that year, but 
the audience still viewed him solely 
as a song and show man with plenty 
of current hits—not as an album 
artist. But behind the facade of heed- 
less stagnation Stevie Wonder con- 
cealed a clever plan. 

Every morning he’d tear away 
another page from the almanac, 
impatiently awaiting his 21st birth- 
day—a day that held an almost 
magical meaning to young Steve- 
land Judkins. According to his con- 
tract with Tamla/ Motown he'd not 
only receive all of his money that 
day (roughly a million dollars at the

As soonas he turned 21 he started 
recording his “artistic album debut.”

In two minutes and 58 seconds 
“You Are the Sunshine of My Life” 
languidly opens up the album ina 
manner which would become syn- 
onymous with the future Stevie 
Wonder—a song with obvious, 
timeless qualities, presented in an 
artistic, ascetic arrangement of an 
electric piano and some vocal har- 
mony that fully replace strings and 
brass. 

“Superstition” is the complete 
opposite: a monotonous blues with 


acerbic funk and jazz riffs from 
clavinet and brass that had all of 
America disco dancing in the spring 
of 1973. Both tracks were released as 
singles, and both became Wonder’s 
first US chart toppers since his debut 
a decade earlier. 


MASTER BLASTER 

Between these two polar oppo- 
sites, Talking Book generates its pecu- 
liar electricity. The sound has a 
homemade feel of mute noise reduc 
tion, perfectly harmonizing Won- 
der’s electric pianos and ARP’s with 
Malcolm Cecil’s and Robert Mar- 
gouleff’s Moogs, forming a soft 
backing for the vocals to bounce off, 
its energy discharging between 
Wonder’s dominance and the hand- 
picked guest musicians. It’s easy to 
imagine Wonder constantly sur- 
prised during the recording ses- 
sions—as for instance when he 
mumbles “Good, Jeff!” following a 
lick from Jeff Beck in “Lookin’ for 
Another Pure Love.” 

It’s the first album to display 
Stevie Wonder’s greatest strength: 
he’s as much white rock as he’s 
black soul. 

To him Marvin Gaye was as 
important as the Beatles, and Talking 
Book was one of the most impressive 
individual album productions of the 
‘70s, remaining —together with 
Wonder’s Innervisions (1973), Fullfill- 
ingness’ First Finale (1974), and the 
two double-albums Songs in the Key 
of Life (1976) and Journey Through the 
Secret Life of Plants (1979}—one of 
pop’s most significant recordings.

Wi The tiny city of Bergen, Norway, has already given us Kings Of Convenience, Royk- 
sopp, Annie, and Sondre Lerche. Now, Skatebard is poised for worldwide success, Baard 
lodemel has recorded some chilled singles over the years but has a brand new label, and 
with Midnight Magic (Digitalo Enterprises, #4) he’s jumped on the Norwegian disco 
train, chugging along with Lindstrom and Prins Thomas. A worthy companion, this is careful- 
ly constructed pop music with all of the speeds of Italo-disco given new life with refreshing 
originality. Less about filling the dance floor and more about setting a cosmic mood, it’s best 
compared to Isolee’s phenomenal We Are Monster: 

After 20 years, one of dance music's most influential groups has a new album. Telex's 
How Do You Dance? (EMI, 4%) came out in France and their native Belgium in Febru- 
ary but is now available worldwide. Showing that you can’t go home again, nothing's new 
here except updated beats. Their mix of irreverent humor (“White Noise”), odd covers 
(Sparks’ “#1 Song In Heaven,” “La Bamba,” “Jailhouse Rock”), and simple fun synth-pop 
(‘J‘cime La Vie") is still alive and well and anyone who likes Telex will enjoy this one. Keep 
an eye out for singles as well with everybody from Pigna People and Playgroup to Tomboy 
and M83 clamouring to remix their heroes. 

Presented as a “vocal groove project,” Bauchklang’s Many People (Klein, #4 trix) 
will hopefully warm many ears. In a similar manner to Scotsman Jamie Lidell, the Austrian 
quintet lays down beats, melodies, bass lines, and effects with their voices, as other members 
rap and sing on top. A capella doesn’t sound terribly exciting to most, but Bauchklang packs 
dynamite Ge an infinite amount more soul in their music, Ae that beat-boxing isn’t a

HENRY GRAY JUST WRAPPED “SOME 
shit,” as he calls it, but damn if he 
even temembers what. 

“The Last Core,” whispers a dis- 
embodied voice in the background 
over the crackle of Gray’s cell. 

“The Last Core,” repeats Gray on 
cue. Apparently it’s a movie of sorts, 
but getting details from Gray 
beyond the perfunctory proves to be 
a bit tricky. 

See, this “shit” ain’t the shit we 
mean in contemporary parlance as 
good. 

No, when Gray refers to a film he 
starred in and recorded music for as 
such, it’s likely because the leg- 
endary blues piano man played with 
every big name in the business. 
We're not just talking famous faces 
either, but the players who helped 
shape the foundations of American 
music in the last century. 

So, really, he’s not all that easil 
impressed, though he still has his 
eye on the bottom-line. 

‘Just a lot of stupid shit,” he 
growls. “But they paid me for it.” 

Now don’t get the idea the piano- 
man isn’t a pleasant fellow. “I like 
what I’m doing—l love it,” the 
hyperactive octogenarian says of his 
busy life—over 100 dates a year on 
the road, he claims. 

Nevertheless he’s just a little taci- 
turn. Of his band-leader boss of 14 
years, Howlin’ Wolf, the most Gray 
musters by way of a fond memory is 
a simple “Me and him was all right.” 

Gray has led quite the life. Grow- 
ing up in Louisiana, he began tick- 
ling the ivories at the age of eight, 
which would have been around 
1933 or so. As with the story of 
many blues greats, his music of 
choice was verboten around the 
house—at least until his father dis- 
covered young Henry could make a 
buck or two playing the devil's 
music. He joined the army in the ‘40s 


and served in the Pacific theatre in 
World War II where he found time 
to entertain the troops with a little 
boogie in between bouts battling 
Tojo. 

After the war, Gray relocated to 
the Windy City where he lent his tal- 
ents to the who's who of blues. And, 
no, he'll be the first to tell you, luck 
or fate had nothing to do with it. 

“1 lived in Chicago 35 years, see? 
And everybody liked my style of 
playing, that’s just the way it is. 

“1 joined up with Little Walter, 

Howlin’ Wolf, Muddy Waters. I 
hooked up with all of them. I played 
with the Rolling Stones, Jimmy 
Rogers, Jimmy Reed... If | ain’t 
played with them, I recorded with 
them. I played all over the world, 
everywhere.” 

And of his decision to leave and 
return home to Baton Rouge, the hall 
of fame laundry list starts all over 
again, albeit in a slightly more mor- 
bid form. 

“Howlin’ Wolf died, Muddy 
Waters died, Elmore James died, Lit- 
tle Walter died... All of ‘em died, and 
I wasn’t ready to die. And I left 
Chicago, okay?” 

Okay. 

And he certainly didn’t roll 
over either. 

After decades as sideman, Gray 
began putting out his own brand of 
Louisiana swamp boogie on CD in 
the late ‘80s, releasing nine CDs and 
one DVD of solo material to date. In 
addition, he’s been nominated for a 
Grammy, played Mick Jagger’s‘55th 
birthday party, and, most recently, 
became 2006 recipient of a National 
Endowment for the Arts fellowship, 
his nation’s highest honour in folk 
and traditional arts. 

But, you get the feeling that all 
that too may be just a bunch of shit 
to Henry in comparison to doing 
what he does best. 

“I've been so busy, man. I'm still 
busy. I love my recordings—they 
sell. I have my own band, and I do 
my own kind of music.”

IF YOU WANT TO STRIKE UP A LIVELY 
conversation with Eden Brent, you 
just need to ask about any song she 
performs that catches your fancy. 

It doesn’t matter whether it’s a 
number she wrote—like her Cole 
Porter-esque “Simple Geometry” or 
the Laurel Canyon-tinged “South 
Africa” —or one of her spectacular 
interpretations of soul or blues stan- 
dards. The Mississippi Delta-born 
and bred Brent has a personal rela- 
tionship with every melody and 
rhythm that rolls off her keyboard 
and with every lyric that passes her 
lips on the wave of her bourbon- 
tumbled voice. 

She knows them as if they were 





people—some old, dear friends; 
some fond acquaintances—and 
takes their quirks alongside their 
delights. 

More than anything, she adores 
introducing or re-introducing them 
to a receptive audience. 

“My real forte is intimacy,” Brent 
contends, with her trademark husky 
roar of easily provoked laughter. 
“My favourite thing is a crowd hol- 
lerin’ out, Play this or that,’ ram- 
bunctious. A good portion of a blues 
audience is one big happy family. 
They want to be pulled in.” 

She credits her mentor, the late 
blues grandmaster Abie “Boogaloo” 
Ames, with shaping her approach to 
sound and also as a performer. 

“Boogie-woogie’ was his thing, 
1920s and ‘30s stuff. Boogaloo had 
lots of students,” she relates, “but we 
had some kind of magic. We fell 


madly in love with each other as 
human beings and musicians, and 
we played together for 16 years. He 
taught me how to be a professional 
musician—how to greet people, to 
charm, to delight, to remember 
requests, to remember someone’s 
song and play it when they walk in 
another room and another show. To 
entertain whether or not you are ina 
seated theatre, because at some point 
at every show, someone is listening.” 

Her partnership with her “musi- 
cal soulmate” began when she 
sought him out to counterbalance 
her academic education, and it out- 
lasted a husband, and ultimately 
even Boogaloo himself. 

“1 thought, ‘Here’s my opportuni- 
ty to learn and preserve a style that 
isn’t being taught in school. If this is 
gonna survive, someone like me and 
the next generation has to pass it on.’

When I was with Boogaloo, I was 
mimicking him, not to lose my own 
voice, but to gather a good base to 
build on. To me, blues is sort of a 
base that has branched out to many 
other forms—soul, rock, jazz, every- 
thing.” 

When he passed on in 2002, Brent 
buried him with a half pint of bour- 
bon (his irony-laden choice brew, 
“Heaven Hill’) in his breast pocket 
for the ride into the hereafter. 

“1 think of him every time I play. 
You know when you think of some- 
one so much, you don’t even know 
you're thinking about them?” She 
adds, “I think he was tickled I cared 
enough to pick up his style and pre- 
serve it. He was also tickled his 
music would survive. I can’t play

Like so many other instruments, 
the harmonica suffered in “rep” 
when the guitar achieved music 
dominance in North America. It’s 
Often dismissed and pushed aside as 
a novelty instrument suitable for a 
Narrow range of sound-making or 
maybe as part of the instrumentation 
of an old Bob Dylan song. 

But skilled artists like Hummel 

and his band the Blues Survivors 
» know that harmonicas are more than 
just hobo noisemakers. 

“Most people think it’s a campfire 
instrument or whatever, but when 
you really get into it you realize 
someone like Little Walter was like 
the Charlie Parker of the harmoni- 
‘€a,” explains the raspy-voiced Hum-

mel, insisting that Little Walter could 
make sounds with the Harmonica 
that even saxophone players 
couldn't keep up with. 

“Unfortunately the reputation of 
the harmonica isn’t really a full 
assessment of what it can do. The 
mystery of the harmonica is that it’s 
all covered up by your hand. So 
they can’t see what you are doing 
and they can’t tell if something is 
really technically proficient or not.” 

Hummel insists that the harmon- 
ica is a rich instrument with a vari- 
ety of sounds and many different 
approaches to playing. 

Asa basic example, he points out 
a difference between Chicago-style 
blues harmonica—which has more 













distortion—and the more vanilla 
country and western that is more 
commonly played without any 
sound tinkering. Of course, it 
doesn’t end there 

Hummel knows all of the deep 
secrets of the mouth organ because 
he’s been playing it for decades 
Starting in high school after he 
struggled with the guitar, he found 
that the harmonica felt much more 
natural to him 

After that, it was just a matter of 
the time-tested formula for a career 
in music. time x effort. Following 
this simple equation Hummel has 
lived the touring bluesman’s 
lifestyle and found success in sell- 
ing records and tickets on the road 

“Twas dead set on making my 
living off the blues harmonica 

To follow up his 2003 festival 
performance, he’s bringing with 
him Billy Boy Armold, a blues harp 
player known for classics like “1 
Wish You Would” and “I Ain’t Got 
You.” Also along for the wild nde is 
Lee Oskar, who co-founded WAR 
with Eric Burdon and helped give 
the band the signature sound for its 
signature song 

Hummel is also happy to be com- 
ing back as there is, in his opinion, 
at least one club—Blues on 
Whyte—that is bucking the general 
trend in blues that makes the life of 
a touring band harder than it used 
to be. 

While he thinks blues is more vis- 
ible than it once was—with a larger 
number of festivals and bands— 
Hummel explains that blues clubs 
have taken a hit. 

“What's happened is a lot of the 
audience has gotten older and 
they'll go and see the blues at a fes- 
tival but not necessarily at a night- 
club, so the blues festivals are 
packed but if the local blues band or 
a road band comes through ona 
Tuesday night, you might not get 
an audience out,” explains Hum- 
mel. “When they were in their 20s 
they'd go out every night.” 

If day jobs and kids are enemies 
of the blues, Blues on Whyte is an 
exception where Hummel claims to 
see a younger audience that is will- 
ing to check out music they might 
not catch elsewhere. 

It's a difference that Hummel 
would like to see catch on again

Road to Guantanamo fires outrage honestly 





THE ROAD TO GUANTANAMO

THE ROAD TO GUANTANAMO 
shouldn't be a shocking film, 
because it’s based on stuff that the 
world already knows about: the 
detention of “enemy combatants” 
from America’s current wars at a 








military base in Cuba. We know that 


close to 800 people have been held 
there, some for years, that a mere 
handful have been charged and that 
none of those charged have been 
convicted of any crime. We know 
that several detainees have gone on 
hunger strikes and some have com- 
mitted suicide while in custody. We 
know that various methods of tor-

ture—everything from stress posi- 
tions and all manner of deprivations 
to defacement of the Koran—have 
been employed against detainees 
with the tacit approval of the U.S. 
government. 

But The Road to Guantanamo is 
shocking, and that’s kind of a relief, 
frankly. Isn’t it a relief to know that 
the torture and detainment of inno- 


cent people still has the power to 
appall you? I was relieved, anyhow. 
Through interviews and reenact- 
ments, Michael Winterbottom and 
Mat Whitecross’s film relates the 
true story of four young British Mus- 
lims of Pakistani extraction who 
ended up in American military 
prison in Cuba through interviews 
with the actual participants and on- 
location re-enactments. Asif goes to

Pakistan to meet his bride-to-be and 
convinces three friends, Shafiq, 
Monir and Ruhel, to tag along. 
While in Karachi, they attend 
mosque and heed the prompting of 
the imam to go to Afghanistan and 
help the people there. 
Unfortunately, it’s autumn 2001, 
the eve of the U'S. invasion of 
Afghanistan, and once the four 
friends make it to Kabul, American 
planes are already reducing what's 
left of the country to rubble. They’re 
rounded up as part of a mass Tal- 
iban surrender and thrown in the 
overcrowded prison at Sherberghan, 
where it looks like they’Il rot until 
they’re discovered as native English 
speakers and tured over to the 
American authorities. Asif notes this 
turn of events with a weary smile, 





recalling how he expected the Amer 
icans to help some British lads out o/ 
their predicament. 

Instead, Asif, Ruhel, and Shafiq 
spent more than two years in Camp 
X-ray and Camp Delta in Guanta- 
namo, where they were deprived 
the right to exercise or pray, where 
they were conducted everywhere in 
shackles and restraint holds, where 
they lived in open-air chain-link 
cages and were subjected to interro- 
gation, manipulation, and long peri 
ods of isolation in attempts to get 
them to confess that they were fight 
ing for the Taliban. 

The Road to Guantanamo started as 
a project for British television, and 
shares the best qualities of reality 
TV, most compellingly the chintzy 
immediacy of digital video, which 
makes you feel like you're watchin 
someone's home movies gone horri- 
bly wrong. The directors also per- 
form TV-like feats of compression, 
supplying political context with rea! 
sound bites and reportage, and 
shading in the shared history of the 
four young men at the centre of the 
story through brief flashes back to 
their ordinary lives in Britain. Once 
the narrative starts, it hurtles along, 
propelled by the men’s recollections 
in their own words and the ground- 
level authenticity Winterbottom and 
Whitecross achieved by shooting the 
dramatizations in Afghanistan, Iran 
and Pakistan. 

It’s authenticity, not sensational- 
ism, that makes The Road to Guanti 
namo so shocking. Just as the suffer- 
ing of Asif and his friends isn’t made 
to seem heroic, none of the people 
who perpetrate the injustice against 
them are demonized—after all, 
theyre just doing the dirty job of 
protecting democracy, even if that 
means depriving a few innocent 
Muslims of their civil rights. If you 
need bad guys, however, you can 
always hiss at Bush and Rumsfeld 
who are shown in news footage dis- 
sembling their blackened little hearts 
out about the treatment of Guanta- 
namo’s detainees. Now if only 
someone could shock us anew by 
depicting how politicians lie...

AT LAST, A FILM THAT SERVICES THE 
desire for gross out that lies at the 
heart of every adolescent boy’s 
imaginations. 

It cuts to the heart of it, it really 
does. About time—with a title like 
How To Eat Fried Worms you should 
know what you're getting into, and 
if you haven't, well, hold off on that 
fettuccine alfredo before trotting out 
to see it with the kids. 

The film, adapted from Thomas 
Rockwell's popular kids book by 
director Bob Dolman (The Banger Sis- 
ters), follows the trials of Billy For- 
rester (Luke Benward), the new kid 
in town. Already a bit of a neurotic 
mess, Billy finds himself at the center 
of unwanted school bully attention 
at lunch after he reacts to their taunt- 
ing (putting worms in his thermos) 
by literally flinging them back, land- 
ing at least one of the nightcrawlers 
squarely on the lead bully’s face. 

The bad blood builds up between 
the two until Joe (Adam Hicks) chal- 
lenges—or rather forces—Billy into 
a bet. You guessed it, folks—Billy 
has to eat ten worms before the 
end of the day without retching =~ 
them up. This should be easy—after 
all, Billy has already bragged that 
he’s eaten endless worms for fun— 
but the truth is Billy has. a very weak 
stomach. 


Bob Dolman, an ex-SCTV writer 
whose biggest film credit before The 
Banger Sisters was for writing and 
producing Farand Away, has put 
together a pretty good film that 
almost feels archaic—the sort of 
kid’s movie that used to be made 
before massive bland out made 
them interchangeable, dull, and cau- 
tious. The dutiful message of friend- 
ship and bravery that lies behind the 
story isn’t blared but rather 
acknowledged as Joe's gang gradu- 
ally figure out that they’re backing 
the wrong horse, and Billy realizes 
his unfairness to Erika (Hallie Kate 
Eisenberg).

One thing Babiak’s been noticing, however, both from critics 
and readers, is a certain disbelief that he’s written a novel about 
Edmonton and Edmontonians that dares not to render it as 
some kind of generic everycity. 

“People are surprised by how much it revels in its Edmonton- 
ness,” he says. “Other cities have been written about to death, 
but people are asking me, “Why are you naming streets and 
being so specific?”

Sure, I’d eaten the odd Turkish 
delight chocolate bar, and had a 
Turkish coffee or two, but apart 
from that, there aren’t really any 
quintessential Turkish dishes that 
stand out in my mind. It’s kind of 
like saying you're going out for 
Canadian food. What the hell does 
that mean? 

Atany rate, when a co-worker 
suggested I give Kamil’s Turkish 
Café and Restaurant a go, I thought,

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“Why the hell not!” and off I went. 
She had warned me that it was 
kind of a little hole in the wall place 
so I wasn’t too surprised by the fact 

that it’s kind of dank, bordering on 
seedy. There's really no discernable 
“kitchen” except for the large grill 
that sits beneath the hefty industrial 
hood responsible for belching the 
smoke and grease up and out. Ina 
lot of respects, Kamil’s reminded me 
of an old lunch counter—the 

that used to sit in the back of places 
like the Co-op or Woolworth’s. 

The room is divided in two by a 
half wall, and the Turkish fellows 
were sitting on one side drinking tea, 
watching soccer, and arguing about 
something I didn’t understand, so I 
naturally assumed the other side 
was for gringos and grabbed a seat. 

Despite the fact that the actual 
menu items are fairly limited 
(kebabs and donair type things), the 
menu itself is about four pages long 
with all sorts of facts and figures 
about the geography of Turkey, its 
GDP, the ethnic influences, politics 
of the area, and population. As I sat 
and marveled at the square kilome- 
ters of Turkey and its population rel- 
ative to Alberta’s, I couldn't help but 
notice a miniature monster truck 
being propelled along the wall next 
to me by miniature hands, all of 


which were being guided by a 
diminutive mouth going “vroom 
vroom’’. For whatever reason, it 
somehow seemed to fit with the vibe 
of the place. 

l ordered the Lamb Shish meal 
($11) and then hemmed and hawed 
about a drink. My server suggested I 
give ayran ($2) a try, and not know- 
ing what the hell that was, I blindly 
nodded my head and quipped, “Oy, 
yeah cheers. Let's give that a go.” 

Ayran is a yoghurt based drink, 
not all that different from Yop, - 
except for the fact that Yop is 
immeasurably better... and given 
how disgusting Yop is, that says a 
lot. I couldn’t make up my mind if 
ayran was more like a twisted home 
remedy for a hang-over, or the stuff 
you throw-up when you're hung- 
over. I took the first pull off my 
glass, and I swear to go, my entire 
head puckered. I thought my eyes 
were going to be sucked into my 
scrotum. Needless to say, I think the 
stuff is an acquired taste so I merely 
pushed it aside and cursed myself 
for not ordering a Turkish coffee. 

Luckily the lamb shish was much 
better. The two skewers of lamb 
came laid across a bed of yellow bas- 
mati rice pilaf, which was dotted 
with bits of lovely roasted garlic. 
Although the rice was on the greasy

side, it tasted wonderful, and went 
well with the roasted lamb chunks. 

What really made the meal for 
me, however, was the tomato and 
onion salad that took up the other 
half of the plate across from the rice. 
The salad had been marinated in 
olive oil for a good long while, and 
was tossed in sumac. Sumac is made 
from the berries that grown on the 
wild sumac bush related to poison 
ivy. The dried berries are crushed 
into a powder and then sprinkled 
over food items as a souring agent— 
much in the way lemon would be 
used. At any rate, it gave the salad a 
little tartness and an excellent mildly 
fruity flavour. 

As I sat there dipping little pieces 
of pita bread into the dregs of the 
salad, I have to admit to being a little 
confused. I was fine with the seedi-

ness of the place, the tense men 
arguing in foreign tongues, and the 
roving child playing trucks indis- 
criminately at patron’s tables while 
they ate. What I couldn't make sense 
of however, was the fact that all the 
folks working in the place were 
Philippino. When I went to pay I 
asked the fellow who had cooked 
my food, “Are you Kamil?” 

He laughed and explained that 
the Philippino lady who had served 
me was his sister (or something, I 
don’t listen all that well) and she and 
her husband (one of the tense men) 
owned the place. I pointed over to 
the table of men drinking tea and 
nodded knowingly, saying, “Oh. So 
that’s Kamil.” He laughed again and 
pointed to the young boy driving his 
truck along the wall, and said, “No. 
That's Kamil’. 

I think I get it now. For those who 
can relax and just go with the flow 
and not be too off-put by Kamil’s 
location and informal nature, they 
just might have a new favourite 
little spot for some down-home 
Turkish food.

Let me confess to a Fringe blasphemy. I 
haven't seen this legendary TJ 

Dawe/ Rita Bozi creation in either of its 
two previous incarnations. Mea culpa. 
That sin being repented, it’s difficult to 
imagine anyone topping this produc- 
tion featuring Stewart Matthews and 
Natalie Joy Quesnel. They’re a husband 
and wife team, which pretty well 
ensures the chemistry in this non-linear 
story of love and its aftermath, but the 
appeal goes further than that. 
Matthews and Quesnel share a similar 
performance style that is physically 
charged yet precise as a glass etching. 
Ina piece that consists of 52 scenes, 
their order dictated by the scattering of 
a deck of cards, such precision is para- 
mount to keep things as straightfor- 
ward as possible. Each scene is ended 
in a pose or moment that flows into the 
succeeding moment regardless of story 
order but which is striking enough to 
allow the audience to connect the dots 
as the story unfolds. Although the 
script is witty, Matthews and Quesnel 
are able to infuse deeper meaning into 
the story with simple gestures, glances, 
posture and intent. It lifts the well- 
known piece from theatrical gimmickry 
into an honest examination of the

Steven Karwoski’s super-entertaining 
monologue on a bachelor’s life in San 
Francisco is a Fringe play ideally suited 
for first dates. Karwoski, star of the 
highly lauded plays Are Ya Working 
and Adventures of a Substitute Teacher 
shines. He expertly navigates his 
Catholic upbringing, romantic failures, 
penchant for alcohol, and more roman- 
tic disasters with a finesse that never 
permits the narrative to drag.

Stage 2 (Telephone Museum) 
Paul Thome can spin comedic gold 
from the rankest straw.‘Case in point: 
his under-attended show in Saskatoon. 
Bald, affable and funny, he homed in 
on two audience members—a guy 
propped up against the wall, and more 
hilariously, a woman and her 14-year- 
old granddaughter. Thorne is excep- 
tionally charming as he weaves stories 
and observations together while gently 
teasing his unwitting participants— 
calling them “victims” would be unfair. 
His performance is canny; one-liners 
planted casually one moment, are 
revisited later in the show to uproari- 
ous effect. There are no monkeys pre- 
sent in this show, but there are mon- 
keyshines galore. If Thorne was funny 
with ten people in the house, it’s certain 
he'll devastate ten times that number.

Dario and Bario aka George L. Lewis 
and David Taft, two superlative physi- 
cal comedians from Seattle, appear at 
this year’s Fringe festival in a show in 
part composed of classic two- and 
three-part slapstick scenes made 
famous by legendary clowns like the 
Fratellini Brothers, and Coss and Mopp 
in the early decades of the 20th 
Century. Students of what they 
describe as “theatrical biomechanics,” 
Taft and Lewis have learned their craft 
well, with their rubber-limbed and car- 
toonish movements frequently defying 
belief. (Of particular fascination is one 
of Bario’s many recoveries from a spec- 
tacular pratfall, when he moves from 
lying flat on his back on the ground to 
tanding up straight, with his cap ata 
jaunty angle on his head, all in one 
smooth and undulating s-curve of a 
forward spring). Moreover, the gullibil- 
ity of sweet-natured Bario and the guile 
of sly trickster Dario set up a classic 
and well-loved comic opposition. Yet 
Dario and Bario seem to be as melan- 
cholic as they are balletic, a pair of 
Brechtian absurdist clowns seeking 
something indefinite that they can 
never quite find, or waiting for some- 
one or something that never arrives. 
The closing moments of the pan- 
tomime, in which Dario ascends a giant 
ladder into the sky, are both indescrib- 
ably beautiful and strangely unsettling.

You never know what you're going to 
get with the Fringe’s many new works, 
so it’s sometimes refreshing to see a 
show by a talented, established play- 
wright. Chances are that the play at 
least will be good. Quebec playwright 
Michel Marc Bouchard’s play is good, 
and the cast of Protocol 27 do the work 
justice. Down Dangerous Passes Road is 
the story of three estranged brothers 
who find themselves stranded on a 
deserted highway after a car accident. 
Alone with one other, the three men 
begin to speak candidly and are forced 
to come to terms with their differences 
and the memory of their father’s death. 
All three actors give engaging perfor- 
mances and make real for the audience 
Bouchard’s complex and intricate char- 
acters: the gay art dealer isolated from 
the family, the soon-to-be-married busi- 
ness graduate working at Price-Mart, 
and the burly fishing-camp owner. The 
actors work with Bouchard’s mix of 
realistic dialogue and poetic/stylistic 
language to create the eerie reality of 
this moment. As they move between 
the immediate horror of the accident, 
childhood recollections, and conversa- 
tions about the characters’ lives, the 
performers find the subtle nuances that 
lie between the heated arguments and 
the touching moments of tenderness.

She goes on 
to show how feminism is, essentially, 
that concept as we know it (she does a 
feminist reading of Snow White, which 
will make you laugh so hard that your 
stomach will hurt for hours afterward), 
but it’s also the action of females hav- 
ing faith in themselves, as mothers or 
as wives. The play is not preachy or 
imposing; instead, it invites you to 
view and criticize feminism in a light 
many of us—including feminists them- 
selves—have never before seen.

Ina send up of Greek comedy, Ash and 
company present the a-Doric romp with a 
huge amount of glee and heaping 
amounts of skill. Complete with all the 
trappings of the form—chorus, Gods and 
pudenda (represented by various fruit, 
Genericles had both audience and review- 
er laughing merrily as Genericles and his 
Sidekick join on a quest to avert the wrath 
of the gods from Athens. The Athenians, 
tired of work, have decided to take an 
extended holiday leaving all labour to the 
slaves. They aren't free, so don’t actually 
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attempt to make a comeback in the title 
role of a queer disco-glam remake of 
The Passion of the Christ, turns this into a 
virtue, casting real actors in the roles of 
puppet wranglers (closer to that L.A. 
staple the personal assistant than to a 
cheesy old-school type ventriloquist) 
who form symbiotic, albeit dysfunc- 
tional, working relationships with their 
demanding poly-foam co-stars.

throbs as it perches in the sun on a hot 
day? There is a moment when Anita 
Miotti and David van Belle, wrapped 
around each other, catalogue the many 
hues of dragonflies. The insectoid 
rhythm is caught perfectly and the 
result is undeniably erotic. Miotti and 
van Belle are, respectively, Delia, a 
woman whose huge head signifies tele- 
pathic capabilities and Lawrence, an 
ex-superhero sidekick whose abnor- 
mally large heart has rendered him an 
emotional predator. The two are parts 
of a perfect whole, separated in ancient 
times. That in a very small nutshell 

is the basic story of Dragonfly: Episode 
IV, Identity. It's a live graphic novel of 
sorts comprised of original music, 
dance, and a script by the performers 
and Ken Cameron. Identity is the kind 
of show you expect to be zany fun, 
what with bug-headed women and a 
man dubbed “The Sentimental Thief,” 
and there are stretches where it's obvi- 
ous the writing trio had a ball putting it 
together. What surprises are the 
moments of great beauty and sensuali- 
ty. The latter comes alive through some 
utterly gorgeous dance sequences. van 
Belle brings a certain roguish charm to 
his portrayal of Lawrence that shifts 
startlingly to reveal a wrenching pain.

Ken 
Brown and Stephen Scriver’s Letters in 
Wartime explores this territory through 
the story of Allan (Jon Paterson) and 
Moira (Melissa MacPherson). He’s an 
RCAF pilot who blithely goes off to 
war while she serves as a transport dri- 
ver at Blatchford Field. Brown and 
Scriver’s script pays tribute to the war 
experience of the young men who lived 
it while illuminating the transformation 
of a generation of women who held the 
fort while their men were away.

Paterson’s bombing mission mono- 
logue will wrench your guts while 
keeping you on the edge of your seat, 
while MacPherson’s steely subtlety 
provides some of the show’s most pow- 
erfully moving moments.

Tracey Power’s one woman 
show traces Pickford’s story as a flash- 
back through an interview with direc- 
tor Billy Wilder, who is preparing his 
script for Sunset Boulevard, drawn heav- 
ily from Pickford’s own life. As author 
and performer, Power goes beyond the 
boundaries of a biography, expanding 
her subject's story into an examination 
of Art and the tragedy of said art 
becoming obsolete within its creator's 
lifetime. Pickford lived to see herself 
become irrelevant, and, in a heartbreak- 
ing moment, saw her movies, the phys- 
ical manifestation of her memory, liter- 
ally crumble to dust. With huge eyes, 
scarlet slash for a mouth and waist- 
length ringlets, Power nails the many 
phases of Pickford’s life and the entire 
production is a testament to what pas- 
sion can accomplish—Pickford’s for 
film, and Power's for theatre.

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Ken Cameron took the trip of a lifetime 
to Morocco and came face to face with 
grief. Calling home, he discovered his 
beloved sister, to whom he hadn't spo- 
ken in two years, had died unexpected- 
ly and horrifically rapidly. His first 
coherent thought: “I will write a play 
about this.” Among the sand, roaches, 
ravages of constipation, and hallucina- 
tions of William S. Burroughs, 
Cameron wrestles with his conflicting 
emotions before abdicating responsibil- 
ity for his inability to change reality 
and truly grieve. The process is pre- 
sented for the audience in all its horror 
with sidebars, which include a wrench- 
ing account of his sister's final hours, 
and a hilarious encounter with a 
Moroccan carpet merchant. My Morocco 
skirts perilously close to the line divid- 
ing the intensely personal from self- 
indulgence at times, but the courage of 
Cameron's intimate performance 
redeems all. Cameron is a magus, fus- 
ing despair and joy into a magical story 
of what it is to be human and to love.

Darrin Hagin and his Guys in Disguise 
company are taking on some fascinat- 
ing and controversial subject matter in 
The Neo-Nancies, their most daring 
show to date. The company known for 
their saucy by always intelligent drag 
shows, as well as their more recent 
deconstructions of the drag genre as 
they work the trope into a full-on high 
theatre vocabulary, fixes its sights on 
European drag icon Zarah Leander. 
Played by the statuesque and wildly 
powerful actress Linda Grass, Leander 
is most famous (or infamous) for her 
starring role in the 1942 film The Great 
Love. The flick’s claim to fame was the 
fact it was underwritten by the film 
company run by the Nazis and fea- 
tured a kick-line made up of 60 SS offi- 
cers dressed in drag! In Hagin’s hands, 
the creation of the gender-bending film 
and the atypical treatment of Bruno 
Balz (played by Hagin himself), 
Leander’s gay composer-collaborator 
who was released from a concentration 
camp at the diva’s request, is used to 
underline the truly bizarre homoerotic 
and persistent subtext in an officially 
homophobic Nazi regime. Deep stuff 
indeed, but balanced beautifully by 
tons of jokes, swipes at Nazi culture, 
and lots and lots of music and heartfelt 
torch-songs!

Catching a show by Crumbs, an 
improv duo hailing from Winnipeg, is 
a sure bet: not only can you claim 
you're partaking in “culture” while 
holding a beer in one hand, you can 
laugh yourself silly at Stephen Sims 
and Lee White's genius antics. 
Watching these guys is witnessing 
some of the finest improv available in a 
city already well known for its 
embrace of the genre. Friday’s perfor- 
mance formed around three audience- 
generated ideas: spurs, sperm, and 
“the war against cliché.” Despite the 
obviously vulgar avenues the second 
theme afforded, Crumbs spun a com- 
plex, almost PG-13 set of interweaving 
narratives, each juggled expertly by the 
duo. The brilliantly absurdist charac- 
ters included a home-schooled sperm 
doctor (“Wait a sec... who home- 
schooled you? Yer mum?”), his closet- 
ed Russian colleague, a sheriff who 
chooses the pious life, a pregnant 
woman who treks three days in the 
desert to find her “destiny” with a very 
rational astronomer... Some critics have 
(wrongly) accused Crumbs of pre- 
scripting their performances, but one 
can see why: they move effortlessly 
between scenes and characters, while 
demonstrating a near-telepathic ability 
to follow each other’s cues. Mood 
lighting and musical accompaniment 
(Jan Randle on keys) were also 
excellent.

Dionysus must be smiling down on 
Anton Smuts. The South African per- 
former is a powerhouse in this art 
crime caper. Possessed of mesmerizing 
eyes and a smouldering stage pres- 
ence, Smuts grabs his audience by the 
neck, plunging it headlong into a story 
about an art heist (The Birth of Venus) 
and a lost love, ultimately becoming a 
plea. We are the parole board, and 
Quimby Bird is about to barter his 
secret for freedom. It’s a rollicking ride 
along the way as Bird teams up with 
Gunther, the Teutonic Samurai; Biscuit, 
the South African gangster; Franklin, 
the pot smoking Jamaican; and Willy, 
the Irish getaway driver. Enthralling 
though the story is, it would be merely 
entertaining without Smuts’ hyper 
charged performance. He goes beyond 
mere vocal acrobatics. Although his 
facility for accents is astounding, 
Smuts is capable of utterly transform- 
ing himself with a shift in posture and 
the removal of his cap. Smuts is so 
utterly immersed in each moment of 
this show that there’s no doubting its 
reality onstage. The intensity renders 
the humour inherent in the tale hilari- 
ous, and there are inspired bits like his 
physicalization of various Botticelli 
works. Stealing Venus is as close to 
Fringe perfection as you can get. Don’t 
miss it.

Actor, writer and composer Sarah 
Hayward exhorts us all to cast off our 
conformist, one-colour corporate drag 
and embrace the flipside of our exis- 
tence in a freewheeling hour with 
Stripes: The Mystery Circus. She is 
Polyhymnia, named for the Muse of 
Song, an everyday sort of woman, 
who's answered an open call to audi- — 
tion for the circus. Stripes do enter into 
the equation at a philosophical level. 
Hayward auditions for many roles, but 
the figures she presents are not the 
usual spectacle makers associated with 
the Big Top. The high wire artist 


becomes a heroin addict and prosti- 
tute, the pirate is a disgruntled little 
girl resentful of her father’s sexist atti- 
tude towards labour division on the 
family boat. It’s arresting and unset- 
tling to watch. The show’s defining 
moment, which hangs like a suspend- 
ed breath, is her juggler. A multi- 
tasker, this woman cares for her moth- 
er in a seniors residence, and dresses 
her in her wedding dress for a 
Halloween party. What begins as a 
grotesque image becomes a shimmer- 
ing symbol of the persistence of memo- 
ry against the harsh reality of the pre- 
sent and the oblivion of age. It’s tran- 
scendent, obliterating the show’s many 
flaws and illuminating the beauty 
lying among life’s detritus.

Although there seems to be no short- 
age of one-performer confessional- 
style shows at the Fringe every year, 
why is it that one so rarely sees a solo 
dance show? Could it be because, 
while it’s possible for just about any- 
one to get up to speak in front of a 
crowd of people and pretend that 
they’re good at it, hips (and feet, and 
legs, and arms) don’t lie? Undoubtedly 
very few dancers have the chops to 
carry off what Jolene Bailie accom- 
plishes in an hour. With classy chore- 
ography from the likes of Bill Evans 
and Anna Sokolow, elegantly pared 
down costumes and sets, and an 
impressively fiery physical intensity, 
she makes modern dance spring to life 
for every neophyte, and thrills every 
connoisseur. Highlights include 
Bailie’s new work Switchback, an 
incredible contortionist’s display 
which lends weight to the old adage 
that a truly great dancer knows how to 
lend weight to a pause, and Joe 
Laughlin’s fanciful walking thru myself, 
which the program notes describe as a 
cross between Amélie and Twin Peaks. 
Be sure to come early to catch the pre- 
show video, A Short Voyage, which cap- 
tures Bailie’s performance of a work 
choreographed en-plein-air by Marie- 
Josée Chartier.

Dr Keir is back. This time he’s descend- 
ed to the ultimate depths of academic 
squalor: substitute high school English 
teacher. The text is As You Like It, and 
the good doctor is reluctant to open its 
secrets to his adolescent students as 
“Shakespeare is for the intellectual 
elite.” There is an exception: the absent 
Rosalind. She’s an academic star upon 
whom Dr. Keir’s gelid eye has fallen. 
What ensues is a tragicomic rant 
wherein the teacher reveals the bleak 
waste of his life, from failed performer 
(damn those hands) to divorcé and 
possible predator of the innocent. The 
man is a passive-aggressive sociopath, 
which gives rise to much hilarity and 
mirth as he continually attempts to 
excuse his behaviour, but only suc- 
ceeds in hanging himself. The dank 
reality lurking beneath his tale is hor- 
rific, and Keir Cutler brings a hangdog, 
menacing presence to the stage. It’s a 
jaundiced view of academe mixed with 
a truly endearing love of the Bard. 
Clever, funny, threatening and 
strangely insightful, Keir Cutler distills 
the Fringe experience as we'd all like it.

It does feel a little funny, this show, 
like climbing into a tub of warm cream 
of mushroom soup: it may be comfy, 
but... you know... it’s mushroom soup. 
Randy Rutherford engenders that kind 
of uncomfortable comfort, gently and 
sires revealing the intimate 
details of his emotional, sexual, and 
colonic life in this one-man show. The 











fringe veteran recounts his experiences 
as a recently divorced latefortysome- 
thing, lonely and a little horny but 
uncomfortable with people—feeling 
especially closed amidst the physically 
and sexually open inhabitants of 
California—until he’s seduced by the 
freest of the free, the hummingbird 
woman. He’s achingly honest—about 
his insecurity, his jealousy, his bruised 
heart, or his badly maintained intes- 
tine—but without the taint of exhibi- 
tionism. Maybe that’s the hallmark of 
true honesty. Rutherford’s buildup 
doesn’t exactly draw an entirely logical 
line to his simple but dramatic climax, 
but the show’s sustained equilibrium 
between joy and sorrow feels right. 
And, oh yeah, despite being hearing 
impaired, Rutherford punctuates his 
monologue with tenderly sentimental 
songs, accompanying himself on gui- 
tar. Utterly unflashy but quietly smart.

Stage 12 (Transalta Arts Barns PCL 
Theatre) 
The second in the Three B's series, this 
children’s play is refreshingly intelli- 
gent with the playwright taking obvi- 
ous delight in the use of language, 
including such delicious words as cal- 
liope and lorgnette. This story of three 
girl detectives in the pursuit of a mys- 
terious ghost is elegantly written and 
had the young children in the audience 
rapt and still for the duration of the 
play. The language alone is worth the 
ticket price, but it’s also really funny 
and excellently presented by the very 
talented cast of four, all of whom 
deserve special mention. The charac- 
ters are all intriguing and quirky, the 
actors holding their own with the 
demandingly fast-paced and intricate 
dialogue; it was a pleasure to watch 
each of them take turns narrating the 
events in their own unique manner. If 
you and your children like stories, this 
smart tale is a sure hit with lots to 
entertain adults and kids alike.

TIMEKEEPERS, THE

Stage 1 (Westbury Theatre) 

While many plays and books attempt 
to treat the Jewish experience of the 
Holocaust during the Second World 
War, comparatively little has been 
written about the tens of thousands of 
homosexuals who shared their fate in 
the German death camps. Dan 
Clancy’s dramady The Timekeepers is, 
perhaps, most significant, then, in that 
it endeavors to link the two groups as 
personified by Hans, a flamboyant gay 
willing to sleep around to survive, and 
Benjamin, a deeply conservative mid- 
dle-aged Jewish man who pours his 
angst about his missing family into his 
work as a watchmaker. Imprisoned in 
Sachsenhausen, they must of necessity 
overcome their mutual prejudices in 
order to survive: As they discuss 
opera, their absent loved ones, and the 
proper way to mend a watch, an 


unlikely and poignant friendship blos- _ 
soms between them, which ultimately 
leads them to make surprising compro- 
mises and sacrifices for one another. 
This is a deeply humanist work, as 
much imbued with a spirit of optimism 
about the infinite human capacity for 
good as it is concerned with condemn- 
ing mankind's infinite brutality. The 
performances of Rami Baruch, Roy 
Horovitz and Omer Etzion are 
nuanced and delicately judged, and 
more than do justice to the complexi- 
ties of the material, so that, in the end, 
the catharsis of laughter seems entirely 
honest.

Dance 
Nouveau scatters the staccato of tap in 
all its moods across the Westbury 
stage. The accompaniment is classic 
jazz tunes from the likes of Brubeck, 
Peterson, Count Basie, et al. Classic 
choreographies like the Copasetics’ 
Chair dance and a double soft shoe by 
Coles and Atkins are among the 
expected pieces with the chair routine 
being a crowd pleasing standout. It’s 
when the performers let rip during the 
tap ballet Hawkin’ or “Kooks’ Parade” 
that the individual personalities of 
each dancer emerge as the dancing 
becomes more intense and their utter 
exuberance enwraps the audience. 
Add a completely unexpected and 
witty short film, “The Sidewalk 
Shuffle” by Tony Craigen and Steve 
Ashworth, and the terpsichorean grab 
bag is complete. Toe Jamm stubs its 
toes with the inclusion of spoken word 
elements, however, such as A Dr. 
Seuss-like routine that attempts to 
answer the rhetorical question “what is 
tap?” and a segment near the end 
when three of the performers tap along 
to taped monologues about the mean- 
ing they derive from the art form. 
Passionately intentioned though they 
may be, such inclusions come across as 
precious and contrived. The skill of 
these dancers and the joy they commu= 
nicate render words unnecessary—it’s 
all in the feet.

Regimental Sergeant Major Hettie is 
one pissed off woman. Jilted by her 
husband for a bit of Botox-addicted 
booty, she’s on a mission to train men, 
with the help of Barbara Woodhouse, 
dog guru extraordinaire. Hettie’s here 
to give us all a seminar complete with 
case studies and volunteers. It’s about 
respect, it’s about obedience, it’s about 
submission and doggie treats. The use 
of male volunteers as “man dogs” 
skirts close to the line, with them 
emerging from the experience 
stamped, whipped, and chewing a dog 
biscuit. The material does pander to a 
double standard... were a male per- 
former to present a show wherein 
female volunteers were treated similar- 
ly, he’d most likely be lynched. 
However, the audience, mainly com- 
prised of women, ate it up. This is due 
to Kirchmann’s undeniable skill and 
élan as one of the consummate per- 
formers at this year’s Fringe. Morphing 
from Hettie to an angst ridden teen- 
chick to lout, and finally to a cracked, 
alcoholic divorcee, she is a veritable 
chameleon. The performance lifts Train 
your Man from the depths of tasteless 
rant to unabashedly politically incor- 
rect crowd pleaser. Just don’t let your 
cell phone ring at this one. (Reviewed

As all the street hucksters keep 
reminding us, live theatre isn’t the 
same thing as television, and it’s 





always nice to attend a production 
which reinforces the fact that there’s 
really nothing separating you from the 
actors up on stage except a few flood 
lights. While the very mention of 
“audience participation” is enough to 
strike fear into the hearts of the 
bravest, it can also be a magical experi- 
ence to be called upon to shed your 
drab, everyday identity, and become a 
part of the drama you are watching as 
it unfolds before you. The Wonders of 
the World: Recite is great fun, not only 
because of its whimsical Gothicism, 
but also because it manages to bring 
the mechanics of stage magic out into 
the open without dulling their stardust 
luster one bit. The rag-tag set is lit and 
changed by the actors as they perform, 
which contributes a sense of unrelent- 
ing momentum to the plot, about the 
inexorable progress of a deadly aster- 
oid hurtling towards earth. When, in 
the final moments of the drama, the 
audience is asked to become the star- 
filled night sky with the aid of strange- 
ly glowing umbrellas, it is impossible 
to deny the child-like sense of wonder 
that results.

Dancer Linda Turnbull has created a 
real engaging, seamless, and intelligent 
piece of high-theory movement in an 
autobiographical work called Yellow 
Fever. A deconstruction of her two-cul- 
ture upbringing, this self-described 
“half-Japanese-Canadian woman 
raised in Edmonton” sets out to plumb 
the borders of her post-colonial 
birthright in a dance piece that incor- 
porates a wide range of dance and the 
atrical pieces ranging from some tradi- 
tional fan manipulations to prosaic 
actions (i.e., making origami cranes) to 
full-on abstracted postmodern move- 
ment moments, all choreographed to 
an intriguing mix of music also rang- 
ing from the deeply traditional to the 
full-on kitschy. Mesmerizing from start 
to finish in large part due to Turnbull's 
obvious skill and ability to fully 
engage an audience, I really grooved to 
this piece, and only wished it would 
embrace its implied narrative a tad 
more, maybe via a subtle textual ele- 
ment. A bit more narrative would just 
make sure all the themes unfold as 


completely as they can.

Stage 11 (The Academy at King Edward 
School) 
We live our lives in a perpetual state of 
snooze, rising reluctantly like automa- 
tons each morning to tread our pre- 
scribed path to work, to our errands 
and then back home again, alone in the 
crowd, never looking or touching. In 
Zombies, Stewart Matthews presents 
the story of such a man, seemingly 
stuck on the hamster wheel of his life 
until one day he discovers he’s blessed, 
or cursed, with the ability to see into 
the lives, past and future, of those 
around him. In the midst of insanity, 
he discovers the possible redemption 
of true love coupled with the knowl- 
edge of tragedy. Matthews’ script is 
convoluted, layered with meaning and 
demands 100 per cent commitment 
from the audience. Allow your atten- 
tion to wander and you're lost. 
Perhaps the vocal delivery is a trifle 
rapid fire, obscuring some of 
Matthews’ meaning, but the physicali- 
ty of the performance covers many 
lapses. Matthews’ myriad transforma- 
tions into sundry characters, an old 
woman, nurse, soccer hooligan, dog 
walker, and weirdo are very funny as 
is his analysis of the unspoken public 
transportation caste system. Watching 
Matthews’ superb physical perfor- 
mance, while absorbing his words, is 
exhausting, exhilarating, hilarious, and 
ultimately moving.

“Bill Minsky 
who has improv experience and 
Neil [Grahn] preterided to be a 
camera crew. Bill can shoot and 
Neil can hold a boom mike. It was 
great.” 

Acting Up is irreverent—-perhaps 
a tad too much—but it has.a win- 
ning joy about it. Probably because 
Chyz is a bigger Fringe nut than 
most. “I loved it, working with 
people I’ve watched and admired 
for years. They really cranked it up 
and went the extra mile.” 

And so, while the Trolls may 
sing “Get Us the Fuck Out of 
Edmonton,” and disgruntled per- 
formers flee, The Fringe: Acting Up 

is.a.wideo testament.to.the vibe that 
keeps the city alive.
